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GENERAL ROBERT E. WOOD

We are at a crisis in our international relations. On 
the decisions now made by the people of this country 
and their leaders may depend our national welfare 
for generations to come. 

At earlier meetings you have had presented to you 
dramatically, brilliantly, emotionally, the views of 
those who believe that the ideal of American life 
now demands a full participation in the war between 
England and Germany, and a willingness to take all 
the risks of war which that involves. 

Now there is another view, equally patriotic, equal¬ 
ly above question from the standpoint of ideals— 
but diametrically opposed in its spiritual and its 
practical approach to the problem. This view sees 
America’s destiny as the preservation of peace for 
its 135,000,000 people; the abstention on any ac- * 

count, and no matter how emotional the appeal, from 
European and Asiatic wars; the maintenance of the \ 

processes of democracy and of civilization. 

Those who hold this view are certain that we can- ; 

not enforce democracy on the rest of the world by 
force and arms. They believe war will be ruinous 
to everything we cherish most, and they believe we 
can avoid war, and should make every effort to do so. 

This is the view of the man who addresses you 1 

today. He was born sixty-one years ago in the State 
of Missouri. Forty years ago he graduated from the 
United States Military Academy at West Point. His 
first military service was in the Philippine insurrec¬ 
tion. As Chief Quartermaster at Panama during the 
days of the canal construction under General Goe- 
thals, he was charged with the duty of acquiring 
food, clothing, and supplies for the 40,000 employees 
and officials in the canal zone. During the World 
War he had a major responsibility for supplying our 
entire military establishment. After the war, in civil 
life, his ability gave him immediate recognition in 
the commercial world, where he served for ten years j 

as President of Sears, Roebuck & Company, and is 
now the Chairman of its Board of Directors. 

For his outstanding services during the World War . S 
he was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. < 

He is a Commander of the British Order of St. Mi¬ 
chael A St. George. He is a Knight of the French 
Legion of Honor. At present he is the Acting Chair- | 

man of the America First Committee.

“Our Foreign Policy” 


It hesitated to accept the invitation of my friends* 
Dr. Lichtenstein and Mr. Utley* to address this gath¬ 
ering for two reasons—first, because I do not feel 
on a par as a speaker with the very eminent persons 
who have addressed these gatherings; second, be¬ 
cause my views are opposed to those of a probable 
majority of my listeners—and I may add—opposed 
to those of some of my dearest friends and relatives. 
I have a brother-in-law on the William Allen White 
Committee. 

But it is one of the beauties of a democracy that 
in time of peace, at least, men are free to express 
their opinions and honest men respect opposing opin¬ 
ions if those opinions are sincere and free of ulterior 
motive, and now is a time for all honest men to 
express their convictions. 

Tlie Hour of Decision 

This country is on the eve of momentous decisions. 
The results of these decisions may be so far reaching 
that they may have an effect for good or bad on the 
life of this country for at least a generation. I am 
at the stage of life when I do not care as to the effect 
on myself or my own generation. I do greatly care 
what the effects will be on my children and grand¬ 
children and their generation. 

There are two schools of thought in thig country 
on the subject of our foreign policy. They may be 
termed “Interventionists” and “Isolationists.” These 
terms are not exactly descriptive, because all inter¬ 
ventionists are not extreme interventionists and most 
isolationists are only isolationists as to Europe and 
Asia, but not isolationists as to the balance of North 
America and South America. 

I except from my discussion those who have ulte¬ 
rior motives—anything except the welfare of our 
country. That would include the Communists who 
really desire to destroy our Government; the Nazis 
and members of the Bund who put the interests of 
Germany above those of this country; some ultra¬ 
pacifists who forget the interests of their country in 
their desire for peace at any price; a limited number 
of extreme Anglophiles who put the interests of 
Great Britain above those of their own country. 
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j Our Common Ground 

These schools of thought are in violent opposition* 
j but there are certain points of agreement among all 

; classes except perhaps what may be called the lunatic 

i fringe of our population. 

These points of agreement are: 

First —The necessity for a strong defense—a 
| strengthening of our army and navy and air force. 

Our people are practically unanimous on this sub¬ 
ject—the only differences are on differences of detail. 
[ It is obvious that the richest nation of the world, in 

a world of force* must make itself impregnable. 
Second —The belief that no foreign nation must 
obtain possession of any part of the two Americas 
1 and that the United States must be prepared to de¬ 

fend the North American continent, and at least that 
portion of the South American continent as far as 
the Equator. There is some difference of opinion as 
to whether military and naval protection should go 
as far as Cape Horn. 

j Third —Access to our great industrial plant by 

! Great Britain within the limits of the neutrality law 

I —that is, unlimited right of purchase by Great 

Britain of planes, tanks, munitions of war, raw ma- 
| terials from private manufacturers, provided she can 

1 pay for them and provide her own transportation, 

j And this I may add is a very great aid. 

\ Without this aid now being given, England could 

not long carry on the war, for her supplies of raw 
materials, her steel making capacity, munitions and 
plane plants are insufficient for a long major war. 
Without the production facilities of the United 
States she would be crushed. Theoretically, Ger¬ 
many is entitled to the same privilege—actually, on 
account of the British blockade, she cannot use our 
facilities, but she has no right to complain. I be- 
I lieve the overwhelming majority of the citizens are 

1 in accord with these three principles. I know I am. 

Here Differences Begin 

But it is when we get beyond the third point that 
\ opinion diverges sharply. The present administra¬ 

tion in power, probably the majority of our editors 
and columnists* a very influential body of public 
opinion as represented by the Committee to Defend 
■ America by Aiding Britain is in favor of our gov¬ 

ernment turning over some of our flying fortresses, 
more destroyers, more planes* and merchant ships. 
Others* even more extreme, favor ait outright alli- 
> ance with Great Britain and a declaration of war 

' on Germany. 
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Now what are the fundamental arguments for 
this point of view? They may be reduced to three 
• principal reasons: 

First —The totalitarian state with its ideology* 
j with its record of persecution* is repugnant to our 

j ideals and should be destroyed, even if we have to 

j enter a war to accomplish this result, 

j Second ?—'Our own protection depends on Britain 

as our first line of defense, and if she falls, we are 
l exposed to the onslaught of a totalitarian combina- 

; tion. Per se, it follows that we must give England 

all the aid we can, even at the risk of entering the 
war. 

Third —If Britain is defeated, it will be impossible 
for a free competitive, unorganized and unmanaged 
industrial system to compete with a totalitarian sys¬ 
tem. 

War Does Not Destroy Ideologies 

As to the first reason, you cannot destroy an ideology 
by waging war on it. The conditions created in 
Europe by the Versailles Treaty were largely respon- 
i ..jble for the rise of Hitler and the Nazi philosophy. 

The history of Europe for the last 100 years is a 
story of cruelties, persecutions, injustices. No gov¬ 
ernment was more repugnant to our ideals and ideas 
than the old Czaristic regime of Russia—it had over 
many years a series of pogroms, but we remained 
on friendly terms with Russia. Up to 1917 we had 
always remained true to the principles of foreign 
policy laid down by the founders of our country: 
the policy of keeping aloof from the quarrels of 
Europe and Asia. 

The Communistic regime of Russia under Lenin 
and Stalin was equally opposed to our principles 
and was detested by the majority of our people. 
Nevertheless, we have maintained our relations with 
Russia, and we have certainly had no idea of making 
war on that country. 

Sentimentalists or Realists? 

A nation cannot be a knight-errant. It must be 
realistic. Great Britain, during her entire history, 
has been coldiy realistic, and her success in building 
up her Empire has been due to her realism. As 
individuals we can give vent to our generous im¬ 
pulses or even to our pet hates, but our statesmen, 
our editors, our moulders of public opinion must 
consider that it is not their individual fortunes and 
lives that are to be considered, but those of 130,000,- 
000 of their fellow citizens. 
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Now as to the Second reason—our military de¬ 
fense in the event of a German victory. Our country 
has gone through a curious transformation of 
thought since May 10th. From an underestimate of 
the military and economic strength of Germany, it 
has gone to the opposite extreme of overestimating . 
that strength. From some of the remarks heard on 
the Eastern seaboard in June, we would have thought ' 
that New York and Boston were in imminent danger ■ 

of being bombed. 

Bombings Alone Cannot Win 

Now the events in Spain, Poland, Belgium and 
France showed the major importance of the air 
arm when supported by tanks, infantry and a mod¬ 
ern army. But Spain showed that bombing of cities, 
unsupported by an army, cannot win a war or even 
shake the morale of a population if the nation is of 
tough fibre like the Spanish and English peoples. 

Apparently the Battle of England is demonstrat¬ 
ing the same principle. Unless an army can cross the i 

Channel, the German air force cannot impose a de- ‘

—yes. The 15,000 casualties in London so far are 
but a drop in the bucket for a nation of 45,000,000 
people; more casualties were incurred in single days I 

of the Verdun, Ypres and Somme offensives. The 
destruction of apartment houses, stores, public build- ; 

ings do not constitute a blow to the military strength 
of a nation. If the docks, railroads, power plants 
and munitions plants are put out of commission, it i 

does affect the military effort, but unless it is done 
on a gigantic scale the nation cannot be subdued, 
and all evidence is to the effect that military damage 
thus far has not been of such a serious character as 
to severely impair the island's defense. 

Can England Be Invaded? 

As for an invasion, at the great risk of being called t 

a false prophet, I doubt whether any invasion will 
ever be made, and if it is attempted, it will be de¬ 
cisively repulsed. To land 250,000 Germans in Eng¬ 
land, with mechanized equipment, ammunition and 
necessary supplies, would be a gigantic operation. 

Once landed, that force would have to face 1,500,000 
Englishmen under arms, fighting on their own island 
behind strong defenses. And to land those 260,000 
Germans means practically complete mastery of the { 

air, blocking off the English fleet, complete control } 

of the Channel—none of which objectives have yet j 

been attained after more than a month of intensive ? 
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effort To sum up, I doubt whether the island can 
be conquered, and I am quite sure the British fleet 
cannot be put out of commission. 

Now we come to our own danger of invasion and 
the perfectly fantastic hysteria that pervaded this 
country after the battle of France. I think any 
competent military or naval expert, certainly the 
vast majority, will tell you that there is absolutely 
no danger of an invasion of the United States even 
if Germany ia completely victorious, and I doubt 
whether she will be. The amount of shipping re¬ 
quired for the transportation of even 250,000 men 
of a modern mechanized army with their ammuni¬ 
tion and supplies over 3,000 miles of ocean is col os- 
sal and it is to be presumed that our own navy and 
air force will not be idle. 

No Army Can Attack Us 

If it is impracticable or at least exceedingly difficult 
for an army to cross 25 miles of Channel, what valid 
grounds are there for supposing that a large army 
can cross 3,000 miles of ocean to invade a continent? 

Some will inquire—why should it not be possible 
for Germany to seize bases in Mexico or Central 
America and attack from those countries. Again, 
that presupposes an overwhelming sea power. But 
even if that sea power were present, there would 
again be the same difficulties of a 3,000 mile long 
line of communication for an invading army s And 
an army once landed must cross an exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult terrain before ever arriving at the Texas border. 
I think that hypothesis may be safely dismissed. 

Panic First—Then War! 

Now we come to the favorite bogey—air attacks. 
1 quote from Major A1 Williams’ recent speech, 
reprinted in the Congressional Record—“Oceans and 
extended lines of communications are still vital fac¬ 
tors in modern warfare. President Roosevelt's pan¬ 
icky flight schedule for the air invasion of America 
is ridiculous, worthy of Hollywood and certainly not 
of the White House. To support my argument 
against the President's wild flight schedule for a 
foreign air invasion of the United States I offer a 
single incontrovertible reason. With all their air 
power the Germans could not attack and subdue 
England from air bases 300 to 500 miles distant. 
Instead they seized air bases on the north coast of 
Holland, Belgium and France 20 to 100 miles distant 
from the coast of England. Each and every stage of 
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the fantastic itinerary for the air invasion of Amer¬ 
ica would have to be conquered for the establishment 
of major air bases for the enemy attempting the 
job. The President must know this—but apparently 
the pattern is panic first, and then war.” 

An Exhausted Germany Is Harmless 
All of this presupposes a completely victorious Ger¬ 
many, ready at the end of a long and costly struggle, 
to immediately embark on a new and perilous ad¬ 
venture across 3,000 miles of ocean against a nation 
T of 130,000,000 people. The present war represents 
1 seven years of preparation on the part of Germany. 

J So-called total war represents a prodigal expenditure 

> [ of labor, money and effort, Steel is rapidly con¬ 
sumed, aircraft and mechanical equipment are rap¬ 
idly worn out, reserves of all kinds are exhausted, 
not to mention the wear and tear on human beings. 
A nation that for seven years has been given guns 
instead of butter is apt at the end of this war to 
demand more butter from its leaders. 

So on every count it seems inconceivable to me 
that Germany at the end of the war, even if aided 
by its allies, who will be in a worse condition of 
exhaustion than Germany itself, will attack the 
United States. And if this country with its 130,- 
000,00 people and its two great natural ocean bar¬ 
riers cannot defend itself unaided by Britain or 
anybody else, it does not deserve to survive. The 
fr great nation that has to trust to others for its de- 

I fense is on the downward path to destruction. 

[ Europe Must Have Our Goods 

Now as to our economic problems. An economic 
war after the war—the loss of our European, Asiatic 
and South American trade. I have a high personal 
regard for Walter Lippmann's brains and ability, but 
I believe his picture of an unequal contest between 
a totalitarian economy and a free economy is mis¬ 
leading.

We can take the coffee of Brazil but not its cotton •’

and the United States. It 13 in Argentina and Chile 

that our troubles come. We cannot take the meat, 
cotton and wool of the Argentina because we produce 
those products ourselves. The same applies to the 
copper and nitrates of Chile. We cannot sell unless 
we buy and that is a far greater obstacle than all 
Nazidom, 

It must not be forgotten that Germany put on an 
mten^ve drive for trade in South America in the 
period 1936-1938» and if my recollection of the fig¬ 
ures is correct, while Germany's percentage of the 
trade gained somewhat, the gain was not large, and 
it was largely at the expense of Great Britain! our 
trade declined only a fraction of one per cent. 

We’ll Get Our Share of Foreign Trade! 

No man can foretell the future, but as long as we 
have products South America can use and above all, 
if they have products we can use, we will get our 
full share of the trade. As for Asia, the same re¬ 
marks pertain as to Europe. Japan needs ua far 
more than we need her. Our trade with Japan inci- 
dentally runs between five and six times the trade 
of China, whom we are making such great efforts 

help. Even if Japan gets control of the Dutch 
East Indies—and that is not assured—she is going 
to be more anxious to sell us rubber and tin to obtain 
dollar exchange than we are to buy the products. 
And if war with Japan comes, we can get Bolivian 
tin and develop our synthetic rubber. We are cer¬ 
tainly as resourceful as the Germans who are filling 
90% of their rubber requirements with the synthetic 
article. 

In 1937 Colombia's trade with us was 168,000,000 
pesos. With Germany 40,000,000. Of Venezuela's 
trade, the United States took 12.5% of their im¬ 
ports and furnished 53% of the exports, Germany 
13.6%, Of Costa Rica’s imports, 42.5% came from 
the United States, 23% from Germany. OX her ex¬ 
ports 45% went to the United States and 19.5% to 
Germany. 

As for lack of organization, if needs be, we can 
meet fire with fire; we can set up export cartels and 
mass purchasing organizations and we can do this 
without danger to our system. 
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The Americas Must Stand Together! 

Americana like myself feel that our true mission is 
in North America and South America. We stand 
today in an unrivalled position. With our resources 
and organizing ability we can develop, with our 
Canadian friends, an only partially developed con¬ 
tinent like North America and a virgin continent 
like South America. The reorganization and proper 
development of Mexico alone would afford an out¬ 
let for our capital and energies for some time to 
come. And while I think we should try in every 
way to maintain the friendship of our neighbors to 
the South, 1 think we should also make it clearly 
understood that no government in Mexico, Central 
America and the Caribbean South American coun¬ 
tries will be tolerated unless it is friendly to the 
United States and that, if necessary, we are prepared 
to use force to attain that object. 

Instead of what seems to be a sane objective we 
are on the verge of throwing our treasure and our 
blood into a European war, with consequences that 
no one can foretell. 

I respect the honest views of honest Americana, 
no matter how opposed they may be to my own, but 
there are two matters that I resent: First is the 
attempt to smear any one opposed to what I might 
call the majority publicized viewpoint of what we 
should do in this war. When the editor of a pink 
New York sheet denounces Col. Lindbergh as the 
head of the Fifth Column in the U. S., we have 
reached the summit of mud slinging. You may dis¬ 
agree violently with Col. Lindbergh, you may feel 
he has made serious mistakes, but you have no right 
to denounce a courageous, patriotic American citizen 
as a traitor merely because he disagrees with your 
views. That ia as bad as the Nazis, an attempt to 
suppress freedom of speech. 

The other point I resent ia the way the l»a\ie ia 
being presented to the American people. We are 
being edged into the war without the masses’ knowl¬ 
edge^ We have the anomalous situation of the polls 
showing a majority of the people favoring a course 
that is bound to get us into the war, while the same 
polls show 86% of the same people oppose actual 
entry into the war. That shows that the minds of 
the people are confused. 

IIow Wars Are Sold to Us 

Many of my hearers were adults at the time of the 
previous war and were familiar with the propaganda 
that led up to that war. If von want to know the 
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Our Own Democracy Will Be Sacrificed 

In deciding this issue, the American people should 
face the costs. We start with a debt of $50,000,000,000, 
With the enormous cost of waging modern war, the 
cost of sending forces over 3,000 miles of ocean, of 
engaging our navy in the Far East, we would ulti¬ 
mately face a debt of from 100 to 160 billions. Vic¬ 
torious or defeated, we will be faced at the conclu¬ 
sion of such a war with great economic dislocations 
—the rich would face a capital levy, the middle 
classes impoverishment, and the masses a lowered 
standard of living and the loss of most of the social 
gains so far secured. 

Competent observers believe that if the war is 
prolonged in Europe over one or two years, it will 
result in Communism in all Europe, and a species 
of National Socialism in England* If we are in¬ 
volved, it probably spells the end of capitalism all 
over the world. 

Defend America First, Last, Always 

I would unhesitatingly say to throw everything we 
have into a war to defend the United States or our 
own sphere of influence, which is the North Amer¬ 
ican continent and part, if not all, of the South 
American continent I do not think the American 
people should make these sacrifices to interfere in 
the quarrels of Europe and Asia, old, sick and over¬ 
populated continents with ancient rivalries that can¬ 
not be healed. It is up to the American people to 
decide whether they want to make these sacrifices 
to preserve not England but the British Empire, and 
help regulate Europe and Asia. But they should 
make the decision with all the cards on the table, 
not misled by artifice and subterfuge. 

But.if that decision is given affirmatively, I think 
you will find Americans like myself, who sincerely 
believe such a course spells disaster to the nation, 
will be at their posts of duty in the service of this 
country. I am old fashioned enough to believe in 
the toast offered by Stephen Decatur back in 1816, 
"Our Country I In her intercourse with foreign na¬ 
tions, may she always be in the right: but Our 
Country, right or wrong.”

on myself or my own generation. I do greatly care 
what the effects will be on my children and grand¬ 
children and their generation. 

There are two schools of thought in this country 
oji the subject of our foreign policy. They may be 
termed “Interventionists” and “Isolationists." These 
terms are not exactly descriptive, because all inter- \ 

ventionists are not extreme interventionists and most ! 

isolationists are only isolationists as to Europe and v 

Asia, but not isolationists as to the balance of North 
America and South America. 

I except from my discussion those who have ulte¬ 
rior motives—anything except the welfare of our «■ 

country. That would include the Communists who 
really desire to destroy our Government; the Nazis 
and members of the Bund who put the interests of 
Germany above those of this country; some ultra¬ 
pacifists who forget the interests of their country in 
their desire for peace at any price; a limited number 
of extreme Anglophiles who put the interests of 
Great Britain above those of their own country. 
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Our Common Ground 

These schools of thought are in violent opposition, 
but there are certain points of agreement among all 
classes except perhaps what may be called the lunatic 
fringe of our population. 

These points of agreement are; 

First —The necessity for a strong defense-*-a 
strengthening of our army and navy and air force. 
Our people are practically unanimous on this sub¬ 
ject—the only differences are on differences of detail. 
It is obvious that the richest nation of the world, in 
a world of force, must make itself impregnable. 

Second —The belief that no foreign nation must 
obtain possession of any part of the two Americas 
and that the United States must be prepared to de¬ 
fend the North American continent, and at least that 
portion of the South American continent as far as 
the Equator. There is some difference of opinion as 
to whether military and naval protection should go 
as far as Cape Horn. 

Third —Access to our great industrial plant by 
Great Britain within the limits of the neutrality law 
—that is, unlimited right of purchase by Great 
Britain of planes, tanks, munitions of war, raw ma¬ 
terials from private manufacturers, provided she can 
pay for them and provide her own transportation. 
And this I may add is a very great aid. 

Without this aid now being given, England could 
not long carry on the war, for her supplies of raw 
materials, her steel making capacity, munitions and 
plane plants are insufficient for a long major war. 
Without the production facilities of the United 
States she would be crushed. Theoretically, Ger¬ 
many is entitled to the same privilege—actually, on 
account of the British blockade, she cannot use our 
facilities, but she has no right to complain. I be¬ 
lieve the overwhelming majority of the citizens are 
in accord with these three principles. I know I am. 

Here Differences Begin 

But it is when we get beyond the third point that 
opinion diverges sharply. The present administra¬ 
tion in power, probably the majority of our editors 
and columnists, a very influential body of public 
opinion as represented by the Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding Britain is in favor of our gov¬ 
ernment turning over some of our flying fortresses, 
more destroyers, more planes, and merchant ships. 
Others, even more extreme, favor an outright alli¬ 
ance with Great Britain and a declaration of war 
on Germany. 
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Now what are the fundamental arguments for 
this point of view? They may be reduced to three

i First— The totalitarian state with its ideology,

Second — Our own protection depends on Britain 
as our first line of defense, and if she falls, we are 
exposed to the onslaught of a totalitarian combina¬ 
tion, Per se, it follows that we must give England 
all the aid we can, oven at the risk of entering the 

W °Third —If Britain is defeated, it will be impossible 
for a free competitive, unorganized and unmanaged 
industrial system to compete with a totalitarian sys¬ 
tem. 

I War Does Not Destroy Ideologies 

As to the first reason, you cannot destroy an ideology 
by waging war on it The conditions created in 
Europe by the Versailles Treaty were largely respon¬ 
sible for the rise of Hitler and the Nazi philosophy. 
The history of Europe for the last 100 years is a 
story of cruelties, persecutions, injustices. No gov¬ 
ernment was more repugnant to our ideals and ideas 
than the old Czaristic regime of Russia—it had over 
many years a series of pogroms, but we remained 
on friendly terms with Russia. Up to 1917 we had 
always remained true to the principles of foreign 
policy laid down by the founders of our country: 
the policy of keeping aloof from the quarrels of 
Europe and Asia. _ 

The Communistic regime of Russia under Lenin 
and Stalin was equally opposed to our principles 
and was detested by the majority of our peopue. 
Nevertheless, we have maintained our relations with 
Russia, and we have certainly had no idea of making 
war on that country. 

Sentimentalists or Realists? 

A nation cannot be a knight-errant. It must be 
realistic. Great Britain, during her entire history, 
has been coldly realistic, and her success in building 
up her Empire has been due to her realism. As 
individuals we can give vent to our generous im¬ 
pulses or even to our pet hates, but our statesmen, 
our editors, our moulders of public opinion must 
I consider that it is not their individual fortunes and 

Hv« that are to be considered, but those of 130,000,- 
000 of their fellow citizens, 
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Now as to the second reason—our military de¬ 
fense in the event of a German victory. Our country 
has gone through a curious transformation of 
thought since May 10th, From an underestimate of 
the military and economic strength of Germany, it 
has gone to the opposite extreme of overestimating 
that strength. From some of the remarks hpard on 
the Eastern seaboard in June, we would have thought 
that New York and Boston were in imminent danger 
of being bombed.

Bombings Alone Cannot Win

! No Army Can Attack Us 

If it is impracticable or at least exceedingly difficult 
for an army to cross 25 mi lea of Channel, what valid 
grounds are there for supposing that a large army 
can cross 3,000 miles of ocean to invade a continent? 

Some will inquire—why should it not be possible 
for Germany to seize bases in Mexico or Central 
America and attack from those countries. Again, 
that presupposes an overwhelming sea power. But 
even if that sea power were present, there would

line of communication for an invading army. And 
an army once landed must cross an exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult terrain before ever arriving at the Texas border, 
I think that hypothesis may be safely dismissed. 

Panic First—Then War! 

Now we come to the favorite bogey—air attacks. 
I quote from Major A1 Williams' recent speech, 
reprinted in the Congressional Record—“Oceans and 
extended lines of communications are still vital fac¬ 
tors in modern warfare. President Roosevelt’s pan¬ 
icky flight schedule for the air invasion of America 
is ridiculous, worthy of Hollywood and certainly not 
\ of the White House. To support my argument 

against the President’s wild flight schedule for a 
foreign air invasion of the United States I offer a 
single incontrovertible reason. With all their air 
power the Germans could not attack and subdue 
England from air bases 300 to 500 miles distant. 
Instead they seized air bases on the north coast of 
Holland, Belgium and France 20 to 100 miles distant 
, from the coast of England. Each and every stage of 
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the fantastic itinerary for the air invasion of Amer¬ 
ica would have to be conquered for the establishment 
of major air bases for the enemy attempting the 
job. The President must know this—but apparently 
the pattern is panic first, and then war." 

An Exhausted Germany Is Harmless 

All of this presupposes a completely victorious Ger-» 
many, ready at the end of a long and costly struggle, 
to immediately embark on a new and perilous ad¬ 
venture across 3,000 miles of ocean against a nation 
of 130,000,000 people. The present war represents 
seven years of preparation on the part of Germany. 
So-called total war represents a prodigal expenditure 
of labor, money and effort. Steel is rapidly con¬ 
sumed, aircraft and mechanical equipment are rap¬ 
idly worn out, reserves of all kinds are exhausted, 
not to mention the wear and tear on human beings. 
A nation that for seven years has been given guns 
instead of butter is apt at the end of this war to 
demand more butter from its leaders. 

So on every count it seems inconceivable to me 
that Germany at the end of the war, even if aided 
by its allies, who will be in a worse condition of 
exhaustion than Germany itself, will attack the 
United States. And if this country with its 130,- 
000,00 people and its two great natural ocean bar¬ 
riers cannot defend itself unaided by Britain or 
anybody else, it does not deserve to survive, The 
great nation that has to trust to others for its de¬ 
fense is on the downward path to destruction. 

Europe Must Have Our Goods 

Now as to our economic problems. An economic 
war after the war—the loss of our European, Asiatic 
and South American trade. I have a high personal 
regard for Walter Irippmann's brains and ability, but 
I believe his picture of an unequal contest between 
a totalitarian economy and a free economy is mis¬ 
leading. After all, when two nations or two conti¬ 
nents each have things the other needs trade even¬ 
tually results regardless of the feelings each may 
have for the other, Europe needs us more than we 
need Europe—our materials and products are more 
important to her than hers to us. True, Germany has 
reduced largely its purchases from us, but more 
from necessity than choice. As far as South America 
is concerned, we can always obtain the lion’s share 
of the trade of Mexico, Central America, Colombia 
and Venezuela because we buy the metals of Mexico, 
the coffee and bananas of Central America and Co- 
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lombia, the oil of Venezuela* In those countries, our 
geographical location must always give us the edge. 
We can take the coffee of Brazil but not its cotton; 
so its trade will naturally divide between Europe 
and the United States, It is in Argentina and Chile 
that our troubles come. We cannot take the meat, 
cotton and wool of the Argentina because we produce 
, those products ourselves. The same applies to the 
copper and nitrates of Chile. We cannot sell unless 
we buy and that is a far greater obstacle than all 
Nazidom. 

It must not be forgotten that Germany put on an 
intensive drive for trade in South America in the 
period 1936-1938, and if my recollection of the fig¬ 
ures is correct, while Germany's percentage of the 
trade gained somewhat, the gain was not large, and 
it was largely at the expense of Great Britain; our 
trade declined only a fraction of one per cent. 

We*ll Get Our Share of Foreign Trade I 

No man can foretell the future, but as long as we 
have products South America can use and above all, 
if they have products we can use, we will get our 
full share of the trade. As for Asia, the same re¬ 
marks pertain as to Europe. Japan needs us far 
more than we need her. Our trade with Japan inci¬ 
dentally runs between five and six times the trade 
of China, whom we are making such great efforts 
to help. Even if Japan gets control of the Dutch 
East Indies—and that is not assured—she is going 
to be more anxious to sell us rubber and tin to obtain 
dollar exchange than we are to buy the products. 
And if war with Japan comes, we can get Bolivian 
tin and develop our synthetic rubber. We are cer¬ 
tainly as resourceful as the Germans who are filling 
90% of their rubber requirements with the synthetic 
article. 

In 1937 Colombia's trade with us was 168,000,000 
pesos, with Germany 40,000,000, Of Venezuela's 
trade, the United States took 12.5% of their im¬ 
ports and furnished 53% of the exports, Germany 
13.6%. Of Costa Rica's imports, 42.6% came from 
the United States, 23% from Germany. Of her ex¬ 
ports 45% went to the United States and 19.6% to 
Germany. 

As for lack of organization, if needs be, we can 
meet fire with fire; we can set up export cartels and 
mass purchasing organizations and we can do this 
without danger to our system. 
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The Americas Must Stand Together! 

Americans like myself feel that our true mission is 
in North America and South America. We stand 
today in an unrivalled position. With our resources 
and organizing ability we can develop. With our 
Canadian friends, an only partially developed con¬ 
tinent like North America and a virgin continent 
like South America. The reorganization and proper 
development of Mexico alone would afford an out¬ 
let for our capital and energies for some time to 
Come. And while I think we should try in every 
way to maintain the friendship of our neighbors to 
the South, 1 think we should also make it clearly 
understood that no government in Mexico, Central 
America and the Caribbean South American coun¬ 
tries can be tolerated unless it is friendly to the 
United States and that we will make every effort to 
prevent the spread of totalitarian influence there. 

Instead of what seems to be a sane objective we 
are on the verge of throwing our treasure and our 
blood into a European war, with consequences that 
no one can foretell. 

I respect the honest views of honest Americans, 
no matter how opposed they may be to my own, but 
there are two matters that I resent: First is the 
attempt to smear any one opposed to what I might 
call the majority publicized viewpoint of what we 
should do in this war. When the editor of a New 
York "newspaper” denounces Col. Lindbergh as the 
head of the Fifth Column in the U. S., we have 
reached the summit of mud slinging. You may dis¬ 
agree violently with Col. Lindbergh, you may feel 
he has made serious mistakes, but you have no right 
to denounce a courageous, patriotic American citizen 
as a traitor merely because he disagrees with your 
views. This is as bad as the Nazis, an attempt to 
suppress freedom of speech. 

The other point I resent is the way the issue is 
being presented to the American people. Wc are 
being edged into the war without the masses' knowl¬ 
edge. We have the anomalous situation of the polls 
showing a majority of the people favoring a course 
that is bound to get us into the war, while the same 
polls show 88% of the same people oppose actual 
entry into the war. That shows that the minds of 
the people are confused. 

How Wars Are Sold to Us 

Many of my hearers wei-e adults at the time of the 
previous war and were familiar with the propaganda 
that led up to that war. If you want to know the 
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history of that propaganda and its falsity, read a 
book by Sir Philip GibbB with the title of “Now It 
Can Be Told,” in which he admitted the outrageous 
lies that were perpetrated on the American public. 
And Sir Philip Gibbs was no German but the leading 
English war correspondent, knighted by his King. 
The London .Economist in a recent issue said it was 
Only a question of time until American public opin¬ 
ion could be brought to the point where we would 
actively enter the war. 

I believe a majority of the people who are advo¬ 
cating “aid short of war” do not desire us to enter 
the war. But there are others who do desire us to 
enter the war, who are taking the necessary steps 
to prepare the American people for active participa¬ 
tion, who would enter it tomorrow if they dared, 
who are today in practical alliance with England, 
and unfortunately they are the people who are shap¬ 
ing our national policy today. You hear in Wash¬ 
ington today that we are now in the war. You 
hear predictions from men, and men who ought to 
know, that we will actively enter the war within 
sixty days after the election. 

The American people should think this matter 
through. The course we are pursuing is bound to 
involve us in the war. You cannot play with fire 
and not get burned. You cannot have your govern¬ 
ment, not private manufacturers, transfer its equip¬ 
ment to foreign powers, you cannot have your gov¬ 
ernment in an unofficial alliance with a foreign 
power, you cannot be a meddler in In do-China, be¬ 
rate Italy and Germany without eventually involving 
the nation in war, and if war comes I venture to 
predict that we will repeat the history of the last 
war. When the declaration of war was made in 1917 
originally it was intended to send only the Navy 
to the assistance of the Allies. 

Man-Power, Too! 

Joffre came over in the spring of 1917, told the 
plight of the French Army after the 1917 spring 
Champagne offensive, where whole divisions of the 
French Army mutinied, and implored us to send 
over a token force, otherwise France would collapse. 
We sent Pershing and the First Division, about 
30,000 men. Then came the impending collapse of 
Russia, frantic calls for more men, then the great 
German offensive of 1918 and the rout of the British 
Fifth Army, more frantic appeals, until finally we 
put under arms 4,000,000 men, sent 2,000,000 men 
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to France, spent 20 billion dollars and had 150,000 
casualties. I need not refer to our treatment by our 
former allies after the Armistice. They took the 
loot, we did not even get thanks. 

, I do not often agree with the editorials on foreign 

1 policy in my friend Frank Knox's paper, but there 

is a recent editorial with which I am in 100% agree-' 

| ment. The editorial quoted two recent speeches by 
j both Presidential candidates in which both pledged 
themselves never to send American boys to France, 
j The editorial spoke of both these pledges as political 
bunk and very truly stated that if we entered the 
war We would enter it to win, and, if necessary to 
win, we would send an expeditionary force—and that 
is the absolute truth. 

The People Must Know the Truth 

The issue should be honestly presented to the people. 
If we aid Britain, short of war and beyond the limits 
of the Neutrality Act, it ultimately means war and 
should mean war. If we enter the war, we must 
enter it with all our strength in men and money. 
That is the only way to win a war. 

If the military reports from abroad are correct, 
I feel there is no doubt that Great Britain can de¬ 
fend her island, her dominions like Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand. She may lose Egypt, the 
Suez and Gibraltar, though this is extremely doubt¬ 
ful. So far the Italians have shown no signs of real 
offensive strength. There is little doubt that England 
can make a negotiated peace by which she can keep 
her fleet and her colonies, but which will leave Ger¬ 
many the economic control of Western Europe* But 
she cannot decisively defeat Germany unaided. Her 
statesmen privately admit that, and say that for her 
to gain a decisive victory we will have to actively 
enter the war. One of the great mistakes made by 
the Allies in this war was that in its first six months 
they thought they could win a safe economical war, 
with France sitting behind the Maginot line and 
England maintaining its blockade, with little ex¬ 
penditure of blood and a minimum expenditure of 
treasure. For us to actively enter the war means 
ships, planes, money, men, expeditionary forces. 
That is the issue that must ultimately be presented 
to the American people, and it should be presented 
openly, honestly and squarely. 
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j Our Own Democracy Will Be Sacrificed | 

In deciding this issue, the American people should J 

face the costs. We start with a debt of $50,000,000+000. , 

1 With the enormous cost of waging modern war, the j 

cost pf sending forces over 3,000 miles of ocean, of j 

engaging our navy in the Far East, we would ulti- j 

j i mately face a debt of from 100 to 150 billions.

Defend America First, Last, Always j 

I would unhesitatingly say to throw everything we 
have into a war to defend the United States or our 
own sphere of influence, which is the North Amer¬ 
ican continent and part, if not all, of the South * 

American continent, I do not think the American * 

people should make these sacrifices to interfere in 
the quarrels of Europe and Asia, old, sick and over- 
populated continents with ancient rivalries that can¬ 
not be healed. It is up to the American people to 
decide whether they want to make these sacrifices ! 

to preserve not England but the British Empire, and i 

help regulate Europe and Asia. But they should 
„rnake the decision with all the cards on the table, 
not misled by artifice and subterfuge. 1 

But if that decision is given affirmatively, I think 
you will find Americans like myself, who sincerely ^ 
believe such a course spells disaster to the nation, 
will be at their posts of duty in the service of this 
country. I am old fashioned enough to believe in 
the toast offered by Stephen Decatur back in 1816, 

“Our Country! In her intercourse with foreign na¬ 
tions, may she always be in the right: but Our 
Country, right or wrong.”

WHITE 


Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. Mr. President, Mr. William E. 
Barrett, a distinguished newspaper man and author, of Den¬ 
ver. Colo., recently addressed an open letter to William Allen 
white which should be read and studied by every pro- 
American tn the United States. 

One need not agree fully with Barrett’s inferences and 
deductions to be challenged by his demand that we think this 
European war through to the peace table before we move 
further into the vortex of its hell. After all* what goes on at 
the peace table when the war is finished is what counts. At 
the end of the last war we listed 14 points as the objectives of 
the Allies, only to find in the end that the Allies were only 
''kidding” us. Shall America forget her bitter disillusionment 
at Versailles? 

This time let Britain name the objective?: now and give us 
some assurance of her sincerity to stick to them come what 
may before we serenely follow her up the “blind alley” of 
British imperialism to our own destruction. William Allen 
White owes it to America to frankly answer Mr. Barrett, and 
il he himself does not know the an.swer, let him get it from 
Britain before he leads us farther down that one-way road. 

I ask unanimous consent of the Senate to insert in the 
Appendix of the Record Mr. Barrett’s open letter to Mr. White. 

There being no objection, the letter was ordered to be 
printed in the Record, as follows: 

AN OPEN L ETTE R TO WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE 

(By William E. Barrett, author of Woman on Horseback, etc.) 

Mr Dr.As Mr. White: You are the spearhead of the drive for all 
puseiUie United States aid to Great Britain in the present war. By 
your own definition, you are an "engine of publicity and propa¬ 
ganda." Laying aside the unpleasant thought that any worthy 
cumc needs propaganda m order to win the support of the American 
people. you are doubtless interested, as a publicist. In any sugges¬ 
tion -which will win millions of converts to the cause you serve. 

There are many millions of people in the United States who do 
not believe with you that the safety and security of this Nation 
rests, or ever has rested, in the hands ol Great Britain. Many

millions of us refuse to believe that we owe our existence as a 
nation to the protection of the British Fleet, which you would 
have us bolster at the expense of our own fleet. Many millions of 
us are opposed to the future moves on your agenda: To repeal the 
Johnson Act; to further stripping of our own defenses in Britain’s 
behalf; to the use of the United States Fleet for convoy duty in 
the Atlantic: to the use of our fleet for the defense of Singapore; 
and to the use of American troops as an expeditionary force to any 
part of the British Empire, leased or otherwise. 

You acknowledge the weight of opposition to your "Britain first" 
program by the very intensity of your propaganda drive. High- 
: pressure selling and advertising invariably indicate an inferior 
j product or strong sales resistance to be overcome. You can over- 
! come sales resistance to your drive by a few honest answers to the 
| questions which every American has the right to ask. Americans 
; must pay in money, tn the sacrifice of personal liberty, and ulti¬ 
mately in blood for the British victory which is your avowed 
I objective. They should not be asked to purchase blindly at so great 
a price. 

Imagine for the moment that your objective has been attained. 

• Nazi Germany has been smashed. Italy crushed, and the victors are 
1 seated at the treaty table. Obviously, this time there are but two 

victors—Great Britain and the United States. It is not necessary 
to imagine the steps that place those victors at the treaty table. 
You should be able to tell us what will happen when your objective 
is attained, because surely you are not leading your followers on 
a blind gamble without knowing ycur goal. Or are you? 

All right: the war is over. Great Britain, with the United States 
: aid which you did so much to win for her, is victorious. What 
1 follows that victory? Europe is impoverished: Great Britain and 
the United States have accumulated monstrous debts The eco¬ 
nomic system of the conquered nations has been destroyed—and 

• English-speaking nation* hold the destiny of the world upon a table 

You have wen a reputation as a homely philosopher cf the plains, 
and you carry the role well Into the field of foreign affairs, You are 
quoted as advocating the outright gift ol fabulous sums to Great 
Britain rather than the making of loans because "nations are like 
human beings. Loans destroy friendship.” Probably, in thinking 
about that future treaty table, another homespun saying might be 
1 as pat: "Nations are like human beings. You can only judge them 
j by their past performances." 

We sat at a treaty table before with Great Britain after a war 
that we helped her win. Our objective in pouring out money, sacri¬ 
fice. and blood was vague then, as now. We merely wanted to rid 
I the world of the Kaiser and of German Imperialism, which was tram- 
| pljng human rights. We wanted to make the world safe for de- 
■ mocracy. We were assured by other stanch American spokesmen for 
Britain of that day that such, too, wa's Britain’s objective.* There 
was the war aim. At the treaty table we found out that Great Brit¬ 
ain, strangely enough, wanted enormous additions to her vast Em¬ 
pire, colonies, and mandates; furthermore, that Great Britain’s de¬ 
mands fitted a carefully planned pattern. In previous wars she had 
encircled the coal-producing regions, but the age of oil had crept 
upon her. Versailles fixed that, and the new map brought the oil 
regions into the British orbit as w r ell as additional territories which 
converted her controls over vital raw materials into virtual world 
I monopolies. We went into the war with an ideal end Into the treaty 
room with 14 points. Both went out the window—and. since Great 
Britain took vast loot from the victory that we helped her to win. 
that loot, in the cold light of history, was the British war aim in the 
j first World War—that and nothing else. 

i Now, Imagining this war as over. Great Britain and the United 
States are partners again. Having won. i.- it your idea that we will 
retire once more with Great Britain’s debts and our own debts to 
pay, with nothing to show for it save seme kind of a League of 
Nations’ diploma attesting that again we have saved democracy and 
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the right of Britain to divide up the lands and the waters of the 
earth? 

Or. having shared the cost of the war. is It your Idea that we 
should split the proceeds, share and share alike on the loot, with j 
Great Britain? That would mean imperialism, you know: the j 
maintenance of colonies and the exploitation of subject races. . 
We have never done that because our forefathers, who were all ; 
isolationists like those who oppose you and your committee, had 
an idea that such practices are incompatible with the idea of 
democracy. You have changed much of that line of thought, how¬ 
ever, and the American people have come to believe that Great 
Britain Is a democracy like our own, so probably you will not have 
serious trouble. The people of Kansas, for example, may even 
like the idea eventually of black men toiling under a distant sun 
for gentlemen farmer absentees 

Or do you believe that the treaty table of the two victors will 
merely restore the pre-1939 status quo? Wlli they put all the little 
nations back in their places, restore the world monopolies to Great 
Britain—plus the advantages of no more competing synthetics— 
and allow us the glow of a good deed well done? If that is the 
idea, and most of your followers seem to think bo, there are some 
real questions for you to answer. 

What are the two victors going to do about Russia, who cer- ; 
tainly will not have lost anything since Russia has played the j 
role which you and your friends have not permitted us to play: - 
the role of powerful neutrality, without expense, without casual* : 
ties and without domestic upheaval? in restoring x-ne map ui 
Europe to its pre-war status, will the two victors insist on Rus- . 
sia s withdrawal from Poland or will they be satisfied with a half : 
Poland on the map' This is an important question since Poland j 
is the excuse which Great Britain used for starting the holocaust ; 
In Europe with her declaration of war Will the two victors Insist | 
upon Russia’s withdrawal from Finland? What about Estonia, 
Lithuania, and Latvia? 

If nothing is done about these nations, isn’t It possible that even 
propaganda-drugged minds will suspect that perhaps the war was . 
not fought for freedom, democracy, and the rights of small nations: 
that perhaps it was just another trade war to eliminate a strong 
competitor with the rights of small nations ec more important ■ 
to one side than the other? ! 

Suppose that Russia refuses to surrender any territory—or even 
insist* ’’non being handed more territory as the price of acquiescence 
in the transactions of the British-Amerlcan treaty table? Will the 
United States and Britain immediately launch into another war 
against Russia—or will they pay Russia's price? Will this be ap¬ 
peasement and are you in favor of it? Consistently, it does not 
seem to us that you could be In favor of that and so we are afraid 
that by following your lead now we shall be at war for a long, long 
time: First, the European continent to be rewon and then Russia | 
to be conquered—to say nothing about the Orient. 

Of course many of the people who follow your doctrines are ready 
now to accept Communist Russia as a democracy, provided Russia 
makes favorable trade agreements with Great Britain, so perhaps 
Russia will not be such a problem at that peace table. If the 
Soviet is then accepted as a democracy there may not be any mass 
protest over assigning to Stalin any nation or people he may demand. 
What do you think? 

Leaving Russia cut of It. there are a few small nations left that 
may prove troublesome when it comes to restoring the m?p as it 
was The people of Belgium, for instance, may want to retain their 
kinr Great Britain will hardly stand for that Perhaps you have 
some plan for Belgium Would you favor removing the Belgian 
king in defiance of the wishes of the people he refused to sacrifice 
to protect a BiUsh retreat? Wou’d it help you if a nice term were ( 
colmd for the deed; such as the redemocratizing of Belgium? , 

What about Hillard? Queen Wilhelmina ruled over 8,000 000 
Dutch and 63.000.000 subject people in the Dutch colonies. The 
lab t ' f th*> 6? ooo.OOO thv rlch^t monarch In the 

world, and made her English partners millionaires, but over one- 
quarter of her 8 000.000 "subjects at home were on relief. When 
trouble came to Holland as a consequence of the noble queen's 
under-the-table dealing with her financial partners in England, the 
Queen fled to where her money a’ready reposed. Suppose the peo¬ 
ple of Holland prefer to leave the wily Wilhelmina in England? Do 
you favor restoring her to the post which enrich*d her and im¬ 
poverished Holland? Do you favor the use of United States pres¬ 
sure to so restore her to the historic Dutch Empire capital in H?l- 
land or the new seat of power in Batavia? 

And Denmark 0 We know, of course, from your vcltrminotu writ¬ 
ings that the taking of vengeance upon noncooperuling people is a 
purelv Nazi trait and a piece of wickedness in which noble nations 
like Britain never indulge; but ju^t suppose that at the treaty table 
Great Britain suggests measures of -punishment for the Danes who 
cooperated with Germany in order to prevent their country from 
becoming a battlefield. Should the United States protest—or can 
the United States protest? 

Just what is the position of the United States at that future treaty 
table of the victors at which Great Britain will never sit unless wo 
put her there? What do we etand for in Europe, now that you have 
brou< ht us into it? Do we stand for a federation of European states 
o]^ rating cn a free-’rade principle like ours upon their own conti¬ 
nent 0 If we do, what are we doing In an alliance with Great 
Bn.am? Great Britain will never stand for that and will fight wars 
in The future, as she has fought them in the past, to prevent an} 
such federation, with Its threat of competition to the Empire. Do 
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we stand for the doctrine that Europe should be broken Into a 
series of small and individually helpless nations, forced to arm per¬ 
petually against one another and to surrender the rights of their 
citizens m exchange for the right to trade with the Empire mo¬ 
nopolies? If we do not stand for that, why the British alliance? 
Britain stands for Just that and never for any other orientation oi 
Europe. 

At the treaty table will we repeat Versailles? If not, can you 
quote a single British or American statesman on how Britain's war 
aims differ In the second World War from what they were in the 
1914-18 struggle? 

Are we going to take colonies for ourselves, or will we consent tc 
Britain’s taking control of the French colonies as she seized Ger¬ 
many’s colonies after the first World War? Can you suggest ho’w 
the United States can prevent such action, once we have conveyed 
all of our strength to Britain, won her war for her, and. by Herculean 
effort, maintained her as mistress of the seas? Have we any 
guaranties that Britain, her list of world monopolies Increased, will 
not double and triple the cost to us of vital raw materials, as she 
did when Versailles gave her the German colonies? 

We are not only being committed to a course of action beneficial 
to Great Britain, but we are implementing that commitment at 
great sacrifice and cost to ourselves. To what is Great Britain 
committed so far as the United States Ls concerned? Please name 
one thing. 

Do you believe that the British Government would permit a pro- 
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mittee works in the United States? If not. do you think it is fair 
to whip American feeling to such a pro-British pitch to the posi¬ 
tive detriment of America's future when there 1= no corresponding 
effort being made to impress upon the British people their indebted¬ 
ness to us? As a matter of fact, isn't it true that your committee's 
releases are being quoted in England as evidence that even Ameri¬ 
cans believe that our aid to Britain ls inadequate? 

At that treaty table, is there any reason to believe that Winston 
Churchill will feel any differently than he felt about us before— 
after we had already delivered everything Britain wanted and when 
they no longer needed us? Remember what he said then: "Presi¬ 
dent Wilson sought to play a part out of all proportion to any stake 
which his country had contributed or intended to contribute to 
European affairs." 

In other words, having fought for an ideal, we sought to have 
the ideal recognized at a time when Britain was concentrated upon 
loot. Our Navy's great convoy job, the blood we shed in France, 
and our billions which Britain never paid, or Intended to pay, did 
no* add up to much of a stake then so far as Mr. Churchill was 
concerned. The war was over. The income alone on the rich loot 
which Britain took from Versailles, where the United States—guar¬ 
antor of her victory—took nothing, would have paid her debt to us 
several times over in the past 20 years—but Britain welshed; and 
you, in simple homespun words, say that we should not lend again, 
but w p e should give! 

Have you the slightest idea as to what the economic issue is in 
this war—or do vulgar economics bore the high-minded idealists 
of your committee? You wave at us the danger of Nazi penetration 
in Lcitin-America and you use Latin-Amerlca as the big fear spot 
to urge aid to Britain. Do you know that a long line of English¬ 
men, back ever a great many years, are on record to the effect that 
any close rapprochement between North and South America is 
fraught with danger to Great Britain and must be prevented lest 
Great Britain find it necessary to fight some day In order to dis¬ 
solve ihe threat to Empire which a solid pan America would rep- 
re:-ent? Do you know thnt the nations of South America must trade 
with Europe because they have no other market for their principal 
products —and that an impoverished Europe must barter with 
Latln-Amcrica after the war. whether Germany wins or England 
does? England, with the European control we win for her, as a 
vital curt'will chet.Me the foreign policies of Latin-American 

nations—and Great Britain dares not permit North and South 
America to work in haimony? Figure that o'ut. 

Imngine the United States at the treaty table as one of the two 
victors in a war over the destiny of Europe, Mr. White, and tell ujs 
your idea of wh;it should come of it. That is all that you have to 
do in order to win millions of converts. Generalities will not do, 
of cour.-c. Tell us what our war aims are as they will be expressed 
at ttm treaty table. Tell us what you believe England will want, 
and Russia. Tell us what ace in the hole the United States will 
retain In order to command respect for American demands at that 
treaty table -and tell us how we are going to protect ourselves 
against Great Britain if hostility grows out of the post-war settle¬ 
ment, considering the fact that we ere accepting an inferior role 
and restoring another nation to greatness and to possessions beyond 
our own.. 

In other words, if you have given any thought at all to the fu¬ 
ture of the United States during those many months when you have 
been preoccupied with the affairs of Britain, let us have your ideas. 
We arc weary of taking one blind step after another. We want to 
view the distant scene which so appeals to you. 

Quite frankly, there arc millions of us who believe that you are 
bii-tini; 1 1 .i’ drums for the greatest blind gamble in history. We 
arc opposing you because we believe you represent the greatest dan¬ 
ger which this country has faced in all its history. We do not 
ix’lievc that you have the slightest idea of where you are going, 
and it is time to say that a vast majority of oUr people hope that 
you are not taking us with you.

inaiion, she does not believe it. At the beginning of this war, Britain offered Hungary all of 
Czecho-Slovakia if Hungary would fight on the Allied side. What we should believe is that, each 
nation deserves and should have its political independence but its economic independence, with 
tariffs, trade barriers, etc., will have to be co -ordinated with the larger powers if peoples are to sur¬ 
vive the Machine Age with its impact upon every phase of human endeavor. Otherwise, it will be 
dog eat dog in trade wars until the race is exterminated. 

Quote: “These men and their hypnotized followers call this a New Order. It is not new and it is not 

order.”—(Mr. Roosevelt’s speech, March 15 th.) 

Comment: Carl Becker writing in the Spring issue of the Yale Review says, 41 We have been hearing a good 
deal lately about the New Order in Europe. As a description of the existing situation the phrase is 
slightly inaccurate in two respects: first, the new order isn’t new; second, it isn’t an order. Per¬ 
haps it will clarify the situation a little to call it the same old disorder.” Since Mr. Roosevelt does 
not write his own speeches and indeed, often has not even seen them until ready to deliver them, 
it would not be fair to blame him for this steal from another man’s writings. But his ghost writer 
should have the fairness to refrain from taking half a sentence from another’s thoughts. Europe is 
certainly not yet in order but much has been accomplished toward that end during the past ten 
years. They have solved many economic p roblems we have not solved. Socialism is not new, but 
the economics applied to the form of Socialism adopted in Germany is new. It is far better than 
Russia’s effort to make everything community owned (communism) and better than our effort to 
do nothing that would radically offend the capitalists. You can imagine for instance, what an ap¬ 
propriation of 15 billion dollars to make the wheels of industry start turning again would have 
done to our capitalists! We had to prevent peace in Europe and get squarely into the war before 
such sums of money could be gotten. Having gotten it, the capitalists will get much of it in con¬ 
tracts but when there is no one left to fight, what then? 

Quote: “A British victory over Germany will lead to the restoration of the gold standard, fixed currency 

ratios, and a vast program of development in Asia, Africa and South America.”—(Sir George 
Faish in his new book, Out of Chaos.) 

Comment: The Christian Century suggests, that the word ‘exploitation’ should be substituted where ‘develop¬ 
ment’ appears in the sentence above. Sir George had much to do with America’s entry into the 
last war ‘to save democracy’. It was Sir George who stormed into Senator Carter Glass’ office 
last Fall and informed the Senator that the United States would come into the war any time Great 
Britain wished us to. The Senator pretended great (but short lived) indignation and Lord Lothian 
suggested that Sir George go home to Englan d. But apparently Sir George has many American 
supporters in his scheme for a new imperialism which would open three backward continents and 
greatly enrich the British Empire. Unfortunately, the American taxpayer is supposed to foot the 
bill. Also, we are expected to help police these worlds after conquering them. Josiah C. Wedg¬ 
wood broadcasting from England has this to say to us and about us, “If I pin my hopes to union 
with America, it is because union is the strongest bond, leaving no loophole for evasion of duty, or 
responsibility for sacrifice in the future." (!) In other words, having escaped our net in 1918 we will 
give you no chance this time. The Union Now movement is very strong in interventionist circles. 

Quote: “Our investments in the East amount to exactly the sum of this nation’s annual chewing gum bill. 

Are we going to fight a costly naval war to protect those investments?”—(John Flynn.) 

Comment: If we fight Japan it is solely to protect British and Dutch holdings in the Far East. 

There is no reason for this except that we purchase tin and rubber from the Dutch East Indies. 
The rubber we can make artificially and the tin we could buy from the Patino Mines in South 
America if the British owned smelting interests would sell to us but so far refuse to. The reason 
is clear, they wish us to fight Japan, It looks as if we are going to oblige them. 

Quote: “Now we find these same international bankers, with their royal refugee friends, the Sassoons of 

the Orient, the Rothchilds and the Warburgs of Europe in another theme song—our investments in 
in India and Europe must be preserved—sa ve democracy!”—(Senator Burton Wheeler, in radio ad¬ 
dress March 4th.) 

Comment: The Sassoons are the fabulously rich British Jews who own the cotton mills of India where labor 
laws and child labor regulation is non-existent, while the Rothchilds and Warburgs are international 
bankers, also fabulously rich. For this remark Mr. I. F, Stone writing in the March Nation calls 
Mr. Wheeler anti-Semitic, 

Quote: “We cannot have mass production and mechanization without planning. Engineers and their 

financial backers are planners. Dictators are planners. Whether they know it or not, most corpora¬ 
tion executives and engineers are necessarily totalitarian in practice. Hitler, Mussolini and Stalin 
dearly have the instincts of engineers. Their states are social structures.”—Waldemar Kaempffert 
in Foreign Affairs, January.) 

Comment: The United States is moving towards this planned kind of economy, which in Germany is called 
Socialism. But the correlation between these New Deal ideas (socialism as we wished to endorse 
it under the New Deal) and the new imperialists who are really our capitalists, is something that 
will have to be revealed later on—perhaps only by events themselves.

These are Quotations from the great and the near-great, with comments upon the quotations- It is not 

meant as criticism but rather an effort to understand their processes of reasoning and in some instances, to 

point out their meaningless play upon words, effectively used to bemuse the human mind. 

Quote: “Control of the radio means control over the minds and emotions of millions of listeners. This 

trump card is held by the interventionists/'—(John Flynn in the March Commentator.) 

Comment: Kow many of us know who owns the Columbia and National broadcasting companies? The Gov¬ 
ernment Communications Bureau has the power of censorship in the last analysis. 

Quote: “In two of our chapters—New York and Washington—we have a bunch of war-mongers and under 

our organization we have no way to oust them and I just can’t remain at the head of an organi¬ 
zation which is being used by these two chapters to ghost dance for war.”—(M. Wm, Allen White 
stating his reasons for resigning from the “Aid to Allies Committee/') 

Comment: Mr. White’s statement was suppressed by the Associated Press after having been published in a 
Birmingham paper to whose editor the statement was made. Who owns the Associated Press? 

Quote: "We believe firmly that when our production is in full swing the democracies of the world (where 

are they?) will be able to prove that dictatorships cannot win."—(Mr. Roosevelt’s speech March 15th) 

Comment: Ours is the only country left not under a rigid dictatorship, or a viceroy with dictator powers, or a 
monarch and dictator, (as in Greece), to depose any one of which would mean the establishment 
of another. To conquer the continent and establish another dictator (more to our liking) in either 
Germany, Italy, or Russia, would cost the lives of at least fifteen million men. The truth is, it is 
not dictators but full production (full employment) that is Mr. Roosevelt’s problem. Granted that 
totalitarian economy has its advantages over free enterprise, it seems selfish indeed to destroy 
something because it is more efficient. We are using the war to obtain full production and full 
employment and that is why Mr. Tugwell exclaims with glee . . . “from an economic standpoint, it’s 
a grand war” ... It is said in Washington that our economists have known all along that we could 
have gotten full production, employment, consumption, etc., without war with appropriations of 
from 12 to 15 billions but the appropriations could not be had without the war crisis. The other 
reasons for war were outlined in last week’s leaflet—the question is, are we getting in too deep? 
In other words, if we cannot solve cur own problems why should we think we can solve world 
problems by force of arms in strange lands? 

Quote: “I know that the war, even if it ends in victory for England, involves very grave dangers to de¬ 

mocracy and freedom. I fear also that British war aims—which Mr. Churchill still refuses to state 
—will probably be found, if we win, to have contained an element of imperialism/’—(Bertram Rus¬ 
sell, New York Times, March 8th). 

Comment: Britain and France had well formulated and clearly stated war aims when the war began. Taking 
this information from an editorial appearing in the Philadelphia Ledger for April 18th, 1940, these 
aims were: Close collaboration between the British-French empires in economic matters with the 
view to extending this collaboration even to the point of common citizenship. Control of Central 
Europe with a newly formed “English Commercial Trading Corporation, Ltd./’ financed by the 
British Treasury for the purpose of controlling barter trade between Germany and other nations. 
The Balkan countries were to continue getting the products they needed from German industry 
but the Balkan products needed by Germany would be bought by the Corporation. To relieve post¬ 
war unemployment and make control more complete, an Allied force of two million men would be 
stationed in Europe for twenty years. Germany would be cut into small states. This editorial ends 
with the observation that the peace was not to be unlike war itself- 

Quote: “There never has been, there never will be, any race of men fit to serve as masters over their fel¬ 

low men.”—(Mr. Roosevelt’s speech, March 15th) 

Comment: Wallace Novestein writing in the January Yale Review states, “Deliberately in the 19th century 
English public school masters (our private schools) set themselves the task of training a govern¬ 
ing class for Britain’s job in the East. Not for nothing were the English taught to think of them¬ 
selves as successors of the Romans. Young men must be trained for their imperial tasks of ruling 
their subordinates with few words and authority.” Those of us who have lived in British colonial 
possessions know well the master*slave attitude of the Briton, which when you are on the spot 
seems justified. The difference between the British and the brutally honest modern German is 
that the latter denies that all men are bom free and equal. The British join us in proclaiming that 
all men are born free and equal but spend the rest of our lives proving it is not true. Hitler as¬ 
serts that it is the destiny of the Nordic (white) race to rule the world. Do you believe that? If 
you do, why do you applaud a demagogue who says that is not true? 

Quote: “We believe that any nation, no matter how small, has the inherent right to its own nationhood.” 

—(Mr. Roosevelt’s speech, March 15th.) 

Comment: “If we believe that what are we doing in an alliance with Great Britain? She believes it only if 
it supports her balance of power policy. If it means nationhood for nations under British dom-

Fellow Citizen: 

Since this sheet was printed last Saturday Bill 1776 has become a law. Twenty million voters ap¬ 
proved it, ten million disapproved it, twenty million took refuge in qualifications or had no opinion- To 
many of us it seems the most humiliating hour in the nation’s history, to others it seems the salvation of civi¬ 
lization, and to others who dislike Germany it is sweet revenge. But whatever the personal reaction, it is the 
law and for better or for worse must be lived up to. None of that should make us forget: 

—that from time immemorial governments have obscured their real reasons for going to war 
—that Truth is mightier than the sword but unpopular in war time 

—that your favorite columnist is paid to write what you read and that the “free” press represents 
the interests of those who own it (See Harold Ickes’ “Lords of the Press”) 

—that without differences of political opinion the United States would cease to exist as a demo¬ 
cratic form of government 

—that trade is the life blood of every nation and the longer we refuse to trade with Europe, the 
more self sufficient we force them to become, thereby killing our own much needed markets 

—that Europe is South America's natural market since they produce things we have little need 
for and we cannot continue indefinitely paying them not to sell to Europe 

—that learning to get along with people we do not like, in the home, the state, the nation and in 
foreign nations is the road to peace. Refusing to compromise differences and insistence upon destructive war¬ 
fare is wrong 

—that National Socialism saved Germany and Central Europe from communism and economic 

chaos 


—that Democracy is right for America because our nation is rich and can afford it, (for a while 
yet, maybe) but Europe was impoverished and could not afford it. The corruption and exploitation inherent 
in democracy compelled its abandonment in many nations and brought ruin to France 
—that Peace without Victory should be urged by every man. 

—that the United States never ratified the Treaty of Versailles 

—that prior to 1917 this nation got along in the world with absolute monarchies (dictatorships) 
and prospered, attending to our own affairs. 

—that prior to 1917 for 150 years it had been the policy of this government to rush mercy ships 
to stricken peoples all over the world. Our Christian charity died with the hunger blockade of Germany in 
1918 

—that this nation since 1917 has had no foreign policy worthy the name and no diplomacy worthy 

our history 

—that England has always known how to get what she wants. That is why the sun never sets 
on her Empire. 

—that sea blockades are illegal 

—that England was first to bomb cities at night. Germany did not retaliate for three months, 
negotiating for its discontinuance- England refused, citing their shortage of planes as the reason. 

—that British and German flyers greet each other with friendly politeness in the bars of neutral 
Lisbon, Portugal, 

—that so long as that spirit lives there is hope for mankind 

—that Bill 1776 was conceived by the brilliant and fertile brain of Felix Frankfurter, ably assisted 
by Morgenthau and Ben Cohen, as reported by Ray Tucker. Lawrence Dennis, author of “Dynamics of War 
and Revolution” calls the Jew’s wish for war upon Germany “the most dynamic force in America today” 

—that London is the banking center of the world 

—that the banking House of Rothchilds once loaned England money to wage war upon France. 
His Majesty’s Government was paying 2^%. Napoleon offered but the Baron refused. Napoleon asked, 
“Are you afraid your interest will not be forthcoming?” to which Rothchilds replied, “No, Bonaparte, it isn’t a 
question of interest. If you win the war, you will control Europe. If England wins,, I will control Europe.” 
That was true, the three Rothchilds brothers have controlled the banking of England and Europe ever"since. 

—that after this war was declared six million of England’s plain people signed a petition asking

A fleet of troop transports are being assembled 
at Norfolk, 4,500,000 identification tags have been ordered f (properly marked with the letters meaning “Killed 
in action”, or “Wounded”) 2,000,000 coffins, 4,000,000 surgici dressings, 3,000,000 cheap flag drapes for coffins 
—that many of these orders such as felt bands for tin hats were ordered in million lots two years 
ago. Conscription blanks were printed two years ago, long before conscription was discussed aloud for you 
and me to hear it 

—that populations are mere pawns in the hands of a few men who decide the fate of millions. 
When will we learn to say “No?” 

—that the only way to please everybody you know all of the time is to say nothing, do nothing, 
see nothing, be nothing.

^^ONVOYS mean war — a shooting, 
bloody war. 

Senator Walter F. George, during the de- 
’ bate on H. R. 1776, admitted as much- Wil¬ 
liam Allen White, as Chairman of the 
Committee to Defend America by Aiding the 
Allies, wrote on December 23, 1940: 

4 ‘The story is floating around that I and our 
committee are in favor of sending convoys 
with British ships or our own ships, a silly 
thing, for convoys, unless you shoot, are con¬ 
fetti and it*s not time to shoot now or ever.” 

Just what is a convoy? A convoy is a pro- 
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ships transporting munitions, merchandise 
and money to a nation at war. And what is a 
convoy for? It is supposed to fight off ships, 
submarines and airplanes that attack the sup¬ 
ply vessels. And how does a convoy do that? 
By using its heavy guns, its torpedoes its 
anti-aircraft fire and by sinking the attacking 
ships and their crews. 

In any man's language this means war, and 
an offensive war at that. 
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ing comparatively calm days when we knew 
we would need a wise policy for excited, 
emotional times such as we are now experi¬ 
encing. This iaw prohibits our merchant ves¬ 
sels from entering zones defined by the Presi¬ 
dent as combat areas. 

This prohibition was written into the law 
at the insistence of the President himself. 
The President regarded this prohibition as 
the first objective of his policy. In the course 
of his message on September 21, 1939, to the 
special session of Congress which enacted the 
Neutrality law of 1939, President Roosevelt said: 

“With the repeal of the embargo this Gov¬ 
ernment cleariy and definitely will insist that 
American citizens and American ships keep 


away from the immediate perils of the actual 
zones of conflict.” 


Both the opponents and proponents of the 
bill recognized that incidents which would 
certainly involve us in war could not occur if 
American vessels were kept out of danger 
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in such a policy. 

The Neutrality act does not apply to the 
Navy. But if it is sound to keep our merchant 
ships out of dangerous waters it is twice as 
sound to keep our fighting ships out of these 
zones. When our vessels, both merchant and 
naval, do not sail into war zones, the nos- 
sibility of embroilment in war abroad is radi¬ 
cally lessened. The fact that not a single in¬ 
cident involving American ships has occurred 
on the high seas in this war shows the wis¬ 
dom of this policy. 

Almost every public man in the country, in¬ 
cluding Franklin D. Roosevelt and Wendell 
Willkie has pledged his opposition to “send¬ 
ing our boys abroad.” This is also a pledge 
against naval convoys. Our warships are 
manned by American boys. American planes, 
piloted by American boys, will be needed to 
make the convoys effective. With our Navy 
and Air Force in the war, our Army will not 
be far behind. 

The dictionary gives as one definition for 
convoy, “a funeral train.” That is just what 
it will be for the United States if we permit 
our Navy to convoy supply ships to Britain f 
It will be a funeral train for millions of our 
boys killed in an unnecessary war and a 
funeral train for the remains of a democracy 
murdered in a foolhardy venture. 

Americans, after all the hysterical propa¬ 
ganda, are still 83 per cent opposed to entry 
into war. By the same percentage, Americans 
must be opposed to convoys.

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Principles 

1. The United States must build ftn im¬ 
pregnable defense for America, With such 
a defense no foreign power, or group of 
powers, can successfully attack us. 

2. With proper safeguards for the distri¬ 
bution of supplies and the maintenance of 
our neutrality, Americans should, to the lim¬ 
it of their ability, give humanitarian aid to 
the suffering and needy people of England 
and the occupied countries. 

3. The cash and carry provisions of the 
existing Neutrality Act are essential to 
American peace and security. Within the 
limits of that Act, Americans may properly 
aid Great Britain, Aid to her beyond the 
limitations of the present Neutrality Act 
would weaken our defense at home, and 
might well involve us in conflict. We oppose 
any change in the law which would permit 
American vessels to enter the combat zone 
or which would permit the American navy 
to convoy merchant ships through that zone, 
as any such course would inevitably plunge 
this country into Europe's war. 

4. Americans should and do cherish the 
ideals of democracy and abhor dictatorship, 
but the welfare of one hundred thirty mil¬ 
lion Americans and the preservation of de¬ 
mocracy on this continent demand that the. 
United States keep out of foreign wars. 


Subsidiary Objectives 

1, To bring together all Americans, re¬ 
gardless of possible differences on other 
matters, who see eye-to-eye on these prin¬ 
ciples. (This does not include Nazis, Fas¬ 
cists or Communists.) 

2. To urge Americans to keep their heads 
amid rising hysteria in times of crisis. 
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the majority of the American people who 
want to keep out of the European war.

An address by 
CLAY JUDSON 
of the 

AMERICA FIRST COMMITTEE 

Delivered before Chicago Har Association, 
November 30, 1910 

The crisis in our international relations continues. On 
the decisions which we make now may depend our na¬ 
tional welfare for generations to come. 

Those in power must decide daily the course of action 
to be followed under rapidly changing circumstances. 
They must decide whether to follow or ignore the con¬ 
tinual pressure on our Government to go beyond the 
laws of neutrality and to send its own vessels, tanks, air¬ 
planes and guns to Great Britain, They must decide 
whether to finance Great Britain in this war, as we did 
in the last, and with the same results. They must decide 
whether to follow or oppose those who are already urging 
a change in our national policy and neutrality act so that 
we can aid Great Britain by sending our merchant vessels 
into the war zone, loaded with munitions for England. 
They must decide whether our navy shall be used to 
convoy vessels to and from England, a proposal made this 
week in Col. Knox’s paper, the Chicago Daily News* 
And finally, the decision must be reached, after the inter¬ 
nationalist group believes that it has finally made public 
opinion ready for the question, whether this nation should 
enter the war. 

We Must Decide Now 

The answer to all these definite problems will be found 
in the answer to one fundamental question: Is this our 
war? That is the question which the American people 
must think about and answer before it is too late. 

If it is our war, dearly our participation must be to the 



fullest extent pS&jBle at any given moment, regardless of ' 
the terrible cost in human life and human values which 
that participation would entail, and regardless of the cer¬ 
tainty that our entry into this war would be a veritable 
cataclysm, and not a comparatively simple effort as it 
was the last time we made the world safe for democracy. 

, On the other hand, if this is not our war, we must so 
guide our steps as to avoid all risk of being drawn into it. 
We must give no aid to any belligerent which would vio¬ 
late the laws of neutrality, lead to sabotage and reprisal, 
and plunge us into the conflict. 

It will therefore be my effort today to answer the fun¬ 
damental question: Is this our war? That answer must 
be based not on our emotional reactions to the bombings 
of London, our deep affection and admiration for the 
English people, or our hatred of dictatorship; it must de¬ 
pend upon a logical analysis of the issues and alternatives 
before us, and our conclusion as to what is best for this 
country of one hundred thirty million people. 

Because it seems difficult for many people to view the 
situation objectively, you are perhaps entitled to know 
something of the background of anyone who speaks on 
the question. Certainly, no one against whom there is 
any possible suspicion of harboring any ulterior motives 
should be listened to at such a time. 

That fact leads me to make a few personal references 
to my own background. All my forbears are English or 
New York Dutch; most of them have been in this country 
at least three hundred years—none was German. My 
father was a graduate of West Point, and served through¬ 
out his life as an officer in the United States army. 

I, myself, did not approve of our entry into the 7/orld 
War in 1917, but upon our declaration of war in April, 
1917, the debate was over for me. It would be the same 
in 1940, if the interventionists should succeed in embroil¬ 
ing us once again. 

In 1917 I entered the first officers' training camp im¬ 
mediately after war was declared and before I had quite 
completed the last year of my law course. I spent two 
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ana one-naif years in the army, sevemeen months of 
which were in France and Germany. There is nothing in 
my life which starts me off with any prejudice so far as 
our international relations are concerned. I have only one 
thought in mind, and that is the welfare of this country. 

What Are America’s Objectives? 

Before deciding whether this is our war we must know 
just what we are aiming at. There are several possible 
objectives for this country. One of them might be to crush 
Hitler and the evils of dictatorship. But this cannot be 
accomplished in any final sense by war, for these evils, 
which we hate and fear, are themselves the spawn of war, 
the products of blockade, military victory and military 
defeat. If we join in this mad destruction now going on, 
we will not terminate dictatorship. On the contrary, the 
ground will be made fertile for the wider and wider 
spread of Communism and the Nazi poison. 

Is our main objective to preserve the British Empire 
no matter what the cost to us? If so, there can be no 
question as to what we should do about it. We should 
give everything we have to Great Britain. We should 
enter the war today on her side without limitation or 
reservation. It would be our war. But may I humbly 
suggest that however desirable the preservation of the 
British Empire may be, however desirable it may be for 
us to preserve the power of England, not only in the 
British Isles, but in Africa and in India, that is not a 
main objective of American foreign policy; an objective 
bo powerful that we should actually go to war to attain it. 
If such were the case, our position would be merely that 
of a colony of Great Britain, with our foreign policy 
wholly subservient to the preservation of the Empire. 

The statement has been made that it should be 
America's aim "to preserve law and order in the world.” 
If that is our objective, God help ust It would mean 
complete abandonment of all hope for an American peace, 
abandonment of the policy of non-interference in foreign 
quarrels, and in place of that hope and that policy we 
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would undertaSfthe job of policing the world! Perpetual 
war would be our lot, and the permanent maintenance 
of an overpowering military machine* 

“UNITY” Must He Defined 
Of late we have been told that every American should 
be for national unity. So that, perhaps, baa become an 
objective. Superficially considered, it might Beem that 
everyone must be for “unity/' But when the searcher 
for truth scratches beneath the surface he finds that it 
is not to be “unity” for improving the lot of the under¬ 
privileged in America; it is not to be “unity” for preserv¬ 
ing democracy in the United States; it is not to be “unity” 
to keep this country out of war; but, believe it or not, 
it is to be “unity” to aid Great Britain! 

The same day that the campaign for national unity 
was launched, William Allen White, Chairman of the 
Committee to Defend America by Aiding the Allies, 
announced that “Unity Mas3 Meetings” would be held 
throughout the nation within the next few days. He 
further stated “The mass meetings should plead for unity 
of national spirit in BUpport of a foreign policy to defend 
America by aiding the allies.” 

I daresay that each of us would like to have unanimous 
support for his own point of view. But freedom to express 
one's opinion, freedom within the framework of govern¬ 
ment to oppose a particular national policy, is, in time 
of peace, the very essence of democracy. Doubtless the 
greatest political unity on earth today is found in 
Germany, There it is enforced by the Gestapo. Let us 
preserve political freedom here, and let us use that free¬ 
dom to avoid any action that will involve us in this 
European holocaust. If we are to have unity, let it be for 
the defense of America; let it be to carry out the oft- 
repeated pledge of both candidates for President, to keep 
this country out of war. 

Is our main objective to make ourselves safe7 This, it 
seems to me, should be, and must be, one of the main 
purposes of our foreign and military policy. If it is, we 
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■‘should certainly prepare for the defenX^?f this continent 
so that no nation can successfully attack us here. But this 
does not mean that we should be led by panic into war 
today on the theory that if we do not fight now we may 
have to fight tomorrow! We may not have to fight tomor¬ 
row. If we are strong and exercise self-restraint, we need 
not fight now or within the limits df the predictable 
future. Certainly we would be better able to crush an 
enemy who tomorrow, in his madness, might seek to 
attack us across three thousand miles of sea, than we 
would today to invade a continent three thousand miles 
away. 

Our First Line of Defense 
It has been said that England is our first line of defense. 
This point deserves a short examination. Just what do 
we mean by a first line of defense? We mean, I take it, 
that line which we will first defend. Now, theoretically, 
we could adopt a military policy which would establish 
our first line of defense at any place on the globe. We 
might say it is in England. We might urge that it is on 
the Rhine, or at the European bordera of European 
Russia, or even in Siberia. Or, going around the globe 
the other way, we might have as our policy the establish¬ 
ment of our first line of defense at the Panama Canal, 
Hawaii, and Alaska; or perhaps Guam and the Philip¬ 
pines, or even Japan or China. In fact, if we were not 
careful our first line of defense on the east might meet 
our first line of defense on the west! It is all a question 
of policy. Our first line of defense, on both the east and 
the west, is properly our own navy, our own air force, 
our own coast line, and so much of the rest of this con¬ 
tinent and its adjacent islands as is necessary for our own 
military security, without entering the European or 
Asiatic arenas. Any other policy would inevitably and 
perpetually involve us in European and Asiatic squab¬ 
bles. It is dangerous doctrine to establish our military 
frontier in other nations thousands of miles across the 
eea, and to depend on the army and navy of other nations 
for our own defense, 
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Though one^|^rour major objectives, therefore,'is to 
make ourselves safe, this does not mean establishing our 
frontiers on the English battle front. It does not mean 
that this is onr war. 

Our OWN Democracy Must Be Preserved ! 

: f Is our goal the preservation of democracy in this 
country? I believe that this should be one of our principal 
objectives, along with the military safety of this country. 
If it is, we must certainly pursue a course which above 
everything else will keep us out of war. We cannot en¬ 
force democracy on Europe or on Asia by force and arms! 
We tried that in 1917. We fought then to make the world 
safe for democracy—and what happened to democracy 
in Italy, in Russia, in Japan, three of our principal allies— 
and in Germany, our vanquished enemy? To preserve 
democracy in the world we must have peace. 

*”~To summarize:'Our legitimate national objectives are 
to make this country safe and to preserve democracy 
here. Both objectives demand peace, not war- 

It may help to clarify the situation if we examine some 
of the arguments of those who favor war for us now. 

Arguments for War 

In a recent article in the Chicago Daily News, William 
Stoneman, that journalist's correspondent in England, 
who had just returned from London, pointed out Great 


join in the war ti<ju\ And one of the most forceful argu¬ 
ments for this, from the British point of view, was that 
it would stiffen their morale and remove any possibility 
of a compromise peace. In other words, America is to 
exhaust the wealth and man power of this country and 
of the world in a devastating war so that peace may be 
postponed until Germany is destroyed, until millions of 
the best youth in ail lands have been killed or maimed, 
until what is left of the victors are in a position to grant 
a dictated peace to what is left of the vanquished! A 
rosy picture, and a persuasive reason for us to make this 



“ * Ovff interventionist friends are fond illing attention j 
to the fact that neutrality has not worked in Europe; 
that many neutral nations, Norway, Denmark, Holland, 
Belgium, were overrun by the German juggernaut; and 
that it will be the same with us if we continue to maintain 
a peaceful position in this hemisphere. An examination 
of this proposition immediately shows its fallacy. These 
comparatively weak little nations of Europe were literally 
in Germany’s front yard—a few hours’ drive by a power¬ 
ful tank to their very center, or in the case of Norway, 
a fifteen minute flight by bombers and fighting planes. 

Is there any possible analogy between their position and 
that of the richest, most powerful industrial nation in 
the world, three thousand miles across.the Atlantic, 
possessing the greatest navy on earth, backed up by one 
hundred thirty million people? It is true that neither neu¬ 
trality nor the armies of Britain and France saved Nor¬ 
way, Denmark, Holland and Belgium. This was not, 
however, because those countries were neutral, but be¬ 
cause they were weak and close at hand, and because 
Germany needed a flank from which to roll up the Magi- 
not line, and bases from which to attack Great Britain, 
America is not Norway, or Denmark, or Holland, or 
Belgium. Our policy must be fitted to America and bears 
no relation whatsoever to the experiences or the trials or 
the troubles of those little nations in the heart of Europe, 
With a clairvoyance to which I cannot pretend, the 
interventionists paint a most fantastic picture of the 
world which would result from a German victory or a 
compromise peace in Europe. I do not know what that 
world would be; I do not know what Germany, exhausted 
by a conflict involving terrible destruction, concerned 
with her conquered territories, could, or would want to, 
undertake in this continent. I believe that we should and 
would be strong enough to resist her no matter what she 
undertook to do which might endanger our safety. None 
of the evils of peace, following a cessation of hostilities 
between European powers, no matter who may be the 
victor, could possibly involve losses to this country which 
actual war would bring, 
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^j£ur Foreign Trade 

One of the threats held up to induce us to enter this 
war now is that a victorious Germany would not trade 
with us* If we have goods which other nations want, and 
they have what we want, there will be trade in the future 
as there has been in the past. This country should not 
enter a European war on the theory that such action will 
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which may never eventuate, and which, today, has no 
existence save in the heated imagination of the inter¬ 
nationalists, It may be that the terms on which we could 


terms. But they would have to be satisfactory to both 
parties or there would be no trade. Germany and Japan 
have greater need for our products than we have for 
theirs. Germany is suffering from a blockade today, 
though she controls all of central Europe, Does anyone 
seriously believe that in time of peace she would refuse 
to trade with the rest of the world, and thus in effect 
voluntarily impose such a biockaae upon herself? Ana in 
any commerce of the future I have faith In the Yankee 
trader's ability to hold his own.

The interventionist has one prize arrow in his quiver. 
It is the threat of invasion by Germany, This spectre is 
conjured out of thin air for one purpose, to drive us by 
panic into war now in order to avoid the assumed threat 
of war in the future. Let us remember the facts. Germany, 
with air bases only twenty miles away, has been unable 
to invade England. It is unthinkable that she could 
succeed in any attack against us across three thousand 
miles of sea. Aviation experts, such as Major A1 Williams 
and Colonel Lindbergh are agreed that an air invasion is 
impossible. But even if we make the preposterous assump¬ 
tion that Germany's air force could successfully attack 
this country, there are not enough vessels in the world to 
transport, at one time, the necessary army to drive home 
such an attack. During the last World War, it is true, we 



transported some two million troops to'^srftnce. It took us 
a year and a half to do it, and those troops landed on a 
friendly coast, protected by a sea power infinitely greater 
than that of the enemy, and at a time when the combatant 
power of an air force was relatively undeveloped. There is 
no possible comparison between the landing of our expe¬ 
ditionary force in France during the World War and the 
hypothetical landing of a German invading force in a 
hostile America, defended by the greatest fleet in the 
world and by thousands of airplanes flying from their 
home bases. We must have a strong military and naval 
defense of this country, so strong that any such attack 
from over-seas would be unthinkable and doomed to 
failure if made. But we must not be tricked into desperate 
action based on unreasonable panic. 

If there were ever any fear of military da nger to the 
safety of this country, that fear must have been dissi¬ 
pated by the speech of Colonel Frank Knox, Secretary of 
the Navy, on November 14, 1940, He said: 

"Now, in all of the continent of Europe, Only 
one nation, one great power survives with its 
independence—Great Britain. 

“Why? Because of all the great powers in 
Europe, England alone enjoys an insular posi¬ 
tion. Due to the unmatched gallantry and 
superb skill and the devotion of the Royal Air 
Force of Britain we are frequently all too prone 
to say that the weapon that stopped the Ger¬ 
mans was air force alone. 

“I would not detract one iota from the great 
praise which is property given to that element of 
British defense. But, my friends, if you analyze 
the picture carefully it was 27 miles of open 
water plus British sea power and air power that 
saved the British Isles from the invader's heel. 

“It was because the German could not cross 
that Channel, denied that passage by sea power, 
plus air power, that today England, like France, 
is not a conquered country. 
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"Now, truth, and Pm sure if you haven't 
already thought of it, now that I mention it, 
you will see its force, this truth was of extremely 
great pertinence for us because we, too, have 
that tremendous advantage—we’re insular in 
our geography too, 

"What is perhaps of equal importance, our 
insularity arises not from a narrow strip of 
water. 27 miles wide, but because we are bounded 
on either side by wide oceans, and with this 
factor for our defense, the only way in which a 
successful invasion of the Western Hemisphere 
can be accomplished is over the surface of the 
sea. 

"You may say ‘what about air power and’its 
importance?' I do no underestimate it in the 
slightest degree, but, so long as the law of 
gravity remains, a significant attack by air is 
impossible." 

Does Might Make Right? 

One further argument, not in the realm of practical 
affairs but of ethics, Bhould also be noted. It is said that 
we must participate in this war to prove to the world 
that might does not make right! And how are we to do 
this? By adding our might to that of the mightiest Empire 
on earth so that the German nation may be crushed by 
that combined and superior might! I doubt if that would 
prove to Germany, Italy, Japan, or any other nation, 
that might does not make right! 

And what about Russia and Communism? At present 
all the nations, including Great Britain, even including 
the United States, seem to be flirting with the Soviet 
Union. The only Ambassador we still have in Europe is 
in Moscow. Yet this struggle is said to be for democracy 
against dictatorship! Is it that we prefer the Communist 
dictatorship to that of National Socialism? Russia sits 
enigmatically on the side lines hoping for the spread of 
ruin and desolation in the rest of the world, hoping that 
12 



“the United States, too, will enter the\yfcna, believing 
that out of this war, if we enter it, and its inevitable 
aftermath, will come the spread of Communism like wild¬ 
fire throughout the world. 

The aid we should give to Great Britain, therefore, is 
limited by the risk of war which is involved. I {tope that 
so long as we act in accord with the cash and carry pro¬ 
visions of the Neutrality Act, war may be avoided. If we 
cast neutrality aside and send our own vessels, planes 
and guns to England, the danger of war is immensely 
increased. If we actually send our merchant ships to 
England loaded with munitions, if we actually use our 
own navy to convoy these vessels, no reasonable man 
could have any question of the immediate results. 

The Public Deserves Honest Dealing 

Before the interventionists put all their cards on the 
table and frankly admitted that they believed in aiding 
England no matter what risk of war that involved, we 
were told that one purpose of furnishing armaments to 
European, or even to Asiatic, belligerents was actually 
to keep us out of war. This seems to me so far fetched 
that it is difficult to believe in the sincerity of those who 
make the suggestion. Certainly when it comes from the 
William Allen White Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies, it must be received with a grain of salt. 
That greatest of all war propaganda agencies organized 
a great mass meeting in Chicago recently. And who 
were the two principal speakers chosen by the leaders of 
this movement to arouse the mass meeting? Dorothy 
Thompson and Admiral Standley, both of whom are 
in favor of our entry into war. On November 20, my old 
friend and classmate, James Conant, President of 
Harvard University, Bpeaking for the W T itliam Allen 
White Committee, urged that it was "purely a matter of 
strategy whether at some later time active belligerency 
is required" by the United States. Can we believe for a 
moment that these advocates of war are urging the 
sending of ships, planes and guns to Great Britain

And according to Virginio Gayda, II 
Duce^s “man Friday,” the Italian Fascists 
have friends in America* Who are those 
friends, according to Virginio Gayda?

Dispatches from Rome 

On January 7, 1941, John T. Whitaker,, one of the most reliable American corre¬ 
spondents in Europe, cabled from Rome to the Chicago Daily ISetcs that the Fascist 
press printed a short version of President Roosevelt’s speech before Congress on 
January 6th: 

"THIS BRIEF VERSION OF THE SPEECH IS PRINTED IN SECONDARY 
POSITION UNDER THE FOLLOWING HEADLINE: 

" 1 HONEST VOICES, THOUGHTFUL FOR THE FUTURE OF AMERICA, CONTINUE 
TO BE RAISED AGAINST THE SPREADING BELLICISM OF ROOSEVELT.' 

"THE HONEST AND THOUGHTFUL VOICES TURN OUT TO BE THOSE OF PHILIP 
LA FOLLETTE AND THE ' AMERICA INNANZI TUTTO 1 _{America First) 
ORGANIZATION. WHAT THEY SAY IS TREATED AS MORE IMPORTANT THAN 
ROOSEVELT'S 'DEMAGOGIC HYPOCRISY, r AS THE NEWSPAPERS TERM THE 
MESSAGE TO CONGRESS.* 

And on February 6, 1941, a few weeks before Whitaker wa> expelled from Italy 
by Mussolini, he cabled this dispatch: 

"AFTER DAYS OF PRESS ATTACKS AGAINST AMERICA, WHICH IS DESCRIBED 
AS A DICTATOR'S COUNTRY BEING LED TO WAR BY AN ALLIANCE OF THE 
ANGLO-SAXON ELEMENTS WITH THE JEWS, THE FASCIST UNIVERSITY 
'STUDENTS WERE PUT INTO THE STREETS OF ROME THIS MORNING. 

IT WAS THE FIRST DEMONSTRATION OF THE SORT SINCE THE LATE

WERE CARRIED THROUGH THE STREETS IN PREPARATION FOR ITALY'S

OTHERS DENIED THAT AND SAID THAT THE STUDENTS CRIED OUT 
AGAINST ESGLANB. . . .

3. In 1917 we sent our American ships 
into the war lone and this led US to 
war In 1941 we must keep our naval 
convoys and merchant vessels on this 
ride of the Atlantic. 

4. We must build a defense, for our own 
shores, so strong that no foreign power 
or combination of powers can invade 
our country, by sea, air or land. 

?. Humanitarian aid is the duty of a 
strong, free country at peace. With 
proper safeguard for the distribution 
of supplies, we should feed and clothe 
the suffering and needy people of the 
occupied countries.

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Pro-Nazi Cheers Must Show Lindbergh 
he is being Used as 5th ColumnSpearhead 


T HE Lindbergh meeting in the 
Arena Thursday was a studied 
attempt to picture a world situa¬ 
tion composed in effect of the fol¬ 
lowing items: 

< 1 . A hated and despicable 
predatory power called England, 
led by an individual abhorrent to 
mankind, called Churchill, start¬ 
ed an unprovoked attack against 
a friendly people who had been 
goaded to .distraction by a wicked 
imposition placed on them by this 
England and America under the 
guise of a treaty (Versailles). 

2. This hated foreign power 
has been soundly thrashed to 
date, as it deserved to be, to the 
complete satisfaction and joy of 
all good Americans. 

3. The Nazis, victims of this 
war, have no hostile intentions 
of any sort against this hemi¬ 
sphere, or any interest of this 
hemisphere, and have never done 
anything (“overt act") to sup¬ 
port the hysterical animosity 
drummed up against them by 
American warmongers. 

4. In fact, far from having any 
Intention of trying to conquer the 
earth or interfere with our ideals 
or system of government, the ex¬ 
act contrary is the case. It is the 
administrators of the United 
States who are planning to be 
the aggressors with the purpose 
and intention of conquering the 
world and forcing our dominion 
over all creation, including the 
friendly and peaceful Nazis. 

5. A wicked man has managed 
to get himself elected President 
by fraud and lies. This wicked 
man proposes to kill untold mil¬ 
lions of American youth in over¬ 
weening attempts to subdue the 
world to his way of thinking. In 
this he is supported by men too 
old to fight, who have no sons to 
be endangered, or else by those 
who have financial interests in 
England or an unreasoning and 
Unjustifiable hatred of Germay. 

6. The time has come to repu¬ 
diate and change both this policy 
and the leaders of America, and 
to substitute Charles Lindbergh 
as the leader. Means not speci¬ 
fied. i 

7. To be sure, American shores 
and cities should be defended if 
attacked, but there is no pros¬ 
pect of any attack. And the time 
and place to start defense is 
when and if an enemy appears 
off our shores in battle array. 

8. To prevent the Nazis seizing 
the Azores or the Canaries or our¬ 
selves establishing ourselves 
there Is to advocate a breach of 
the Seventh Commandment, 
against stealing. These islands 


belong to Europe and Europe be*,, 
longs to the Nazis. Consequently 
the Nazis would be just as justi¬ 
fied in taking American island*, 
to protect themselves from Roost* ( } 
velt’s manifest aggressions as he * 
would be in taking the Azores on; r 
the flimsy pretense of defense. * 

'T'HE sympathies and emotion- 
r al motives behind this view of ' 
the situation were demonstrated 
and emphasized beyond any pos* ‘ J 
sibility of misunderstanding. ^ 

The President was mentioned 
twice. Each time the hall rocked j 
with a deafening torrent of boos, t 
catcalls and groans. 

Every mention of England, or 
Churchill was the signal for an ' 
even greater demonstration of 
unrestrained fury and hatred. 

England's defeats were enum¬ 
erated with gusto and the recital 
of the subjugation of each suc¬ 
cessive nation the Nazis h^ve in¬ 
vaded was greeted with cheers, 
laughter and applause. 

Perhaps even more significant 
was the derision of the speakers 
and the laughter of the audience 
directed toward our ridiculous 
idea that Nazi military efficiency 
could be met by any moral oppo¬ 
sition. 

It must be observed also that 
no mention was made of Hitler ' 
—not one. The reason was obvi¬ 
ous. ! Parts of the audience would 
have broken out into hysterical 
cheering. And this is not part of 
the strategy. No word was said 
about seapower or American in¬ 
terest in, or rights upon, any 
ocean. Any aspect of the Prest- 
* dent's speech which might lead 
to doubts of the validity of the 
picture presented w r ere complete¬ 
ly ignored. 

The whole thing was not a dis¬ 
cussion. It was the presentation 
of the world situation as drawn 
for American consumption by 
the Nazi Office of Propaganda 
and Enlightenment, with no devi¬ 
ation or modification. 

Great emphasis was laid upon 
the inalienable right of every¬ 
one in America to express his 
opinion (including alien en¬ 
emies.) 

There can then be no objection 
to this opinion: 

It is impossible for Lindberg'h 
to dispense this studied and false 
story in an atmosphere of pro- 
Nazi enthusiasm night after 
night and not be perfectly aware 
of the fact that he is the spear¬ 
head of the professional German 
fifth column and selected as the 
future leader of any success it 
can attain,

Senator Walter F. George, during the debate 
on H. R. 1776, admitted as much, "Vy'illiam 
Allen White, as Chairman of the Committed 
to Defend America by Aiding the Allies, wrote 
on December 23, 1940: 

“The story is floating around that I and our 
committee are in favor of sending convoys with 
British ships or our own ships, a silly thing, for 
convoys, unless you shoot, are confetti and it's 
not time to shoot now or evefr." . 

. Just what is a convoy? A convoy is a pro¬ 
tecting force, an armed escort, accompanying 
ships transporting munitions, merchandise and 
money to a nation at war. And what is a con¬ 
voy for? It is supposed to fight off ships, sub¬ 
marines and airplanes that attack the supply 
vessels. And how does a convoy do that? By 
using its heavy guns, its torpedoes its anti¬ 
aircraft fire and by sinking the attacking ships 
and their crews. 

In any man's language this means war, and' 
an offensive war at that. 

The Neutrality act of 1939 was passed dur¬ 
ing comparatively calm days when we knew we 
would need a wise policy for excited, emotion¬ 
al times such as we are now experiencing* This 
law prohibits our merchant vessels from enter¬ 
ing zones defined by the President as combat 


.. y This prohibition was written into the law 
at the insistence of the President himself/ The. 
President regarded this prohibition as the first 
objective of his policy. In the course of his 
message on September 21, 1939, to the special 
session of Congress which enacted the -Neu¬ 
trality law of 1939, President Roosevelt said: 

“With the repeal of the embargo this Gov¬ 
ernment clearly' and definitely will insist that 
American citizens and American ships keep 
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away from the immediate perils of the actual 
zones of conflict.” 

* _ 

Both the opponents and proponents of the 
bill recognized that incidents which would cer¬ 
tainly involve us in war could not occur if 
American vessels were kept out of danger 
zones. There is good, American common sense 
in .such a policy. 

The Neutrality act does \iot apply to the 
Navy. But if it is sound to keep pur merchant 
ships out of dangerous waters it is twice as 
sound to keep our fighting ships out of these 
zones. When our vessels, both merchant and 
naval, do not sail into war zones, the possibil¬ 
ity of embroilment in war abroad is radically 
lessened. The fact that not a single incident 
involving American ships has occurred on the 
high seas in this war shows the wisdom of this 
policy. 

Almost every public man in the country, in¬ 
cluding Franklin D. Roosevelt and Wendell 
Willkie has pledged his opposition to “sending 
our boys abroad." This is also a pledge against 
naval convoys. Our warships are manned by 
American boys. American planes, piloted by 
American boys, will be needed to make the 
convoys effective. With our Navy and Air Force 
in the war, our Army will not be far behind. 

, The dictionary gives as one definition for 
convoy, “a funeral train." That is just what it 
will be for the United States if we permit our 
Navy to convoy supply ships to Britain. It will 
be a funeral train for millions of our boys killed 
in an unnecessary war and a funeral train for 
the remains of a democracy murdered hi a fool¬ 
hardy venture. 

Americans, after all the hysterical propa¬ 
ganda, are still 83 per cent opposed to entry 
into war. By the same percentage, Americans 
must be opposed to convoys.

powerful article by Col. Charles A. Lindbergh uas published recently 
in a national magazine. It is a stirring appeal to the American people to 
stop, look and listen as they stand on the threshold of one of the greatest 
decisions in one of the greatest crises in American history. 


I ADDRESS this letter to exery man and 
woman in America who is opposed to 
our country’s entry into the European 
war. I write because we are being led 
toward that war with ever-increasing 
rapidity, and by every conceivable subter¬ 
fuge. While our leaders have shouted for 
peace, they have constantly directed us 
toward war, until even now we are seriously 
involved. . „ . . 

1 write to ask your immediate aid in 
maintaining the independent American des¬ 
tiny our forefathers established. 1 write 
to warn you that the men who entice us 
on to war have no more idea of how that 
war can be won than the governments of 
France and England had when they declared 
war on Germany. The interventionists call 
on us to fight, and then their responsibility 
ends. They offer no feasible plan for victory. 

The situation in America today is alarm¬ 
ingly similar to that of France and England 
in the vears prior to this war. There, as 
here, people let their emotions get the better 
of their judgment; and they had the same 
unwillingness to face realities. Both coun¬ 
tries had refused to take part in a Euro¬ 
pean readjustment while there was still 
time to make it peacefully. Both had refused 
to make the sacrifice that was e-^n:iai for 
adequate rearmament. They, too, had cul¬ 
tivated the philosophy that it was necessary 
to def-nd someone else in order to defend 
themselves. How they could defend anyone 
else if they were unable to defend them- 
se lvf=, they apparently did not consider any 
nv.re than we are ctm$id»-iijig today. 

Their failure is now obvious and stands 
out dearlv before us. The imposition of 
“sanctions” did not save Aby'-mia; but it 
threw Italy it>to the arm* of Germn.y and 
s-rt'c.-r? the f.r the Axis. The threat 

of war by England and France did not save 
Poland; but it forced Germany and Russia 
into an alliance and precipitated a disastrous 
war. Adjustments that should have been 
made in pi act* and moderation were finally 
brought bv war and resulted in immodera¬ 
tion "The "failure to face realities in peace 
brought the curse of war on Europe. The 
failure to face the Tialilies of war brought 
defeat to France and devastation to England. 

When the last war ended, the vietnrous 
Allies had two courses open to them, piey 
-could eh her have assisted Germany back 
onto her f- i t as a self v- specting nation, 
or th. v t-uld have k, pt her in a weakened 
condition by the use of military force. But 
they followed neither uf these policies. Eng¬ 
land and France wavered bark and forth 
between the two. while the United States 
withdrew her armies and her politics to the 
Western Hemisphere -avowedly forever. 


During the years immediately succeeding 
tnp last war, Germany was held down witn 
an iron. heel. The terms of \ersai!!es were 
the terms of a military victory, and when 
Germany defaulted on her payment of repa¬ 
rations, French troops occupied the Ruhr. 
But during the following two decades, Eng¬ 
land decided to disarm, while France allowed 
the equipment of her army to become obso¬ 
lete for modem warfare. Then Germany 
broke the terms of Versailles, rearmed and 
marched her troops back into the Rhine¬ 
land. When this happened, a few men in 
France and England, with greater vision 
than the rest, cried out that Germany must 
be Stopped then, or that it would be forever 
too late. Their statements were met with 
popular indifference. 

During the most active years of German 
rearmament, France and England exerted 
relatively little effort to compete. It seemed 
impossible for them to realize what was 
taking place in Central Europe. But later, 
after Germany had trained her armies, 
built her air force and constructed the Sieg¬ 
fried Fine, the demand grew in France and 
England for military action — a demand 
which culminated in the declaration of war 
of n+39, and which has already caused the 
defeat of France and the devastation of 
England. While there was still time to 
fight, populace and politician refused to let 
the armies move. When the time to fight 
had passed, the armies were forced into a 
hopc^c-.ss battle. 

I pat in England, ore aft-moon in 1C3B, 
listening to the man who had charge of 
co-ordinating defense for the British gov¬ 
ernment 1 had pleaded with him to take 
lit :< t ;il pa lo safeguard the British 
pontion in aviation. I had told him that 
if this were not done Germany would soon 
become a? supreme in the air as England 
was at tea. He listened courteously, and 
then replied that if the wars in Spain and 
China had demunsirated one thing, it was 
that the danger of air bombardment, and 
the damage which could be inflicted by 
bombing planes, had been grof&ly exagger¬ 
ated. He said that the Brit^h aviation pro¬ 
gram was being "adequately expanded." 

A few jimnths later, at the time of the 
Munich crisis, I went to see one of the fore¬ 
most leaders of England. I went at the 
request of other English lenders. to tell 
him my belief that the -t length of German 
aviation wa? undcr-estimal-d in England, 
and that the strength of Russian aviation 
was almost as much uurrsUniatcd. He did 
not agree with me, although he admitted 
that the situation was serious. While I was 
there, however, he showed me an official 
report concerning British antiaircraft units. 


The report stated that not er, uc v . anti¬ 
aircraft guns existed m a.. Lng anu to Torm 
an adequate defense for the city of la* ndon 
alone. Yet that man at that m.mer.t, was 
advocating war. 

At the time of Munich, the Royal Air 
Force had only a few squadron? of modem 
fighters and bombers. The major,ty of their 
planes were obsolete. And all of tnem put 
together totaled a fraction of the German 
air force. The condition of French aviation 
was even more deplorable. There was not 
a single squadron in France equipped with 
modem pursuit planes, and the French 
government was looking fotuard to the time 
when its aircraft production would reach 
a total of 200 fighting planes per month 
When I returned to Paris after a flight 
to Russia, in the fall of 1938, I met. at 
his request, one of the members of tht 
French cabinet. I gave him my estimate ol 
the Russian and German air femes, te..nf 
him of the tremendous expansion A militarj 
aviation that had taken place in Germany 
and that Russian aviation had bc.ii unabh 
to keep pace.

Politicians and ideal¬ 
ists harangued them about stopping aggres¬ 
sion. about defending freedom and democ¬ 
racy, about maintaining their way of life, 
but the realities of modem warfare — the 
elements that spell failure or success — 
were seldom discussed. The orators shouted: 

*e must stop Hitler/’ The newspapers 
echoed: Down with the Nazi regime."

has been a campaign to convince us that a 
British victory is essential to American 
security. It is taken for granted that we 
would not be willing to take part in a war 
which we felt would be unsuccessful. Con¬ 
sequently, new* releases from London mini- 
® rman successes and exaggerate 
an British successes. They avoid any dis¬ 
cussion of war aims, peace terms or how 
England can win now that Germany has 
defeated France and controls the continent 
of Europe. This is simply the ABC of 
wartime propaganda. It is carried on by 
both sides in a war. I am discussing Brit¬ 
ish propaganda because it is that to which 
we have been subjected and therein lies the 
danger of our involvement. There is cer¬ 
tainly no danger of our fighting or. Ger¬ 
many s side and her propaganda in America 
nas been relatively ineffective. 

To be specific again, you will remember 
that even before hostilities commenced, 
factual statements concerning the growing 
military strength of Germany were bitterly 
attacked by the pro-Brmsh press. Those of 
us who saw the growth of the German air 
force were severely assailed because of the 
rhL 0 ! 1 * Inade Meriting it. althoue-h 
these reports now turn out to have been 
almost unforgivably conservative. Then, you 
recall that when the Germans invaded 
Austria, it was claimed by the propagandists 
that their mechanized divisions broke down; 
that the workmanship on their tanks, trucks 
engines, etc., was too inferior to operate 
successfully in a major war. German air¬ 
craft were said to be Weakly constructed: 
there was a shortage of pilots, raw materials 
and fuel. were told that Gtmanv did 
not have sufficient food to wage a war. And 
m addition to all this, internal conditions 
were said to be so bad that the German 
people would start a revolution rather than 
fight again. 

If you question the accuracy of mv state¬ 
ment that we have been misinformed through 
propaganda, I ask you to glance through 
our daily newspapers since the war began. 

If you are pressed for time, take anv one 
or the major campaigns—Poland, Finland, 
F i° * andi Belgium and France. You 
v^il! find that we, in America, were misin¬ 
formed ahout these campaigns until the 
actual military position made it impn^ible 
to hide the facts any longer. Do vou re¬ 
member when we were informed over the 
radio that the French army had penetrated 
the Siegfried Line in five different places? 
Do you recall the headlines of battles rag¬ 
ing on the western front during the winter 
of 11*59-40 — battles we now know were 
Vl T..‘‘ nl ^ bt ' Were we told how d^p t rate 
the Finnish position was before the final 
break-through of the Russian army? Do 
you remember how. after reading dav after 
day nf Allied successes in Norway, aiid how 
Germany had put her neck in a noo*^ we 
were startled by the announcement that the 
Allies were evacuating all of their forces? 
\>ho was it said the Maginot Line was ira- 
pre^nn.ilc; that bombing planes were no 
match for the British navy; that England 
had the submarine menace well In hand, and 
had already “won the battle of the air*’’

Morgenthau, Secretary of the Treasury (who in reality 
is also Secretary of War and Secretary of the Navy) has

The "World Tolesram” of Wednesday on page one 
carried a prominent article headed "Army Order* 
4.500,008 Special Tags For Identifying War Dead and 
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Joses, we mre not strong enough to defend 
ourselves; that w? may be invaded by air¬ 
craft from the Greenland ice cap, or even 
by transatlantic parachute troops descend¬ 
ing on our city streets. They have already 
led us far along the road u> war—the same 
road that w* traveled in 1917; then too at 
their behest. 

But there i$ one all-important difference 
between the European war when we entered 
it in 1917, and the European war today. It 
is this difference which must be brought to 
the attention of every American, for the 
entire future of our nation hangs upon it. 
It is, that when we entered the last war we 
could see how victory could be won, but 
today w-e cannot. In 1917, the Central 
Powers were fighting France and Great 
Britain in the west, Russia in the east, and 
Italy m the south. The German armies had 
already suffered severe reverses. Even 
Japan had entered the war on the Allied side. 

In 1941, however, we face an entirely 
different situation. Germany has conquered 
France. She has an alliance with Italy, 
Rusia and Japan — three hundred million 
people. Her armies control the coast of 
Europe from Spain to the Arctic Ocean. 
RHrish shipping losses are already of the 
utmost seriousness, and the major ports and 
industrial centers of England have been 
heavily bombed. 

The fact is that America is not in a posi¬ 
tion to wage a successful war in Europe 
under present conditions. We. ourselves, are 
not prepared, and even if we were, where 
would we send our soldiers to fight? How 
are we to fcmce a landing cm the European 
continent agamst the prepared positions of 
the strongest military power in the world? 
If the British, French and Belgian armies 
combined could not hold the fortifications 
they had spent years in building along the 
German border, how car we be expected to 
cross the Atlantic Ocean and invade the 
continent of Europe against the opposition 
of the same army, navy and air force that 
thrust the British fleet from the coast of 
Norway, and broke the Maginot Line? 

The people who shouted for England and 
France to declare war in 1939 called for 
Fuiiide and defeat. Because of their hys¬ 
teria and blindness, the bravest men of 
Fr/mve and England marched to disaster 
and to death, mile the intellectuals of 
Europe preached of Christianity, democracy 
and idealism, they threw a wave of human

without adequate guns, or tanks, or aircraft 
even for defense, to say nothing of attack. 
Has this attitude of h'fe succeeded? Has 
it gained freedom for France or security 
for England? Has it stamped out aggres- 
sion or heightened civilization? Has democ- 
raty gained or has it lost through such 
.e&uersnip: These are questions that we 
m America must answer. With failure in 
Europe before our eyes, shall we follow 
this same course? Shall we throw ourselvei 
into war in a fervor of idealism, shouting 
abf.ui how we think the world should he 
run? Or shall we discuss calmly how our 
objectives can be accomplished, and ade- 
qnjteiy prepare ourselves to reach them? 

Personally, J believe that by our with, 
drawal from Eurone after th.- war 

and our failure to p r <. for this one 

many years aco, wt are already committed 
to a polity of military “isolation.*’ I be¬ 
lieve that if w e abandon this policy at the 
present time, we are courting national 
disaster, just as France and England 
courted disaster when they, unprepared, 
declared war oyer the German invasion of 
ro.aod. A nation cannot change overnight 
from an attitude of peace to an attitude of 
war. It takes many years of planning and 
preparation before great military strength 
can he attained. I believe it Is not any 
longer a pH-M ion of what we u hh to do 
in this war, but rather one of what we tan 


do. 1 believe that for us to enter the con¬ 
flict in Europe at this time would result 
in defeat and humiliation. If we are to 
enter such a conflict successfully, then we 
must prepare for it not for one year or for 
two, but for ten years or for twenty as 
Germany has done. 

On the other hand, I believe that we can 
build a military and commercial position on 
this continent that is impregnable to attack, 
and which will force other nations to trade 
with us, if through expediency alone. Even 
if America intended eventually to dominate 
the entire world, as some people now seem 
to want us to do, I would Bay that our 
first step should be to consolidate our de¬ 
fenses at home, so that we could prepare 
ourselves in safety for our adventures be¬ 
yond the seas. 

Every difficulty w- e would have in invading 
Europe would be an advantage for us in 
defending America, Our armies would be 
fighting on home sail, our Navy would be 
close to its bases, our air force could strike 
with its utmost effect. It would be the 
enemy's problem, not ours, to cross the ocean 
with millions of troops and their supplies, 
to pass by our submarines, our battleships, 
mid our bombing jiIuti**, *nH to force a 

landing on American shores against the 

guns of our coast artillery and our Army. 

When England could not hold the coast 
of Norway against the German air force; 
when the British navy dared not remain in 
the Skagerrak, or even permanently in the 
North Sea; when the German military ma¬ 
chine, after crashing through the Maginot 
Line and routing the French army and the 
British expeditionary force, has been held 
up for nine months by twenty-five miles of 
English Channel—how is any navy to ap¬ 
proach the shores of America and land an 
invading army against the combined resist¬ 
ance of our military forces? 

There has been much discussion of an air 
invasion ol America. Thi$ is partially due 
to propaganda, partially to hysteria and 
partially, I believe, to a misconception of 
the so-called “air invasions” of Norway and 
Holland by the German air force. Person¬ 
ally, although I think the effectiveness of 
military aviation is still underestimated, I 
do not believe there is the slightest danger 
of a purely air invasion of America now, 
or at any time we can now foresee. To be¬ 
gin with, the distance across the oceans is 
far too great to permit the air transport 
of armies large enough to invade us suc¬ 
cessfully, even if one assumes that they had 
a place to land unopposed by our own mili¬ 
tary forces. But, aside from the question of 
distance, we should be reassured by the fact 
that there has never been a suiue^ful in¬ 
vasion by Air alone. The outstanding ex¬ 
amples of the use of aviation for invasion 
of enemy territory occurred during the Ger¬ 
man _ occupations of Norway and Holland. 
But in eavh ‘-f these instance*. the landing 
of troops by aii was, J oil simultane¬ 

ously with the movement of ground and 
naval forces on a major scale. The maxi¬ 
mum nwh..- ' f troups that could have been 
transjwr-.d and supplied by air would have 
ho f. ]>,, ffVctive w ithout the immediate sup¬ 
port of a gi’tminl army. Tf ai r tension alone 
cn-ilii be sncie-sf.i!, j t would have been used 
by the Gormans Ag-iinst England many 
months ago. 

But what about the northern routes, cry 
the alat sni^ts; won’t we be invaded by way 
uf Gro-nl.ind and Alaska, where the dis¬ 
tances between land are snort? Po>-ibly 
the best answer to this qiioslfon is in th*? 
form of anotheri t^hv, if these northern 
rout. s ace o» advitnf ngvous. do you s'lppM^e 
the p**fcnneiv;al airlines to Europe and Asia 
prefer the great ovenvrrier distances fur¬ 
ther si.uih ? The answer is (hut ]V e iir ,d fog 
and hitter cold still force men ■eojibward in 
their quests of commerce and of war. Ex¬ 


cept in adventure and exploration, men fol¬ 
low the routes which offer the greatest 
safety and require the least effort — and 
these are not in the north. - 

Of ail the transatlantic air routes, the 
simplest to fly is the one that lies between 
Africa and South America. This fact is 
being used today in- much of the war propa¬ 
ganda we hear. German airplanes, we are 
told, will fly to Africa by the thousands, 
hop across the ocean to South America, re¬ 
fuel and flv up and invade the United States. 

Leaving aside the problems that would 
have to be solved in Europe and Africa 
before thousands of German airplanes 
could take off on such a venture, let us con¬ 
sider what preparations would have to be 
made for their arrival in South America— 
in Brazil, to be specific. There would have 
to be dozens of previously prepared air¬ 
dromes, equipped with tanks and fuel and 
crews of skilled mechanics. All of the meti 
and supplies required would have to be 
transported by sea. In fact many ocean 
transports and tens of thousands of work¬ 
men would have to be busy for months be¬ 
fore the necessary landing facilities could 
be arranged. So that when anyone speaks of 
an air invasion via Africa and* South Ameri¬ 
ca, he presupposes that Germany^has 1 won 
the war in Europe; that the countries she 
has conquered are either so well satisfied 
or bo completely subdued that she is able 
to devote her attention to an interhemi- 
sphencal struggle (with Asia always at her 
back door); that she has Africa also well 
in hand; and finally that she has, in opposi¬ 
tion to the armed forces of Brazil backed by 
our own Army, Navy and Air Corps, been 
able to construct and supply the necessary 
airdromes in eastern South America. 

After that, of course, it is still farther 
from pastern Brazil to the continent of 
North America than it w as from Germany 
originally, so other groups of air bates 
would have to bo established, farther north, 
before enemy planes based in South Ameri¬ 
ca would have any advantage over enemy 
planes based on their home airports in 
Europe. And since there are no railroads 
through that portion of South America, 
these bases too would have to be established 
by sea. 

No, the more one studies the problem, 
the more obvious it becomes that an air 
invasion of America is entirely out of the 
question. Invading forces would have to 
come by sea, and if they made su,h an at¬ 
tempt, it would be our American aviation 
that flew out to meet them and did the 
raiding. 

Of all the nations in the world, wp hold 
the most impregnable position of defpr.^e, 
We have highly developed industries, great 
national rcscurces and a population of one 
hundred and thirty million people upon 
which to draw. There is hot a nation in 
this hemisphere strong enough even to con¬ 
sider attacking os. We are flanked hv the 
Atlantic Ocean on the east, and the Pacific 
on the west. In, Ihe north, ve are protected 
by the wastelands of the Arctic. Where in 
all history, has a nation been similarly 
blessed? Then why in our maturity any 
more than in our youth, “Why, bv inter¬ 
weaving our drtenv with that of any part 
of Europe, eula>!£•!<* uur peace and pros¬ 
perity in the toils of European ambition, 
rivaKIVip, interest, humor or caprice?'*

Senator Walter F. Georgt ;jng the de¬ 
bate on H. It 1776, admit* much.

Committee to Defend Air ^ by Aiding the 
Allies, wrote on Decembe; 23, 1940; 

“The story is floating around that I and our 
committee are in favor of sending convoys 
with British ships or our own ships, a silly 
thine, for convovs. unless vou shoot, are eon-

fetti and it’s not time to shoot now or ever.* 

Just what is a convoy? A convoy is a pro¬ 
tecting force, an armed escort, accompanying 
ships transporting munitions, merchandise 
and money to a nation at war. And what is a 
convoy for? It is supposed to fight off ships* 
submarines and airplanes that attack the sup¬ 
ply vessels. And how does a convoy do that? 
By using its heavy guns, its torpedoes its 
anti-aircraft fire and by sinking the attacking 
ships and their crews. 

In any man's language this means war, and 
an offensive war at that. 

The Neutrality act of 1939 was passed dur¬ 
ing comparatively calm days when we knew 
we would need a wise policy for excited, 
emotional times such as we are now experi¬ 
encing. This law prohibits our merchant ves¬ 
sels from entering 2 ones defined by the Presi¬ 
dent as combat areas. 

This prohibition was written into the law 
at the insistence of the President himself* 
The President regarded this prohibition as 
the first objective of bis policy. In the course 
of his message on September 21, 1939, to the 
special session of Congress which enacted the 
Neutrality law of 1939, President Roosevelt said; 

“With the repeal of the embargo this Gov¬ 
ernment clearly and definitely will insist that 
American citizens and American ships keep 


away from the immediate perils of the actual 
zones of conflict** 

Both the opponents and proponents of the 
bill recognized that incidents which would 
certainly involve us in war could not occur if 
American vessels were kept out of danger 
zones. There is good, American common sense 
in such a policy. 

The Neutrality act does not apply to the 
Navy. But if it is sound to keep our merchant 
ships out of dangerous waters it is twice as 
sound to keep our fighting ships out of these 
zones. When our vessels, both merchant and 
naval, do not sail into war zones, the pos¬ 
sibility of embroilment in war abroad is radi¬ 
cally lessened. The fact that not a single in¬ 
cident involving American ships has occurred 
on the high seas in this war shows the wis¬ 
dom of this policy. 

Almost every public man in the country, in¬ 
cluding Franklin D. Roosevelt and Wendell 
Willkie has pledged his opposition to “send¬ 
ing our boys abroad/* This is also a pledge 
against naval convoys. Our warships are 
manned by American boys. American planes, 
piloted by American boys, will be needed to 
make the convoys effective. With our Navy 
and Air Force in the war, our Army will not 
be far behind. 

The dictionary gives as one definition for 
% convoy, “a funeral train.” That is just what 
it will be for the United States if we permit 
our Navy to convoy supply ships to Britain. 
It will be a funeral train for millions of our 
boys killed in an unnecessary war and a 
funeral train for the remains of a democracy 
murdered in a foolhardy venture.

MY FRIENDS AND NEIGHBORS: 

I earnestly appeal to all of you to become 
supporters of the ALTER 3D A FIRST COMMITTEE. My reasons for making 
this appeal are the following: 

All of us pay Federal taxes. whether we paj 
an income tax or not, we pay hidden Federal taxes every day of our 
lives. Anyone who smoko3 a pack of cigarettes every day pays 017,72 
in Federal taxes in the course of a year. When you women buy 
cosmetics, eleven per cent of the price consists of a hidden Federal 
excise tax. When we buy an automobile, a tire, an inner tube, a 
radio, a refrigerator, gasoline or Lubricating oil, part of the 
purchase price consists of a Federal excise tax. If we g» to the 
theater or the movies, we pay a Federal tax on the admission charge. 
We can r t even drink a glass of beer without having part of our dime 
go to the brewer to reimburse him for the tax which he pays to the 
Federal Government on every gallon of beer which he brews. 

Next year those taxes will all be increased 
because of the defen.se program. 

Most of us pay a Federal income tax. This 
year some of you may have paid an income tax for the first time in 
your lives, because of the lowering of the personal exemptions. 

Next year our income taxes will be dra 3 ti- 
cally increased. They will be anywhere from three to six times as 
large as they were this year. For example, if you paid a tax of 
011. this year on an income of 02,500., you will pay between $44. 
and 072. next year, according to the tax plans now pending in

Congress; and if'you paid a tax of $31. on a« income of $3,000., 
next year you will pay betwoen $97. and $152. 

BUT IP AMERICA ENTERS THE WAR, OUR TAXES WILL NOT BE 
INCREASED THREE, POUR, FIVE OR SIX TIMES. THEY WILL BE INCREASED 
TEN, FIFTEFN OR EVEN TWENTY TIMES. THE PEOPLE OF ENGLAND ARE PAY¬ 
ING ONE-THIRD OR ONE-HALF OF THEIR INCOMES TO THEIR GOVERNMENT IN 
TAXES, AND WE WILL BE DOING THE SAME THING IN THIS COUNTRY UNLESS 
WE XFEP AMERICA OUT OF THE WAR . 

When we are threatened with a paving or sewer assess¬ 
ment of $50. or $75. two or three thousand Of us go to Lost 
Battalion Hall and shout down the politicians who are trying to 
assess us. We should be much more aroitsed whena very small minority 
of people In this country, many of whom are not even American 
citiznes, are trying to push us into a war Which \vill cost each one 
of us not $50. or $75. but hundreds of dollars per year for the rest 
of our lives . 

I have said that a very small minority are trying to 
push us into war. Even the Gallup poll shows that only 20 per cent 
of the persons interviewed want war. Probably the actual number of 
people In this country who want war is as small a 3 5 or 10 per cent 
of the adult population. The following letter appeared recently in 
the Now York World-Telegram: 

tt I am an Insurance man, who in the course of a 
year cones into porsonal contact with at least several 
thousand persons in all walks of life. During the last 
12 months I have made it a point to ask all I have come 
In contact with this question! 

•Do you favor our entry into war, even if Britian 
is defeated? 1 

Invariably, the answer has been 'No'. Furthermore, 
and this is interesting, I have yet to meet a person who 
has been interviewed by the Gallup poll." 

Senator Wagner said in a recent press interview that 
his mail Is running 100 to 1 aganist convoys,which would lead usto wai 
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If so fovr people want war, then why arc wo deluged 
with war propaganda? The answer is that the warnakors aro organiz 
active, influential and well—financed. There are at least five of 
them In President Pooaovelt's Cabinet; they determine the editori> 
policy of many newspapers and magazines; and they control the 
production ' of motion pictures so completely that they have been 
able to pour down our throats a strong dose of war medicine with 
their anti-Nazi films (but they never produce an anti-Communist fill 

There are two things which the 90 or 95 per cent of u 
who are Opposed to war can do in order to offset the propaganda of 
the war-makers, 

!• can send a letter or a post-card to each of our 
Senators and Representatives telling them that we are opposed to 
American entry into the war, that w© are opposed to convoys, that we 
are opposed to any amendment of the Neutrality Act, and that wo 
favor legislation providing for a national popular referendtim before 
any declaration of war shall bo made by Congress.

Dear Constituent: 

This is to acknowledge receipt of your recent letter 
regarding convoys. 

I am absolutely opposed to this Nation sending Its 
fleet to convoy through any v,ar zone; as the President said, 
"convoys mean shooting and shooting means war". 

I earnestly request you to send a letter of protest 
to the President, and also write to at least three friends, 
requesting them to do likewise and have them in turn write 
to at least three friends more; in other words, start a chain 
letter system a gainst the drive for convoys and war. 

In spite of propaganda and hysteria of a frightened 
minority, this Nation can successfully defend the Western 
Hemisphere from attack by any possible.combination of enemies. 

The argument that we will lose our foreign trade 
with Europe, Asia and Africa and strangle economically if 
England does not win is absurd. In the first place, our 
foreign trade with those continents amounts to only 3-js^o of 
our entire business. In the second place, we have boon 
competing successfully for many years with dictatorship 
nations where the so-callod slave labor exists. As a matter 
of fact, since 1930 up until the outbreak of the War, our 
foreign trade doubled, and during those years we competed 
with and traded with all of the totalitarian countries; and 
strange as it may seem the lowest wage scale in the world 
exists in "Democratic" China, and the next lowest wage scale 
is in British India, another alleged democracy whore coal 
miners arc paid 90^* a week, jute workers $1,25 a week and 
industrial workers $1.35 a week. Child labor is prevalent, 
and the average wage for it is 70^ a month. 

The destiny of this Nation is not dependent upon any 
other nation outside of the Western Hemisphere, where wo can 
be self-sufficient if necessary. 

It is ray conviction that if the men who suffered at 
Valley Forgo, and founded this Nation, vfore alive today, they 
would gaze with amazement and shame at the small minority 
of Americans who are hysterically proclaiming that this 
groat and powerful nation of 130 million people cannot defend 
itself without the aid of the British Navy.

Whereas Mr* Lindbergh is a skilled mechanic and airpilot, yet no evidence is found 
that he is even a mediocre in military strategy, nor in statesmanship. ‘ . . 

There is evidence that he used to be of a gentle and friendly disposition towards 
all* Evidence, also, that he has reached the pinnacle T s top of national and 
international fame. There’s nothing more left for him to do to gain a greater fame 
than he has already attained. Evidence, also, that he need not seek further for 
wealth* There is, however, one other channel along which Itr. Lindbergh* yet, can 
navigate and explore for great popularity - politics. 

Therefore, with all the evidence in, it seems that Mr* Lindbergh "acts that way" 
hoping thus to establish himself and to gain popularity in a newly chosen field of 
politics* He has chosen to oppose the President and his administration. But it 
appears that he chose a wrong course for the purpose of gaining further national 
fan®, as has also his cohorts from the united States Senate, that is, if Public 
Opinion counts for much. 

Recalling that a fonner president, when visiting Germany/(it is said,) "Slapped 
the Khiser on the back and remarked, 'With your arnj I could lick the world 1 " (The 
Kaiser then tried that - to his sorrow); it is our opinion that a very much similar 
circumstance quite likely occurred when Hitler paraded his ultra-modern armies 
before Mr. Lindbergh during his recent visit to the same country. Such an occur¬ 
rence to have happened, even an American's (Lindbergh's) friendly praise of such 
armies, in time of peace, would he only quite natural. If this did happen, and I 
have not the slightest doubt but that it did, then, at this tine, Mr. Lindbergh, 
having already thus committed himself by expression of a favorable opinion of 
Hitler's militaristic strength, he has no other choice, (though a poor and unfortu¬ 
nate choice) than to continue to extol the strength of Hitler's armed forces. And 
to do this, also gives Mr* Lindbergh a subject of national interest for his desired 
effort at platform oratory (though not a nationally popular subject, as is well 
seen) hence that la the reason he "acts that way" now*

Hence, according to all the evidenceit is the "verdict" that "Why Lindbergh Acts 
That Way. 1 is, first, because to oppose the President appeals to him as the best 
excuse for his "taking to the platform"; and second, now that Mr* Lindbergh had 
already "committed himself" to praises of the Gencan army, he cannot now consis¬ 
tently "change face about" and do otherwise than to carry on with his extolling 
Hitler's military power, by following his present line of "chatter," which the 
public in general very much disagrees with, dislikes and resents*

Information has been received at the Bureau from as unknown 
outside source which quotes from the publication known as "The Hour* 
as followsi 

"Street comer meetings sponsored by the various appeasement, 
pro-fascist groups have already begun to make their appearance in New 
fork City, Tb date the most active sponsor of such meetings is the 
America First Committee. Since Lindbergh's April 30 speech at Man¬ 
hattan Center, approximately thirty such meetings have been held, usual- 
v ly in the better residential districts of the city. A number of these 
yj\S. gatherings have taken place on Fifth Avenue* Fbrty-second Street and 
fi ^ Fifth is the favoiit. spot for these "peace" rallies. 

The technique of the meetings varies scarcely at all. The 
speaker mounts his portable platform. He stands under an American 
flag. He tells the crowd that a "small minority of financiers ""la 
trying to get us into this war. He avoids openly anti-Semiticiremarka; 
he merely indulges in innuendoes. All mention of the progressive 
forces in this country is markedly absent from his speech. He never 
speaks about a fight for democratic rights; in fact, he rarely'utters 
the word "democracy". His hero is Charles A. Lindbergh and his.,coiv- \ 
cept of a wise man is Father Coughlin. -a 

The speaker is usually heard by an audience of some two 
hundred persons, most of them passers-by who stop to listen out of 
curiosity* Heckling is frequent. To date, as far as The Hour can 
learn, there have been no incidents of violence. But all reports de¬ 
scribe a tense atmosphere at these street corner meetings. It is to be 
expected that the Christian Fronters, who play an important part at c 0 
these meetings, will not hesitate much longer to use force against

He is usually followed by three 
to five speakers, whose addresses last for about fifteen minutes each. 

HO questions are permitted at these meetings. 

Joseph McWilliams, who has been following with admiration 
the "success 1 * of the America first street comer meetings, is soon to 
launch his own campaign along similar lines. He plans to abandon his 
covered wagon of last year. "A huge American flag will be enough," he 
says. The territory he will concentrate on includes Yorkville, the 
Bronx and Astoria, long Island. 

fbur veteran Coughlin!te orators, Janes Stewart, James 
Downey, Henry Curtiss and Frank Woodruff, are already picked to work 
with McWilliamsj and he expects to increase this crew of rabble-rousers 
in the near future. 

The content of his speeches and those of his henchmen is to 
be modeled on that of the America First speakers, although the McWilliams 
gang intends to make much more vigorous use of the tactic of Jew-baiting.

citiznes, are trying to push us Into a war which will cost each one 
of us not §50. or §75. but hundreds of dollars per year for the rest 
of our 1Iv03 . 

I have said that a very sioall minority are trying to 
push ua into war. Sven the Gallup poll shows that only 20 per cent 
of the persona interviewed want war. Probably the actual number of 
people in this country who want war is as small as 5 or 10 per cent 
of the adult population. The following letter appeared recently in 
the New York V/orld-Telegram: 

"I am an insurance man, who in the course of a 
year comes into personal contact with at least several 
thousand persons in all walks of life. During the last 
12 months I have made it a point to ask all I have come 
in contact with this question; 

•Do you favor our entry into war, even if Britian 
is defeated?* 

Invariably, the answer ho 3 been *No*. Furthermore, 
and this is interesting, I have yet to meet a person who 
has been interviewed by the Gallup poll." 

Senator ’Vagner said in a recent press interview that 
his mail is running 100 to 1 aganist convoys,which would lead uato war- 0 
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If so few people want war, then why are wo deluged 
with war propaganda? Tho answor is that the warmnkors aro organized, 
active, influential and woll-financed* There are at least five of

production ' of motion pictures so completely that they have been 
able to pour down our throats a strong dose of war medicine with 
their anti-Nazi films (but they never produce an anti-Communist film); 

Thore are two things which tho 90 dr 95 per cent of us 
who are Opposed to war can do in order to offset the propaganda of 
tho war-makers.

I am absolutely opposed to this Nation sending its 
fleet to convoy through any war zone; as the,President said, 
"convoys moan shooting and shooting means war"* 

I earnestly request you to send a letter of protest 
to the President, and also write to at least three friends, 
requesting them to do likewise and havo them in turn write 
to at least three friends more; in other words, start a chain 
letter system a gainst the drive for convoys and war* 

In spite of propaganda and hysteria of a frightened 
minority, this Nation can successfully defend the Western 
Hemisphere from attack by any possible combination of enemies. 

The argument that we will lose our foreign trade 
with Europe, Asia and Africa and strangle economically if 
England does not win is absurd. In the first place, our 
foreign trado with those continents amounts to only of 
our entire business. In the second place, we have boon 
competing successfully for many years with dictatorship 
nations where the so-called slave labor exists. As a matter 
of fact, sinco 1930 up until the outbreak of the War, our 
foreign trade doubled, and during those years we competed 
with and traded with all of the totalitarian countries; and 
strange as it may seem the lowest wage scale in the world 
exists in "Democratic" China, and the next lowest wage scale 
is in British India, another alleged democracy whore coal 
miners arc paid 90/ a week, jute workers $1.25 a week and 
industrial workers $1.35 a week.

Summary of Information: 

The America First Committee has in the New York Metropolitan 
Area a group of street corner speakers who are clean cut, "typical 11 American 
young men. They are obviously well educated, speak without accent and have 
an excellent command of English. They are not "rabble rousers" in any sense 
of the word but direct their appeal"to the common sense of the common people 
who will have to do the paying and the dying in the event of a war". They 
.carry on their talks in quiet, well modulated tones often approaching the 
delivery of a teacher to a class. They are effective although their audience 
at 59th Street and Lexington Avenue (28 July 41, 9; 15 F.) numbered only 
about 60 persons. Although the speakers received rather "spotty” applause 
they were not booed or hissed at all. There were three police officers 
and a patrol car in attendance at the above mentioned meeting. 

When a request was made from among the listeners for a question 
period the speaker declined to yield to questions stating that the America 
First Committee had found that hecklers attempted to break un meetings; 
that the America First Committee was interested in piecing the facts before 
the thinking public and that the America First Committee will be more than 
pleased to answer all questions if the questioner will stop in at one of 
their offices. 

The America First Committee apparently had been careful in the 
selection of its spealters. The two men heard at 59th Street last night 
were men who bore out the tenor of their talks i.e that they were capable 
and willing to fight FOR THE UNITED STATES but they were "too well informed 
to be willing to fight for say other country.

Churchill why more retaliatory bombing 
raids were not made on Berlin, that states* 
man retorted that he was forced to put 
business ahead of pleasure. President 
Roosevelt apparently does not feel that grim 
obligation. In his call for a vast increase 
in the production of heavy bombers—the 
proposed rate of 500 a month is 25 times 
what we now produce—he is indulging in 
wishful thinking. 

Mr. Roosevelt calls for the plane fac¬ 
tories of the democracies to outbuild the 
Nazis. That, presumably, can be done. He 
says that democratic superiority in the air 
must be made absolute. That is wishful 
thinking. It is impossible to outbuild a 
map, and it is the map that makes Britain 
an easy target and Germany a difficult 
target in a bombing war. 

The map on the picture page today 
shows the triple advantages that Germany 
holds oyer Britain in this respect—the ad¬ 
vantages of distance, of area, and of direc¬ 
tion. Each of these tends in a measure to 
reinforce the other. 

Distance is today the greatest of these ad¬ 
vantages. The Germans hold Scandinavia, 
the Low Countries, and France and launch 
their bombing attacks from airports in those 
countries. Dover is only 22 miles across 
the channel. London is only 90 miles 
away. It is only 125 miles from Cherbourg, 
France, to Bristol, one of the principal 
western ports of England ; only 175 miles 
from Belgian airports to Coventry, only 235 
miles from the continent to Manchester and 
the other great British manufacturing cen¬ 
ters. Over the southern part of England 
Nazi fighter planes can accompany and pro¬ 
tect bombers. 

The British, it is true. Can strike back at 
the airports from which these attacks are 
launched, but that is defensive bombing. To 
attack Germany they must cross the belt 
of Nazi held lands of their former allies. 
Essen and the Ruhr industrial region are 
240 miles from the nearest British airports. 
Nearly half that distance must be flown 
over occupied territory that the British can 
bomb only at the cost of injuring their 
former allies, but from which the Nazis can 
launch defensive forces against the British 
bombers. Hamburg and the submarine 
building yards are 450 miles or more from 
British soil. Berlin is 500 miles; Prague, 
center of the seized Czech munitions in¬ 
dustry, is 600 miles. No point of attack in 
Germany is close enough for British fighter 
planes to escort bombers raiding it, a fact 


that limits the British to night operations 
whatever their air strength may be. 

The second German advantage Is in the 
matter of airports. Theirs extend from 
Norway to Brittany, There is a limit to 
the number of bombers that the British can 
operate, imposed by the number and size 
of their airports. The Nazis are under no 
such handicap within practical limits. 

They not only hold more airports, but 
the fields are arranged in a great half 
circle with Britain at its center. They can 
attack from any angle within this semi- 
drcumference and they make their ap¬ 
proach over the sea. British attacks on 
Germany, on the contrary, can depart little 
from a direct east and west course, flown 


for the most part over land from which 
defense measures can be launched. Geog¬ 
raphy imposes the same handicap on Brit¬ 
ish observation. The Germans can watch 
a small island easier than the British can 
detect projected attacks spread over half a 
continent. On aerial defense the Nazis need 
guard only a comparatively narrow western 
gate; the British must man a whole de¬ 
fensive wall. 

All the airplane plants in America cannot 
change the map, and it is the map, even 
more than any lack of planes, that puts 
Britain at an incurable disadvantage in 
bombing warfare. It is an atrocious blunder 
to attempt to fool the American people in 
this matter in order to get them into a war 
the end of which is certain calamity.

T* ermard M. ; Baruch was born in i8yo . 

As the man who directed this country's 
unprecedented industrial effort of 1917-18, 
he is singularly well qualified to discuss 
America 1 s economic relation to the present 
war. 

A member of the New York Stock Exchange, 
who had dealt with problems of trade and 
finance all his life i Mr. Baruch was appointed 
a member of the Advisory Council on Na¬ 
tional Defense by President Wilson in 1916 . 
lie was soon elevated to the post of Chair¬ 
man of the War Industries Boards where he 
discharged with great distinction powers 
which were said to be the greatest ever held 
by any American. Later he served as Eco¬ 
nomic Advisor for the American Peace Com¬ 
mission and in 1922 became a member of the 
Presidents Agricultural Peace Commission. 
He is the author of many treatises on 
various economic subjects. 

The statements he makes in the interview 
published herein are rendered particularly 
pertinent by the fact that Mr. Baruch is pres¬ 
ently a close consultant of President Roose¬ 
velt on matters of national defense.

U. S. CAN UNDERSELL TOTALITARIAN 

IN WORLD MARKETS, SAYS BARUCH 
/ 

Germany Would Be “On Spot ” 

Economically Even If She Won 
War. He Asserts. 

UNITED STATES can undersell total!- 
X tarian countries in world trade, according to 
Bernard M. Baruch, formerly chairman of Wood- 
row Wilson’s War Industries Board, now a na¬ 
tional defense consultant to the Roosevelt Ad¬ 
ministration. 

In an exclusive interview with The Wall 
Street Journal, Mr. Baruch pointed out that 
Cermany, not the United States, would be “on 
the spot” economically if Germany were to win 
control of the European continent. 

What will she do? Where can she sell her 
products or those of the countries she has con¬ 
quered?” the veteran of another all-out war 
asked the reporter. 

The United States market will be cut off from 
European countries that formerly sold here, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Baruch. Under proper economic 
policy the United States should be able to drive 
Germany out of any desired neutral market, he 
believes, 
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A Program for the U. 8. 

According to Mr. Baruch this country must: 

(1) Maintain a low price structure through¬ 
out this war* 

(2) Develop quality and economy in mass- 
production industries. 

(3) Build military defenses. 

Fears concerning Germany’s economic prowess 
and cheap labor are exaggerated, according to 
Mr. Baruch. 

He cited evidence he had just received from 
a large American company that owns a factory 
in a leading industrial city in Germany. (He 
named the city, but suggested the name be 
omitted*) The parent American company has 
received a report from the German factory, Mr. 
Baruch asserted, that shows conclusively that 
despite low wages and long hours, with the Ger¬ 
man mark at 37 cents, the American plant is 
turning out the same products more cheaply. 

44 Oh, they can make gimeracks where we don’t 
make them/' Mr. Baruch remarked, “hut there 
is no reason why we can't undersell them in im¬ 
portant mass-production products provided we 
maintain a low price structure/’ 

Importance of Low Prices 

He stressed the importance of this. A price 
rise now would have to be liquidated in the post¬ 
war period, and that would throw this country 
off balance and place it in an unfavorable posi¬ 


tion to wage economic war, he pointed out. But 
if prices here are held down, Germany will be 
faced with the huge unemployment and eeonomic 
problem after the war, he believes. 

"Won’t that mean that Germany will be forced 
to attack ust Mr. Baruch was asked. 

“Let ’em come,’’ he replied. Mr. Baruch em¬ 
phasized that he is not one of those who have 
been complacent about Germany over the past 
many years. Like Winston Churchill, Mr. 
Baruch can point to the fact that he has been 
trying to awaken public opinion ever since 1935 
to the rise of Nazi military power and to the need 
for preparedness. 

Mr. Baruch’s comments followed a discussion ‘ 
of his book, “American Industry in the War,” 
which has just been issued by Prentiee Hall, 
Inc. The book is a reprint of the report of the 
old War Industries Board, together with Mr. 
Baruch’s own program for total mobilization*of 
the nation as presented to the War Policies Com¬ 
mission in 1931. It also contains material on 
priorities and price fixing.

WORLD TRADE AND THE FUTURE 

T> Y NOW the military, naval and diplomatic 
” implications of President Roosevelt's fire¬ 
side speech have been pretty thoroughly thrashed 
over. He has, by subsequent statements and 
acts, clarified much of what he said then. So it 
is unnecessary to pursue those aspects here. Rut 
there were economic implications in the Presi¬ 
dent's statement of policy that will prove to be 
of almost equal importance in the long run. 
What he said about international economic ques¬ 
tions, taken in connection with Mr. Hull’s speech 
a week before, merits the keenest examination. 

In much of the discussion on both sides of 
the debate on how far we should move into the 
orbit of war, there is a common economic as¬ 
sumption. It seems to be taken for granted that 
it is possible, through a military decision, to re¬ 
store nineteenth-century methods of international 
trade if Britain wins, or, if Germany wins, to 
destroy those methods as we have known them 
in the past and to substitute an entirely new 
worldwide system of exchanging goods among 
nations. 

"VTET it ought to be remembered that, war or 
-*■ no war—even without the interposition of the 
World War, in fact—economic developments 
were taking place throughout the world which 
pointed to a permanently changed world trade. 


This has never been described so well as in Mr. 
Graeme K. Howard’s book, "America and a New 
World Order. 11 Mr. Howard's rare competence 
to speak on this subject lies in the fact that he is 
not a mere theoretical economist or a diplomat 
or a politician. He is vice president of the Gen¬ 
eral Motors Corporation in charge of overseas 
operations, and his experience has been that of a 
man who has actually been engaged in selling 
goods abroad. He says: "In the new century, 
in spite of the fact that markets have grown 
and that new inventions, such as the automobile 
and the airplane, have infused new vigor into 
world economy, the rate of market expansion 
has declined ... Unless domestic economies every¬ 
where arc again made to function as they once 
did, we will find the twentieth century barren 
of the remarkable growth in trade which was 
characteristic of the nineteenth." 

^ There have been times when the Administra¬ 
tion has proceeded on the basis of this belief. 
There have been others when the Administration 
has adhered to this theory's exact opposite. The 
strange duality of economic policy with which 
the fabric of New Deal history is shot needs no 
detailed analysis here. In the oil business, for 
instance, agreements to limit production and 
dispose of surpluses—agreements encouraged by 
some sectors of government—have been attacked 
by other sectors of government as combinations 
in restraint of trade. Or, to take another ex¬ 
ample, we are boosting the price of cotton by 
artificial means, thus encouraging competitive 
foreign production, at the same moment that we 
11 
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insist upon talkin g about increasing our exports £ 
of cotton. JL 

HPHE success of the United States in world J 
competition after this wax will largely de-f; 
pond upon the power, resourcefulness and pro-E 
ductiveness of its own economy. Of course wef 
cannot compete if that economy is plagued byfr 
disunion, hamstrung by fundamental ineon-r' 
sistcncies, living beyond its means, dissipating*" 
its substance for nonproductive purposes.

mans have developed is in itself an answer to? 
and a defeat for its pretentions as an imperialis-f 
tic system. That is the ironic truth that Ger-F 
many will sometime have to face. And if it* 
has any intelligence left, it will face it soon, 
before the lust for empire gets too strong. | 
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It was a corollary of the haphazard free-enter¬ 
prise theory of trade that some, though not all, 
wars were fought in pursuit of trade advantages. 
It is possible that there was just enough color 
in the theoiy of the military pursuit of foreign 
markets to lend widespread credence to the 
Marxian thesis that capitalism w T as a breeder of 


If that thesis of Marx cannot be refuted by 
cold facts and by internationally directed intelli¬ 
gence, the future of the world is dark indeed. 
If the choice we of the twentieth century face 
is a choice between militarily controlled trade 
and the boggling froc-enterprise kind of trade— 
both of which ultimately run themselves into the 
ground—then Communism may be destined to in¬ 
herit the earth, with all the evil that would fol¬ 
low in its wake. If we cannot carry on trade 
without fighting wars over and over—wars 
which, in most instances, bring to the conqueror 
the hatred not only of the enemy, but the hatred 
of those who are allegedly being helped—then 
there is no prospect but retrogression before the 
human race. 

All this has a very special bearing upon the 
economic future of this hemisphere and upon our 
relations with the countries to the south of us. 
The attitude of this Administration with respect 
to Latin America has been admirable in its re¬ 
straint, in its courtesy and in its constant em¬ 
phasis upon a spirit of mutual help. It has not 
limited itself to mere conversational hoopla, but 
has made sincere efforts to lay the foundations 
for sound political relationships with the Latin- 
13 
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American nations* Still there is a tendency to 
blur over the hard fact that lasting relations 
cannot be established on any basis that would 
keep these countries as permanent producers of 
raw materials only. Without industrialization 
they cannot develop the means of economic self- 
defense* They will lack even the means of effec¬ 
tive cooperation in hemisphere defense* And, un¬ 
less they are industrialized, we, in turn, cannot 
escape the ultimately disastrous role of a domi¬ 
nant industrial nation penetrating the markets 
of these countries solely for the purpose of sup¬ 
plying them with consumers’ goods. 

HPHE military as well as the economic defense 
^ of the other countries in this hemisphere can 
succeed only if those countries are able to sustain, 
in and of themselves, a considerable proportion 
of their energy and of their material means for 
that defense. That will mean close and active 
military alliances with us. It will mean the joint 
occupation of military and naval bases. It will 
mean a dear definition of the extent to which 
nations alien to this hemisphere wall be permitted 
to penetrate any of these countries. 

Thus mobilized, the Western Hemisphere 
could contemplate the localization of the Nazi 
movement in Europe alone with vastly less trepi¬ 
dation. As the President pointed out in his 
speech, the farther the Nazi power spreads itself 
over Europe, Asia and Africa, the greater the 
danger to Itself and the more certain that the 
whole structure will ultimately break up into 
little bits, 
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aingle reason why his views should be taken 
seriously on account of any special knowledge or 
experience in the field of trade—foreign or domes¬ 
tic. He advances no new points. Bather, he seems 
to appear as just another advocate, this time on 
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paign—a campaign to involve our country in a 
foreign war. In this campaign, too, his asser¬ 
tions may be regarded as ^campaign oratory. 
The arguments of one ; however, are the argu¬ 
ments of all. They stem from the self-interests 
of a few. They are built on a false theory of 
trade. Therefore, their case will not stand up 
before a jury of American informed opinion. 


QUESTION* 

Your statement may be perfectly true, but I 
think it must be substantiated. You say that 
the arguments of the war interventionists are 
based on a false theory of trade. Sow if Hitler 
were to control a large part of the rest of the 
world, would he not be in a position to dictate 
terms to us? Why is that a false theory of 
trade? 

ANSWER* 

M Y REPLY to their argument has been that 
we hold the answer largely in our own 
hands. The same argument could be advanced 
with respect to Great Britain or other nations. 
My reply would be the same. Competition is the 
life of trade and is always a threat in private 
business, no matter from whom it comes. So it 
is with nations. 


Political control is one thing—economic neces¬ 
sity qnite another. Now let us get this straight. 
There is no difference in principle between 
foreign and domestic trade, except as restrictions 
have been imposed upon the entry of goods and 
the transfer of funds between countries. The 
war interventionists * theory is that one party to 
a transaction could dictate all the terms and 
conditions of the trade between two or more 
parties. How false 1 Every man, woman, and 
child knows better if he will think but for a 
moment. It takes two parties to complete a trade. 
The necessities and the desires of each are basic. 
To assume that one may dictate all the terms 
and conditions is assuming something which is 
not so. Therefore, their case rests on a false 
premise and should be dismissed. As to Hitler's 
ability to dictate terms of trade to us in the 
event of a victory—no—that is where economic 
necessity comes into play. For example: 

In 1933 and 1934 we demonstrated that we 
could trade with other nations to our mutual 
advantage. Indeed, we made some desirable 
deals—mutually agreeable ones with France, 
Spain and Italy—but the Administration refused 
to continue to trade. The reason given was that 
to do so would interfere with our trade agree¬ 
ment policy, which was one of international 
altruism toward every country in the world 
save one. The real reason, however, was more 
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ing that her two great necessities were under- 
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stood to be easier access to raw materials and 
larger markets for her manufactured products, 
we denied her both, beginning as far back as 
1934. The reasons were social and political. 
Vice President Wallace now says (Address, 
Foreign Policy Association, April 8, 1941) "The 
next peace must give the * . . aggressor nations 
the opportunity to buy raw materials and Bell 
manufactured goods without discrimination.” 
If the President, Mr, Hull, Mr. Wallace, and the 
other New Dealers had recognized Germany’s 
legitimate necessities in 1934 and since, instead 
of declining to trade with her, they might have 
made a real contribution toward world peace 
and might have cheeked the rapid rise of Nanism 
and thus avoided the danger of American par¬ 
ticipation in this war. 

Desirable opportunities to trade were rejected, 
also, for one reason or another, with England, 
Japan, Italy, and other nations. In 1939 we re¬ 
vised this position somewhat when we made an 
agreement with England to exchange cotton for 
rubber. No change in basic policy, however, is 
indicated by this isolated incident, as the Presi¬ 
dent made clear in his message to Congress last 
January. 

QUESTION: 

Accepting your statement that it takes two par¬ 
ties to make o trade, what advantages would 
we have to use against Germany $ increased 
bargaining power? You have shown that grave 
errors were made and it would have been pos¬ 
sible to make desirable trades . But under 
20 


German control of Europe and other areas , 
won't the conditions be so different that former 
rules will not apply? 


F IRST and foremost in importance is our great 
market. We have the greatest consuming 
power in the world. Our purchases from foreign 
countries support a large part of the economy 
of many of them. For example ; 

Latin America produces 90 percent of all the 
coffee—we consume half of it. Europe, too, de¬ 
pends upon Latin America for her supply— 
about the same quantity as ours—although she 
has four times our population. 

The Malay States, the Dutch East Indies, and 
small neighboring countries produce nearly 95 
percent of the rubber and, including China, 60 
percent of the tin. We use half of the rubber 
and 40 percent of the world’s production of tin. 

Japan produces nearly 90 percent of the silk 
—we buy 90 percent of her exports. 

These are examples of the dependency of for¬ 
eign nations upon our market. Others may be 
cited, i. e., jute from India, diamonds and gold 
from South Africa, tea from southeastern Asia, 
etc. 

The economy of such nations docs not shift 
with the flag of the overlord. It relies upon our 
markets. It does not change with super-political 
control. 
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A careful canvass of the world's mineral pro* 
duction discloses that the non-American nations 
of the world are more dependent upon the 
western hemisphere than it is dependent upon 
them. 

As an example of the dependency of other 
countries upon our markets, let us consider a few 
items: 

In the case of rubber, in 1929 we imported 
528,602 tons at an average price of 20.5^ per 
pound; we paid foreign countries for it $247,- 
420,000. By 1932 our imports had dropped to 
393,731 tons and the price to 3.4tf; we paid 
$34,273,000. By 1937 we had increased our im¬ 
ports to 592,528 tons, and the price had risen to 
19.4£— a total of $252,859,000. The last two years 
show a greatly increased tonnage on account of 
our policy of storing up rubber. 

In the case of tin, the story is similar. In 1929 
we imported 195,165,000 pounds at 45.19^, or 
$91,839,000. In 1932 we imported 77,995,000 
pounds at 22.01^, or $16,474,000. In 1937 our 
imports amounted to 197,377,000 pounds at 
54.24^, or $104,285,000. 

This merely shows the necessity and desir¬ 
ability of an active American market for the 
products of foreign lands. 

Then comes the question of technological de¬ 
velopment and the use of substitutes. Great 
progress has been made in this field in recent 
years. 

The development of synthetic rubber has 
progressed to a point where we may say that, 
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if necessary, we are no longer dependent npon 
the eastern hemisphere. Within a very few years 
we could produce our own rubber, as Germany 
has done. A number of our most important con¬ 
cerns are active in this field 

The same thing may be said of silk—witness 
the great development of rayon, and now nylon. 

We are now preparing to smelt a considerable 
portion of our tin requirements in the United 
States from ore coming from Latin America. In 
addition, important substitutes have been de¬ 
veloped from plastics and other materials, 
replacing tin. 

This hemisphere can supply our manganese 
and potash—the former through the development 
of machinery and processes of refining low grade 
ores here and in Cuba, and the latter through 
the development of our own mines. 

These are examples only. There is great 
progress in other fields. 

Trade is a fleeting thing. Conditions and 
methods change, demand and sources of supply 
with them. For example, we have seen England 
abandon the practice of a century as the leading 
advocate of free trade and the gold standard, 
and for a decade follow a new policy of tarices, 
trade agreements between nations, and managed 
currency. I do not say that this is or is not the 
best way to conduct trade between nations, but 
the point is that that is the way world trade has 
been trending for more than a decade. We are 
the only important nation attempting to ignore 
this fact. 
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My view is that we must recognize the fact 
that we cannot prescribe the rules and regula¬ 
tions for all the world. Rather, if we are going 
to engage in trade with other nations, we should 
use our strategic advantages to negotiate coun¬ 
try by country in our own interest I 

W T e should, of course, keep ourselves in a posi¬ 
tion to join with other nations in improving i 

methods of trading if and when the time comes 
that the rest of the world is ready to consider a 
change. But, in the meantime, we should refrain 
from playing Santa Claus and from opening 
our markets recklessly to nearly all the world 
and so exposing our national economy to in- ; 

fluenees from abroad over which we have no } 

control. Our need is for more defense of our 
internal economy—not less. We must stop letting 
foreign prices determine our domestic prices. {

tective principle usually operates for the benefit 
of industry and to the detriment of agriculture. 


This problem is as old as our history. Alexan- 
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li Report on Manufactures’', written in 1790, 
after urging a policy of tariff protection for in¬ 
dustry, observed that the day might come when 
it would be necessary to give agriculture an 
equivalent. He proposed at some future time 
to offset by subsidy or otherwise the farmer’s 
disadvantage of having to buy in a protected 
market while having to sell in an unprotected 
world market at world prices. 


Notwithstanding the millions and billions that 
have been appropriated for agriculture in the 
last few years, the basic fault remains—while we 
pay our farmers not to produce, we encourage 
foreign farmers to produce, not only for foreign 
markets which we formerly supplied, but for our 
markets, by making it easier to import. Such a 
policy cannot be permanent. Its duration will 
be immeasurably shortened by the vast expend!- 


ANSWER; 

TV7 ORLD price very largely determines the 
domestic price of every crop of which we 
export a surplus. This price applies to the 
whole of the crop, whether consumed at home 
or exported, however much this burden is less¬ 
ened by Government handouts. Industrial tariffs 
can and do protect prices of articles for which 
crop is exchanged. The fair exchange value of 
the crop is thus reduced in proportion to the pro¬ 
tection afforded industry. Therefore, the pro¬ 


tures we must make for our national defense pro¬ 
gram. — 


QUESTION; 

// Germany , producing with slave labor , can 
offer better prices to South America, how coutd 
we be able to compete? 

ANSWER; 

r IMlAT is a triek question. It must be remem- 
bered that Germany, and England, too, had 
a substantial representation in South America 
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before the war in 1914. There is nothing new 
about competition with them except in degree. 
There are many considerations besides price. De¬ 
sign and adaptability of products to do the work 
desired; terms, delivery dates; personal equation 
between buyer and seller and numerous other 
things. Frequently we hear the phrase, * * Quality 
is remembered long after price is forgotten . 99 If 


price were the sole measuring stick the manu¬ 
facturer with the lowest price would be selling 
all the goods, be they automobiles or what. Com¬ 
petition would die, monopoly would succeed it 
and higher prices might then result. 


The answer lies in mutuality of interest be¬ 
tween countries bo long as governments control 
the foreign trade of their nationals. Under 
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procedure and that is to recognize the conditions 
under which trade is conducted between nations 


and negotiate country by country for the terms 


^nd conditions under which goods may be ex¬ 
changed satisfactorily. Each country must 
recognize frankly the needs of the other. 


Other things being equal free labor can out¬ 
produce slave labor. We made our greatest 


I 


progress after we abolished slavery—slave labor ] \ 

produces little buying power. Wc must keep in 
mind always that American wage levels support 
our higher American standards of living. They 
protect the American workers on our farms and 
in out factories against the lower standards not 
only of the forced labor of the Axis Powers and 
Pussia but of the lower paid labor of the Argen- 
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cheaper labor everywhere outside the United 
States of America. The difference is one only of 


degree. Our wage levels must be insulated 
against the competition of a world turned upside 


down. 


Perhaps this is not a complete answer but it is 
difficult to give a complete answer to a trick 
question. 


QUESTION{ 

In the early part of this interview} you referred 
to the arguments of the tear interventionists as 
stemming front the self-interest of a few . To 
whom did you refer? 

ANSWEHi 

*|N THE FIRST place I referred to the approxi- 
mately 20% shown by the Gallup poll of the 
people constituting the interventionists. More 
specifically I referred to those who profit from 
international trade—the international bankers, 
ocean transportation companies, marine insur¬ 
ance companies, importers, et cetera—as dis¬ 
tinguished from the industrialists who do some 
foreign business incidental to their domestic 
business. All of the latter group must realize 
that if compelled to choose between a prosperous 
American market and one periodically shot to 
pieces by foreign events, they must choose the 
American markets. 

Many Americans will recall that Mr. James 
P. Warburg of New York wrote two books in 
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1T>36 opposing President Roosevelts reelection, 
lie supported Alfred Landon, but after Governor 
Landon made his St. Paul speech in which he 
took a stand for protection of the American 
market and for real Yankee trading, Mr. War¬ 
burg wrote a letter to Secretary Hull saying 
that in view of Mr. Landon’s position he would 
have to support the Democratic ticket. He is 
now one of our leading interventionists. This 
is queer company for the New Dealers who were 
going to drive the money changers from the 
temple, 

QUESTION: 

Can you sum up in a fetv words what you think 
our policy should he and what the question 
boils down to? 

ANSWER: 

T THINK that all our foreign policies—poli- 
A tical and economic—should be related def¬ 
initely to our American needs and ideals, with 
the objective of protecting and perpetuating the 
form of government and the economic policies 
which have made our country great. Our aim 
should be to make possible to all Americans the 
fullest benefits of our form of government as 
granted by our Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights. The first requisite to this aim is knowl¬ 
edge based on reliable and comprehensive in¬ 
formation, so that we may know what the prob¬ 
lems are and consider them fairly. The second 
is a realization of the principle that foreign 
policies—whether political or economic—must 
28 
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not be permitted to destroy or impair either our 
form of government or our standards of living. 

The question boils down to this: Shall we 
take advantage of our position of geographic 
and economic security and contribute to world 
peace and prosperity by developing our own 
eountiy and by attending to our own affairs, or 
shall we toss our nation into a common pool in 
the management of which ours will be only one 
voice and that not the controlling onet Shall 
we dilute our nation’s strength with the world's 
weakness? 
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Added Note 

A FTER the preceding interview was completed, 
^the President and Secretary Hull again re¬ 
iterated their views. The President stated* 
. . International commerce in a world domi¬ 
nated by totalitarianism would never be carried 
on for the mutual benefit of all . . . There¬ 
fore, it is idle for us to talk of future foreign 
trade unless we are prepared now to defend the 
principles upon which it is and must be based."

It was in 1791 that full rights of citizenship were 
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to relieve the Jewish race from inferior recognition* Before 
this date they had no rights of citizenship and were not per¬ 
mitted to hold political office In any European country. 


In Germany legislation was passed in 1812 granting 
citizenship to the Jews, but it was not until 1848 that emanci¬ 
pation for the Jews was really established* 

In England pressure for the emancipation of the Jew

attained prominence In 1830 and in 1858 the first Jew was per¬ 


mitted a seat in the House of Commons* 

In Austria the fight for Jewish equality started in 
1848 and succeeded in 1867. In Hungary from 1840 to 1849, Denmark 
1851 to 1849, Italy 1848 to 1859. In Belgium the Jews were 
liberated in 1815. The Constitution of the United States in 
1787 made no distinction as to the rights of Jew3 but some of the 
thirteen Original States had laws restricting Jews as political 
office holders. The last of these. North Carolina, did not 
fully recind this law until 1868. 

The Jewish race, which is estimated to include about 
18,000,000 people, is spread throughout the world, the largest 
number living in the United States which has a Jewish population 
of about 8 to 10 million. Russia had a Jewish population of 


about 7 million a generation ago but since then several million 
have emigrated to the United States. Since the spread of 
Communism with which they are prominently associated, large num¬ 


bers came her© from other European countries. 
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Ever since the advent of Naziism and Fascism it has been increas¬ 
ingly difficult for communistic Jews to live in Europe. They are 
harassed and driven out of political positions and big business* 
Many have had their fortunes confiscated and their rights as citi¬ 
zens cancelled. Naziism and Fascism have spread to a number of 
countries and wherever these doctrines exist, the Jewish people are 
being deprived of their rights as citizens. So it seems that the 
European^Jew is being thrown back to the days before 1791 when 
their emancipation first got foothold, 

it is of course, natural that Jews the world over shall 
band together to destroy the isms that are so relentlessly against 
them and to use their powerful influence wherever possible to 
destroy the forces that seek to take away the freedom they have 
enjoyed in the past hundred years. 

According to German claims, Jews are being harassed be¬ 
cause of the control they achieved in government politics, the law 
courts and in general economics. Also because of their promotion 
of the communistic elements in that country. 

Ever since their emancipation, the Jews in Germany have 
grown in power. Before the world war there were approximately six 
hundred thousand in Germany, about one per cent of the population* 
They were well thought of and under the Kaiser, shared in the 
development of the German Reich. However, after the world war and 
especially later, when the Germans were in the throes of tremendous 
financial and political difficulties, they took undue advantage of 
the German people to such extent that they finally had political, 
financial and economic control over them. 
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Tli© Jews 'became obnoxious to the Germans and were despised 
everywhere. This situation culminated in the creation of the Nazi 
party which took strong measures to expel the Jews from political 
office as well as from the law courts, educational institutions 
and big business* 

The anti-Jewish feeling spread to other countries in 
Europe and a great many Jews came to the United States where the 
powerful Jewish element put terrific pressure on the government to 
use all of its resources in an attempt to destroy those European 
factions that are against them. 

Ever since 1932 an anti-German attitude has been pro¬ 
moted in the United States with ever increasing viciousness. Our 
highest government officials have preached vengeance on the Ger¬ 
mans and have vilified them. Only lately a prominent Senator, in 
a vehement outburst, delivered over the radio, said among other 
things, that the Germans were under orders to use their unmarried 
young women to produce cannon fodder for the Nazi's. He also made 
the villianous statement that the Germans are denouncing God. 

A universal boycott of German goods and drastic restrict¬ 
ions of trade were the immediate weapons. A destructive war on 
Germany was however the ultimate goal and this they achieved by 
propaganda in England, Prance and the United States, when England 
declared war because the German people in their ambitions to cor¬ 
rect the wrongs of the Versailles Treaty sought to Join the City 
of Danzig with the German Reich. 

For great nations to go to war over a matter so trivial 
seems absolutely silly. That incident was however only an excuse 
for the Jewish propaganda machine which expounded the Germans to be 
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a frightful people and aggressors whose aim it is to dominate the 
world. During the Danzig incident and before war was declared by 
England, Jewish propaganda had so incited the Polish people 
against the Germans that a peaceful settlement became an impossibil¬ 
ity. Through intensive propaganda instilling fear in the minds of 
people, that the Germans were out to conquer the world, Jewish 
interests were finally successful in having war declared on Germany. 

v Since this war has progressed the Germans, although with 
successive victories to their credit, have made several peace over¬ 
tures to stop this terrible carnage. It is reasonable to think 
that with the military power and economic resources of the United 
States in the back ground, satisfactory peace terms could be made 
with Germany. But evidently the Jewish demand for total destruct¬ 
ion of Germany is so strong that the war must go on regardless, - 
even if it means the destruction of Europe and ultimately leads to 
our own economic disaster. 

Although the Axis powers have refrained from any action 
that could give this country the least provocation to warrant its 
entry into the war, our government has now occupied an independent 
European Island which is in the midst of the British-German war 
zone, and dares Germans to interfere with, or sink, any United 
States ship in that ?/ar zone. 

It is unfortunate for this country of Washington and 
Lincoln that the Roserunans and the Ben Cohens are the sought for 
advisers and collaborators of our highest government officials 
and that these men and others of their race who now occupy the 
most important and influential positions in our government, should 
at this time guide bur destinies. 




It must 'be plain to everyone that people of the 
Jewish-race cannot be impartial in this world conflict. They 
should and they must defend themselves and do all they possibly 
can to correct that which seeks to take away their liberty# It 
Is unfortunate however that this must be done by force of arms, 
and that the world must go to war on their account. Seems that 
we are back In the centuries before Christ when in that small 
world there were constant wars over the Jews who were even then

alternately in subjection and free. 

In these enlightened times one would think that the 
internal difficulties of one nation could be adjusted without

the.whole world going to war in an attempt to destroy that nation.

We should know by now that international vengeance cannot succeed 

* 

in correcting an unwelcome national situation# The experience of 
the effect of the Versailles Treaty should have taught us that an 
intelligent and progressive nation cannot be held in subjection 
by force. 

The Jewish people in Continental Europe have received 
a serious setback but they can again achieve their rightful place 
there wfren the present feeling against them subsides in a natural 
way. A war bred of vengeance will not save the situation - it 
will only make it worse*

1941 to the effect that the American Legion. Post £36 adopted a resolution 
requesting the City Council to deny the use of the Municipal Auditorium for 
a speech by Charles A. Lindbergh, speaker of the America First Committee. 

In a similar action the Blights of lythias Lodge and the Oklahoma State 
Women*s Ambulance and Transport Corps lodged formal protest against granting 
Lindbergh the u»6 of the hall* The Daily CklahomBii on August 27, 1941 stated 
that the City Council voted^to deny Charles A* Lindberg the use of the Muni¬ 
cipal Auditorium. This article further states that the City Council 1 s action 
came after several city organisations protested Lindbergh's appearance in 
Oklahoma City and rescinding order of T* T. JOIMSON, Auditorium Manager, per¬ 
mitting the meeting in the Auditorium. This article further reveals that 
Lindbergh notified the America First Leaders that he would speak on "air power" 
anywhere the appearance can be arranged. On August 28, 1941 the Daily Oklahoman

First CoYJ&aitte© on 8-29-41 at Sandlot Park in which CHARLES LINDBERGH and 
Senator BURTON K. VfrlLELER spoke on behalf of the Amelia First Committee. 
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Following is the speech of CHARLES A* LIKDEERGE as deli¬ 
vered in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma on August 29, 1941*

I s taiid with the m6u aud wxmen in America 


who oppose our entering this war in Europe# There are many reasons why I 
believe we should not enter the war* I have discussed these reasons freely 
and openly in articles and radio addresses during the last two years# I 
have said that I did not believe it was within our power to control the vfars, 
or to solve the problems that have existed in Europe since European history 
began* I have said that we were hot prepared to wage war abroad successful¬ 
ly at this time, and that we would not be prepared to do so for months if 
not for years to come# 


I have said that our participation in this war would simply 
add to bloodshed and prostration in Europe, and bring confusion to our own 
country* I have said that the United States is strong enough and able enough 
to protect itself, and that we in America do not have to depend upon any 
foreign country for our security and welfare# 


To these statements and beliefs, X hold as firmly today as 
I have at any time in the past. Developments since the war started have 
already partially proved them correctj and Z think that by the time the war 
ends, you will find I have in no way misled you* 


But tonight, I am going to lay aside the broader issues of 
the war, and talk to you about air power, its capabilities, its limitations, 
and its consequences* 1 have selected air power as my subject for two reasons; 
First, because of its great military importance; and second, because aviation 
has become a symbol of this modern, scientific and mechanized era in which 
we live* Germany has used aviation to change the entire technique of warfare 
both on land and on the sea* England is using aviation to strike back at 
a continent she is unable to invade. The American interventionists are 
usin aviation to justify the occupation of Iceland, to prepare the way for 
an occupation of Africa, and to add to the general hysteria of the war* The 
capitalists are using aviation to make money, and the taxpayer is finding 
aviation a more and more expensive item on his bill* 


I spent many years of my life surveying and laying out air 
routes in North and South America, and across the Atlantic and Pacific oceans* 
One of the greatest problems I encountered in those years lay in the dif¬ 
ficulty of persuading people that aviation was actually a practical from of 
transportation; that, some day, this country would be spanned in a single 
night by passenger carrying air-liners — and that, eventually, even the 
oceans themselves would be flown on regular schedule* 


That was only a little over 10 years ago* Now I find myself 
in the novel position of arguing that aviation has certain limitations as 
have all of the other inventions of man. Ten years ago, I vras trying to 
donvince the government and the people of this country that transoceanic 
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passenger carrying was not only possibly But also practical 
Today, 1 am trying to assure our government and our people that while trans« 
oceanic bombing is possible, it is not practical, and that damage it 
could do on wartime standards would be slight* / 


I find the same people who scoffed at transatlantic air routes 
10 years ago, now telling me that if the British empire does not win this 
war, the United States of America will be conquered by air invaders from Europe. 
They say that the worlds two greatest ooeans are no barrier to bombing 
planes, and that at any moment we may find trans-oceanio parachuse troops 
raining dovm on the streets of our major cities# 

Our own president has talked about air invasions by way of 
icecapped Greenland, and about others based on the jungles of Central and 
South America — incidentally, at cruising sppeds that are far higher than 
any racing plane ha3 yet attained* Yfell, 10 years ago, those of us who be¬ 
lieved in aviation set out to make this country "air minded*” VTe seem to have 
succeeded, and now I suppose it is our job to get its feet safely back onto 
the ground* Now that we have become "air minded," our next problem is to 
learn how to operate aircraft to our best advantage. 


But from what 1 say here, do not gain the impression that 
aviation has reached its ultimate development* It has still far to go both 
in commerce and in war* The bombing plane will become more destructive, the 
pursuit plane more effective, ^nd the commercial plane more efficient than they 
are today* 'It is even possible that the discovery of new sources of energy 
will permit us to build rocket planes in the future which will outperform the 
mythical bombers of our present day politicians and interventionists. With 
unlimited energy available, one can conceive of speed limited only by the ac¬ 
celeration the human body can withstand. In that case, our descendants may 
some day accelerate halfway across the ocean, and "decelerate" the rest of the 
way across. If new sources of energy are discovered, the po?.er of explosives 
will also increase* And then, in some future generation, fifty, or a hundred, 
or a thousand years from now, the United States may be as vulnerable to attack 
from Europe as England is today* 

Now, I am sure that many interventionists v/ill feel that since 
we may some day harness the atom and travel in rockets,, we should go to war 
immediately to make the world safe for whatever system of government exists 
in that unknown and distant time. But I am among those non-interventionists who 
feel that we have enough problems to solve in our own generation; and that if 
our grandchildren insist on splitting atoms and building rockets, it must be upon 
their own responsibility* I believe that our generation will have accomplished 
its duty if we pass on to our children a free end independent American heri¬ 
tage that is not too greatly burdenod with the debts of war. And so, for the 
present at least, I am willing to pass the atom and the rocket plan over to 1 
interventionists, to hold in trust for generations of the future. 


In discussing air power, we should start with the realization 
that man’s cono^uest of the air will bring revolutionary changes to the entire

world, and that the changes which take plate a in one portion 
of the world are bound to affect in some degree all other portions# Yfaatever 
affects America affects Europe and Asia; and, conversely, whatever affects 
Europe and Asia is bound to have more or less effect on America* 


Possibly we can appreciate the significance of air power 
better by considering the effect that sea power has had on the relationship 
and fortunes of nations* The comparison is not exact, but it is enlightening* 
And one must remember that aviation has developed as much in a generation as 
shipping developed over a period of centuries* 


'Now when great changes in methods of warfare take place, 
history shows that empires and nations fall, and other rise instead. The im¬ 
portant problem for us in this country to solve, is how to turn the changes 
of this modem era to our advantage and how to avoid having them used against 
us* If ttb us© air power intelligently, we can increase our national safety, 
add to our standard of living, and improve the quality of our civilisation. 

But if we do not us© air power intelligently, if we expose ourselves unneces¬ 
sarily, if we fail to understand its limitations as well as its advantages if 
we allow some foreign nation to turn the developments of modem warfare against 
us we may find our national safety in jeopardy, and our standard of living 
far lower than it is today. In fact, air power if unlntelligently handled, 
could bring the downfall of the very civilization which created it* 

After a careful study of this problem, both in America and 
Europe, over a period of years, I was forced to the conclusion that France and 
England were not in a position to win a war against Germany, and that the domi¬ 
nant position in Europe had shifted from England, as a sea power, to Germany as 
a land and air power* The same study brought me to the conclusion that 
while aviation greatly strengthened our position in America from the standpoint 
of defense, it greatly weakened our position from the standpoint of attacking 
Europe* 


I based these conclusions upon many observations and facts, 
there is not time to outline all of them tonight, but I would like to bring 
some of the most outstanding to your attention* 

It was obvious, even before this war started, that air power 
made it costly, if not impossible, for naval forces to operate within effective 
bombing range of an enemy coast adequately protected by aircraft* This meant that 
troops could not be landed and maintained on any coast where an enemy had 
strong supremacy of the air* These facts have been confirmed by the results 
of naval and air battles off the coast of Norway, in the Skagerrak, in the 
North Sea, off the coast of Greece, and in the vicinity of Sicily and Crete, 
Y/herever- sea power and air power have clashed during tills war, there is not 
a sirgle instance where sea power has won* 

It was obvious, before the war started, that Germany had by far 
the strongest air force in Europe, and that air power could strike across the 
English channel and behind the ^aginot line, regardless df the strength of the 
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British navy or the French Army. These f 
confirmed by the developments of the war. 
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have been 


It was obvious that aviation, and the mechanization of ground 
forces, among other elements, placed Germany among others in a stronger posi¬ 
tion under Hitler than France was in under Hapoleon. 


It was obvious that England lay within idea bombing range of 
aircraft based on the continent of Europe, and that her sea lanes could be 
harassed both by submarines and bombing planes. German objectives, on the otter 
hand, were farther removed from bases in the British Isles; so that even 
if England and Germany had equal numbers of fighting planes the advantage would 
still lie with Germany. 

It was just as obvious that the great distance across the ocean 
placed America outside the effective bombing range of European aircraft, and 
that even if it were possible to establish European air bases in South America 
which I beli3ve we can prevent, the United States would still be outside of 
their effective bombing range. 


After I had traveled through the various nations of Europe 
and Asia, I came to the conclusion that there were two, and only two, great and 
natural air powers in the world at this time —the United States, in the 
western hemisphere, and Germany, in the eastern hemisphere. I was convinced 
that neither was in a position to attack the other successfully across the 
ocean unless an internal collapse preceded an invasion. It seems clear to me 
that the quickest way for Germany to lose the war would be to attack America 
and that the quickest my for America to lose a war would be to attack Gena&ny* 


By way of Illustration suppose we should follow the lead of 
the interventionists and enter a war against Germany. In that case, we must 
send the great bulk of our armies, and supplies, and fuel, across the Atlantic 
ocean on ships - ships that v/ould have to be built, for there are not enough 
in existence today. The vulnerability of the shipping to bombing planes, 
raiders and suto.arie-s, has already been shown by British losses. Our con¬ 
voys would be harassed in the Atlantic by Germany, and possibly in the Pacific 
by Japan at the same time. And under this harassment by bombing plane, raider 
and submarine vre would have to find some way of forcing a landing, on a 
hostile coast. Vfe would have to force a landing against the prepared positions 
of the same army and air force that broke the Kaginot line and overcame the 
British, French and Belgian armies combined, V.'e might easily find ourselves 
fighting, at one and the seme time, the military forces of Germany, Italy, / 
France, Spain, Japan and other nations, with the natural resources of Russia 
available to them. And it is not at all inconceivable that before this war J 
over, England herself may turn against us, as she has turned against France 
and Finland. Reasons are always found to justify whatever action a nation t* s 
in time of rar. It was no more improbable in 1339 that England would turn 
against Finland and France, than it is today that sbe. will turn against us^ 
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it becomes expedient to her welfare in the future*'If you 
question my words now* I ask only that you read a history of the relationships 
between the United States and England during the last hundred and fifty 
years, and that you combine with this a re-reading of the pledges of everlasting 
loyalty that took place between England and France less than two years ago* If 
you will do this, I believe you will agree with me that we must ddpend upon 
ourselves and ourselves only, for our security in the future* 


Now instead of following the lead of the interventionists* 
suppose we concentrate on our own defenses, as I have advocated, since long 
before this war began* I have maintained that if we attend properly to our 
own defense, no European or Asiatic power will daie to attack us; and that if 
we attend properly to our own affairs, none will desire to# But suppose 
that the fears of the interventionists come true, and y/o are attacked* In 
that case it would be our enemy, and not we, who would have to force a landing 
on a histile coast* It would be our enemy, and not we, who would have to 
maintain supply lines across the ocean against the harassment of our bombing plan 
our sutanarines, and our battleships# In that case, we could use our own avia¬ 
tion to the utmost advantage, concentrating it within a few hours at any point 
on our shores, and basing it on established and y/ell-equipped air fields# 

If the British navy with its bases strung out from Alexandria to Scapa Flow — 
if that navy with Gibraltar and Malta to assist it, cannot remain within bomb¬ 
ing range of the European coast, then how can any navy, or any combination of 
navies, cross the ocean, and without a single base in this hemisphere, land an 
expeditionary force on American shores? 

Instead of reducing the value of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
from, the standpoint of our security, aviation makes them more important than 
ever before* Air power practically removes the danger of attack by sea; and the 
oceans themselves prevent effective attacks by air* 

Let us take advantage of this fact* Let us take advantage of 
the changes that aircraft and this modern era bring to nations and to men# Let 
us use these changes to our advantage, and not permit them to be used against 
us* They can either strengthen our American independence, and add to the 
quality of our western civilization, or they can take us back into the endless 
wars and quarrels of the old world# The nation that makes use of these advan¬ 
tages will survive, and the nation which fails to understand them is certain 
to fall* The choice is the test of America, and the way of life we have 
built up in this new world* 


We have the most perfect defensive position of any nation. We 
have highly developed industries, and an entire hemisphere full of natural 
resources# Here in America we have developed nevr standards of life and a 
new civilization; and our forefathers fought for the right to do so* Our entire 
national tradition is based on independence* hhall vfe now give up the inde¬ 
pendence we have won, and crusade abroad in a utopian attempt to force cur 
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Ideas on the rest of the world; or shall we use air power, 
and other advances of modern warfare, to guard and strengthen the indepen¬ 
dence of our nation; Shall we sell our American birthright for the mess of 
pottage that is offered Us in Europe ana Asia today; or shall we preserve for 
our children the free and independent heritage that our forefathers passed 

on tu us?

One 
of these items is that the GERMAN LIBRARY OF INFORMATION mailing-list has been 
made available to the AMERICA FIRST COMMITTEE and used for their purpose*," 

On July Z $ 1941 the Tulea Tribune published an article which 
stated that DON LQBBECK scheduled a meeting for the Tulsa Chapter of the 
America First Committee at 8?00 pm July 11, 1941 is room 211 of the Albany 
Hotel, In this article it is further stated that LCHBECK had said that 
Aenator GERALD P* NYR of North Dakota who bad spearheaded the (kmmittee 1 * pro* 
gram of non-interventionist in the European war probably will oa&e to Tulsa 
to address a mass meeting to be planned by the local committee. On August 
21* 1941 Rev, 0,A. PANKEY acting chairman of the America First Committee, 

Tulsa, attempted, with the assistance of W. S, TOULIS, to make arrangements 
with the Mayo Hotel for operations to oontend a meeting of this committee, 
but suoh arrangements were unsuccessful. On August 25, 1941 the Tulsa Tribune 
published an article that CiUJ&LES LINDBERG-* might be booked for a peace lee* 
ture while in the state for his Oklahoma City address. This article further 
stated that Reverend PANKEY, Temporary chairman, advised* (1) The oomittee 
had abandoned efforts to secure a roam in the Mayo hotel for the meeting and 
obtained permission to use one of the district court rooms instead# (2) Pis 
claimed any intention of serving as promised chairman permanently for the 
America First Committee with the statement tt I don*t have time." 
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Reverand PANKEY is quoted as stating that sine forty Tulsan* 
had been invited by telephone to attend the meeting which wijLl be purposely 
for the business of electing permanent officers# The tulsa frorld on August 
26, 1941 published an article which stated that MACK SHRODES former republican 
Police and Fire Commissioner was elected chairman of the America First Com¬ 
mittee, Tulsa Chapter, at a meeting at the court house Monday night* This 
article relates that only about 30 persons turned out for the meeting that 
out of these thirty, fourteen signed up for membership in the America First 
Group* In an article appearing in the Tulsa Tribune August 30,1941 MACK^SHftQDES, 
Chairman, Tulsa America First Coipmittee is quoted as saying he would like 
to secure Senator BENNETT CHMP^CLARK for a meeting in Tulsa on September 17# 
SHRODES is further quoted as saying in this article that CHARLES LINDBERGH 
and Senator BURTON K* YftlEELER were invited to speak there but were forced to 
decline due to the other many engagements which they had# In the Tulsa Tribune 
on September 2, 1941 is an article which states that the America First Com¬ 
mittee may stage a membership campaign in Tulsa on following up the cards 
signed at Tulsa meeting and by Tulsans at the CHARLES A LINDBERGH speech in 
Oklahoma City on August 29, 1941* This article also stated that MACK SHRODES,

Mrs# DORIS^thST came into the picture today with an announce¬

Rev# SKITH as anti-seme tic who has no peace stand at all and that Nasi 
sympathies are without bearing on the general peace situation, Mrs* WEST 
further announced, ,!

August 26, 1941* 

The schedules meeting of the America First Committee was held 
on the second floor of the county Court, Corner of 6th & Boulder with only 
the guests present which included 34 people of whom only nine were women* 

The Reverend PANKEY, GEORGEJ/FOULI3, Special representative of the Chicago 
Chapter of the America First Committee and Rev* SMITH were on the platform 
when PANKEY opened the meeting explaining briefly that the America First Com¬ 
mittee is exactly what the word stands for; namely to defend America first. 

PANKEY went into a lengthy history of his family* as well as his own personal 
history, making it look like an alibi for hia presence at the meeting* He 
then introduced FOULIS who went into a lengthy explanation as to what the 
America First Committee stands for and what they have accomplished and stated 
that they earnestly hope to keep this country out of, eny foreign entanglements, 
including vrar* He eulogized LINDBERGH and WHEELER as those who are sacrificing 
their career and their futures in order to accomplish the aims of this com- 
mittee* He then went into lengthy plea for support of this committee in 
Tulsa and finally asked for the nomination of a permanent chairman. Both Rev* 
PANKEY and Rev* SMITH who were nominated declined in favor of MACK SKRODES and 
promised support from them if he would accept the nomination which he did after 
a brief discussion with FOULIS* SKRODES made an acceptance speech expressing 
confidence in the movement and asking for cooperation for all those present. 
Included in the audience was RAYMOND/ANDERSON, who butted into the speech 
that FOULIS made asking how the' America First Committee stands on supporting 
the Russian Peace in defense of their country* FOULIS explained that they 
are for aiding all democracies in Europe and they would have no love for any 
Nasi, Fascist or any other didactic or dictatorial povrer, however, he side¬ 
stepped the real question of Anderson 5 s* Very conspicuously the 0*Y*L and 
the A/P*NT* members have been absent from the meeting although Miss KOV.ARD 
said that all of them have been called on the telephone asking them to be 
present at the meeting tonight and that she expected about 60 people to be

grandmother had presented him with a Liberty Bond, stating it to 
be a token that the last World War was one waged for righteousness 
and It was her investment in his future, made in the hope that he 
could live in a peaceful, free, and democratic world. After the 
Treaty of Versailles, his gran&nother stated to him that she had 
been deluded, and that the treaty was one which would only lead 
to more wars. He continued by stating the Government, in order 
to pay the bond and its indebtedness, which is evidenced by the 
bond, actually taxed him in order to pay the debt which was due 
him. 


Be stated, therefore, that the collection which 
would be taken up that evening was an investment, end that the 
cost of any future war would assume staggering proportions in so 
far as it would relate to any individual. He added that any money 
which was contributed might well be regarded as an investment to 
protect the people against future greater debts. It was his opinion 
that the minimum cost per citizen--should we enter this war—would 
be $2,000, and approximately $7,000 per bread-winner. At this time 
the ushers passed up and down the aisles taking a collection. It 
is not known at this time how much was obtained.

'McGROARTY, who referred to the senator as a lifelong friend. 

: McGROARTY is referred to as the poet laureate of California, and 
was at one time a member of the United States Congress. 

The theme of Senator INHEELER^ speech was conerning 
the fact that there are many people in America today who were 
against this country* s entry into any war, but were afraid to 
speak. Ee is too frequently met with the response, "Fite Are in 
business,* meaning that people were not in a position to express 
their views as they were in business and were actually against 
entry into war but were afraid to express their opinions. He 
stated he was unalterably opposed to America's entry into any 
foreign war and was now trying to force the President to keep the 
promises made to the American people when he was seeking their 
votes to re-elect him to a third term. He quoted President ROOSE¬ 
VELT'S speeches to the effect that he. President ROOSEVELT* was

against war, and he defined war as meaning ••hooting." He also 
quoted President ROOSEVELT’S pledge that American boys would never 
be sent outside of the 'Western Hemisphere* He then stated that 
President ROOSEVELT had broken these pledges inasmuch as he had 
ordered the American Navy to shoot and also that he had occupied 
Iceland after consulting the Parliament of Iceland without consult¬ 
ing the Congress of the United States, and that he had stationed 
American soldiers in Iceland under command of British officers* 

He added that Iceland is situated in the Ea^t^rn Hemisphere and 
that "Hot even a magician like WENDELL L^^ILLKIE could bring it 
back into the Vfestern Hemisphere." 

Senator WHEELER launched an attack upon President 
ROOSEVELT’S statement that religious freedom in Russia is the 
same as in America. He quoted figures as to the number of priests, 
bishops, and other clergymen who had been killed by Communist over- 
lords, and then gave as his source for these figures the title of 
a book, • vgj^fine, and page number, the book being one written by 
WI2JST0u|lJHURCHILL. This statement was met with wild applause and 
enthusiastic cheering. 

He then stated that from this fact, it might well be 
assumed that American soldiera would shortly be fighting side by 
aide with Communist soldiers for the protection and preservation 
of Communist Russia* During the course of the speech. Senator 
WHEELER also stated he was against Nasi oppression and mentioned 
a tour he had made through Germany and the persecution he had wit¬ 
nessed there. 


He referred to the present cooperation between 
England and Russia, and stated it was an "Unholy AJlianoe." The 
Senator launched an attack against the motion picture industry, 
and stated that the people in attendance at this meeting had not 
been attracted by glamorous movie stare. Bingo, bank night, and 
so forth. He attacked the industry as spreading war propaganda 
and stated that in years to come, the motion picture industry would 
l r.^dict Arnold if America gets involved in the 

present war* He stated the industry was attempting to build up a 
war spirit, resulting in active participation in the war* In speak¬ 
ing of the motion picture industry, he referred to the stand which 
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is being taken towards the Jewish race, adding that this is the 
reason this industry ie putting forth every effort by way of propa¬ 
ganda pictures. He stated Jewish refugees have come to this country 
and are presently being feted and living in luxury and attempting 
to have the United States fight the war for them and for their 
cause. He criticised the regiment of British actors who are serv¬ 
ing the present war from Hollywood Boulevard, and stated he was 
aware that not all of the producers were engaged in war propaganda, 
adding that the Senate investigation Is directed against those who 
are. 


During his talk, the senator stated that he was not 
anti-British, that he greatly admired the British people for being 
smart people, and he always admired smart people* He sarcastically 
outlined the role played by Great Britain during the last war, 
stating that that nation first requested America for money, which 
was furnished; then they requested a small token army to boost the 
morale of the allies, and a token army was given, which was followed 
by the A*E.F. He stated we did this because the snart people in 
England had told America it was fighting her war. He stated that 
when the war was over and after many of the men sent over failed 
to return, when America tried to collect her war debt, the smart 
people of England characterised America as "Uncle Shylock.* 

He then drew a parallel in present day events in 
the Lend-Lease Bill and the transfer of bombers and ships, and 
stated that shortly the President was contemplating introducing a 
bill authorising the arming of American merchant ships. He stated 
that prior to the last war, a bill authorising the arming of mer¬ 
chant ships was passed, and 21 days later America was in war. 

The senator did not refer to Germany and Italy to 
any extent, only stating that the world has no room for dictators 
and dictatorships, and that Americans will continue to live in a 
democracy by supplying England with materials to carry on her war 
against the Rome-Berlin Axis. 

He also mentioned CHARIES^INDBERGH as being a true 
and loyal American citizen who puts heritage above all, and he is 
being supported by all real Americans. This statement was received 
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with great enthusiasm by the audience. 

The meeting was generally orderly, with only two 
incidents being noted by the observers. Upon launching his 
attack against the movie industry, one person in the audience 
rose and called Senator WHEELER a liar. It was a minor disturb¬ 
ance, and this individual was ejected by the police. A fiddle- 
aged woman stalked down the aiele on the main floor of the audi¬ 
torium to inspect the Indian at close range, stating she did not 
believe he was a real Indian. There was no violence with this 
incident, and the entire thing was greeted with laughter by the 
audience. 


In general, the audience was very attentive and 
receptive, and the applauded the speaker most loudly when he 
referred to statements about keeping America out of the present 
war and keeping American boys at home. Although his accusations

But. Senator, haven't we all arrived at a dangerous posi¬ 
tion where something should be dons to clarify this law or 
to mak* It read so that It mean* what It sound* like?

For example, I can submit an envelop* bearing your 
frank post marked Washington, D. C., on May 10th, con¬ 
taining reprint* of outside speeches mad* by you and Rep¬ 
resentative Roy Willi* and Introduced into th* record by 
Senators Taft and Clark respectively.

must have addressed the franltsd mall which you must bava 
furnish >d. 

The mailing was actually a mailing fsr the Society. It 
wa* within the law which allows you to appoint as agent, 
but it plainly Is a propaganda mailing for the Society and 
your caoM, Why should taxpayers pay the bill for ths 
fre* U9a o( youT propaganda mall? Isn’t that mailing an 
ethical vUhHoe of law which prohibits the lending of your 
frank in oulstde organisation*, even though not a legal 
violation? Shouldn't something b* dona about all this? 


We bave other unusual case* (see Exhibit 6-1) On Marcb

Dear Boy*: 

It won’t be for very lontf T can call you that* You have 
grown fast. It Mem« *o short a time since we built the trains 
In the cellar . . , and packed them away to hold for little 
future-fellow*. The world moves so fast these days . , , we've 
all had to grow up quickly , , , and you must look at r««r 
new world with eyes more mature than mine when I professed 

youth. 

It's time for us four to have a "bull-session" and find out 
where we stand. I'll put my end of It in a letter. 

Those mimeographed sheets you've been getting in school 
(stuck under your door, etc.) . . . and those doubtful doctrines 
discussed (sometimes approved) by teachers and newspapers 
and your elders . . . have mixed-up your thinking until it's 
no wonder you wonder what all the shoutin’s about. 

What are you going to BELIEVE? That la the real problem 
of youth. What is the one thing that most worries the 
fathers of fine sons? I'd say . . . the iBdjSerence *f Yoni■ 
to the whole problem of this new world you face so calmly. 

Maybe (and it la most plausible) Life has been too eaay for 
all of us. Maybe youth has had too many busses to take them 
to school; too much hot water without chopping wood; too 
much “finger-tip" music and news without shoveling a path 
through the snow to the town hall or to the debators around 
the stove at the corner store. Too much freedom and leisure 
and vacation . . . without having to fight to keep the Indians 
away from the playground clearing. Too much solicitude for 
shorter hours of work . . . without realising that work la fun 
and that leisure is satisfying only when truly earned. Maybe 
that ts the cause of the Indifference. Is it? You answer. 
Maybe the blame falls on us fathers. 

FOUR SUGGESTIONS

Let’s weigh calmly and sincerely ail 
these foreign claims that America is no good . . . 

Thirdi I don't want to be sappy in this session. I don't 
want to do any flag-ivavlng vaudeville stunt for you.

■ II your contact* from this minute on to change the Indiffer¬ 
ence of Youth Into a deep and sane love of this free country 
you inherit. 

What do you think of America? Isn’t It great? Are you 
going to let these foreign propagandists lull you and your 
friends to sleep or Into thinking there ( B Utopia at the end 
of a bloody rainbow of lust and murder and regimentation? 
Or conversely, are you going to let some of the crackpots 
which exist and flourish in a DEMOCRACY flim-flam us with 
theories that we shouldn't work (and regiment ourselves If 
neer**m»y) to protect this country of ours from the enemies 
of our peaceful pursuits? 

Fourth* In these changing days—read both sides of all con¬ 
troversies. Be skeptical of obvious propaganda. Search for the 
motives behind the appeals you receive. Study the history of 
this country—not as you studied in school—but as an absorb¬ 
ing. personal guide to your future. Read, analyze, and 
look at this land of yours objectively and patriotically. If we 
all have to go to training camps to prepare ourselves for pos¬ 
sible protection—let's do It gladly. Let’s say It’s Hl-Time we 
all are willing to get away from ease, and to work a little 
overtime to keep safe the land that has given us this ease 
and work.

SO WHAT? 

What are we Americans going to do about this barrage 
of propaganda in the mails? A barrage which spills 
over into the Press, into the Schools, Churches, Homes, 
Factories, Offices—and into meetings of all kinds. 

How can we stop it without wrecking the very free¬ 
dom we are trying to protect—the freedom of speech, 
of press, of assembly? 

Laws could be devised to limit the use of the mails— 
during the emergency at least—to Americans.

—the America First Committee to spread 
those ideas. 

We do not question the integrity of 
the leadership and membership of the 
America First Committee nor the sin¬ 
cerity of its program. But we do seri¬ 
ously question the wisdom of the policy* 
makers and the soundness of a policy 
which has the unqualified approval of 
Adolf Hitler, Benito Mussolini and their 
agents in the United States. It is no 
secret that the Axis wishes for and works 
toward the destruction of democracy 
throughout the world. 

In its war upon democracy the Axis 
has no more effective ally in the United 
States than the America First Commit* 
tee. This is true because the America 
First Committee denounces the Axis 


while it advocateg a foreign policy favor¬ 
able to the Axis. Thus, it is more effec¬ 
tive than any Nazi agent or organization, 
for it does not hear the stigma of an alien 
loyalty. 

Recognizing this basic fact, the Amer¬ 
ican organizations committed to totali¬ 
tarianism have rallied around the ban¬ 
ner of the America First Committee. 
The following pages will show how they 
operate openly at meetings of the Amer¬ 
ica Firgl Committee; how they distribute 
the literature of the Committee and re¬ 
cruit members; how* they publicize the 
Committee in the American Nazi press;

And on February 6, 1941, a few weeks before Whitaker wa» expelled from Italy 
by Mussolini, he cabled thi* dispatch:

ministration. The Administration, of 
which our President is the head, is 
a political accident, changed from 
time to time, (until recently,) by the 
will of the people expressed at elec¬ 
tions.

I finally succeeded on the same morning in locating 
FRANK O'FARRELL. He is an advertising agent and has been busy with 
radio broadcasts. He told me that the statement made ty him did not 
apply in any manner to the San Diego office of the FBI. He said that 
just prior to making the statement he had been talking on the plat¬ 
form to EARL Cy^JEFFERY, the national director of field operations for 
America First. O’FARRELL stated that JEFFERY said that these or 
similar actions had been taken by the FBI in other places. He rather 
vaguely referred to the "other places” as the East. He said that 
JEFFERY stated that mail had been perused and that books had been 
scrutinized and that wires had been tapped. I was unable to secure 
anything more definite concerning the "other places" exeept that 
O’FARRELL said he had read in the paper of some such action being 
taken at Washington in connection with certain papers or certain 
lists. 


The foregoing details I know are vague, but I wae 
unable to get O'FARRELL or anyone else to be more specific.

The future welfare - prosperity - happiness, and security of these 
United States of America lie right here at home, within our own 
grasp, and not abroad. We are dependent upon nobody but ourselves. 

We never will be able to find happiness, prosperity and security 
by orusading abroad in foreign wars, and getting ourselves mixed 
up in Europe*s various intrigues. 

We must work out our own destination here in the U.S.A., not in 
Europe. We should attend strictly to our own affairs, put our 
own house in order, and make ourselves so strong in our own self 
defense that no one nation or combination of nations would dare 
attack us. We can do this if we will. So let us conduct our¬ 
selves in such a way that we will be respected the world over, and 
by so doing prove to the whole world that our democratic form of 
Government is beyond reproach, then we will be admired and respected 
by all peoples, but this cannot be accomplished by mixing ourselves 
up in other peoples wars in which we have no place, and no right.

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Why Was the Neutrality Act Passed? 


"By the Neutrality Act . .. we made it clear to every 
American, and to every foreign nation, that we would 
avoid becoming entangled through some episode be¬ 
yond our borders."

The Neutrality Act was a guarantee by Congress that we would 
not be drawn into another war. Its purpose was to eliminate the 
causes. Its purpose was to prevent a grim repetition of 1917. 

In the period of 1935 to 1939 America was cool and collected. There 
was no pressure—no propaganda—for war. Congress carefully 
studied the history of 1914-1918. It held hearings which were com¬ 
plete and thorough—they were not limited to two days.

THERE ARE VARIOUS KINDS OF ’’INCIDENTS" 


American merchant ships should not be confused wEth American 
war vessels. The Untied States Destroyers GREER and KEARNY 
W*rt both engaged in "incidents” while in pursuit of German 
submarines. 

The G^er, according to the official Navy Department report, pur¬ 
sued 3 Submerged submarine for three hour*, and Cooperated with 
an English war plane which dropped four depth bombs on fhe sub¬ 
marine, Not until after this attack did the sub fire a torpedo across 
the Greer's wake. The Greer then dropped eight depth charges and 
the submarine thereupon fired another torpedo, which missed. 
These actual facts were not made public until long after the Presi¬ 


dent’s shoof-on-sight speech, which gave a different account of the 
incident. 

The Secretary of the Navy has reported that the Kearny was 
engaged in convoy duty and had searched out end attacked a 
submarine. After the Kearny had dropped depth ehara« on fhe 
submarine, the sub fired three torpedoes. 

* Tl 1 ? Destroyer REUBEN JAMES was also on convoy duty. These 
incident did not occur in the war zones— but they indicate what we 
may properly expect if our armed merchant ships and naval vessels 
try to deliver contraband directly to belligerent ports. Such ships, 
of course, will be legitimate targets, according to international law! 
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"Losses by enemy action of British, Allied and neutral ships during the quarter 
of July, 4irgii$t and September have been only one-third of those fosses during 
the quarter of ilprif, May and June . . . Very few important ships carrying 
munitions have, been fost on the way * * * Our reserves of food stand higher 
than at the outbreak of the war."

THE QUESTION THEY CANNOT ANSWER 


If the true purpose of repeal is 
to increase deliveries to Eng¬ 
land, why can't this be accom¬ 
plished immediately by trans¬ 
ferring American ships to Eng¬ 
land in accordance with the 
Lend-Lease Law?

1. England has more shipping today than she had when the war began. In 
September, 1939, England had 21,000,000 tons, or 31% of the world's shipping. 
Today, despite losses, she has 25,767,000 tons, or 45% of the world's shipping. 2 

2. Shipping losses in the Atlantic have become almost negligible. See Churchill 
speech quoted above. Less than 4% of cargoes of all flags leaving our shores 
have failed to reach England—even last winter when the battle of the Atlantic 
was at its height.* England has just released forty of our tankers which she does 
not need. 4 

3. Our own ship yards and the ship 
yards of Great Britain are turning out 
new ships at an unprecedented rate 
that exceeds by many times the com¬

In his mesEage to Congress of October 9, 194], President Roosevelt said: “I earn¬ 
estly trust that the Congress will carry out the true intent of the Lend-Lease Act 
... In other words, I ask for 
Congressional action to imple¬ 
ment Congressional policy. Let 
us be consistent." 
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The President says the Law 
means one thing; the provisions 
of the Law state the opposite. 

The only way to be consistent 
with the policy of the Lend- 
Lease Law is to retain the Neu¬ 
trality Act as it is. 

The Lend-Lease Law was intro¬ 
duced, sponsored, and passed 
as a means of keeping America 
out of war. Secretary Stimson, 

Secretary Knox, Wendell Will- 
kie and every member of the 
Senate who supported the Bill 
so stated for the Record. 

So strongly did Congress feel 
that the Lend-Lease Law should 
keep us out of war—not take us 

in that they specifically excluded from the 
ures which might lead toward war. 

They reaffirmed the Neutrality Act. They refused to allow 
convoys and they outlawed 
the suggestion that we “de¬ 
liver the goods." In short the 
Lend-Lease Law says: Let 
England's great fleet come 
and get all the goods it needs 
—but keep our ships and our 
seamen out of the war zones.

Every word in the Bill was an- 
alyred and all potsTbl* insurance 
was taken. 

For instance. the original bill 
authorized th* President to "trans- 
fer" any defense article. In hit 
testimony before the Senate For¬ 
eign Relations Committee, former 
Governor landon cited Webster's 
Dictionary which defines the word 
transfer at follows; M to convey 
from one place to another' to 
transport, remove, to another 
place." 

He pointed out that this word 
might possibly be interpreted at 
authority to deliver Lend-Lease 
malarial to England. This seems 
far fetched, perhaps, but the 
Senate vai faking no chances—it 
went out of its way to amend the 
Bill to make if clear that transfer 
means only to transfer ownership 
of goods right hare on the shores 
of the United Slates.

Sheridan presided as Chairman 
during the entire meeting and introduced the first speaker, Arthur 
Goetz, Cleveland, Ohio. His speech dealt primarily with the 
content of the foreign policy of the United States Government, 
aid to Russia, and a commendation of Lindbergh and V/heel^r. 

The next speaker introduced was Garland -AyBric^ker, 12 
East. Ravenwood Avenue, Youngstown, Ohio, who is described 1 as ,f a 
broken-down preacher.” His general line was that President Roose¬ 
velt and Willkie had betrayed the American people. He then made 
the collection appeal to the audience. At this time Reverend Walter 
K. Klein was introduced as a principal speaker and described as 
a veteran of the V/orld War and past chaplain of the American Legion 
of Ohio. Klein condemned Godless Russia, President Roosevelt, Win¬ 
ston Churchill, and others favorable to this country 1 3 foreign 

policy. He ridiculed the idea of an invasion of the Western^ _ 

Hemisphere, and made a plea to keep America out of war*. ■ . k r? * *

Purpose and Procedure of 

Investigation 


Thar the striking similarity between Nazi 
propaganda technique and America First 
methods of operation can be no mere coinci¬ 
dence has been repeatedly pointed out by 
observers in various sections of the United 
States. 

Realization by California Legionnaires 
that the America First Committee of this 
state was permeated with Nazi agents and 
Nazi sympathizers, led to the passage ofthe 
following resolution at the 1941 Convention 
of the California American Legion at Sac¬ 
ramento: 

“W ii TUFAS throughout California Nazi agents have 
insinuated themselves into the top rirck of the Amer¬ 
ica First Committee of California, contrary to the spirit 
and intent of its accredited leaders, and 
”\V ii kh i as these elements threaten to misuse what is 
otherwise a sincac effort to express an honest point of 
view. 

*‘R i n i it t.M iom.xnoLvrD: ITiat this conven¬ 
tion of The American Legion petition General Robert 
K. Wood. National Chairman of America First, to con¬ 
duct an investigation of all local committees in Cali¬ 
fornia. removing from office any person affiliated with 
n Nazi. Communist or Fascist organization.” 

Because this petition to General Robert E. 
Wood brought no noticeable change in the 
situation it called attention to. Commander 
Harold F. Bergan. i-th Disfrict. The Amer¬ 
ican legion. Department of California, in¬ 


structed the Americanism Committee of the 
17th District to make a thorough investiga¬ 
tion and detailed report. 

This report is not an attack or a reflection 
upon those sincere Americans who honestly 
believe in the isolationist theory. No com¬ 
ment is made in this report as to the merits 
or demerits of the recommendation by the 
America First Committee of isolation as the 
best United States defense. The America 
First Committee has an undoubted right, 
which no member of The American Legion 

or other loval citizen of this country would 
■ + 

seek to impair, to freely and openly present 
its isolationist contentions to the American 
people. 

This report is presented for the pur¬ 
pose of preventing the misuse of sincere 
Americans by Nazis or other subversive 
persons operating through the America 
First Committee. 

Tills committee is aware that some at¬ 
tempts have been made by America First to 
stifle the participation of subversive groups 
in its affairs. Months ago, Mr. johnT Flynn, a 
member of the America First National Com¬ 
mittee, sent the following letter to the Free 
American and Dcutschcr Weckiuf und 
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Bcobaclitcr, a German American Bund news- 
paper:

made by John Wheeler, son of the Montana 
Senator and chairman of the America First 
Committee in Southern California, to elim¬ 
inate subversive or un-American elements 
within the organization.

The investigation upon which this report 
is based does not cover every community in 
California, or every subversive factor in the 
communities covered. There are many per¬ 
sons whose activities indicated they should 
be investigated, but because of lack of time

Each of the following sections of this 
report attempts to answer one of the fore¬ 
going questions. 

DEFINITIONS 

The Committee feels that certain words 
or terms used in this report should be clearly 
defined. The following definitions may be 
considered as applying to such words or 
terms, whenever used in this report: 

s. Un-American or subversive persons or 
organizations: Persons or organizations whose 
activities tend to undermine our form of 
government, to foment racial or class hatreds 
or to otherwise weaken the defense morale 
of our people in accordance with the propa¬ 
ganda program of Nazi Germany. 


2. Bundist: A person who is believed to 
have formerly been a member of the Gertnan- 
American Bund and who is now believ ed to 
be a member of, or in sympathy with, the 
policies of any other un-American or sub¬ 
versive organization.

3 . Racial or class hatreds: Hatred, ill-will, 
suspicions or accusations leveled at entire 
races, religions or other minorities, such as 
Negroes, Jews, Catholics, Jehovah’s Wit¬ 
nesses, British, Mexican and other foreign- 
language groups in the United States. 

4 . America First: Designates the America 
First Committee or one of its chapters. [Not 
to be confused with the “League to Save 
America First,” frequently referred to in this 
report.]

What Are Typical Channels of 
Subversive Propaganda in California? 


In identifying subversive channels in 

California—channels which later will be 

shown to flow directly into the America First 

Committee—consideration must be given to 

the fact that pro-Nazi individuals and groups 

no longer openly show their sympathies and 

their connections. Until 1940, Herman Max 

Schwinn, together with other members of 

Hitler's Bund, had no hesitancy in parading 

in Stormtroopcr uniforms and in displaying 

the Swastika flag. Recently, however, a 

change occurred. Overnight the German- 

American Bund became verv secretive. On 

* 

orders of the “National Fuehrer,” it de¬ 
stroyed its.membership lists, correspondence 
and other records. Its members’ activities in 
California must now be observed under 
various guises. These include: 

DEUTSCHES HAUS MAENNERCHOR* In 

Los Angeles, the former German-American 
Bund continues to gather at the Deutsches 
Haus, 634 \Y. 15th Street. But its members 
now go under the name of the Deutsches 
Haus Maenncrchor—which means “German 
House Male Choir.’’-1lowcver, change of 
name brought no change in the members’ 
aims, policies or activities. The Bundists 


• 

still seek to breed racial hatreds and dissen¬ 
sions in this country. They still praise Nazi- 
ism and Adolph Hitler. 

On Sundavs manv of the Maennerchor

Bundists get together regularly at the 
Deutsches Haus. After these informal gath¬ 
erings, many of them adjourn to the Embassy 
Auditorium where they attend the meetings 
of the “League to Save America First.” 

LEAGUE TO SAVE AMERICA FIRST* As 
nearly as the committee can determine, there 
is little basic difference between the aims and 
policies of this organization and those of the 
Bund. At its meetings the Bund-re-enforced 
audiences regularly boo and hiss the names 
of the President of the United States and 
outstanding Americans, but never show* any 
condemnation when Adolph Hitler or Benito 
Mussolini ate mentioned. Many of its speak¬ 
ers adhere closely to the Nazi propaganda 
line. 

HIE NATIONAL COPPERHEADS is an or¬ 
ganization operating primarily to cause citi¬ 
zens of this country to lose confidence in our 
government. It actively disseminates disunity 
and hatred of American principles.

THE AMERICAN GUARDS has its headquar¬ 
ters in Los Angeles, and sponsors a '‘plat¬ 
form” that has great similarity to Nazi teach¬ 
ings, promulgating the abolition of Labor 
Unions and-the substitution of the “govern¬ 
ment union ” such as exists in German} to¬ 
day. This group also preaches other routine 
totalitarian doctrines. 

THE ANTICOMMUNIST FEDERATION is a 
typical subversive blind, its “secretary” is 
Paquita .Louise De Shishmareff, also known 
as Mi?- Leslie Fry or Louise Fry, mysterious 
international figure who fled the country 
when sought by government agencies. Last 
year this Federation called a convention to 
be held at the “committee headquarters,” 


which was none other than the Bund’s own 
Deutsches Haus, 634 \V. 15 th Street, Los 
Angeles. This convention, according to the 
report of the Special Committee on un- 
American Activities of the 76 th. Congress, 
“was in no real sense an anti-Communist 
convention, but rather another of a series 
of attempts to unite some of the various 
forces of intolerance, racial hatred, Naziism 
and Fascism in order to. achieve greater in¬ 
fluence in tire United States." 

THE MILITANT CHRISTIAN PATRIOTS is 

another “front" organization, headed by the 
same group that sponsored'the Anti-Com¬ 
munist Federation. 
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THE AMERICAN LEAGUE OF CHRISTIAN 
WOMEN is still another organization closely 
associated with the Militant Christian Pa¬ 
triots and formed by close associates of Shish- 
mareflf, alias Fry. 

THE ARYAN BOOK STORE, operated in the 
Deutsches J laus, is one of the chief sources 
of printed propaganda material in the west. 
It distributes a vast variety of German and 
English language books and articles designed 
to create racial hatreds and dissensions among 
all classes of society, in accordance with Hit¬ 
ler's basic "divide and rule" principle. 

THE NATIONAL BOOK MART, located at 
1625 Fifth Avenue, Los Angeles, sells many 
of the same books and pamphlets advocat¬ 
ing and expounding Nazi doctrines and in¬ 


viting racial hatreds as are sold by the Aryan 
Book Store. 

THE CONTINENTAL BOOK SHOP, 2509 
West 7th Street, Los Angeles, is likewise a 
center for the distribution of un-American 
subversive literature and books.

The foregoing are a few of the channels 
of subversive activity found by The American 
Legion committee in California. The man¬ 
ner in which these channels direct their 
propaganda poisons directly into the heart 
of the America First Committee will be re¬ 
vealed in the following pages, after brief 
attention has been given to the individuals 
who operate or function through the above 
channels.

' The number of men and women who are 
active in subversive channels in California 
is large. However, most of the activities are 
conceived and supervised by a rather small 
group, most of whom appear to be well 
skilled in propaganda and organization work. 
They include: 

1 . F. K^iemu operates the Continental 


Book Shop at 2509 West 7th Street, Los 
Angeles, one of the channels of Nazi printed 
propaganda referred to in the previous chap¬ 
ter. On.his own account, he is the publisher 
of a swastika-decorated volume of essays 
entitled *'! litlcr.” Fercnz has been, and still 
is, an exhibitor of German propaganda films 
in Los Angeles. lie also distributes German 
language records. His motion picture shows.

persons as I lerman N lax Schwinn, have been 
shown in many California theatres, including 
the Mason Opera House in Los Angeles. 
1 Fere, however, he was ousted by his land¬ 
lords, who charged him with being a "propa¬ 
ganda agent for the German government." 
ibis was brought out in the Superior Court 
in I -os Angeles where Ferenz unsuccessfully 
sought to regain possession of the Opera 
I louse lease. 

2. Herman Max^fi^diwinn, Western Di¬ 
rector of the former Ccnnan-Amcrican 
Bund, has been closely associated with many 
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of the subversive channels mentioned in the 
foregoing chapter. Bom in Hamburg, Ger¬ 
many, be came to the United States and 
applied for citizenship which was subse¬ 
quently granted to him. In 1939 his citizen¬ 
ship was cancelled because of false affidavits 
supporting the petition for final papers. 

3 . T. wMughe»»w'ho founded the “League 
To Save America First,” conducts its regular 
meetings at the Embassy Auditorium in Los 
Angeles, largely directed to inciting intoler¬ 
ance and class dissensions along particularly 
bitter lines. He has written a pamphlet en- 
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titled, "The Truth About England," which 
is distributed by the National Book Mart, 
the Aryan Book Store and other subversive 
channels. 1 

V Ellis Ozones is the organizer of the 
National Copperheads, described in Section 
II. His 'propaganda closely parallels the 
Nazi technique. He regularly writes for and 
sells a paper bearing the title “Publicity.” 
The following quotation from the issue of 
August 7,1941, is typical of his style: 

“He (Lindbergh) is a man more fared and therefore 
more hated and more ieckks$)v maligned than all 
others by the perfidious Roosevelt, the vituperative 
lekes, the guttersnipe Wmchctl, the babbling Dorothy 
Thomp so n and all the rest/* 


5» Benjamin Frank!i Jb* 1lard is organizer 
and active leader of thc'American Guards, 
sponsoring Hitler-style abolition of Labor 
Unions. 11 c is a frequent participant in meet' 
ings of the “League To Save America First" 
conducted by T. \V. Hughes. He issues anti- 
Semitic literature and follows other general 
propaganda policies of the Nazis. 

6, William F^^illiams has published and 
distributed a number of subversive propa¬ 
ganda leaflets, advocating the well-known 
underground technique generally called the 
“secret cell” organization. I le urges the for¬ 
mation of cells of from three to seven per¬

Williams 
was recently prevented from finishing a 
speech to an American Legion Post because 
it was considered pro-Nazi. 

7. Mr*. Faitlv^WcCulloujjh, who is also 
known as Mrs. rranees iMaxey, organized 
the American League of Christian Women. 
She has long been closely associated with 
Paquita Louise De Shishmareff, also known 
as Mrs. Leslie Fry, founder of the Anti- 
Communist Federation, who fled from the 
United States when sought by the govern¬ 
ment. Despite her long and close association 
with the fugitive Mrs. Fry, Mrs. Faith Mc¬ 
Cullough is still active in California sub¬ 
versive channels^. 

8. Henry D. jAllen, who has been convicted 
of various crimes in fhe State of California, 
is referred to in the report of the U. S. Con¬ 


gressional Committee on Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities as the head of the American White 
Guards which "took part in some way or 
another in this attempt to create a unified 
Fascist movement.”

9. John L^jUemer operates the National 
Book Mart, distributor of subversive propa¬ 
ganda literature. He testified before the Mc¬ 
Cormack Committee that he had organized 
the “American Labor Party” [not to be con¬ 
fused with the large organization in New 
York of the same name]. The literature of 
Riemers “Labor” organization consists in 
part of an anther* entitled “A Voice Re¬ 
sounds Like Thunder Peal,” by }ohn L. 
Riemer. With the exception of the substitu¬ 
tion of American names for German names, 
this anthem is a direct translation of “Die 
Wacht am Rhein.” Riemer’s testimony to the 
McCormack Committee indicated that a Ger¬ 
man consulate had.paid S215 for printing part 


of the literature he has been sending out from 
Los Angeles during the year 1941. 

10. ArthunBurnett, sometimes called Roy 
Chase, is frequently a participant in meetings 
of Hughes’ “League To Save America First.” 
His activities have included preparation of 
anti-Semitic posters and the dissemination 
of other subversive literature. 

11. Willian^liint has been a frequent 
visitor at JDeutsches-Haus, .notably on an 
occasion when Fritz Kuhn was present. He 
has also been associated with the activities 
of Faith McCullough, secretary to fugitive 
Mrs. Leslie Fry. 

12. James^ifcBride is a member of the 
Bund and a *‘storm trooper.” Ilis wife, foan, 
has likewise been engaged in Bund activ¬ 
ities, and is a waitress at the Tavern of the 
Deutsches Haus. 

13. TheVan^TMeler Brothers, James. 
Daniel, Baron and William. One of these 
is a photographer for the Bund. Another is

He cooperates 
with distributor of Nazi propaganda, F. K. 
Ferenz. He advocates flooding Washington 
with demands for annexation of Canada for 
the sole purpose of “embarrassing the gov¬ 
ernment.” Other typical teachings: 

“t believe in fighting fire with fire and there is onK 
one way to combat this vicious pro-British doctrine in 
our schools and that's'the whispering campaign... 
gossip, our grandmothers would have called it. Our 
educational system through the years has been built 
upon a high standard of personal morals... the first 
hint that the morals of a teacher or professor were 
irregular have called for immediate dismissal. This is 
your method of attach. If the eights' or so people here 
tonight w ould make up their minds to go out of here 
tonight and start a whispering campaign attacking the 
morals of the offending teachers and professors, fr-ani 
sure it wouldn't take long to eliminate them.” 

15 . G. Alliip^wlpt, also known as G. 
Allison, has for years been broadcasting over 
various California radio stations along par¬ 
ticularly' vicious anti-British and anti-)cwish 
lines. 1 !c advertises for sale the book “We 
Must Save the Republic,” announced by 
Flanders I Jail, a Nazi-front publishing house 
financed by George Sylvester Vicrick, who in 
turn is listed under the McCormack Act as 
a German propaganda agent. On September 
24, 1941, Pearson and Allen described G. 
Allison Phelps as a front-man for Russell 
Mack, a former scenario writer, who visited 
Germany in 1939 and returned to Hollywood 
to collaborate with Thelps in scathing at¬ 
tacks on the motion picture industry. 


The foregoing pages have listed fifteen 
individuals who are especially active in 
subversive channels in California. The fol¬ 
lowing section reveals the extent to which 
these same individuals are identified with the 
America First Committee in California.

To What Extent Are the Same Individuals 
Identified with America First? 


It is found that all of the fifteen indi¬ 
viduals previously mentioned are very active 
in the America First Committee in Cali¬ 
fornia. Some of them are outright leaders. 
Others are working in more humble capac¬ 
ities or in more indirect wavs. For easv ref-

erence the names of these persons are num¬ 
bered in the same order as in the previous 
chapter. 

1 . F. K* Feres*, distributor of subversive 

books, Hitler essayist and Nazi film exhibi¬ 
tor, is one of the most active workers in the 
America First movement in California. Be¬ 
tween March 6 and August 23,1941, he at¬ 
tended twenty-one America First meetings. 
He participated in the management of the 
Alhambra motor parade conducted by the 
America First Committee. He assisted in the 
operation of the picket line at the Willkic 
Hollywood Bowl meeting, entering into dis¬ 
cussions with bv-standers or persons enter-

He com¬ 
pares the President of the United States to 
Benedict Arnold and urges impeachment 
proceeding$.\At America First meetings, he 
frequently recommends the book, “We Must 
Save The Republic,” issued by Flanders 
Hall, Nazi-sponsored publishing house. (See

6. William P. Williams, publisher and 
distributor of subversive pamphlets, advo¬ 
cate of "secret cell” organizations who is re¬ 
garded by Legionnaires as an out-spoken pro- 
Nazi, is head of the North Hollywood Chap¬ 
ter of America First. 

7. Rri. Faith McCullough, also known as 
Frances Maxey, organizer of the subversix'e 


"American League of Christian Women,” 
and secretary to the fugitive Mrs. Leslie Fry 
(see page 11), is active in the Glendale and 
Pasadena, California, chapters of America 
First, and an America First speaker. She ap¬ 
peared before the Board of Education in-the 
City of Pasadena in behalf of America First 
to fight the cancellation of its permit for use 
of school buildings.

What Effect Do These Individuals Have 
on America First Committee? 


If the persons referred to in previous sec¬ 
tions of this report confined their activities in 
the America First movement to the mere de¬ 
velopment of the isolationist point of view on 
U. S. defense, their coincidental activities 
through subversive channels would not nec¬ 
essarily reflect upon the America First Com¬ 
mittee. 

However, The American Legion finds 
that there is practically no differencrbetween 
the activities of these persons when function¬ 
ing on behalf of the America First Commit¬ 
tee and when functioning on behalf of the 
subversive channels with which they are iden¬ 
tified. There is every indication that they have 
joined the America First movement for the 
express purpose or presenting their subversive 
propaganda to those sincere isolationists who 
have been attracted to meetings of America 
First. 

The Tesult of this taking over of America 
First meetings by the subversivists has been a 
gradual but complete switching of the organ¬ 
ization’s policy horn one that merely encour¬ 
ages the theory of defense through isolation, 
to a policy of sponsoring the indiscriminate 
spread of hatred, confusion, dissension, de¬ 
featism, and various other elements of the 


propaganda line set down by the Nazi gov¬ 
ernment for its agents in the United States. 

Innumerable speeches at meetings of 
America First in California have been ana¬ 
lyzed by The American Legion. These uni¬ 
formly ignore all constructive discussion of 
U. S. defense from the isolationist point of 
view. One might spend weeks attending 
America First meetings, listening to America 
First radio addresses and reading America 
First literature, and still find no definite state¬ 
ment as to the point on the map at which 
that Committee proposes that our country 
Start defending itself from aggression, or 
whether it believes the United States should 
attempt to defend itself at all. 

The good California citizen who sincerely 
believes that strict isolationism may be a 
practical course for the United States, turns 
in vain to the America First Committee for 
constructive information or inspiration. He 
finds that, while carefully avoiding giving any 
hint of a consistent defense policy for this 
country, many America First speakers appar¬ 
ently stop at nothing that will further confuse 
the defense issue, weaken our morale, or 
otherwise embarrass our government. 

The continuous incitement and embitter- 
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mcnt of sincere California citizens against 
their government, the poisoning of their 
minds with I litlcr’s three hatreds (hatred of 
Britain, hatred of Jews and hatred of the 
American Way of Life), the prov iding of a 
respectable sounding board for profes¬ 
sional organizers of crackpot, “lunacy-fringe” 
groups—these arc the obvious results of the 
present subversive infiltration of the Amer¬ 
ica First movement in California. 

The American Legion Committee finds 
that in meetings of America First, processes 
arc at work whereby a person attending 
merely to seek information, may unwittingly 
be transformed into a Nazi sympathizer, and 
even into a potential traitor to his country. 

This Committee further finds that sub¬ 
versive infiltration into America First in Cali¬ 
fornia has not only confused the minds of 
the people in the audiences it attracts, but 
also has poisoned the minds of persons'of 
outstanding community reputationwhobave 
participated in its activities. 

It is obvious to this committee that sub¬ 
versive and un-American persons are toler¬ 
ated by America First because such persons 
favor the isolationist America First doctrine. 
The American Legion, however, submits 
that acquiescence by leaders of America 
First in such subversive conduct permits the 
people to be deceived into believing that 
insidious doctrines and pernicious ideologies 
of un-American elements express the ideals 
and have the approval of the leaders of Amer¬ 
ica First. - 

The responsibility for the loyalty and in¬ 
tegrity of all those who are active in America 
First rests squarely upon the shoulders of its 
leaders. 


The entire leadership of the America First 
Committee is now at the crossroads. Gen¬ 
eral Robert E. Wood and his National Com¬ 
mittee associates must make one of three 
decisions: 

(1) Publicly disown and publicly de¬ 
nounce America First chapters in 
California and in all other states 
where conditions exist similar to 
those revealed by this report. 

( 2 ) Openly accept leadership of 
subversive and "lunacy fringe” 
elements in the United States. 

( 3 ) Ignore conditions disclosed by 
this report.

Pursuant tc a telephcnt ct ■i:v*-rs*ti cn with y4c<vr of¬ 
fice this morning, I am sendin- y cu herewith a ^iece cf mail 
which has sore peculiar B epects. 

The envelope was apparently n-ail^d in ihf with 

Chinese postage addrented tc a ptrt\ in Nt w ^rk. The enclos¬ 
ure - a card bearing the crossed United States end Chinese flags 
with the inscription "Help- China. 1 Buy Chinese jcodsl" - seems 
to ne a part cf a progrr.n. tc boost the sale cf goods manufac¬ 
tured in Shanghai and the occupied areas, probably issued by 
the puppet Wang Chinp-wei regime or Japanese trading interests 
in Shanghai. All cf the goods manufactured in Shanghai for 
export to the United States are cade by Japanese cr Yt'anr Ching- 
wei interests, ^hat la tc say* goods made ii. Shanghai and 
exported to the Uniled States fcr sale provides a trade which 
Is beneficial to Japanese or Wang Ching-wei interests. 


The feet that this card, mailed from Shanghai, has 
an Americajf First Committee stamp both cn the card-enclosure 
and on the outside envelope in which the c&rd was nailed, is 
rather difficult to explain. If the envelope contained United 
States postage it would be easily understood that the blank 
envelope and the card were mailed in bulk tc the America First 
Committee where they were mailed to the various parties desig¬ 
nated. That might account for the feet that the America First 
Committee stamp was on the enclosure. The envelope was sealed 
when it was delivered to One other explanation is 

that the America First Committee stickers were sent to Japanese 
or Wang Ching-wei organ!tatiens in Shanghai and were placed 
on the card and envolope there. Thic would certainly eeem to in¬ 
dicate a very close relationship between America First Committee 
and the Japanese or Wang Ching-wei organ!rations in Shanghai. 


The case presents so many interesting angles that I thought 
you would like to see what is going on ft nd perhaps to figure out 
how the mailing was accomplished*

teletype message that he had received from OenerabuSTOOD which read 'DonH, 
give up the sponge. The America First Committee will continue on a changed- 
platform against Communism, totalitarianism, etc.'". 


A memorandum from the same source dated January 9, 1942 report- 
ed that, "Since the outbreak of th-s war many committees were started by . 
America First members and their affiliates of the Christian Front'.The of¬ 
ficii purpose of these committees is to provide entertainment and social 
facilities to soldiers and sailors and to do a lot of flag waving. But in 
many cases the under-lying motive is to establish contacts, with the army or 
Navy for propaganda purpose?, impressing upon the men that they wjll only 
fight and £ie so that Communism may flourish bars', 

"These committees are particularly active in the means and Brook¬ 
lyn sections of New Tork City ano thfe driving personalities behind them are 
the same that used the America First Committee for anti-administration and 
anti-Jewish propaganda prior to the outbreak of hostilities' 1 .

1. Official dissolution of the aMERICj-: FIRcT COfMITTSE in the inter¬ 
ests of a national unity. 

2. The forwarding of all records and money on hand to the national 
executive committee in Chicago for a final accounting end disposal. 

3. The destruction of all signs, posters, literature, letterheads, 
etc. end discontinuance of all activities under America First auspices. 

4. The payment of two weeks advance salary to all employees, termin¬ 
ating their employment on December 27, 1941.

T SPEAK tonight because I believe that the Amer- 
A, lean people are about to commit suicide. We are 
not planning to. We have no plan. We are drifting 
into suicide. Deafened by martial music, fine lan¬ 
guage and large appropriations, we are drifting 
into war. 

I address you simply as an American citizen. I do 
not represent any organization or committee. I do 
not represent the University of Chicago. I am not a 
military expert It Is true that from the age of 
eighteen to the age of twenty I was a private in the 
American army. I must have somewhere the very 
fine medal given roe by the Italian government of 
that day in token of my co-operation on the Italian 
front But this experience would not justify me in 
discussing tactics, strategy, or the strength to which 
our armed forces should now attain. 

I wish to dissociate myself from all Nazis, Fas- 
«£*ta, Communists, and appeasers. I regard the doc¬ 
trine of all totalitarian regimes as wrong in theory, 
evil in execution, and incompatible with the rights 
of man. 

I wish to dissociate myself from those who want 
us to stay out of war to save our own skins or our 
own property. I believe that the people of this coun¬ 
try are and should be prepared to make sacrifices for

humanity. National selfishness should not determine 
national policy. 

It U kupoMihl# to listen to Hr. Hoo—velt’s recent 
speeches, to study the lease-fcnd bill, and to read the 
testimony of cabinet officers upon it without coming 
to the conclusion that the President now requires us 
to underwrite a British victory, and apparently a 
Chin—t a Greek victory* too. We are going to 

try to produce the victory by supplying our friends 
with the of war. But what if this is not 

enough? We have abandoned all pretense of neu- 
Va are to turn cur ports into British naval 
bases. But what if this is not enough? Then we 
must send the navy, the air force, and, if 
Mr. Churchill wants it, the army. We must guar¬ 
antee the victory. 

W E USED to hear of “all aid short of war.” The 
words "short of war” are ominouily missing 
from the President*# recent speeches. The lease-Iend 
hill contains provisions that we should have regarded 
as acts of war ap to last week. The conclusion is ines¬ 
capable that the President is reconciled to active 
militar y intervention if such intervention is needed 
to defeat the Axis in this war. 

I have supported Mr. Roosevelt since he first went 
to the White House. I have never questioned his in¬ 
tegrity or his good will. But under the pressure of 
great t— possibilities, in the heat of controversy, ~ 
the international game of hluff, the President 1 * 
speech— and recommendations are committing us to 
obligations abroad which we cannot perform. The 
effort to perform them will prevent the achievement 
of the aims for which the President stands at home.

If we go to war, what are we going to war tort 
This Is to be a crusade, a holy war. Its object la 
moral. We are seeking, the President tells us, "a 
world founded on freedom of Speech, f r ee dom ox 
worship, freedom from want, and freedom from 
fear.” We are to intervene to support the moral or¬ 
der, We are to fight for "the supremacy of human 
rights everywhere.” 

With the President’s desire to see freedom of 
speech, freedom of worship, freedom from want, and 
freedom from fear flourish e v e r y where we must all 
agree. Millions of Americans hsve supported the 
President because they felt that he wanted to achieve 
these four freedoms for America. Others, who now 
long to carry these blessings to the rest of the world, 
were not conspicuous on the firing H** when 
Mr. Roosevelt called them, eight years ago, to do 
battle for the four freedoms at home. But let us 
agree now that we want the four freedoms; we want 
justice, the moral order, democracy, and the su¬ 
premacy of human rights, not here alone, but every¬ 
where. The question is whether entrance into this 
war is likely to bring us closer to this gosl. 

OW can the United States better serve suffering 
humanity everywhere: by going into this war, 
or by staying out? I hold that the United State# can 
better serve suffering humanity everywhere by stay¬ 
ing out. 

But ean w» stay out? We are told It is too i at tr 
The house is on fire. When the house is on fire, yoi 
do not straighten the furniture, and clean out th 
cellar, or a#k yourself whether the house is as goo 
a house as you would like. You put out the fire i 
you can. 
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The answer Is that the house Is not on fire* The 
house next door is on fire. When the house next door 
Is on fire you do not set fire to your own house, throw 
the baby on the floor, and rush off to join the fun. 
And when you do go to quench the fire next door, you 
make sure that your bucket Is foil of water and 
not oll- 

But, ire are told, we are going to have to fight the 
Adds some time. Why not fight tt now, when we 
hare Britain to help us? Why wait until we have to 
face the whole world alone? 

Think of the mass of assumptions upon which this 
program rests. First, we must assume that in spite 
of its heroic resistance and in spite of the enormous 
supplies of munitions which It Is yet to receive from 
America the British Empire must fall. 

Second, we must assume that the present rulers of 
totalitarian states will survive the conflict 

Third, we must assume that if these regimes sur¬ 
vive they will want to attack us. 

Fourth, we must assume that they will be In a 
position to attack us. This involves the assumptions 
that they will have the resources to do so, that their 
people will consent to new and hazardous ventures, 
that their task of holding down conquered nations 
will be easily completed, and that the ambiguous al¬ 
titude of Russia will cause them little concern. 

Next, if Britain falls, if the totalitarian regimes 
survive, if they want to attack us, if they are in a 
position to do so, we must further assume that they 
will find it possible to do so. The flying time between 
Africa and Brazil, or Europe and America, does not 
decide this question. The issue is what will be at the 
western end of the line? This will depend on our 
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moral and military preparedness. A lone squadron of 
bombers might conquer a continent peopled with in¬ 
habitants careless of safety or bent «m slavery. We 
cannot assume that any combination of powers can 
successfully invade this hemisphere if we are pre¬ 
pared to defend ourselves and determined to be free. 

On a pyramid of assumptions, hypotheses, and 
guesses therefore, rests a decision.to go to war now 
because it Is too late to stay out There is no such 
inevitability about war with the Axis as to prevent [ 
us from asking ourselves whether we shall serve suf¬ 
fering humanity better everywhere by going into 
this war or by staying out 

The c h ances of accomplishing the high moral pur¬ 
poses which tbs President hat stated for America, 
even If we stay out of war, are not bright The world 
Is in chaos. We must give our thought and en ergy 
to building our defenses. What we have of high 
moral purpose is likely to suffer dilution at home 
and a cold reception abroad. But we have a chance 
to help humanity if we do not go into this war. If 
we do go into it, we have no chance at ell. 

HPHE reason why we have no chance to help hu- 
manity if we go into this war is that we are not 
prepared. I do not mean, primarily, that we are un¬ 
prepared in a military sense. I mean that we are 
morally and intellectually unprepared to execute the 
moral mission to which the President call* us. 

A missionary, even a missionary to the cannibals, 
must have clear and defensible convictions. And if 
his plan is to eat some of the cannibals in order to 
persuade the others to espouse the true faith, hif 
convictions must be very clear and very defensible 
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Ind ee d It Is torsiy not too much to ask of such « 
missions it that bii own life sad works refWet tbs 
virtues which he seeks to compel others to adopt If 
wo stay out of war, we may perhaps some day un¬ 
derstand and practice freedom of speech* freedom of 
worship, freedom from want and freedom from fear. 
We may even be able to comprehend and rapport jus¬ 
tice, democracy, the moral order, end the supremacy 
of human rights. Today we base barely begun to 
grasp the meaning of the words. 

Those beginnings are important They place us 
ahead of where we were et the end of the last cen¬ 
tury. They raise us, in accomplishment as well as in 
ideals, far above the accomplishment and ideals of 
totalitarian powers. They leave us, however, a good 
deal short of that level of excellence which entitles 
us to convert the world by force of arms. 

Hare we freedom of speech and freedom of wor¬ 
ship in this country? We do have freedom to say 
what everybody else Is saying and freedom of wor¬ 
ship if we do not take our religion too seriously. But 
teachers who do not conform to the established can¬ 
ons of social thought lose their jobs. People who are 
called “radicals" have mysterious difficulties in rent¬ 
ing halls. Labor organizers sometimes get beaten up 
and ridden out of town on a rail. Norman Thomas 
had some troubles in Jersey City. And the Daughters 
of the American Revolution refused to let Msrian 
Anderson sing in the national capital in a building 
called Constitution Hall. 


H F WB regard these exception* a* minor, reflecting 
the attitude of the more backward and illiterate 
parts of the country, what are we to say of freedom 
from want and freedom from fear? What of the

man rights? What of democracy in the United 
States? 

Words like these have no meaning unless ws be-

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every man is an end In himself. No man can be ex¬ 
ploited by another. Think of these things and than 
think of the sharecroppers, the Okies, the Negroes, 
the slum-dwellers, downtrodden and oppressed for 
gain. They have neither freedom from want nor 
freedom from fear. They hardly know they are liv¬ 
ing in a moral carder or in a democracy where jus¬ 
tice and human rights axe supreme. 

We have it on the highest authority that one-third 
of the nation is IQ-fed, ill-clothed, and ill-housed. The 
latest figures of the National Resources Board show 
that almost precisely 56 per cent of our people are 
living on family incomes of less than 51250 a year. 
This sum, says Fortuns M&fftsmt is, will not support 
a family of four. On this basis more than half our 
people are living below the minimum level of sub¬ 
sistence. More than half the army which will de¬ 
fend democracy will be drawn from those who have 
had this experience of the economic benefits of “the 
American way of life." 

We know that we have had till lately nine million 
unemployed and that we should have them still if it 
were not for our military preparations. When our 
military preparations cease, we shall, for all wo 
know. Lave nine million unemployed again. In his 
speech on December 29, Mr. Roosevelt said, “After 
the present needs of our defense are past, a proper 
handling of the country's peacetime needs will re¬ 
quire all of the new productive capacity—if not still 
more." For ten years we have not known how to 
9 






um the productive capacity we had. Now suddenly 
we are to believe that by eome miracle, after the 
%ar it over, we thall know what to do with our old 
productive capacity and what to do in addition with 
the tremendous increases which are now being made* 
We have want and fear today* We shall have want 
and fear “when the present needs for our defense 
are past 1 * 

»S FOR democracy, we know that millions of men 
and women are disfranchised in this country be¬ 
cause of their race, color, or condition of economic 
servitude* We know that many municipal govern¬ 
ments are models of corruption* Some state govern¬ 
ments are merely the shadows of big-city machines. 
Our national government is a government by pres¬ 
sure groups. Almost the last question an American is 
expected to ask about a proposal is whether it is just 
The question is how much pressure is there behind 
it or how strong are the interests against it. On 
basis are settled such great issues as monopoly, the 
organization of agriculture, the relation of labor and 
capital, whether bonuses should be paid to veterans, 
and whether a tariff policy based on greed should be 
modified by reciprocal trade agreements* 

To have a community, men must work together. 
They must have common principles and purposes* If 
seme men wc teat tug down & bouse while others 
are building it, we do not say they are working to¬ 
gether. If some men are robbing, cheating, and op¬ 
pressing others, we should not ssy they are a com¬ 
munity* The aims of a democratic community are 
moral. United by devotion to law, equality, and jus-

W HAT, then, should our policy be? Instead of do¬ 
ing everything we can to get into the war, we 
should do everything we can to stay at peace.

Aid to Britain, China, and 
Greece should be extended on the b as i s moat likely 
to keep us at peace, and least likely to involve us 
In war. 

At the time we should prepare to defend our¬ 
selves. We should prepare to defend ourselves 
against military or political penetration.

By adequate I mean adequate for defense 
against any power or co mbin ati on of powers. 

In the meantime, we should begin to malm this 
country a refuge for those who wfll not live without 
liberty.

A new moral order for America means a new con¬ 
ception of sacrifice, sacrifice for the moral purposes 
of the community. In the interest of human dignity 
we need a rising standard of health, character, and 
intelligence. These positive goals demand the devo¬ 
tion and sacrifice of every American.

body in the world. If we do not understand and be¬ 
lieve in what we are defending, we may still win, but 
the victory will be as fruitless as the last. What did 
we dc with the last one? What shall we do with this 
one? The government of Great Britain has repeat¬ 
edly refused to state its war aims. The President in 
his foreign policy is pledged to back up Great 
Britain, and beyond that, to the pursuit of the un¬ 
attainable. If we go to war, we shall not know what 
we are fighting for, If we stay out of war until we 
do, we may have the stamina to win and the knowl¬ 
edge to use the victory for the welfare of mankind. 

The path to war is a false path to freedom. A new 
moral order for America is the true path to freedom. 
A new moral order for America means new strength 
f°r America, and new hope for the moral reconstruc¬ 
tion of mankind. We are turning aside from the true 
—th* to freedom because it is easier to blame 
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AMERICA FIRST. 

The America First movement sprang 
being as nearly spontaneously as any organize 
tion ever did. Many men and women at almost 
the same moment came to the conclusion that 
something had to be done and done quickly II 
this country was to avoid folly and the disasters 
which flow from folly. 

The President and those about him were 
busily spreading the false fear of invasion. The 
administration was receiving the powerful as* 
sistance of the William Allen White committee 
as it was then called. Only a few newspapers 
and individual voices were expressing opposition. 
The war shouters were having things pretty 
much their own way. 

The turning point may well have been Mr. 
White's gloating speech when the press agents 
gave him their annual award. That declaration 
of how he had put his campaign over made it 
all too clear that unless the common prudence 
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would go by default. We should find ourselves 
in a war which we had not made, for spoils 
which we did not want; and in that war we 
should lose our liberty as well as hundreds of 
thousands and perhaps millions of ocr young 
men. 

And so the America First committee came 
Into being and into action. It grew very rap* 
idly. It drew its strength from all walks of life* 
from men and women of varying political and 
religious faiths. Because it was the expression 
of the common sense of the nation ( the move¬ 
ment was blessed from the start with common 
sense leadership. 

There were at least two groups of noisy 
hyphenates who would have liked to use the 
committee; The professional Irish-Americans and 
the professional German*Americans. The com. 
mittee would have nothing to do with either 
of them. The America First movement was and 
is just what its name indicates. It is against

ganized internationalism was strongest here, but 
we have no monopoly of patriotism. 

The movement Is spreading rapidly and its 
spread should be given every encouragement. As 
quickly as possible chapters should be estab¬ 
lished elsewhere and particularly in those regions

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America First Committee 
Principles 

1. The United States must build an im¬ 
pregnable defense for America. With such 
a defense no foreign power, or group of 
powers, can successfully attack us. 

2. Americans should and do cherish the 
ideals of democracy and abhor dictatorship, 
but the welfare of one hundred thirty mil¬ 
lion Americans and the preservation of de¬ 
mocracy on this continent demand that the 
United States keep out of foreign wars. 

3. The cash and carry provisions of the 
existing Neutrality Act are essential to 
American peace and security. Within the 
limits of that Act, Americans may properly 
aid Great Britain. Aid to her beyond the 
limitations of the present Neutrality' Act 
would weaken our defense at home, and 
might well involve us in conflict. We oppose 
any change in the law which would permit 
American vessels to enter the combat zone 
or which would permit the American Navy 
to convoy merchant ships through that zone, 
as any such course would inevitably plunge 
this country into Europe's war. 

4. With proper safeguards for the distri¬ 
bution of supplies and the maintenance of 
our neutrality, Americans should, to the lim¬ 
it of their ability, give humanitarian aid to 
the suffering and needy people of England 
and the occupied countries. 
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Introducing General Wood

We are at a crisis in our international relations. On 
the decisions now made by the people of this country 
and their leaders may depend our national welfare 


for generations to come. 

At earlier meetings you have had presented to you 
dramatically, brilliantly, emotionally, the views of 
those who believe that the ideal of American life 
now demands a full participation in the war between 
England and Germany, and a willingness to take all 
the risks of war which that involves. 

Now there is another view, equally patriotic, equal¬ 
ly niv\fTA Question from the standpoint of ideals—- 
but diametrically opposed in its spiritual and its 
practical approach to the problem. This view sees 
America's destiny as the preservation of peace for 
its 136,000,000 people; the abstention on any ac¬ 
count, and no matter how emotional the appeal, from 
European and Asiatic wars; the maintenance of the 
processes of democracy and of civilization. 

Those who hold this view are certain that we can¬ 
not enforce democracy on the rest of the world by 
force and arms. They believe war will be ruinous 
to everything we cherish most, and they believe we 
can avoid war, and should make every effort to do so. 

This is the view of the man who addresses you 
today. He was bora sixty-one years ago in the State 
of Missouri. Forty years ago he graduated from the 
United States Military Academy at West Point His 
first military service was in the Philippine insurrec¬ 
tion. As Chief Quartermaster at Panama during the 
days of the canal construction under General Goe- 
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food, clothing, and supplies for the 40,000 employees 
and officials in the canal zone. During the World 


War he had a major responsibility for supplying our 
entire military establishment. After the war, in civil 
life, his ability gave him immediate recognition in 
the commercial world, where he served for ten years 


as President of Sears, Koebuck & Company, ana is 
now the Chairman of its Board of Directors. 

For his outstanding services during the World War 
he was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. 
He is a Commander of the British Order of St, Mi¬ 
chael & St. George. He is a Knight of the French 
Legion of Honor. At present he is the Acting Chair¬ 
man of the America First Committee.

“Our Foreign Policy” 


I hesitated to accept the invitation of my friends, 
Dr. Lichtenstein and Mr. Utley, to address this gath¬ 
ering for two reasons—first, because I do not feel 
on a par as a speaker with the very eminent persons 
who have addressed these gatherings; second, be¬ 
cause my views are opposed to those of a probable 
majority of my listeners—and I may add—opposed 
to those of some of my dearest friends and relatives. 
I have a brother-in-law on the William Allen White 
Committee. 

But it is one of the beauties of a democracy that 
in time of peace, at least, men are free to express 
their opinions and honest men respect opposing opin¬ 
ions if those opinions are sincere and free of ulterior 
motive, and now is a time for all honest men to 
express their convictions. 

The Hour of Decision 


This country is on the eve of momentous decisions. 
The results of these decisions may be so far reaching 
that they may have an effect for good or bad on the 
life of this country for at least a generation, I am 
at the stage of life when I do not care as to the effect 
on myself or my own generation. 1 do greatly care 
what the effects will be on my children and grand¬ 
children and their generation. 


There are two schools of thought in this country 
on the subject of our foreign policy. They may be 


terms are not exactly descriptive, because all inter¬ 
ventionists are not extreme interventionist® and most 
isolationists are only isolationists as to Europe and 
Asia, but not isolationists as to the balance of North 
America and South America. 

I except from my discussion those who have ulte¬ 
rior motives—anything except the welfare of our 
country. That would include the Communists who 
really desire to destroy our Government; the Nazi's 
and members of the Bund who put the interests of 
Germany above those of this country; some ultra¬ 
pacifists who forget the interests of their country in 
their desire for peace at any price: a limited number 
of extreme Anglophiles who put the interests of 
Great Britain above those of their own country. 


'Our Common Ground 

These schools of thought are in violent opposition, 
but there are certain points of agreement among all 
classes except perhaps what may be called the lunatic 
fringe of our population. 

These points of agreement are; 

First—The necessity for a strong defense—a 
strengthening of our army and navy and air force* 
Our people are practically unanimous on this sub- 
ject-5he only differences are on differences of detail. 

It is obvious that the richest nation of the world, in 
a world of force, must make itself impregnable. 

Second —The belief that no foreign nation must 
obtain possession of any part of the two Americas 
and that the United States must be prepared to de¬ 
fend the North American continent, and at least that 
portion of the South American continent as far as 
the Equator. There is some difference of opinion as 
to whether military and naval protection should go * 
as far as Cape Horn, * 

Third —Access to our great industrial plant by 
Great Britain within the limits of the neutrality Jaw 
—that is, unlimited right of purchase by Great 
Britain of planes, tanks, munitions of war, raw ma¬ 
terials from private manufacturers, provided she can 
pay for them and provide her own transportation. 
And this I may add is a very great aid. 

Without this aid now being given, England could 
not long carry on the war, for her supplies of raw 
materials, her steel making capacity, munitions and 
plane plants are insufficient for a long major war. 
Without the production facilities of the United 
States she would be crushed. Theoretically, Ger¬ 
many is entitled to the same privilege—actually, on 
account of the British blockade, she cannot use our 
facilities, but she has no right to complain. 1 be¬ 
lieve the overwhelming majority of the citizens are 
in accord with these three principles. I know I am. 

Here Differences Begin 

But it is when we get beyond the third point that 
opinion diverges sharply. The present administra¬ 
tion in power, probably the majority of our editors 
and columnists, a very influential body of public 
opinion as represented by the Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding Britain is in favor of our gov¬ 
ernment turning over some of our flying fortresses, 
more destroyers, more planes, and merchant ships. 
Others, even more extreme, favor an outright alli¬ 
ance with Great Britain and a declaration of war 
on Germany, 
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Now what are the fundamental arguments for' 
flu* point of view? They may be reduced to three 
principal reasons: 

First —The totalitarian state with its ideology, 
with its record of persecution, is repugnant to our 
ideals and should be destroyed, even if we have to 
enter a war to accomplish this result. 

Second —Our own protection depends on Britain 
as our first line of defense, and if she falls, we arc 
exposed to the onslaught of a totalitarian combina¬ 
tion. Per se, it follows that we must give England 
all the aid we can, even at the risk of entering the 

W8U?« 

Third —If Britain is defeated, it will be impossible 
for a free competitive, unorganised and unmanaged 
industrial system to compete with a totalitarian sys¬ 
tem. 

War Does Not Destroy Ideologies 

As to the first reason, yon cannot destroy an ideology 
by waging war on it. The conditions created in 
Europe by the Versailles Treaty were largely respon¬ 
sible for the rise of Hitler and the Nazi philosophy. 
The history of Europe for the last 100 years is a 
story of cruelties, persecutions, injustices. No gov¬ 
ernment waB more repugnant to our ideals and ideas 
than the old Czaristic regime of Russia—it had over 
many years a series of pogroms, but we remained 
on friendly terms with Russia. Up to 1917 we had 
always remained true to the principles of foreign 
policy laid down by the founders of our country: 
the policy of keeping aloof from the quarrels of 
Europe and Asia. 

The Communistic regime of Russia under Lenin 
and Stalin was equally opposed to our principles 
and was detested by the majority of our people. 
Nevertheless, we have maintained our relations with 
Russia, and we have certainly had no idea of making 
war on that country. 

Sentimentalists or Realists? 

A nation cannot be a knight-errant. It must be 
realistic. Great Britain, during her entire history , 
has been coldly realistic, and her success in building 
up her Empire has been due to her realism. As 
individuals we can give vent to our generous im¬ 
pulses or even to our pet hates, but our. statesmen, 
our editors, our moulders of public opinion must 
consider that it is not their individual fortunes and 
lives that are to be considered, but those of 130,000,- 
000 of tbeir fellow citizens. 


Now as to the second reason—our military de¬ 
fense in the event of a German victory. Our country 
has gone through a curious transformation of 
thought since May 10th. From an underestimate of 
the military and economic strength of Germany, it 
has gone to the opposite extreme of overestimating 
that strength. From some of the remarks heard on 
the Eastern seaboard in June, we would have thought 
that New York and Boston were in imminent danger 
of being bombed. 

Bombings Alone Cmxnot. ^ in 

Now the events in Spain, Poland, Belgium and 
France showed the major importance of the air 
arm when supported by tanks, infantry and a mod- * 
ern army. But Spain showed that bombing of cities, * 
unsupported by an army, cannot win a war or even 
shake the morale of a population if the nation is of 
tough fibre like the Spanish and English peoples. 

Apparently the Battle of England is demonstrat¬ 
ing the same principle. Unless an army can cross the 
Channel, the German air force cannot impose a de¬ 
cision on England. Casualties and material damage 
—yes. The 15,000 casualties in London so far are 
but a drop in the bucket for a nation of 45,000,000 
people; more casualties were incurred in single days 
of the Verdun, Ypres and Somme offensives. The 
destruction of apartment houses, stores, public build¬ 
ings do not constitute a blow to the military strength 
of a nation. If the docks, railroads, power plants 
and munitions plants are put out of commission, it 
does affect the military effort, but unless it is done 
on a gigantic scale the nation cannot be subdued, 
and all evidence is to the effect that military damage 
thus far has not been of such a Berious character as 
to severely impair the island's defense. 

Can England Be Invaded? 

As for an invasion, at the great risk of being called 
a false prophet, I doubt whether any invasion will 
ever be made, and if it is attempted, it will be de¬ 
cisively repulsed. To land 250,000 Germans in Eng¬ 
land, with mechanized equipment, ammunition and 
necessary supplies, would be a gigantic operation. 
Once landed, that force would have to face 1,500,000 
Englishmen under arms, fighting on their own island 
behind strong defenses. And to land those 250,000 
Germans means practically complete mastery of the 
air, blocking off the English fleet, complete control 
of the Channel—none of which objectives have yet 
been attained after more than a month of intensive 
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effort To sum up, I doubt whether the island can 
be conquered, and I am quite sure the British fleet 
cannot be put out of commission. 

Now we come to our own danger of invasion ami 
the perfectly fantastic hysteria that pervaded this 
country after the battle of France. I think any 
competent military or naval expert, certainly th*» 
vast majority, will tell you that there is absolutely 
no danger of an invasion of the United States evt :i 
if Germany is completely victorious, and I doubt 
whether she will be. The amount of shipping re¬ 
quired for the transportation of even 250,000 mt-n 
of a modem mechanised army with their ammuni¬ 
tion and supplies over 3,000 miles of ocean is colos¬ 
sal and it is to be presumed that our own navy and 
air force will not be idle.

for an army to cross 25 miles of Channel, what valid 
grounds are there for supposing that a large army 
can cross 3,000 miles of ocean to invade a continent? 

Some will inquire—why should it not be possible 
for Germany to seize bases in Mexico or Central 
America and attack from those countries. Again, 
that presupposes an overwhelming sea power. Bu! 
even if that sea power were present, there would 
again be the same difficulties of a 3,000 mile 1 on¬ 
line of communication for an invading army. And 
an army once landed must cross an exceedingly diffi¬ 
cult terrain before ever arriving at the Texas border. 
I think that hypothesis may be safely dismissed.

1 quote from Major A1 Williams' recent speech, 
reprinted in the Congressional Record—"Ocean? and 
extended lines of communications are still vital fac¬ 
tors in modem warfare. President Roosevelt's pan¬ 
icky flight schedule for the air invasion of America 
is ridiculous, worthy of Hollywood and certainly not 
of the White House. To support my argument 
against the President’s wild flight schedule for a 
foreign air invasion of the United States I offer a 
single incontrovertible reason. With all their air 
power the Germans could not attack and subdue 
England from air bases 300 to 500 miles distant. 
Instead they seized air bases on the north coast of 
Holland, Belgium and France 20 to 100 miles distant 
from the coast of England. Each and every stage of 
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tno fantastic itinerary for the air invasion of Amer¬ 
ica would have to be conquered for the establishment 
of major air bases for the enemy attempting the 
j„b. The President must know this—but apparently 
the pattern is panic first, and then war.”

,.f 330,000,000 people. The present war represents 
fct-von vears of preparation on the part of Germany, 

S'‘-railed total war represents a prodigal expenditure 
of labor, money and effort. Steel is rapidly con¬ 
sumed, aircraft and mechanical equipment are rap¬ 
idly worn out, reserves of all kinds are exhausted, 
not to mention the wear and tear on human beings. 

A nation that for seven years has been given guns 
instead of butter is apt at the end of this war to 
demand more butter from its leaders. 

So on every count it seems inconceivable to me 
that Germany at the end of the war, even if aided 
by its allies, who will be in a worse condition of 
< xhau?tion than Germany itself, will attack the 
United States. And if this country with its 130,- 
<■ 011.00 people and its two great natural ocean bar¬ 
riers cannot defend itself unaided by Britain or 
snvbody else, it does not deserve to survive. The 
print nation that has to trust to others for its de¬ 
fense is on the downward path to destruction.

war after the war—the loss of our European, Asiatic 
and South American trade, I have a high personal 
regard for Walter Lippmann’s brains and ability, but 
I believe his picture of an unequal contest between 
a totalitarian economy and a free economy iB mis- 
leading. After all, when two nations or two conti- 
r.t-nts each have things the other needs trade even¬ 
tually results regardless of the feelings each may 
haie for the other. Europe needs us more than we 
rived Europe—our materials and products are more 
important to her than hers to us. True, Germany has 
rwiuced largely its purchases from us, but more 
from necessity than choice. As far as South America 
is concerned, we can always obtain the lion’s share 
of the trade of Mexico, Central America, Colombia 
and Venezuela because we buy the metals of Mexico, 
the coffee and bananas of Central America and Co- 
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lombia, the oil of Venezuela* In those countries, our 
geographical location must always give us the edg*. 
We can take the coffee of Brazil but not its cotton ; 
•o its trade will naturally divide between Europe 
and the United States. It is in Argentina and Chile 
that our troubles come. We cannot take the meat, 
cotton and wool of the Argentina because we produce 
those products ourselves. The same applies to the 
copper and nitrates of Chile, We cannot sell unless 
we buy and that la a far greater obstacle than all 
Nazidom, 

It must not be forgotten that Germany put on an 
intensive drive for trade in South America in the 
period 1936-1938, and if my recollection of the fig¬ 
ures is correct, while Germany's percentage of the 
trade gained somewhat, the gain was not large, and 
it was largely at the expense of Great Britain; our 
trade declined only a fraction of one per cent. 

We’ll Get Our Share of Foreign Trade! 

No man can foretell the future, but as long as wc 
have products South America can use and above all, 
if they have products we can use, we will get our 
full share of the trade. As for Asia, the same re¬ 
marks pertain as to Europe, Japan needs us far 
more than we need her. Our trade with Japan inci¬ 
dentally runs between five and six times the trade 
of China, whom we are making such great efforts 
to help. Even if Japan gets control of the Dutch 
East Indies—and that is not assured—she is going 
to be more anxious to sell us rubber and tin to obtain 
dollar exchange than we are to buy the products. 
And if war with Japan comes, we can get Bolivian 
tin and develop our synthetic rubber. We are cer¬ 
tainly as resourceful as the Germans who are filling 
90 7c of their rubber requirements with the synthetic 
article. 

In 1937 Colombia’s trade with us was 168,000,000 
pesos, with Germany 40,000,000. Of Venezuela’s 
trade, the United States took 12.5% of their im¬ 
ports and furnished 53% of the exports, Germany 
13,6%, Of Costa Rica's imports, 42.6% came from 
the United States, 23% from Germany. Of her ex¬ 
ports 45% went to the United States and 19.5% to 
Germany, 

As for lack of organization, if needs be, we can 
meet fire with fire; we can set up export cartels and 
mass purchasing organizations and we can do this 
without danger to our system. 
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The Americas Must Stand Together ! 

Americans like myaelf feel that our true mission is 
in North America and South America. We stand 
today in an unrivalled position. With our resources 
and organizing ability we can develop, with our 
Canadian friends, an only partially developed con¬ 
tinent like North America and a virgin continent 
like South America. The reorganization and proper 
development of Mexico alone would afford an out¬ 
let for our capital and energies for some time to 
come. And while I think we should try in every 
wav to maintain the friendship of our neighbors to 
the South, I think we should also make it clearly 
understood that no government in Mexico, Central 
America and the Caribbean South American coun¬ 
tries can be tolerated unless it is friendly to the 
United States and that we will make every effort to 
prevent the spread of totalitarian influence there. < 

Instead of what seems to be a sane objective weu 
are on the verge of throwing our treasure and our 
blood into a European war, with consequences that 
no one can foretell. 

I respect the honest views of honest Americans, 
no matter how opposed they may be to my own, but 
there are two matters that I resent: First is the 
attempt to smear any one opposed to what I might 
call the majority publicized viewpoint of what we 
should do in this war. When the editor of a New 
York “newspaper” denounces Go!. Lindbergh as the 
head of the Fifth Column in the U. S,, we have 
reached the summit of mud slinging. You may dis¬ 
agree violently with Col. Lindbergh, you may feel 
he has made serious mistakes, but you have no right 
to denounce a courageous, patriotic American citizen 
as a traitor, merely because he disagrees with your 
views. This is as bad as the Nazis, an attempt to 
suppress freedom of speech. 

The other point I resent is the way the issue is 
being presented to the American people. We are 
being edged into the war without the masses' knowl¬ 
edge. We have the anomalous situation of the polls 
showing a majority of the people favoring a course 
that is bound to get us into the war, while the same 
polls show 88% of the same people oppose actual 
entry into the war. That shows that the minds of 
the people are confused. 

How Wars Are Sold to Us 

Many of my hearers were adults at the time of the 
previous war and were familiar with the propaganda 
that led up to that war. If you want to know the 
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history of that propaganda and its falsity, read a 
book by Sir Philip Gibbs with the title of *Now It 
Can Be Told,* in which 1 m admitted the outrageous 
lies that were perpetrated on the American public. 
And Sir Philip Gibbs was no German but the leading 
Engl is h war ^correspondent, knighted by his King, 
xae London jsconomist in a recent issue said it was 
fitly a question of time until American public opin- 
ktt Could be brought to the point where we would 
actively enter the war. 

1 believe a majority of the people who are advo¬ 
cating “aid short of war” do not desire us to enter 
the war. But there are others who do desire us to 
enter the war, who are taking the necessary steps 
to prepare the American people for active participa¬ 
tion, who would enter it tomorrow if they dared, 
who are today in practical alliance with England, 
and unfortunately they are the people who are shap¬ 
ing our national policy today. You hear in Wash¬ 
ington today that we are now in the war. You 
hear predictions from men, and men who ought to 
know, that we will actively enter the war within 
sixty days after the election. 

The American people should think this matter 
through. The course we are pursuing is bound to 
involve us in the war. You cannot play with fire 
and not get burned. You cannot have your govern¬ 
ment, not private manufacturers, transfer its equip¬ 
ment to foreign powers, you cannot have your gov¬ 
ernment in an unofficial alliance with a foreign 
power, you cannot be a meddler in Indo-China, be¬ 
rate Italy and Germany without eventually involving 
the nation in war, and if war comes I venture to 
predict that we will repeat the history of the last 
war. When the declaration of war was made in 1917 
originally it was intended to send only the Navy 
to the assistance of the Allies. 

Man-Power, Tool 

Joffre came over in the spring of 1917, told the 
plight of the French Army after the 1917 spring 
Champagne offensive, where whole divisions of the 
French Army mutinied, and implored us to send 
over a token force, otherwise France would collapse. 
We sent Pershing and the First Division, about 
30,000 men. Then came the impending collapse of 
Russia, frantic calls for more men, then the gTeat 
German offensive of 1918 and the rout of the British 
Fifth Army, more frantic appeals, until finally we 
put under arms 4,000,000 men, sent 2,000,000 men 
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to France, spent 20 billion dollars and had 150,000 
casualties. 2 need not refer to out treatment by our 
former allies after the Armistice. They took the 
loot, we did not erven get t h a nks . 

I do not often agree with the editorials on foreign 
policy in my friend Frank Knox's paper, but there 
i* a recent editorial with which I am in 100% agree¬ 
ment The editorial quoted two recent speeches by 
both Presidential candidates in which both pledged 
themselves never to send American boys to France. 
The editorial spoke of both these pledges as political 
bunk and very truly stated that if we entered the 
war we would enter it to win, and, if necessary to 
win, we would send an expeditionary force—and that 
is the absolute truth. 

The People Must Know the Truth

If we aid Britain, short of war and beyond the limits 
of the Neutrality Act, it ultimately means war and 
should mean war. If we enter the war, we must 
enter it with all our strength in men and money. 
That is the only way to win a war. 

If the military reports from abroad are correct, 
I feel there is no doubt that Great Britain can de¬ 
fend her island, her dominions like Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand. She may lose Egypt, the 
Suer and Gibraltar, though this is extremely doubt¬ 
ful. So far the Italians have shown no signs of real 
offensive strength. There is little doubt that England 
can make a negotiated peace by which she can keep 
her fleet and her colonies, but which will leave Ger¬ 
many the economic control of Western Europe. But 
she cannot decisively defeat Germany unaided. Her 
statesmen privately admit that, and say that for her 
to gain a decisive victory we will have to actively 
enter the war.' One of the great mistakes made by 
the Allies in this war was that in its first six months 
they thought they could win a safe economical war, 
with France sitting behind the Maginot line and 
England maintaining its blockade, with little ex¬ 
penditure of blood and a minimum expenditure of 
treasure. For us to actively enter the war means 
ships, planes, money, men, expeditionary forces. 
That is the issue that must ultimately be presented 
to the American people, and it should be presented 
openly, honestly and squarely. 
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Our Own DemocracyWill Be Sacrificed 

In deciding this issue, the American people should 
face the costs. We start with a debt of 150,000,000,000. 
With the enormous coat of waging modern war, the 
cost of sending forces over 3,000 miles of ocean, of 
engaging our navy in the Far East, we would ulti¬ 
mately face a debt of from 100 to 150 billions. Vic¬ 
torious or defeated, we will be faced at the conclu¬ 
sion of such a war with great economic dislocations 
—the rich would face a capital levy, the middle 
classes impoverishment, and the masses a lowered 
standard of living and the loss of most of the social 
gains so far secured. 

Competent observers believe that if the war is 
prolonged in Europe over one or two years, it will 
result in Communism in all Europe, and a species 
of National Socialism in England. If we are in¬ 
volved, it probably spells the end of capitalism all 
over the world. 

Defend America First, Last, Always 

I would unhesitatingly say to throw everything we 
have into a war to defend the United States or our 
own sphere of influence, which is the North Amer¬ 
ican continent and part, if not all, of the South 
American continent. I do not think the American 
people should make these sacrifices to interfere in 
the quarrels of Europe and Asia, old, sick and over- 
populated continents with ancient rivalries that can¬ 
not be healed. It is up to the American people to 
decide whether they want to make these sacrifices 
to preserve not England but the British Empire, and 
help regulate Europe and Asia. But they should 
make the decision with all the cards on the table, 
not misled by artifice and subterfuge. 

But if that decision is given affirmatively, I think 
you will find Americans like myself, who sincerely 
believe such a course spells disaster to the nation, 
will be at their posts of duty in the service of this 
country. I am old fashioned enough to believe in 
the toast offered by Stephen Decatur back in 1816, 
"Our Country! In her intercourse with foreign na¬ 
tions, may she always be in the right: but Our 
Country, right or wrong."

AXEL LOUIJWH^iC^JIST, Assistant Professor of Germanic languages, 
was said to be the sponsor of the group. The principles of the group were 
outlined and included; keeping out of war, preserving democracy at home, 
keeping naval convoys end merchant ships on this side of the Atlantic, 
building an impregnable defense and aiding opposed peoples in occupied 
countries with supplies of food and clothing. Another principle was added 
by the cempus group # declaring the committee stands for "tolerance, human 
idealism and American realism", and "condemning anti-Catholicism, anti- 
Semitism". The constitution provided for the immediate dissolution of the 
group should congress declare war. 


On October 14, 1941, an article appeared in the Evening World 
Herald, disclosing that FRANK C. VX&RU, Chairman of the America First Group, 
in Omaha, had requested the use of one of the municipal courtrooms in the 
City Hall for the committee^ meetings, once a week, at night.

If it is imagined that this continent is to be invaded by 
water or by air, we must conclude the attack will come across 
thi northern Atlantic. The route would be Iceland, eight ban* 
dred and fifty miles; Newfoundland, sixteen hundred and 
fifty miles more; and Canada, another eight hundred miles; 
total distance thirty-three hundred miles. Iceland is now 
held by Canadian troops, so the route is blocked at first 
base. If Iceland were lost, south Greenland and Labrador 
would be of no use to an invader, because of their rough 
character. On Newfoundland is a great Canadian-British air 
base, and our own soldiers have already landed on the island 
where Lord Baltimore settled before he went to Maryland. 

~ applies would easily reach Newfoundland by the St. 
Lav .nee, immune from interruption, while any assailant 
crossing the ocean would be subject to attack from the air, 
on the water, and from submarines. ; 

It is an hysterical imagination which can conceive of 
our being driven from Newfoundland. Even if we were, the 
enemy would find no supplies in that barren land. There 
would be Cabot Strait to cross , and the Gut of Camso. Nova 
Scotia is a peninsula with a narrow neck, and New Bruns¬ 
wick largely forest and mushkeag. 

Can anyone dream of an enemy forcing his way through 
this country in face of one or two million trained American 
and Canadian troops? 

In the Pacific we have our bases in the Aleutian Islands,

thousand miles from Tokio* If we need any other island 
bases, to protect our coast, we have the means of taking 
them ind the knowledge that we will be welcomed by their 
inhabitants. Behind these outposts we have the Panama 
Canal, so that we can move our own fleet from oceanvto 
ocean^ which makes a one-ocean navy strategically equal 
to two navies denied the Panama Canal. It is fantastic to sug¬ 


gest that we are in any danger of attack* 

Even if we did not have these overwhelming strategical 
advantages, this panic over possible German attack would 
not be justified. 


We went overseas twenty-three years ago to. attack 
the German army and were not overwhelmed. * 

Our victory, however, was won at bitter cost* The two 
divisions which were the most heavily engaged lost three 
men in killed, wounded, and broken by hardships for every 
man they contained on their mustering days. Many of 
these ruined men are still in the hospitals, or are suffering 
on their modest government compensation. Nobody ever 
gives a ball or a cocktail party for them* 

' There are young men of the same stripe today who, if 
forced to war abroad, will fight as the^old army fought, and 
suffer as the oid army 1 is suffering. The experience of the 
Athenians at Syracuse, the Romans in Germany, Napoleon 
in Egypt, and the Russians in Manchuria, shows thaf the 
greatest catastrophes come to navies, armies and nations 
that embark on distant military adventures. 

I pray to God that hysteria, propaganda and ambition 
will not become strong enough to immolate our present gen¬ 
eration of young men. 









WHY AMERICA CAr 

Statement of Col. Robert R. McCormick, editor and publisher of the Chicago Tribute; I 


At the time I received Senator Johnson's invitation to 
appear before your honorable body, there had been some 
mention of the danger of attack on us through South America* 
I decided to accept the invitation because I happen to have 
personal knowledge of a considerable part of the ground over 
which such attack would come, and second-hand information 
of the most reliable kind about the rest of it. I have^ also 
traveled extensively in Eastern Canada, in Newfoundland, ana 
Labrador. 

, It is five hundred miles by map from the German fron¬ 
tier to the boundary between France and Spain. This country 
is well served with railroads and highroads, but, as we khow, 
is pretty well exhausted of foodstuffs. 

From the French-Spanish boundary to Cadiz is five hun¬ 
dred miles on the map, but because of the mountainous region, 
much farther by road. The roads and railroads were of poor 
quality when I was there, and are much worse since the Civil 
War. They would need much work to make them capable of 
carrying large numbers of troops, their equipment, and their 
supplies. Spain is now on the verge of starvation. Whatever 
the disposition of the government might be towards a German 
expedition across Spain, we know that the Spanish people is 
antagonistic towards foreign armies, and is stubborn and 
remorseless in guerrilla war fare. Spain broke Napoleon. 
Hitler might not wish to add her to his problems. 

, n Northern Morocco and Algiers are very mountainous. 
Dp ring the Moroccan War, there were some primitive rail¬ 
roads, and the French were building macadamized highways 
for the use of the small armies employed against the Moor£. 
There is a road twenty-five hundred miles across the desert 
a£ far as Bamako; and a jungle railroad eight hundred miles 
tong to Dakar, No supplies of any kind can be found in the 
<fesert, of course. 


To reach Dakar, therefore, an army would have to pass 
five hundred miles through France, fiv* hundred miles 
through Spain, cross the Straits, and thci| travel three thou¬ 
sand three hundred miles through the mamSmins, desert, mud 
jungle of equatorial Africa. 

It is plain, therefore, that it will be utterly impracticable ^ 
for Germany to concentrate a force of any size at Dakar. " 
If. we proceed on the assumption that only an air base is to 
^e maintained at Dakar, still we have the great problem of 
supplying it either overland or by air transport * 

If we pretend that this has been done, the Cape Verde j 
Islands are oniy a tew miles away. They belong to Portugal, ■ 
and Great Britain has the right, by treaty, to use all Portu- ; 
guese territory. It will be much easier to supply an air fleet at j 
the Cape Verde Islands by sea than to supply one at Dakar 
by air or overland transportation from Germany. An asf / 
Jleet based on Cape Verde Island should easily destroy one 
at Dakar. 

If this form of defense should be neglected, it is stilt 
sixteen hundred and twenty miies from Dakar to Natal in 
South America. If an air force had advanced that far, it 
would now have a line of supplies five hundred miles through * 
hostile France, on good roads, and five hundred miles through 
’ dangerous Spain, on poor roads; three thousand three hun- 
dred miles across the mountain desert and jungle of Africa; 
l knd then sixteen hundred and twenty miles by air across the. 
^Atlantic Ocean. ' - 1 }

T HE feet hard fact is the transformation 
of the character of this war. No one can 
deny the grim pomibility that Hitler may 
take Sues, Iraq, North Africa and the Medi¬ 
terranean. This would not, however, cut the 
vital lifeline of Britain. It might even re¬ 
lease that British fleet to protect their Atlan¬ 
tic lanes. In any mat, Hitler can occupy 
all of Continental Europe. 

A ND from all this area be will got ample 
" food supplies and Vital raw materials for 
the German people. True, he is blockaded 
by the Britab fleet, but the blockade cannot 
starve the German people or cut off their 
vital raw malarial supplies. It is only the 
people in the occupied democratise who will 
■terra. Having been disarmed to their very 
earring knives, they eannot revolt. 

A SECOND phase of this tronafonaatiou

And Hitler could 
not atari toward the United States without 
equal preparation.

rpHEBBFORE, with this transformation 
it does Dot appear that this war ean be 
brought to a conclusion by armies or navies 
for years and yean to come. 

*TiHE undetermined weapon against Hitler 
^ is air power. And the character of air 
war is also being transformed. It is rapidly 
surging to be long-range bombing with 
flghter planes to defend against the bombers. 
Accurate action in destruction of industrial 
and military objectives by daylight is no 
longer pomible because of the efficiency of 
Aghter planes on both sides. Manufacture of 
awe and more planes will thus continue on 
both aides. But so far there is no effective 
answer to night bombing. It serves mostly 
to destroy large objectives, the ritie* and her 


rpHlS moving transformation of the rels- 
tion of army power, sea power and air 
power presents new situations which are not 
yet clear. They involve many new consid¬ 
erations. They plainly indicate that America 
would be joined in a long, long war without 
a dear method of eonelnskm. And they em¬ 
phasise England’s immediate need which I 
will disetuB later on.

victory of the totalitarian powers. After this. General WOOED, who was con¬ 
sidered second only in command under PERSHING in the last war, took active 
charge. The Committee set out to organise the nation through the mails and 
issued its first official notice on November 11, 1940. The America First 
Committee was criticize^becaus e of a Jewish individual on the National Board 
of the Committee, anl^H^HHrelated that the "No Foreign Wars Committee" 
was organized with VEReSHKsHALL, Editor of the Cedar Rep ids (Iowa) Gazette, 
as leader to remedy the situation. His mission as chairman, to which he was 
persuaded to act by LINDEESGH, was to whip up the emotions of the extrendet 
groups, mobilizing them tnder a single leadership. According 
MARSHALL spotlighted the national attention on the isolationist issue and 
did so well that he put his committee onaparaUel with the America First 
Committee and endangered its existence. SHHHHrslated that LINDBERGH 
denounced KARS HALL as an anti-Semite and that after three months of barn¬ 
storming, MARSHALL was persuaded to quit. He stated that the literature wh*- 1 
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was requested before the committee folded up contained standard material 
distributed at Bund and Christian Front meetings. Die No Foreign Wars Com¬ 
mittee was virtually extinct by March, 1941, and the America First Committee 
is reported to have been sole heir to all of its mailing and membership 
lists, which included the names of sincere isolationists, sundry appeasers, 
and pro-Nazi sympathizers. 


Mrelated that in making application for membership in the 
America First Committee, he wrote dbwn his affiliations with pro-Nazi and 
other subversive organizations to see what would be the reaction, and stated 
that they just smiled and nodded. Be related that the America First Committee 
was not merely an Isolationist organization, but also the spearhead of an 
American Fascist movement, and stated that it was headed for a totalitarian 
movement, which may not flower for many years. He stated that America First 
was too deeply polluted by the Fascist crowd for redemption, and related 
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organization.

democratic way of life. He stated that the Committee aimed to use the war 
and its aftermath as an opportunity for totalitarian anti-democratic revolu¬ 
tion. He stated that nearly all Fascist or near Fascist groups in the United 
States gave support openly or secretly to the America First, and that the 
Bund, Christian Front, and Silver Shirts maintained separate existence, but 
devoted their best energies to the America First movement. He stated that 
it was a mass movement meshed with a great many other groups; that it claimed 
to have 15 million signed members with many outstanding figures included; 


and that more than one hundred representatives and thirty-one senators were 


known to be in sympathy openly or clandestinely with the America First move¬ 
ment.

CD May 30, 1941 an open public meeting was held at 
Juneau, A laska to form a unit of the American Peace Mobilization ^ 
group. The general subject matters discussed at this meeting „ --h 5 
were protests against war and a possibility of the United States 
becoming involved in Suropean conflicts and to ridicule the 
possibility of invasion by a European power* The horrors of war 
were discussed, as was the effect of war upon trade unionism

The second meeting was held on June 6, 1941 at the Union Hall, 
Juneau, Alaska, at which meeting the merits of the America First Committee 
and those of the American peace Mobi l ization were discussed, with neither 
side appearing to know a great deal concerning the purposes of either 
organisation. The matter was put to a vote and the result of the vote was 
decidedly in favor of the group affiliating with the America First Committee 
rather than the American peace Mobilisation. A committee of three was 
appointed and plans were to be formilated to organize similar groups in 
other parts of Alaska, Future meetings were to be called by the committee 
appointed. However, to date no further meetings have been called or held and 
there is no indication that this organization ever functioned in Alaska after 
the second meeting on June 6, 1941 at Juneau, Alaska, No known attespte were 
made in other parts of the Territory of Alaska to organise an America.First 
group.

'tHHHHHHB has advised that there was a very good response to this 
reS^S^The investigation to date has failed to reveal any indication that 
the structure of America First, has in any way, been used by foreign 
interests or individuals cooperating with foreign interests* There is no 
indication that any responsible leaders of America First has, to date, made 
available any of the membership lists, not formerly America First members* 
There have been a few local Chapters, as will be sat forth later in this 
report, who have reportedly made available lists and pledged cooperation 
to certain radical groups but these have been isolated instances and in 
the opinion of persons interviewed, represent only a minute minority of . 
the total membership of subject organization. 


It was also the opinion of persons interviewed that the large 
majority of the rank and file membership of America First and most all of 
the leaders were sincere and honest isolationists. However, it has been 
reported that some of the leaders of America First charged with maintenance 
of the file and who held responsible positions in the organization, con¬ 
template political activity in the future with the organization as it was 
left, and have since December 11th taken steps in this regard. The follow¬ 
ing is set forth to show the political activities and possible future plans 
of these persons.

Frqm an article in the American Mercury for January of 1942, the 
author, JOHN RoAfARLSON, under a story entitled "Inside the America First Move¬ 
ment" on Page 7, ittiich article was written before Pearl Harbor, charges that 
America First, whether knowingly or not, had become the expression of the 
American Fascist movement and th&t though many of the leaders were sincere and 
honest isolationists, there nevertheless was no real attempt made to purge 
those who were in the movement who were not sincere and‘honest isolationists* 
CARLSON charged that there were astute,unnamed strategists operating behind the 
scenes and manipulating the central directive nucleus of the America First 
Committee. He also states that the America First Committee has political as¬ 
pirations and that the owners, leaders and followers are outshouted, if not out¬ 
numbered. 


In a sequel to this article one was published in The American 
Mercury for March 1942 by CARLSON under the heading "Our Fascist Enemies Within" 
on Page 306, which states that he had previously tried to differentiate between 
the honest isolationists and the hate-mongcring elements acting as agents of 
foreign nations* From the article the following is quoted; 

"Since the dissolution of the America First Committee, 
the fascist rabble has been obliged to return to its 
former status — that of an unorganized, rebellious 
mass movement without central leadership and without 
'respectable 1 cover for its operations." 
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At another place in the article, however, CARLSON states that he 
received a letter post narked Jec ember 29 which an ardent America Firs ter had 
>7ritten to a comrade across the continent as follows: 

For the t im e bein.£ we are in a state of Quiescence. 
waiting for events to shape themselves, Ihe trend 

of things already is less obscure .You can be

"Citizens Committee to Keep America Out of Aar" changed tD^JU&t'izens Committee" 
following December 7* This committee is headed by IVILLIAf: JL jfiRACS and at one 
time WILLI Ak REGNERY, AVERY J3RUND/.GS and E AW* S OT T HARD were officers; "Lease 
Lend to America" started by RALPH --t^BYERS; "Midwest Monetary Federation" 
headed by RALPH PR/j;KI*WfeSLIIW, JOSEPH ^JtomLIAKS and WILLi* WERHOLSER 
and ALEXIS DefeRH07/SKY; and the "Lincoln Park Branch of the America First" 
headed by and GrftfrftsHDS* These groups were active prior to 

December 7 and havsj remained active since the declaration of war* They have' 
been reported variously as anti-Semetic, ejiti-administration and un-American. is 


Some of the persons above described took an active interest in 
America First prior to its dissolution and following war former members have 
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attended these meetings. There is no indication that the responsible leaders of 
America First hav? given any support to these groups. 

The above named individuals and groups have interchanged speakers 
and memberships and have become rather closely enmeshed in a so-called peace 
front.

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ing on a 700 page book laying down the basis for a just and lasting peace. He 
taught economics for several years, was Director of a School and has lectured 
on subjects ranging from Religion to politics. He treats all these things from 
the Economic angle. 

"Wien THE AMERICA FIRST CGUMTIEE Was organized he joined the New 
York Chapter and lectured or soap-boxed, as opportunity offered, until the 
Committee was disbanded on Dec. 12th. For the last four months he was Chairman 
of the Speakers Bureau of the Brooklyn Chapter. 

"He has now resigned as associate editor of a New Jersey newspaper 
in order to organize a committee witnS^EACE AS ITS FIRST OBJECTIVE, He has done 
so because he found that most ether peace organizations have other objectives 
which they put first. 

"Fellow American: 

"Whether you WISH IT or NOT — your tax-contributions are financing 
world-wide death and destruction. What are you doing for PEACE and FREEDOM? 

"A few short months ago many of us were laboring to keep peace And 
to promote freedom. We were deeply and sincerely concerned about the future of 
our country. 7V"e knew that the entry of our country into the war would mean the 
sacrifice of American lives all over the world, the lowering of our standard of 
living, the building up of a debt that would destroy our economic freedom and 
the impoverishment of future generations. We knew that during the war the 
Bureaucrats and Comunists in Washington would make us more nearly totalitarian 
and wc knew that the only reward we would get out of victory would be the 
privilege of upholding the British Empire and of forcing our joint domination 
upon the world 'for a hundred years' (to quote Ur.

"Answering your inquiry as to underground activity of America First groups and 
leaders since Poirl Harbor, I submit the following inforcKition which is the 
last report X have had regarding the America First Committee* 


"On December 10, 1941, Mrs, GEORGE BUSH, active in America First, called 
at the "No Foreign War Coalition* hoadauarters and announced that the mooting 
of tho America First Executive Committee bed been called off but that tho Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin Chapter of America First had met Tuesday night, December 9, 1941, 
with about forty members present* FRANK HcGRATH, Chairman of that chapter, 
asked that tho members take a standing vote on thoir desires as to future acti¬ 
vity* The throe alternative policies on which the membership was asked to base 
its future were;(l) to dissolvo entirely; this was voted down; (2) to support 
tho war against Japan but otherwise object to war against other foreign nations; 
only ono-third of tho membership supported this plan; (3) to remain dormant for 
tho duration, two-thirds voted yes.

There was applause for Mr. FISH whenever he asserted that *we must keep America 
out of war* and he asserted this many times.

He soored the attitude of those who have "one ohip on each shoulder 
and one on the tope of their heads and go out looking for war," and, remarking

DETAILS : AT PITTSBURGH, PENNSYLVANIA 

The following is a chronological clipping history of * 
the formation and the activities of the America First Committee in Pittsburgh in 
aofar as those activities were publicly announced. ■ This clipping history is from 
the Pittsburgh Sun-Telegraph. 


An article dated April 16, 1941, announced the forma- ' 
tion of the Pittsburgh chapter of the America First Committee. It stated that the 
announcement was made by JOHN E. GCRDCN, executive vice-chairman of the new organi¬ 
zation. According to the clipping GOHDOK also announced the dissolution of the 
Provisional Anti-War Committee of Pittsburgh effective as of April 16, 1941.The 
articlaf stated that the new Committee was headed by former Senator DAVID A. REED, 
hone vsfy chairman, and that the officers of the Committee consisted of Attorney 
GRANT (CURRY, treasurer, K. D. MAGRUDER, secretary, and JOHN B. GrCRDON, executive 
vic^-chainnan.

According to an article dated April 29, 1941, K. D. 
MAGRUDER announced that 1600 citizens had petitioned President Roosevelt to re¬ 
frain from using convoys in shipping goods to Great Britain. MAGRUDER said: 

"We have been organized less than a week. So many aignere in such a short time 
ought to convince anyone of the state of public opinion in this district.* 1 
According to the article MAGRUDER urged citizens to write to Senator WALTER F. 
GEECRGE, and to ask him to vote against convoys.

An article dated May 12, 1941, stated. that P HI LI P 
LaFOLLETTE talked to the Hungry Club of Pittsburgh on the noon of May 12, 1941, 
and stated that the fight for freedom ih Europe was lost because of man's misuse 
of the bounty of Almighty God. He urged that generous use of 3$ stamps could 
prevent us from getting into war simply by ma ili n g a protest to the President of 
the United States asking him to keep us out of war. 

An article dated May 13, 1941, announced that PHILIP 
LaFOIiETTE was the principal speaker at the first meeting of the Pittsburg America 
First Committee held at the North Side Carnegie Hall on the ni ght of May 12, 1941. 
The article amounced that 2000 people appeared to hear LaFOLLETTE. It further said 
♦hat during his speech LaFOLLETTE proposed a 6-point plan to put America'e house in 
order. This plan consisted of the following points; 

1, No involvement in war in Europe or Africa. 

2. Removal of HENRI L. STIMSON and FRANK KNOX, . x 
c *cretaries of War and Navy. 

3* Arming -Wu* United States. 

4 * Curing of internal ills, including the return of 
control over our monetary system and elimination 
, of the theory of over production. 

5. A job for every American. 

6. Security for those unable to care far themselves. 

An Article dated May 13, 1941, described a controversy 
held between PHILIP LaFOILETTE^who was the principal speaker at the Hungry Club on 
May 12, 1941, and FREDERICK c/ HcKEE, the chairman of the Pittsburgh chapter of the 
Cojnnittee to Defend America by Aiding the Allies. The article stated that after 
the speech by LaFOLLETTE, McKEE asked for and received three minutes in which to 
answer LaFOLLETTE. 

An article dated May 14, 1941, announced that the 
America First Committee of Pittsburgh were making plans to invite Senator WHEELER 
and CHARLES a. LINDBERGH to speak In Pittsburgh* 

An article dated May 23, 1941, stated that the America 
First Committee announced the opening of a drive for 25,000 no-war messages to 
President Roosevelt. The article stated that according to JOhfl B. GORDON, execu¬ 
tive vice-chairman of the Committee, the Committee had 500 members before LaFOLLETTE 
spoke in Pittsburgh and that afterward the membership jumped to 5,000 members. 

JLn article dated May 23, 1941, stated that Senator 
’tHESLER would speak at the second mass rally of the America First Committee to 
be held June 5,'1941. The same article listed a group of 43 Pittsburghers who 

their names to a telegram addressed to former Senator DAVID A. REED, ask¬ 
ing Mm to resign as honorary chairman of the Conmittee for the reason that some 
subversive groups support the Committee's objectives. The persons who signed..

Supporter of the Townsend Old Age Pension Plan* The article stated that WEIR 
was elected Chairman at the first meeting of the new group, which called them* 
selves •The Coanittee for America Only." The article went on to say that WEIR 
has run unsuccessfully for the City Council and for Congress on the Republican 
ticket* It stated that he has also been President of the national Recovery Asso¬ 
ciation, which is interested In old age pensions* The article went on to state 
that CHARLES A. MADDEN (Secretary of the Board of Governors of the Soldiers and 
Sailors Memorial Hall in Pittsburgh) was elected first Vice Chairman of the new 
group* It stated that MADDEN is active in Veterans groups, was Chairman of the 
Veterans Division of the America first Committee, and in 1938 was the Democratic 
candidate for Congress in Pittsburgh.

1942, and a susaary of the meeting ae reported by set' out as follows. 



___ American flag was draped behind the speaker'a 

table. The meeting was opened at approximately 8:15 p.m. by an individual who 
revealed his name as Dr. COTTON. At his request all individuals present stood 
and sang "The Star Spangled Banner," COTTON indicated that the quotations which 
he would make during his lecture were to be quoted from the periodicals entitled 
"Poet War Preventative Council" and from the "National Council to Prevent War." 
Everyone present was going to be given a chan ce to talk, according to Dr. COTTON, 
and from the general comments that were made, flH|stated that he was of the 
opinion that the gathering was definitely anti-British, anti-Roosevelt, anti- 
Churchill, and anti-Eleanor Roosevelt, and in addition thereto, Wendell Willkie 
came in for his share o f cri ticism. All were called war agitators by COTTON. 
COTTON was indicated by as bein g very "cagey" and gave approbation to any 
suggestion made. According to it was thought that the meeting was connected 
with the America First Committe^Tecause of the following circumstances. Hie 
question was asked from the audience if President Roosevelt had a right to give 
an opinion on India, and COTTON answered by saying that he wasn't a lawyer and 
was sorry that D E L IXQ RE LESSARD was no t presen t o n that occasion to answer the 
question.

connection, he Indicated that racial prejudices were injected 
into the meeting in the following manner: that a man and a woman in the 
audience who seemed very rabid said that they had heard that the Jews were 
buying all the land from the Japs who were being evacuated and were importing 
Negroes to work the land in question. In answer thereto, COTTON said that the 
Japs were first given a number of day6 to evacuate and that General De'.ilTT 
then changed the order and gave the Japs 48 hours to leave and as a result, 
the junkmen in California, particularly, would stand around and purchase 
Japanese property for a few cents on the dollar. 


^^Jcomraented on the fact that the trend of the meeting seemed to be 
more or less in sympathy with the Japanese. In addition thereto, the name of 
LSk AYEES, the motion picture actor recently enrolled in the conscientious 
objector camp in this area, was brought up. The individuals present thought 
that it was too bad that AYRES had to pay for his board and keep while various 
Japanese people who were interned or placed in work camps earned money for . 
their services. It was further noted that COTTON stated he had written to 
various motion picture houses, asking them not to take the AYRES pictures off 
the screen and urged all persons present at the meeting to patronize the 
AYRES pictures. 

It was indicated that the organization as yet had no name and he 
was undecided as to what kind of a name to give the group. Consideration was 



given by COTTON to affiliating with gome national organization which had the 
same views of isolationism. COTTON also revealed that it might be better for 
the organization to have no name at all, and he urged the individuals present 
to pass oat copies of the platform and imitation mentioned, but not to give 
the distribution very ouch publicity, as the platform and invitation might 
fall into th e han ds of people mho might not be friendly* . In other words, 
according to MB it was indicated that the members present be very choosy in 
the people the^aoked to attend the meetings,

present were of the older class of persona and, in his opuuoa, were definitely 
and apparently below the average type of person. There were, however, a man 
and woman present in toe crowd who were apparently very well dressed and whom 
■fei of the opinion might be paid propagandists. Their identity, however, 

ascer tain ed. He was further of the opinion that many of the individual!

One 
of the points that was particularly stressed in the meeting was that the United 
States should make a separata peace if Great Britain did not grant India iamediat 
independence. Other statements were made that tended to show that Japan was 
really not the aggressor f but the United States was, in the present conflict.

This newspaper is one of the chief 
organs of the Ukrainian Fascists. Their activities era wall known to the 
United States Government and members of their staff have many times been 
interrogated by the F.B.I. and United Statee Immigration Officials. 9 m 
comment in this newspaper reads as follows* 

'On April 23, Colonel Lindbergh addressed a great maating in 
New York) this time as spokesman for the organisation America 
First Committee which is hostile to America's entry into 
European and Asiatic wart .... Even his adversaries must admit 
that, as a world traveler, student of relations prevailing in 
various countries, and as an expert flyer, he speaks with 
knowledge and understanding of tilings.' 
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"In SVOBClDi., the other Ukrainian Fascist newspaper, whioh is published 
in Jersey City, Mew Jersey and edited by LUKE JQ5HUKA, head nan of the Ukrainian 
Fascists in America, the following statement appeared in the leans of April 25,

■Lindbergh continues to be against the war and aid to Bigland* 

•Colonel Charles Ajfliindbergh spoke at a great mass meeting at Manhattan 
Center in New fork City. He stated that England tries once again to 
entice America to enter the war and that she expects to obtain from 
America not only help in products; but also an expeditionary army* 
Bigland must lose the war, Lindbergh said. Even America’s aid won’t 
help her to win it; but it would be a tragedy if the British Bnpire 
fell. He added that the American Government would be subjected to 
sharp criticism for its efforts to push America into the war. the 
majority doesn't want it.* 


"Of course this newspaper and its people have been under careful 
surveillance by the Government and they shied clear of editorial consent. 
But the manner in which the report is written gives benefit and accent to 
favor Lindbergh. 


■The'^RSE AMERICAN which is the organ of the Qerman-Amerlcan Bund, 
on April 24, 1941, page four, made the following comment* (it was printed 
in German and the following is a translation) 


•Those who sacrifice themselves take a risk in order to convey to the 
people a true picture of the war situation and are being Insulted by the 
ignorant. Look at the Lindbergh ease, a man who has been celebrated as a 
hero for years is now being condemned by the same powerful clique who want { 

to break the neck of fighting Germandoa. 

1 Wither Coughlin and many other freedom loving good citlsens, on orders 
of the powerful, invisible rulers, had to run the gauntlet of our stupid era.'

Confidential Informant advised that FREDERICK JOSEPH 
LIBBEY was bom on November 24, 1874 in Richmond, Maine, and is presently 
married to FAITH WARD, having been married in the south cf June, 1932. 

LIBBY’S present address is 1013 18th Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C.. Confidential Infomant advised that some time previous 
to the present date, the exact dates of which he did not know, LIBBY former¬ 
ly resided in the city of Philadelphia. 

According to Confidential Infomant, LIBBY studied at the 
University of Berlin, University of Heidelberg and Marlborough University 
in Germany. After having completed his studies in Germany, he werit to the 
University of Oxford, having commenced his studies there in the year 1902. 

He later studied at the Andover Theological Seminary* He became the Pastor 
of the Union Congregational Church in Magnolia, Massachusetts, during the 
year 1905 and continued in his Pastorial duties until the year 1911, at 
which time he gave up this position to travel. During the years 1911-12, 
LIBBY traveled extensively throughout China, Australia and Europe, From 
the years 1912 to 1920, he attended the Phillips Exeter Academy. 

According to Confidential Informant, in 1921, LIBBY was 
elected Executive Secretary of the National Council for the Prevention of 
War* He is a member of the Joint Committee of National Peace Organisation, 
and heads the Philadelphia organisation of the Women's International League 
for Peace and Freedom. LIBBY is a member of the following organisations;

Confidential Informant advised, LIBBY stated that World War 
Number 2, is not a war for the defense of Democracy, but a war for the de¬ 
fense of the British Bnpire, At that tint, he also predicted'the defeat of 
FRANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT, the President of the United States. 
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According to Confidential Infb rmant, LIBBY spoke at 
the liethodist Church located at 16th and Spruce Streets, on October 17, 1940, 
on behalf of the Fellowship of Reconciliation, and the Youth Committee Against

Since there Is 
new only one choice, no possible good could come from debating further any 
other alternatives which cannot be taken.

But while the future commands all our energies and attention, I cannot put 
aside the temptation to take one glance back at the work of our Committee* 

*e do not find then any great victories to celebrate for we lost on every 
major issue. .Wo part of the program which we advocated was ever adopted, and 
the most that we can claim to have accomplished was the delaying of our entry 
Into this war by some six or eight months, rie can all hope that during that 
period our defenses have been strengthened as everyone advocated. 


We had together a band pf patriotic Americans who, despite defeat, worked 
. without stint for a cause in which they believed and which was becoming daily 
more unpopular. There were women who worked day after day in our office ad- 
' dressing envelops, folding literature, and writing letters. There were those 
who worked among their friends, those who called on the telephone, spreading 
■ word of our meetings* fhere were men who gave of their time to plan our rallies 
- to jiandle our publicity^ to write letters, to solicit contributions, to do the 
weary drudge work that is a necessary part of every activity.

Public Auditorium, tonight, Charles A* Lindbergh said: 


There la no need for me to outline to you the seriousness of 

the situation we face today In America. In the past, we have gone on 

the assumption that our courtry was governed according to the will of 

the people. That has been taken for granted as a part of the American 

system of life. We were taught, even as- school children, that govern- 

« 

ment by the people was inseparable from the freedom and liberty for 
which our ‘forefathers fought, 7/e were taught that, as American citiz¬ 
ens, we Inherited the right to know about, and to vote upon the funda¬ 
mental politics of our nation. In the past, we have elected candidates 
to represent us, and not to rule us. In the past, our President was 
responsible to our representatives In Congress. And the Supreme Court” 
sat, incorruptlbly, as a final safeguard for freedom and Justice in 
our nation* Each one of these branches of government, the Executive, 
the Legislative, and the Judicial, was Intended to be a check upon the 
others, that our American way of life night be preserved. 

.But now the question arises whether we any longer have a 
representative system of government in this country,* whether we any 
longer have the right to.know about, and to vote upon, the fundamental 
policies of our nation. We are faced with the stark fact that we have 
been carried to the verge of war against the opposition of a majority 


of our people — a war not of defense, but of attack; a war not In 
America, but' in fiurope’and Asia, We~are faced with llie realization ' 
that our President consults our representatives In Congress with less 
and less frequency, and that, while the direct attempt to pack oar 
Supreme Court failed. Its membership has now changed Indirectly through

rUttaek; that of whether or not the destiny of America is to be merged 
bhe destiny of Europe -- has not been placed before a vote of our 


people, That Issue has been withheld from us, mod withheld intention- 
nally. 



National polls show that from the time thin war started in 
Europe, when Americans were asked whether or not we should enter it, 
the overwhelming majority'answered n N0l" National polls, today, show 
that the great majority of our people still stand opposed to entering 
the war* But step "by step we have been carried toward it. The Admin¬ 
istration in Washington has not even tried to follow the mandate of 
our people to stay out of war* Many of the office holders in our 
Government have made every effort to evade that mandate* Instead of 
informing us, they have withheld infoimation. Instead of taking steps 
to keep us out of war, ttey have taken steps to get us into war. Prom 
the repeal of the arms embargo to the occupation of Iceland, we have 
become more and more involved* And each step we have made toward war 
has been with the promise of the Administration that; It was for the 
purpose of keeping us out. 

Men and women of Ohio: Yfhile there is still time to think 
and speak freely, Americans must ask themselves this question — 

Are we operating under a government by representation, or are we oper¬ 
ating under a governnent by subterfuge? If our Government carries us 
to war with the majority of our people against it, are we not faced 
with a problem that is even more fundamental than war itself? 

I fully realize that the charge of subterfuge is serious In 


se¬ 


ttle extreme; but let me recall to your minds a few of the facts that 
lie behind it* Do you remember how we were told that the repeal of 
the arms embargo would be the surest way to keep this country out of 
war? The same people who tell us now that we must go to war, told 
us then that it was only necessary to sell aims on a cash and carry 
basis in order to insure victory for the Allies* They were emphatic

in saying that no one asked us to lend money, or to send troops abroad 
It was only last spring that the "Lease-Land 11 Bill was passed, again 
with promises that it would keep us out of war; but by that time we 
were informed that we had to lend arms in order to Insure victory*

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"boys would not be sent to fight in foreign wars. But we now find 

* 

that inside of these sweetened promises of peace ^lay the deadly pills 
of war, and that we have been swallowing them one after another for 
mary months. We find that while the American people were promised 
peace, the British people were given to understand that we would enter 
war. Only a few days ago, the Prime Minister of England confidently 
told his people that America is on the verge of war, British generals 
discuss openly when and where an American Expeditionary Force Is to be 
sent. And our President does not renew his promise. Now that the 
elections are over, we in America ask in vain to be told, even once 
"again” that our boys will not be sent to. fight in foreign wars. 

These are not the only proofs of the subterfuge in our 
present Government, Let me cite a few more examples. Not many months 
ago, our President told us that "convoys mean shooting, aftd shooting 
means war". Then, a little later, when we objected to the use of con¬ 
voys, we were informed that our navy was not "convoying, 11 but that It 
was already being used to "patrol" the seas for an indefinite distance 
from our shores* The word "patrol" has been substituted for the word 
"convoy", and possibly the letter of the law was satisfied; but what¬ 
ever may be Hie legal technicalities, the fact remains that the Ameri¬ 
can people were misled. 

The hypocrisy and subterfuge that surrounds us comes out in 
every statement of the war party* When we demand that our Government 
listen to the 80# of the people who oppose war, they shout that we are 
causing disunity. The same groups who call on us to defend democracy 
and freedom abroad, demand that we kill democracy and freedom at home 
by forcing four-fifths of our people into war against their will. The 
one-fifth who are for war call the four-fifths who are against war the 
J*fifth column. 11 

These interventionists, who call themselves the defenders of 
‘freedom and democracy, dare not place the issue of war to a vote of our 
jMgple. They dared not let us vote on war at the last election, and 
i gjjy 11 da re not let us vote on war today* They are afraid to put the ; 

’io a referendum of the people, or to a vote of Congress. They 
know that the people of this oountry will not vote for war, and they 
the ref ora’ plan on involving ua through subterfuge. As I said months 
ago, x have listened to Interventionists in this country argue among 
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themselves about i.hat steps "short of war" would take us Into war 
most quickly. 

Hen aid women of Ohio: The war party*s plan Is clear. 

Since this country will not enter war willingly, they plan on creat¬ 
ing incidents and situations which will force ua Into It. The inter¬ 
ventionists know that If our defense program Is extended far enough 
into Swope or Asia, they can geo us into a foreign war under the 
guise of defending America. They now say, with all ttie power of 
their propaganda, that we must occupy Africa in order to defend Amer¬ 
ica. They say that we must control Islands lying Off the coast of 
the Eastern hemisphere. They want us to send our soldiers to tile 
East Indies, the Cape Verdes, the Canaries, Madeira, the Asores, 
Ireland, and possibly England as well. And they know that If our 
occupation of Iceland doesn’t bring on the shooting, the occupation 
of these other places will* 

We are told that we must fight- for the freedom of mankind* 

But the greatest battle for freedom Is being fought right here In 
America today. If tie cannot maintain our freedom In the New World, 
we cannot Ibrce freedom on the Old World. What is freedom if it Is 
not the right of a free people to vote on the Issue of foreign wart 
Where is freedom If four-fifths of a nation can be carried to war 
against its will? Y/hero is freedom when Americans ask unanswered 
whether or not our navy has already fought upon the sea —■ whether or 
rmt our forces-have already been sent abroad? Where Is freedom when 
the American army Is sent to occupy an Island of Europe without our 
Congress even being asked? Where is freedom when it becomes disunity 
for citizens to meet and discuss their beliefs on the fundamental

For the Hitler peace offensive. Hitler's Mole card is Stalin 
and Churchill's hole card is FDR. Stalin is rarin to go; FDR 
isn't. Stalin wants to go south against the British possessions and 
protectorates in Asia, including India. He has something to gain 
by fighting with the Axis. About the only easy pickings for the

Hitler would prefer an instant end of the war to a long drawn * 
out struggle in which he and Stalin emerged victorious over a 
devastated Europe and a vanquished British Empire. The reasons are 
simple: Germany la in a position to benefit more economically in 
an immediate peace allowing her to Inaugurate the new order in a 
Europe not yet devastated than she possibly could as a eo-victor 
with Russia in a ruined Europe. The reason relations are strained 
between Washington and Vichy is that Vichy does not want to do a 
Poland for the British cause. Those who want a five or ten year 
war of destruction of Europe to end Hitlerism are mostly domiciled 
outside the areas to be devastated for democracy.

Politically, economically, militarily, FDR has nothing to fear.

During this time he heeds Fssclst powers and fabulous spending. 

For these methods he will need a myth to replaoe Britain and aea 
power, an ideology and a large corps of propagandists. For the 
first few months he can get away with the line that it is all for 
defense against, and the ultimate overthrow of, Hitlerism abroad. 

But this will peter out In ahort order as Eltler says to America,

This committee la one of the moat powerful, though least 
known, In the Senate. It controls the contingent fund of 
the Senate from which committee Investigations are finan¬ 
ced* If the committee refuses to act, a proposed inves¬ 
tigation can be completely blocked.

STORY OF HESS ' PEACE TERMS 

Described by United States Senators - published in the 
Chicago Tribune, July 10* 

The story as told by the senators, followa t 

"Hitler had determined to go to war with Russia and 
had node impossible demands on Stalin when ho commissioned 

Hess, his pro-British anti-communist deputy fuehrer, to 
fly to Scotland with his peace terms* 

"Hitler's desire for peace was based on his fear of a 
long stalemated war, with inevitable American entry on the 
aide of Britain* He was convinced that neither side could 
win such a war and that the sole victor, should the western 
powers fight themselves to exhaustion, would be communism* 

"Hitler's attack on Russia was in part military and 
economic, in part political. He needed the oil, the grain, 
the ore, and other raw materials which the Russians were not 
supplying in sufficient quantities, and be wished to knock 
out the Russian army in order to insure himself against an 
ultimate war on two fronts. His political purpose was to 
sppecl to the anti-comr.unist sentiment In both Great Britain 
and the United States* He shrewdly foresaw a popular revul¬ 
sion in the United States against foiling an alliance with 
connauniam in a crusade to establish President Roosevelt's 
"four freedoms" everywhere in the world. 

AIMED AT INTERVENTIONIST CASE 

"Hitler's per.ee proposals to Great Britain also were 
calculated to destroy the mein argument for American inter¬ 
vention in the war, the argument that F.nglend end the Bri¬ 
tish fleet constitute our first line of defense. Hess told 
the British that Cermcny wanted no part of the British Em¬ 
pire and no part of the British fleet. He reported that 
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Germany Intended to dominate the continent of Europe but 
did not wish to undertake the responsibility of maintaining 
order In the far east, which would be left to Britain. 

"Hess bluntly told the British that they could not 
win the*war.~ He cave then appalling ficuree'on the German 
production of aircraft and other war munitions. The Bri¬ 
tish oonoeded that if these figures were correot, their 
prospects would not be encouraging. 

■Hess, on the other hand, did not boast that Germany 
oould win the war. He argued only thet continuation of 
the struggle would end in a victory of ooianunism. 

SECRECY KEPT BY CHURCHILL 

"Prime Minister Churchill rejected all demands that 
he tell the house of com-a on a and the British people about 
the Hess affair. Clement Attlee, the lord privy seal, and 
other Laborlte members of the government Intimated that 
Hitler was suing for pecee because he knew he oould not 
win, but not a word cane from Churchill. He did not know 
what to tel! the Germans, because ho did not know how far 
he could rely on President Boosevelt for Americsn assis¬ 
tance In the war. 

"Accordingly, John G. Winant, Amoriocn ambassador to 
Britain, flew home at the end of Key for a aeries of con¬ 
ferences with President Roosevelt. He put the German peace 
proposals up to the President, and Hr. Roosevelt thereupon 
was required to ohoose between peace or war. If the war 
was to bo carried on, Ur. Roosevelt was told, the British 
must have some tangible evidence of definite milltaiy par* 
ticlpatlon by the United States. 

ACTION FOLLOWS DECISION 

"The President's decision, as the world knows, was for 
continuation of the war. Uinant returned to London with a 
complete report for Churchill on June 21, but in the mean¬ 
time the word had been cosmiunlcated by cable. Tho Brltiah 
govemnent and the allied refugee governments Issued a joint 
manifesto pledging war to the end, with no peace parleys. 

In the meantime, also, preparations were made for the evi¬ 
dence Churchill demanded of American military assistance — 
the landing of an expeditionary force in Iceland and the 
President's order far the navy to kcop tho Atlantic eea 
lanes open for the flow of munitions to Britain."

President Roosevelt consummated a treaty with the 
foreign government of Iceland, although the treaty-making 
rests with the Senate.

"The people should tell their elected representatives that 
they are expected to keep their pre-election campaign pledges that 
they would do everything possible to keep' our country out of foreign 
wars. This proposed revision of the Neutrality Act means war. The 
people should let their Congressmen know that the people know that 
this measure is about the same as p. declaration of war. If enough 
people will tell their Congressmen this week that their constituents 
expect them to vote against this virtoul repeal of the Neutrality 
Act, we can defeat this move to get America into an undeclared 
shooting war , 11 

And Congressman Joe Shannon (D) of Missouri, delivered a 
stirring address on the floor of the House, saying, "Now is the 
time for the people of America to rise up in their power, and 
push an avalanche of mail on Congress in order to save our democracy 
from destruction and to prevent wholesale murder of our fine 
American boys on bloody battle-fields all over the world and on the 
shores of the seven seas.

When first issued in May, 1940, this 
booklet bore the title "Hie Truth About 
England”; & title which was then appropri¬ 
ate since the England therein described 
was the England ol King George ID and 
his Prime Minister Lord North, and the 
England of King George VI and his Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill. ... In brief 
it was the "old” England which for 160 
years bad kept the world in a ferment of 
war and revolution for the purpose of ex¬ 
ploitation^ To the same effect the title and 
subject-matter of the first booklet were 
suited to the America of May, 1940, for at 
this date the American government was 
still a government Of, For and By the 
people, and in no danger of becoming a 
Dictatorship, as now seems inevitable. But 
with the fall of France,—the impending 
fall of England,—and the certainty of an 
American Dictatorship, the Author found 
it necessary to re-write several pages of 
the original text; and here re-names the 
present issue 'The Truth About the "old” 
England—and (the truth about) The New 
Europe” . . . 

True, the "old” England is not yet com¬ 
pletely dead nor the "new” American dio 
tatorship completely established; but since 
these are consummations soon to be 
achieved (if not "devoutly to be wished”) 
—and since the "old” England with its 
Royalty, Nobility and Aristocracy may 
soon remove to Canada, it is high time 
that the people of the United States con¬ 
sider seriously (1) What should be their 
attitude toward the "old” England then 
established on American soil, and (2) 
What should be their attitude toward the

To repeat 
the first question in more explicit language 
—"Can tile people of the United States 
dare assume the risk of sharing the Amer¬ 
ican Continent with a Royalty and Nobil¬ 
ity that have been our economic and po¬ 
litical enemies for 160 years?” To restate 
the second question in equally explicit 
language, "How shall we deal with the new 
nation soon to arise in the British Isles, 
when that new nation has become part of 
the New Europe,—the New United States 
of Europe?” That the issue involved in 
these questions will vitally affect the fu- 1 
ture of our own United States, will be im¬ 
mediately apparent, but to the average 
reader it is not yet apparent that the issue 
here involved was in no way affected by 
the result of the 1940 Presidential Cam¬ 
paign; since the Candidates of both major 
parties espoused the same Foreign Policy 
of "unlimited aid” to the "old” Eng¬ 
land ....

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Foreword 


When, in October, 1937, President Roos¬ 
evelt startled the world with his declara¬ 
tion that the Democratic nations must 
unite to suppress the Aggressor nations,

-< due time*' America would again join the 
Allies in a new war against Germany_ 

When four months later Secretary Har¬ 
old Ickes broadcast throughout the Brit¬ 
ish Empire (but not in America) his 
promise that America would aid England 
in any future trar with Oeimany, the 
Ickes promise was also whispered through¬ 
out England and France as further proof 
that in due time, America would join them 
in another war to make the world safe for 
Democracy. 

When ten months later, Secretary Cor¬ 
dell Hull convened the Pan-American con¬ 
ference at Lima, Peru, it was quietly whis¬ 
pered in England and France that the pur¬ 
pose of the Lima conference was NOT as 
indicated by Secretary Hull^-a conference 
to promote commerce between the United 
States and the nations of Central and 
South America, but was instead, an at¬ 
tempt to destroy the commerce then exist¬ 
ing between Central and South America, 
and the aggressor states, Germany and 
Italy. So interpreted, the people of Eng¬ 
land and France regarded the Lima Con-

England, and thus deprive the FEOriJS 
of the United States of their right to 
TRADE with the new Europe ... Though 
It is now too late to resist this pro-English 
Policy qf our Dictatorial Government, this 
^resent Booklet is offered the American 
reader in the hope, that AFTER the war 
ends, the PEOPLE of America can set to 
work to create a Government and a 
Foreign Policy, under which the people of 
the United States of America can unite 
with the people of the United States of 
Europe, in bringing peace and prosperity 
to the entire world. 

But this united effort for world-union 
and peace cannot and will not come, until 
the people of America realize the stupidity 
of trying to save that "old” England which 
for 160 years has methodically robbed, 
plundered and betrayed the nations of the 
earth.... By the time this booklet reaches 
the reader that old England may be dea d 
and buried but even so, HEAD THIS 
BOOKLET CAREFULLY, that no act of 
ours may contribute to a Resurrection of

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CHAPTER I. 


TYRANNY 
By Military Power 

In 1606 England granted the American 
Colonies their first Government Charter, 
and among the concessions granted in this 
Charter the one of greatest importance 
was that contained in Section X which 
empowered the Colonies to establish their 
own Banking System and issue their own 
colonial money - . , Because this Banking 
System was free from any English inter¬ 
ference, the Colonies began to enjoy an 
immediate expansion of commerce, both 
between themselves and with foreign na¬ 
tions, with the result that the colonies also 
enjoyed a steady growth in population and 
prosperity ... By 1750 with a popula¬ 
tion of approximately three million, and 
with their ships sailing the Seven Seas, 
the Colonies began to be known as the 
American Utopia: But in England the 
growth of the colonies was no longer 
viewed with favor. For with thousands 
coming to America yearly from all over 
Europe, the English foresaw that it would 
not be long until the Colonies would be 
more European than English, and that 
with their rapidly growing commerce and 
industry, the colonies would soon achieve 
Economic independence. So the merchants 
and bankers of England said to the Crown, 
"If the Colonies achieve Economic inde¬ 
pendence, it will not be long until they de¬ 
mand Political independence”; and at once 
the Crown, the merchants and bankers be¬ 
gan conspiring to prevent Colonial inde¬ 
pendence either Economic or Political. As 
the first step in this conspiracy, Parlia¬ 
ment enacted a law forbidding the colonies 
to trade with any nation except England, 
expecting this law to have three specific 
results: 

First; Since American ships would be 
restricted to English ports, emigration 
from other lands would be greatly cur¬ 
tailed, and thus the population of the col¬ 
onies would remain largely English: This 


result would benefit the Crown . . . Sec¬ 
ond; As a result of the law, the colonies 
would be compelled to sell their farm prod¬ 
ucts to English merchants, and buy their 
manufactured articles from English 
merchants, and for such prices as the Eng- 
list merchants might dictate: This result 
would benefit English merchants and man¬ 
ufacturers . . . 

Third: Since the balance of trade would 
always be in favor of England, and since v 
this trade-balance must be paid in Gold,« 
the colonies having no gold would be com¬ 
pelled to borrow it in England: This re¬ 
sult would benefit English Bankers ... 
As we can now readily understand, this 
English Conspiracy was a terrific blow to 
the colonies; prosperity and immigration 
came to a dead stop, hardship succeeded 
happiness and here and there were men 
who spoke of revolution . . . But here as 
many times later, England over-reached 
herself, for the colonies, unable to buy and 
sell to advantage in England, began solv¬ 
ing their problem by building their own 
factories, and by so doing, created a mar¬ 
ket for their raw-materials, created the 
goods formerly purchased in England, and 
created employment for their workmen... 
So, fearing the success of this new threat 
to their domination, the English mer¬ 
chants and bankers compelled Parliament 
to further a second conspiracy by enacting 
a second law,—The Stamp Act of 1765. .. 
Under the provisions of this Law, no cir¬ 
cular or pamphlet, no Legal Document 
such as Notes, Mortgages or Bills of Ex¬ 
change could be circulated in the colonies 
without first having affixed thereto the 
required English "Stamp”; the Stamps 
ranging in cost from one penny to fifty 
dollars ... As in the former case, three 
results were expected from the Stamp 
law: First: It would place such a burden 
on business that investment in Colonial In¬ 
dustry would soon end, with the result 
that Colonial trade would again be domin¬ 
ated by English merchants and manufac¬ 
turers. Second: Since the "Stamps” must 
be paid for in English gold, and the gold 
borrowed in England, colonial finance 
would again be brought under the domina¬ 
tion of English Bankers. 
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Third: Since these restrictions would 
prevent economic progress, the resulting 
hardship and poverty would render the col¬ 
onies submissive; and thus greatly bene¬ 
fit the English Crown . . , 

But in this second conspiracy England 
had “killed the goose that laid the golden 
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destroyed colonial business that there was 
an immediate and nation-wide demand for 
complete Independence and the end of 
English tyranny. . . Aware of this grow¬ 
ing threat of Revolution, Parliament re¬ 
pealed the Stamp Act in 1766; but the re¬ 
peal came too late, for realizing that in the 
two laws just described, England was at-

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slavery; and realizing further that there 
could be no real progress or expansion un¬ 
der English rule, the Colonies began their 
preparations for Revolution, and finally in 
1776, issued their Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence and began the War which later ended 
in the victory of 1781, with surrender of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown, . . . And so ends 
the first period of Eritish-Americsn his¬ 
tory; the 180 year period here entitled 
"Tyranny by Military Power” , , . Had 
the England of that day possessed that 
Spirit of Democracy which has ever been 
her boast, she would have seen the folly 
of her tyranny, and would have realized 
that in forcing the colonies into war she 
was making the greatest mistake in hu¬ 
man history. For this war not only cost 
England all the colonies had then become; 
it cost her all the colonies MIGHT have be¬ 
come, under a wise and beneficent rule ... 
But though England had lost the War, she 
was far from through with us yet, for 
what she had lost at Yorktown, she now 
planned to recover in New York; What 
she had lost on the field of battle, she now 
planned to recover in the field of finance: 
—and so we come to the second chapter of 


English tyranny in America; a chapter we 
shall call. 


CHAPTER II. 


TYRANNY 
By Conspiracy 


While this period ‘"officially*" began in 
1791 with the founding of "The Bank of 
the United States,” it actually began in 
1778 while the Continental Army was en- 
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Here for a time it looked as though the 
War for Independence would be lost for 
General Washington was unable to pro¬ 
cure funds' with which to equip his rapidly 
dwindling army; but at the psychological 
moment a Philadelphia merchant, Robert 
Morris, came to Washington’s rescue by 
placing at his disposal more than one mil¬ 
lion dollars ... Where or from whom 
Robert Morris secured this stupendous 
sum was not disclosed, but it is now widely 
believed that the money came from the 
same European Banker who framed the 
deal by which King George ID had pro¬ 
cured 15,1)00 Hessian soldiers from the 
Landgrave of Hesse two years before. 
That King George paid twenty million dol¬ 
lars for his Hessian troops, and that much 
of this sum was then paid to the Banker 
by way of commission is now well known: 
And it is highly probable that soon there¬ 
after the Banker sent much of his commis¬ 
sion to his Philadelphia agent, one Haym 
Salomon, who at the psychological mo¬ 
ment, gave it to Robert Morris* If this 
theory is true, part of the money spent 
by King George for his Hessian Army was 
later used to equip our Continental Arm 
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—an early instance of an International 
Banker financing both sides of a War. . . 
At ally rate the theory Is supported by the 
fact that in 1776 Haym Salomon was ar¬ 
rested by the British General in New 
York, and was later jreleased in 1778 at 
the demand of Die Hessian Officer com¬ 
manding the Hessian troops. . . And the 
theory is supported by the further fact, 
that immediately following his release 
Haym Salomon came into the official fam¬ 
ily of Robert Morris, and that soon there¬ 
after Robert Morris received the million 
dollars he gave to General Washington .. * 
But even though the origin of this million 
dollars remains uncertain, the purpose of 
the gift is now clear, for though this mil- 
lion-dollar gift won the war, it later caused 
the enslavement of the American people 
for a period of forty years. . . 

AN ENGLISHMAN BECOMES OUR 
FIRST SECRETARY OF THE 
TREASURY 

Soon after making his million-dollar gift 
Robert Morris suggested to General Wash- 
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Alexander Hamilton as aide-de-camp, ex¬ 
plaining that as young Hamilton was an 
expert financier he could render valuable 
services in handling the finances of the 
Army. As aide-de-camp, Hamilton, who had 
been bom a British subject and trained in 
British banking - and - business methods, 
soon won the confidence of General Wash¬ 
ington; so completely in fact, that when 
eleven years later the General had become 
President, he appointed Hamilton as our 
first Secretary of the Treasury . . . 

Whether Morris was involved in this sec¬ 
ond Hamilton appointment is not clear, but 
it is dear as his later record revealed, that 
Hamilton was better fitted for the Treas¬ 
ury appointment than any other man then 
available. . . * During his one year in the 
Treasury, Hamilton placed the national 
credit on a sound financial basis, following 
doseiy the plans and principles long since 
adopted by the Treasury department of 
the ENGLISH government . . . But as 
later events revealed, Hamilton as Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury did something more 
than establish the national credit, — he 


“won* the friendship of important mem¬ 
bers of Congress, who were later to repay 
his favors in a most substantial maimer. 
After one year in office, Hamilton took the 
first step in a well-laid conspiracy, by 
threatening to leave the Treasury and 
enter private business. . . . Now, since 
Hamilton had planned the Treasury De¬ 
partment and was the one man in America 
who understood its intricacies, his threat¬ 
ened resignation caused a near-panic 
throughout the nation: Immediately 
Government finances became involved« 
and the Government credit impaired; * 
and when leading businessmen and 
bankers announced THEIR loss of confi¬ 
dence, now that Hamilton no longer con¬ 
trolled the Treasury, a wave of fear swept 
the country causing a complete stoppage 

of the Nation's Industry and Commerce_ 

Beyond question, this is exactly what 
Hamilton and his friends had planned and 
expected,—a complete undermining of the 
nation's Financial structure, as the first 
step of a conspiracy TO GAIN CONTROL 
OF THE NATION'S MONETARY SYS¬ 
TEM. 

About one year after his resignation 
and with conditions growing from bad to 
worse, Hamilton petitioned Congress for 
a Charter for a National Bank; urging 
that by no other means could national con¬ 
fidence be restored and the nation's finan¬ 
cial structure preserved. . . . The petition 
was at first refused, but later as condi¬ 
tions grew worse (and his friends in Con¬ 
gress had done their work) the petition 
was granted, and Hamilton was given a 
Charter for “The Bank of the United 
States,” — the said Charter to expire in 
twenty years. Concerning the internal or¬ 
ganization of the new Bank, the following 
may prove interesting:—In form and pow¬ 
er, it was a duplicate of the Bank of 
ENGLAND. The Gold which sustained its 
credit, had been largely advanced by the 
Bankers of England; Much of its stock 
was owned by English bankers ... In 
brief, this original uank of the United 
States was little other than a BRANCH of 
the Bank of England; as, from the day he 
took office as Secretary of the Treasury, 
Hamilton had planned it should be ... Pat-

terned after the Bank of England, financed 
with English gold, and with much of its 
stock owned in England, the Bank began 
its operations, and HOW did it operate? It 
operated as surgeons usually operate, by 
“cutting out” something: And in a few 
years the Bank had “cut out” the happi¬ 
ness and security of most of the “Ameri¬ 
cans” in America by this simple expedi¬ 
ent: 

—It restricted its Loans (1) To those 
merchants who would make their foreign 
purchases in England. (2) To those newly 
arrived Englishmen, who upon their ar¬ 
rival bought a controlling interest in exist¬ 
ing companies, or when that was impos¬ 
sible started similar companies in competi¬ 
tion. (3) Made loans to those American 
Tories of New York, Boston and Philadel¬ 
phia who had opposed our War for Inde¬ 
pendence and who still hoped that Mother 
England would again dominate the col¬ 
onies ... As a result of this concentra¬ 
tion of money and control of credit, in less 
than twenty years the establishment of 
the Hamilton Bank, the English and Pro- 
English completely dominated the nation's 
industry and commerce, while the Ameri¬ 
cans who had won the War for Independ¬ 
ence had been driven out of business and 
their properties foreclosed . . . This first 
Instance of English domination of our eco¬ 
nomic life, followed the plan used consist¬ 
ently by England throughout the world for 
the past 150 years, and always with the 
same result,—Great Profits for England; 
and Great Losses for the nations victim¬ 
ized . . . This Plan, conceived in Conspir¬ 
acy and bora of Tyranny, has been best 
desertheri in tJhA rpmorlrsKta mnTmorrnnVi 

“Forty Years After,” published in 1931 by 
Pope Pius XI: Here His Holinesg said, 
“This Power (control of Money and Cred¬ 
it) becomes PARTICULARLY IRRESIST¬ 
IBLE when exercised by those who be¬ 
cause they hold and control Money, are 
able also to govern Credit AND DETER¬ 
MINE ITS ALLOTMENT.” It was this 
fact of “allotment” that made the tyranny 
of the Hamilton Bank “particularly irre¬ 
sistible" ; for since the Banka Loans were 
“allotted” to the English and pro-English, 
while the real Americans engaged in In¬ 
dustry and Commerce could not obtain 


such loans; it was inevitable that the busi¬ 
ness and the wealth of the real Americans 
would soon pass to the English and pro- 
English,—as Hamilton had foreseen and 
planned... In brief what England had lost 
at Yorktown and Saratoga, she had now 
regained in New York and Washington: 
She had lost the battle with bullets, but 
won the battle with Gold, and again the 
American people, as in the days of the* 
Colonies, were the victims of English tyr-* 
anny. 

True, the people still retained their 
boasted freedom of Speech and Assembly, 
but these were of no avail for Hamilton 
could say with Rothschild, “Give me the 
power to control a nation's money, and I 
care not who makes its laws” ... But here 
again as in 1765, England had over¬ 
reached herself: Too many merchants 
and manufacturers had been driven out of 
business; too many farmers had lost their 
land; and too many workmen were walk¬ 
ing the streets while newly-arrived Eng¬ 
lishmen possessed their jobs; indeed con¬ 
ditions had grown so desperate that the 
Congressmen who had granted the Char¬ 
ter for the Hamilton Bank, began to fear 
for their jobs: And so it happened that in 
1811 when the Bank's Charter was about 
to expire, these Congressmen confided to 
the Bank’s officials that their Charter 
would not be renewed, lest such renewal 
cause a revolution ... At this point, Eng¬ 
land that had for twenty years dominated 
the Bank from behind the scenes, came 
out into the open, and repeated her trick 
of 1775, by forcing America into another 
war,—The War of 1812 . . . And bo for 
the second time in our history, the Inter¬ 
national Bankers led us into war; certain 
that whichever side Lost, the Bankers 
would win; and win they did. 

THE WAR OF 1812 

Though England’s war against America 
in 1812 somewhat contradicts England's 
claim that all her wars are fought in de¬ 
fense of Democracy and Christianity, the 
war did verify the old statement that 
“England never won a war or lost a 
Peace”: For in this war, as in that of 
1775, what England lost on the field of 
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battle, she later regained in the field of 
finance * *. Students of history have long 
puzzled over the nonchalance with which 
England accepted the defeat of her army 
at New Orleans where General Packenham 
was routed by General Andrew Jackson, 
but the reason for her nonchalance is both 
simple and obvious,—England never ex- 
pected to win the war, for at this time 
nine-tenths of her army was engaged in 
Prance and Spain in a war against Napo¬ 
leon: What England DID expect and did 
accomplish in the war of 1812, was to 
BANKRUPT THE AMERICAN GOV¬ 
ERNMENT .... As England had foreseen 
and planned, the war would bankrupt our 
Government; after which. The Bmk of 
the United States would refuse to circu¬ 
late its money or renew its loans, thus 
causing a nation-wide panic and depres¬ 
sion ... Then, after a year or two of fear 
and suffering, the people would permit 
Congress to issue another twenty-year 
Charter to the "Bank of the United 
States.” As we now know, the plan worked 
out according to schedule, and in 1816 the 
new Charter was issued and the Hamil¬ 
ton Bank (and England) were off to an¬ 
other twenty years of plunder and oppres¬ 
sion: Twenty years in which the Amer¬ 
ican people would again be victimized, 
American merchants again driven out of 
business, American farmers deprived of 
their lands, and American workmen robbed 
of their jobs; and all for & gang of English 
stockholders and pro-English bankers, 
masquerading behind the title, "The Bank 
of the United States.” . . . 

When after another twenty years of loss 
and suffering, poverty and foreclosure, the 
Bank’s second charter was due to expire 
and the Bank was preparing to petition for 
a third charter; Andrew Jackson, who had 
defeated the English in 1812, decided to 
defeat them again in 1832, and bo in this 
year he ran for the Presidency, promis¬ 
ing that if elected, he would destroy the 
Bank of the United States forever . . , 
Elected by a grea t majority Jackson kept 
his promise and the Bank was destroyed, 
—the Bank which Jackson knew had never 
been anything less or other, than a Branch 
of the Bank of England: But Jackson could 


aot destroy the English Bankers who had 
sponsored the Hamilton Bank, and in 1872 
these Bankers again appeared in America, 
with a different Plan, but with the same 
objective,—to re-establish their Tyranny 
by Conspiracy. 


ENGLAND "CARRIES ON” 
Conspiracy No. 3 

In 1872, an agent of the Bank of Eng¬ 
land, one Ernest Seyd, came to America 
bringing with him $500,000.00 in CASH, 
—the half-million dollars he later uBed to 
"persuade” Congress to DE-monetize Sil¬ 
ver ... From the days of Andrew Jackson, 
Silver had been our chief medium of ex¬ 
change, and because it was "coined” by the 
Government and net issued by bankers, it 
had been mainly responsible for the great 
increase in ^national wealth which we ex¬ 
perienced between 1832 and 1872. During 
this forty years Silver had been "lawful 
money,” which is to say it was good for 
ALL debts, both Public and private. But 
after 1872 when a bribed Congress DE- 
monetized Silver, it was no longer "lawful 
money” and could no longer be used for 
the discharge of Public debts (Government 
Bonds), for thereafter Government Bonds 
must be redeemed in Gold, gold-certificates 
or National Bank notes. To the average 
citizen this demonetizing of Silver made 
little difference, for the average citizen 
had no Government Bonds to be redeemed; 
but it made a great difference (and a great 
profit) to the bankers of England who held 
nearly a billion dollars in those Govern¬ 
ment Bonds which had been issued by 
Lincoln to finance the Civil War. After the 
Civil War and while our commerce and in¬ 
dustry were still disorganized, these Bonds 
fell below par (perhaps were "driven” be¬ 
low par) and when they struck bottom, 
they were bought up by the English bank¬ 
ers for the reason that will now appear: 
On the face of these Bonds were printed 
the words "Redeemable in Lawful Money 
of the United States”; words which would 
later cause the third greatest Panic in our 
history, and set in motion a series of finan¬ 
cial reverses from which we have not re¬ 
covered to this day. In brief, when the 
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lends were issued they were redeemable 
* Silver which was then "lawful money”; 
lit after 1872 the bonds must be re- 
fanned in Gold* for Silver was no longer 
%wfui money 5 '... thus to put over their 
conspiracy the English bankers sent Ern- 
ot Seyd to America to bribe Congress to 
Demonetise Silver, so that later when 
their Civil War bonds were presented for 
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them in Gold .... Now there were two 
reasons for this conspiracyfirst, the 
English wanted our gold for its intrinsic 
value in world trade; second, and more im¬ 
portant atiH, they knew that the with¬ 
drawal of this gold from America, would 
produce a terrible Panic, for in withdraw¬ 
ing our gold, they would withdraw the 
foundation of our monetary system . . , 
They further knew that as a result of this 
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stocks and bonds would depredate at least 
fifty per cent, and that when such depreda¬ 
tion occurred, they could purchase our best 
stocks and bonds in Industry, Banks and 
Railroads,—and for half their actual 
value . . . 

Their conspiracy worked out exactly as 
planned: Silver WAS demonetized;—the 
Panic DID depress our stocks and bonds 
to half their former value,—and then, the 
English stepped in to buy our banks, rail¬ 
roads and factories at their own price, and 
buy them with the profits they had made 
on our gold and our bonds. As a result of 
this third conspiracy and Panic, we suf¬ 
fered our usual terrific losses while Eng¬ 
land reaped her usual tremendous profits; 
t which is to say, that while we were losing 
i homes and farms, Banks and Railroads, 
\ pur loss was England's gain. But of more 
$ importance to England than these imme- 
*diate profits was the dominant position she 
(then achieved as a result of the Panic;— 
\ a dominance she later used to demonetize 
Silver a second time in 1893, resulting in 
another disastrous Panic, and with the 
usual losses for America and the usual 
profits for England. Since both the Panics 
of 1873 and 1893 resulted from the demon¬ 
etization of Silver we may regard them 
but parts of the same conspiracy; which 
though conceived in England was born in 
America, and though born in America and 


suffered by America, began a period of 
forty-five years of English domination of 
America's industrial and financial system. 
Surrendering to English conspiracies hav¬ 
ing now become an American custom we 
turn to the Great conspiracy of 1917; the 
one that led us into war. 


CHAPTER m 
“The Great Conspiracy” 


During the World War we extended 
England & loan of approximately Seven 
Billion Dollars;—a loan that was to bring 
us the greatest panic and depression in our 
history;—a loan that was to prove con¬ 
clusively that American bankers and 
statesmen are boy-scouts when compared 
with the bankers and statesmen of Eng¬ 
land;—a loan that was to prove conclus¬ 
ively that when we “cooperate” with Eng¬ 
land,—we are flirting with economic sui¬ 
cide. . . * And here in brief, is the record 
and result of that loan:— 

In 1923 an Agent of the Bank of Eng¬ 
land came to America, and said to Presi¬ 
dent Harding somewhat as follows,—“Mr. 
Harding, in the political campaign of 1920 
you and your party promised that if elect¬ 
ed you would collect the war-debt owed to 
America by England: You are aware as 
we are, that for months past there has 
been an increasing demand that you keep 

your promise and collect this debt. 

You are also aware that behind this de¬ 
mand is a growing threat that if you fail 
to collect the debt, you and your party will 
be defeated at the next election . So we 
are here from England to discuss a Plan 
by which the debt can be paid and you and 
your party retained in office.... You will 
realize, Mr. Harding, that we cannot pay 
you in gold, for most of our gold was sent 
to America during the war, as payment for 
munitions and war-supplies, — gold which 
still circulates among your people . . . . 
You will further realize that we cannot 
pay you in “goods,” for the reason that 
our goods would compete with American 
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products of factory and firm, a policy for* 
bidden by your tariff laws and abhorrent 
to the Republican Party .... However we 
have a Plan, which if it meets with your 
approval, will not only pay our debt, but 
will guarantee a period of great prosperity 
for all the American people. 


"And here, Mr. Harding, is our Plan: If 
you will permit us to sell to your people, 
Seven Billion Dollars worth of English and 
Foreign stocks and bonds, we will agree to 
spend every dollar received from such sale, 
right here in America; and you will quick¬ 
ly realize, Mr. Harding, that putting seven 
billion dollars into the veins of American 
Industry and Commerce will at once gener¬ 
ate an unequalled era of prosperity .... 
Most of the billions so received, we will 
spend for American products both of fac~ 
tory and farm, and thus carry a continu¬ 
ing wave of prosperity to those who need 
it most; the workmen and farmers ... We 
win spend the remainder so received for 
factory equipment and machinery, which 
wiH be installed in England and through¬ 
out the Empire. During the war, most of 
our factories were dismantled and became 
munition plants, leaving us unable to pro¬ 
duce for foreign markets as had been our 
custom; but with this new machinery pur¬ 
chased from America, we can refurnish 
our factories, resume production, and thus 
earn the money with which to pay our war- 
debt, and redeem the stocks and bonds we 
now propose to sell in America.” 


MR. HARDING "AGREES” 

The Plan appealed to Mr. Harding, and 
was later approved by President Coolidge 
and Mr. Mellon, and so during 1923 and 
1924, English bankers sold in America,— 
(and mostly to people of moderate means) 
Seven Billion Dollars worth of English and 
Foreign stocks and bonds. It is a matter 
of record, that most of these stocks are 
now worthless, and most of these bonds 
are now in default; which is to say, that 
we have not only lost the original war-debt 
of seven billion dollars, but lost also, the 
seven biDion dollars paid for their worth¬ 
less stocks and bonds. Now, fourteen bil¬ 
lion dollars is a terrific sum of money and 


to toae it is a terrific Iras, even to a nation 
as rich as ours. But this fourteen billions 
is the smallest loss we suffered as a result 
of our loan to England,—the greater loss, 
approximately 200 billion dollars, — came 
about as follows;—and we begin with the 
question, "Did England keep hex promise 
to President Harding, to spend here in 
America, the seven billion dollars received 
for her worthless stocks and bonds?” Yes, 
she did keep her promise,—and HOW: 
And this is HOW she did it: She spent 2 « 
billion dollars (of our money) buying our 
GOLD; and for a reason that will later 
appear, she left this gold on deposit here 
in America. She then spent 4 billion dol¬ 
lars (of our money) buying our gilt-edged 
stocks and bonds in our biggest corpora¬ 
tions. Most of these stocks and bonds she 
took to England and Europe, to use as se¬ 
curity for further loans there. The re¬ 
maining billion dollars, (Of our money) 
she spent in buying our latest improved 
MASS-PRODUCTION, BELT-LINE MA¬ 
CHINERY,—and here the story gets hot. 

In taking this machinery to England and 
her colonies, she took also American en¬ 
gineers and factory-foremen, to install the 
machinery and teach the English workmen 
how to use it. This task required about 
four years, but finally when the task was 
completed early in 1928, the British Em¬ 
pire, for the fir st ti me in history, was on a 
MASS-PRODUCTION basis; able to pro¬ 
duce as rapidly as any nation in the world, 
AND FAR MORE CHEAPLY .... And 
now see what happened:— 

In December, 1928, American salesmen 
who toured the world for our big corpora¬ 
tions, began slipping back home and whis¬ 
pering to their employers, "We can no 
longer sell American goods in Foreign 
markets” . . When the Employers asked 
"Why Not?”: the salesmen answered,— 
''Because England is selling the SAME 
goods and for 40% less than we can sell 
them: And no customer is going to pay us 
a dollar for an article, when he can buy 
the same article from England for 60 
cents.” And then the truth came out: 
Throughout the British Empire, England 
was making American goods, on American 
machines, under American factory fore- 
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■en; and aeUmg these goods throughout 
the world for 40% less than we could sell, 
because her Labor and Shipping costs were 
10% less than ours; and because her 
- PRODUCTION MACHINERY 
AD COST HER NOTHING, having pur. 

the machinery with ear money; 
oney we had paid for her worthless 
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In brief, with this trick,—and with our 
money and machinery, England had stolen 
r Foreign Markets,—To Have and Hold 
forever. . . . And we pause to say some* 
every voter should remember,— 
"When a Candidate for Congress promises 
if elected, he will recover our Foreign 
Trade”; he is either a fool or a liar: Our 
Foreign Trade is gone forever, because we 
cannot and will not lower our standards of 
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tf on of England's cheap labor. *. True, cer¬ 
tain men in Washington have attempted 
to meet this competition by 4 'Reciprocal 
Trade Treaties” and by lending Foreign 
nations the money with which to buy our 
goods: But these schemes are worse than 
absurd, for aa recent history has shown, 
when we make these loans for the pur¬ 
chase of our goods; we lose both the loans 
and the goods; and incidentally; we lose 
the respect of the nations that get our 
loans and goods 

Returning now to Dec. 1928, we take 
up the second phase of the conspiracy 
which began with our War-loan to Eng¬ 
land . . . When our big businessmen real¬ 
ized that our foreign trade was gone and 
gone forever, they determined to protect 
i themselves by selling their stocks in those 
corporations which catered to the foreign 
e; And to do so quietly so as not to 
turb the Stock-Market. . ,. So, during 
January and part of February, 1929, our 
Jbig businessmen sold their stocks as rap- 
ly and quietly as possible; but when the 
arket began to sag, the stock-market 
biers got suspicious, and when they 
facovered the reason why our big busi¬ 
nessmen were selling and that our foreign 
hade was gone forever, they too began 
their stocks, but NOT quietly i 
they rushed into the Stock-market and 
rtd their holdings for the best price ob¬ 


tainable; and so precipitated the stock- 
market crash of February, 1929, This 
crash wag the fourth largest in our history 
and with it began the eleven-year depres¬ 
sion we still enjoy ... 

A few weeks later Herbert Hoover en¬ 
tered the White House, and for tile next 
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ingenuity to avert a calamity, and did all 
any man could have done, to restore the 
nation to normalcy . . . Calling to Wash¬ 
ington many of the nation's Industrial 
Leaders, Mr, Hoover revealed business 
conditions as dangerous, but assured these 
Leaders that if they would exhibit no 
alarm,—would keep their factories run¬ 
ning and their employment-rolls up to 
standard,—business would soon improve 
and the country soon recover from the ef¬ 
fects of the February Crash. This was the 
act of a statesman,—the act of a true 
American who hoped he was talking tp 
true Americans: But as later events re¬ 
vealed, his plan was a failure, for most of 
the Industrial Leaders went home with the 
same resolve,—“To retrench and save 
themselves ” ... Thus from March to Oc¬ 
tober, 1929, factory production was re¬ 
duced, more and more men were dis¬ 
charged, more and more orders cancelled, 
and more and more millions of dollars went 
into safety-deposit boxes ... Finally when 
these methods of retrenchment, were ex¬ 
hausted and our big men had become more 
and more frightened, they rushed into the 
stock-market on Oct. 23rd, 1929, and 
dumped the remainder of their stocks,.,. 
Here was the moment for which English 
bankers had been waiting, since 1923; the 
moment they had planned six years before, 
the moment they knew would come,—THE 
MOMENT THEY COULD BREAK THE 
AMERICAN STOCK-MARKET and start 
American money fleeing to England . . . 
So on the following day, Oct* 24th, THEY 
rushed into the stock-market and dumped 
4 billions in stocks and bonds, breaking the 
market for the greatest crash in our his¬ 
tory ,.. When and where did they get the 
4 billions in American stocks and bonds, 
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They bought them in 1923 and 1924,— 
bought them with our money,—money we 
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had paid for their worthless stocks and 
bonds * . . But didn't they take a terrific 
loss when they sold these stocks on a fall¬ 
ing market? NO, because the stocks 
hadn't cost them anything, they had 
bought them with OUB money. 

Thus in a single year the English Bank¬ 
ers had completed the first two phases of 
the conspiracy they had begun in 1923; 
they had (1) Stolen our Foreign Trade, 
(2) Broken our Stock-Market,—and ac¬ 
complished the entire feat WITH OUR 
MONEY ... 

And now a word as to the Third and 
final phase of this long-range conspiracy. 
Of the 7 billion dollars given our English 
cousins in 1923 and 24, we have accounted 
for 5 billions,—the one billion spent for 
our Mass-production machinery (and used 
to steal our foreign trade); and the 4 bil¬ 
lions spent for our Btocks and bonds (and 
used to break our stock-market): What 
then became of the other 2 billions?,—the 
2 billions in gold, which they bought with 
our money? This gold has remained on 
deposit in American banks, AWAITING 
ANOTHER PSYCHOLOGICAL MOMENT. 

Following the crash of October, 1929, 
the depression deepened and widened 
through 1930, 31, and 32, causing an in- 
creasiii? fear that we might yet be en¬ 
gulfed in complete bankruptcy ... As if to 
further the depression and assure national 
bankruptcy, our English cousins began 
withdrawing their gold and sending it to 
England, the withdrawals continuing 
through 1931, and 32 . . . The story of 
these withdrawals and the disastrous ef¬ 
fects which followed, has been graphically 
told in an authoritative report published 
in 1934. This report has been ordered by 
President Roosevelt, and was compiled by 
Mr. George Peek. 

A Summary of this report may be stated 
as follows; Since in 1931, 32 and 33, we 
were still on a Gold Standard, each gold- 
withdrawal made by England meant the 
withdrawal of part of the foundation 
which supported our economic and finan¬ 
cial structure . , . Which is to say, that 
when sufficient gold had been withdrawn, 


our economic-financial structure having no 
foundation MUST crash; and to precipi¬ 
tate this crash the English had continued 
their gold-withdrawals from Dec. 1930 to 
February, 1933, when the last of their 
gold was shipped to England ... To avert 
the coming crash our American bankers of 
their own voBthm closed all the banks in 
the nation, — the incident being remem¬ 
bered as the Bank Holiday of March 3rd, 
to 13th, 1933 . . . Though the Bank Holi¬ 
day did prevent national bankruptcy, it 
could NOT prevent another Stock-market 
crash which came near the end of March; 
a crash that caused greater financial losses 
than the more spectacular crash of Oct. 

# 29. With this crash of March, 1933, Eng¬ 
land completed the long-range conspiracy 
begun ten years before in 1923, and here 
is a quick summary of this 10-year con- < 
spiracy:—England had stolen our foreign * 
trade by buying our machinery with our 
money: She had caused us the greatest 
stock-market crash in our history by 
dumping the stocks and bonds she had 
bought with our money: She had given us 
our second-greatest stock-market crash by 
withdrawing the gold she had purchased 
with our money: She had given us an 
eleven-year depression which caused us a 
financial loss of 200 billions and set in mo¬ 
tion a chain of sorrow and suffering, sick¬ 
ness and suicide costly beyond compute 
tion. , . Beyond question it was the most 
successful conspiracy in all history; Suc¬ 
cessful for England, but tragic, even piti¬ 
ful for America , . . But as all “good 
things" come to an end, so in March, 1933, 
this conspiracy-good-thing came to an end; 
and from March, '33, to December, '36, 
England left us in peace because we had 
nothing left to steal .... The peace was 
enjoyable even though for millions of 
Americans it was the peace of the Tomb... 

“PROFIT AND LOSS” 

Of course England came back again in 
December, 1936, but before taking up that 
story let us sum up the “profit and loss" 
resulting from our effort to “cooperate”: 

As usual it will not take us long, for Eng¬ 
land got all the profits, while we took all 

the losses.These Josses included the 

7 billions loaned England during the war, 
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—the 7 billions we paid her for worthless 
stocks,—the 27 billions we spent during 
the war,—the 25 billions of federal debt 
accumulated after the war,—the 50 bil¬ 
lions now owing by city, county and state 
governments,—and the 200 billions lost 
during the eleven years of depression,—a 
grand total and gross loss of 310 billion 
dollars paid for the privilege of “cooperat¬ 
ing* with England “to make the world 
safe for democracy* 

As to the profits made by England, let 
Mr, Lloyd George testify:—Recently while 
discussing the cost incurred by England 
during the world war, a cost of approxi¬ 
mately 20 billion dollars, Mr; Lloyd George 
declared,—“the war had cost England 
NOTHING”; that to the contrary England 
had made a profit out of the war. ... He 
then enumerated the items included in 
that profit, namely—the German Colonies, 
of great value,—most of the German navy, 
—most of the German Merchant Marine, 
—most of the gold and machinery remain¬ 
ing to Germany after the war,—most of 
the military equipment and Live-Stock re¬ 
maining in Germany after the war,—and 
last but not least, an item of profit with 
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fact that many of the neutral nations of 
Europe were heavily in debt to England, 
after the war. We are aware that the Ger- 




4 man Colonies were worth far more than 
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\ Germany's foreign markets over a period 
i °f twenty years might also equal the 
| cost of the war;—aware that Germany's 
^ Gold, machinery, military equipment, 
*, Live-stock and Merchant Marine were 
worth billions to England. . . . These were 
legitimate Spoils of war, which England 
as victor was entitled to, even though they 
included Live-stock, (which meant that 
for twelve years thereafter German babies 
would have little milk, and the rest of the 
nation, little meat or wool.) But where we 
America are most concerned, is in that 
final item mentioned by Lloyd George, the 
tact that “neutral nations were indebted 
^ "o England for money borrowed during the 
“Think fast now and remember 
fhat you think ” 


If England was able to lend billions in 
Europe, including 2 billions loaned to 
France and Italy, why was It necessary for 
her to borrow American money? The 7 
billions we loaned her during the war? 
The answer to this question illuminates 
one of the most startling facts in our Eng- 
liah-American history,—and if this fact 
and answer fails to stir your anger, you 
are a poor American. 

When the World War began, the rich 
people of England owned approximately 
7 billion dollars of our American wealth, 
represented by Gold, Bank-deposits and 
securities. Had England used this 7 bil¬ 
lions in cash and securities for the pur¬ 
chase of war-supplies, she Timid not have 
had to borrow' in America. Why then did 
she borrow our 7 billion dollars? She did 
so for three reasons: First, because she 
knew her loan would never be repaid: Sec¬ 
ond, she needed money to lend to France 
and Italy: Third, she needed money to 
lend to the Neutral nations of Europe, 
both for the purpose of KEEPING them 
neutral, and to assure herself of their mar¬ 
kets after the war. Now, if you study the 
financial page, and have watched the move¬ 
ments of European capital for the past 
twenty years, you are aware that during 
this period when England was persistently 
refusing to pay her debt to America, she 
was assiduously collecting the debts owed 
her by France, Italy and the said neutral 
nations mentioned by Uoyd George, Think 
of it—while our own people were hungry 
and many starving because of the billions 
we had loaned to England,—England for 
over twenty years has been collecting from 
France, Italy and the neutral nations, bil¬ 
lions in principal and profit, on the money 
she loaned them during the war,—-On the 
money she borrowed from us, but refused 
to repay. No wonder England recovered 
from war faster than we did: No wonder 
Lioyd George now boasts, "England made 
a profit out of the War”: While for eleven 
years, our people have gone hungry and 
starved, England has made a profit and as 
usual, with our money. 

And thus we end the story of 190 years 
of English treachery, and English hatred 
for America. . . . THINK OF IT,—from 
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1760 to 1M0 thin England that boasts of 
Democracy and Christianity, has carried 
on an unending conspiracy to destroy her 
one enemy, her one possible competitor, 
the United States of America: And this 
is the England which in 1940 an American 
President declared we must aid again,—to 
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CHAPTER tV. 

HOW ENGLAND PREPARED 
AMERICA FOR WAR 

Though the word "propaganda" did not 
become current in America until during 
the World War, the principle of propa¬ 
ganda is as old as history. 

Never yet has a war been fought with¬ 
out being precipitated and maintained by 
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and Country." In the past century Eng¬ 
land has changed the slogan to read "we 
fight for democracy and Christianity," and 
with certain variations it was this slogan 
which she used to lure America into war 
in 1917. Space will not permit a complete 
expose of all this propaganda, but since 
much the same stories are being told to¬ 
day, the same arguments presented, and 
the same objective sought as in the World 
war, it iB well that we here consider the 
highlights of this propaganda that we may 
understand England's present objective. 
But before discussing this propaganda 
serially, there are two things we should 
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ganda-agency has been set up and was 
operating long before the war began: (2) 
That immediately following her declara¬ 
tion of war in August, 1914, England cut 
the telegraph-cables connecting Germany 
and the United States. Obviously, these 
cables were cut to prevent our getting 
news and reports from Germany, and to 
restrict our information as to the war, to 


those reports sent us from England. Of 
course England knew her reports and 
propaganda would eventually be contra¬ 
dicted by reports coming from Germany, 
but with German-America cables severed, 
our FIRST information would be of Eng¬ 
lish origin, and England knew that in 
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there first has the advantage; so she cut 
the cables without asking our permission 
and in direct violation of International 
Law. With these preparations made and 
ttrovided. the propaganda.flood began, and 
began with the well-remembered 

ATROCITY STORIES 

These stories headlined in the press, 
shouted from pulpits and platforms, < 
taught in our schools and whispered every¬ 
where from factory to farm, reiterated for 
months on end the following propaganda: 

—(1) That hundreds of French and Bel¬ 
gian girls had_been assaulted by German 
soidiers. (2) xnat the bodies of dead sol¬ 
diers, French and Belgian, were being 
shipped back to Germany to be reduced to 
soap. (3) That hundreds of Belgian babies 
had been beheaded or had their hands sev- 
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Considering these stories in retrospect, 
it seems unbelievable that our people could 
have believed them, but millions did; and 
beyond question they had their effect in 
preparing the American mind to accept 
and* believe the propaganda which foilowed 
later. But the fact that such stories were 
believed is not now so great a cause for 
shame, as the fact that when these stories 
were disproved and denied by nationally 
known war-correspondents, — our press, 
our pulpits and platforms made no effort 
to publish the expose, but to the contrary 
unanimously suppressed it. Since these 
stories were concocted purely for Ameri¬ 
can consumption and were not circulated 
in Europe, our war-correspondents were 
unaware of their publication until they 
read them weeks later in American news¬ 
papers, After reading them for weeks and 
suspecting they were lies and propaganda, 
several of our best known correspondents 
decided to make an investigation. When 
this investigation was completed they sent 
the now famous telegram to the Associate 
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ed Press, which read as follows: — "In 
spirit of fairness we unite in declaring 
German atrocity stories groundless, as far 
as we are able to observe; after spending 
TWO weeks accompanying German army 
for upward a hundred miles we report not 
one single incident of unprovoked reprisal. 
... No mistreatment of prisoners or non- 
combatants . . . numerous rumors proved 
groundless, . • . discipline German troops 
excellent... no drunkenness. To truth of 
these statements we pledge our word.’*

No five reporters or correspondents in 
American Journalism have ever achieved 
or retained a higher place in the esteem 
of the American public than these five 
men; four of whom are still alive to con¬ 
firm their telegram. Yet this, the most 
sensational telegram received from Europe 
during the war, and sent by the five best 
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NOT publicized; and why not? Because 
the men who dominated all channels of in¬ 
formation didn’t want our people to know 
the Truth,—because the men and papers 
subsidized by English money could not 
afford to let our people know the Truth. 
(And these were the same men who ever 
boast of Freedom of Speech and Press in 
this land of Democracy and Christianity.)

SO THE INTERESTS OF ENGLAND 

AND AMERICA ARE IDENTICAL? 

Quick to realize the success of their 
Atrocity Stories, our English cousins now 
issued their second wave of propaganda 
which later became known as the “Identity 
of Interest Doctrine.” Reduced to fewest 


words, this Doctrine was as follows:— 
“England and America are ONE people; 
sharing the same Language, Blood, Cus¬ 
toms, Laws and Religion . . ” and there¬ 
fore, if England lost the war “American 
blood, customs, laws and religion” would 
suffer proportionately. . . . This was a de¬ 
liberate appeal to “racialism” and “reli¬ 
gious fanaticism,” and when cleverly ex¬ 
pounded by such famous American clergy¬ 
men as Henry Van Dyke, Newell Dwight 
Hilhs and S. Parks Cadm&n, it had a tre¬ 
mendous effect. . . . Later, in a slightly 
different form the same doctrine was 
issued to American Businessmen who were 
told that since England had billions in¬ 
vested in America, and Americans had 
billions invested in British corporations, 
England’s loss of the wax would wreck our 
entire financial system causing a nation¬ 
wide wave of business and bank failures, 
the closing of thousands of stores and fac¬ 
tories, and a nation-wide wave of unem¬ 
ployment. . . . That finally as a result of 
these conditions, our banks would be 
compelled to call in their Loans and Mort¬ 
gages, causing the loss of millions of 
homes and farms. . . . Thus the “Identity 
of Interest Doctrine” was extended to in¬ 
clude every citizen in America, and the 
total effect was just as England had 
planned, for bankers and businessmen, 
factory-workers and office-workers, home- 
owners and farm-owners, teachers and 
preachers, lawyers, doctors and taxpayers 
saw themselves engulfed by economic 
disaster, IF ENGLAND LOST THE WAR. 
As a result America became pro-English 
and pro-War, as we all joined the proces¬ 
sion to "make the world safe for Democ-

But the story cannot end here, for we 
must follow this “Identity of Interest” 
doctrine down through the years that 
FOLLOWED the war. , . , When in the 
Panic of 1921, four-fifths of the Fanners 
of the nation went bankrupt, carrying 
with them into bankruptcy 5,000 Banks 
and 500,000 business concerns located in 
farm areas, there grew up an immediate 
nation-wide demand that England pay us 
the seven billion dollars she had borrowed 
during the war. Congressmen and Sena- 
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tors from agricultural states explained,— 
that much of this money had come from 
farm areas,—that millions of the boys who 
frad fought for England had come iron the 
farm,—that the food which had sustained 
England during the war had also come 
from American farms and that therefore, 
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American fanner, should discharge her 
Moral obligation, by meeting her Financial 
obligation and pay her war debt. It was 
further urged in Congress, that since all 
wealth comes from and depends on the 
land, the payment of England’s war-debt 
would do more than relieve distress in 
farm areas; it would restore the purchas¬ 
ing power of the farmers, and thus con- 
triute to factory-production, store-sales, 
and nation-wide re-employment. 

Clearly, the argument thus presented 
was logical both in Morality and Finance, 
and was widely acclaimed throughout 
America; but what happened when we 
presented the argument to MOTHER Eng¬ 
land? 


Hadn't we heard? The War was OVER: 
England had won the war: And England 
bad been fighting to preserve American 
Democracy: Pay her war-debt? Ridicu¬ 
lous. ... In brief, “The Identity of Interest 
Doctrine" was no longer necessary; Eng¬ 
land had come out of the war with all the 


great profits hereinbefore enumerated by 
Lloyd George and had no further need of 
her American step-child: So for the next 
fifteen years from 1921 to 1936, England 
called us a nation of "Shylocks" whenever 
we suggested that due to our “Identity of 
Interest" England should pay her war- 


debt. ... 


And so we come to the third type of 
propaganda used to mis-lead us into the 
World War.— 


ENGLAND ALWAYS DEFENDS 


DEMOCRACY AND CHRISTIANITY 

This plea, immediately acclaimed and 
circulated by Press and Pulpit, platform 
and School had been prepared for, and was 
directed to, that section of the American 
people, who will believe ANYTHING* that 
contains the words "Democracy” and 


"Christianity." And when it found im¬ 
mediate acceptance in the “wide-open- 
spaces” and vacant minds, it was adopted 
by the Politicians, who at once became 
pro-English and pro-war. . . . And since

_and may be again mie-led—it is

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Between 1725 and 1775, English armies 
under Lord Robert Clive and Warren Hast-

More¬ 
over, it was the wealth drawn from India 
that made it possible for England to in¬ 
crease her domination in other lands. But 
while the British Empire grew in scope 
and power and the British aristocracy 
grew in wealth and insolence, the people 
of India continued in poverty and slavery, 
with the highest death-rate from starva¬ 
tion of any people in the world, save China. 
And to this day and hour, the pious and 
pitiful people of this pitiful land, are shot 
down in droves by the gunmen from Demo¬ 
cratic and Christian England. No wonder 
that Winston Churchill said the other day, 
“The British Empire was built by the 
sword, and will be maintained by the 
sword.” Yet, as we shall now discover, 
England had other weapons than the 
sword with which she conquered India, 
and the Gold with which she conquered 
America. Weapons less brutal, but in¬ 
finitely more deadly. When the Sword 
kills, the victim can no longer labor to 
produce wealth for England, but there is 
a way to kill, and still let the victim live, 
to labor and produce. This was the weapon 
which brought England unlimited wealth, 
and at little cost in men or money: And so 
we go to China. 

“Democracy Comes to China” 

Here, we need not tarry long for the 
story of England’s subjugation and ex- 
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ploitation of China, may be told in a single 
word, Opium. 1 

Soon after establishing trading-posts at 
Shanghai and Hong Kong, English traders 
discovered the Chinese “Poppy”; the 
flower from which comes most of the 
world’s supply of Opium. A little later, 
other English traders made a second dis¬ 
covery; that by teaching the Chinese to 
smoke Opium, Chinese resistance to mili¬ 
tary invasion would disappear. As the 
Opium-habit spread up the winding rivers 
of China, English trade and traders fol¬ 
lowed in pursuit: More Opium Bold, meant 
more markets opened; more markets 
opened, meant more Opium would be sold. 
And so the endless chain continued until 
one-third of China was under English con¬ 
trol; the chain of Opium and markets which 
brought great wealth to England, and in¬ 
finite tragedy to China. Still later, about 
1870, other English traders began opening 
factories and mines in China, and soon 
they made a Third discovery; that Chinese 
labor would work long hours and for a 
small wage if part of that wage was paid 
in Opium; and much of it was. And so as 
a result of these three discoveries,—that 
Opium would conquer faster and cheaper 
than armies; that Opium would open mar¬ 
kets, and that Opium would pay wages,— 
England in fifty years had possessed her¬ 
self of a veritable Treasure House, from 
which she still draws treasures to this 
hour. 

In recent years it has been the custom 
of English poets to speak of China as 
“Cathay,” the land of magic and romance; 
and so it HAS been, for England. And we 
will let God and the recording angel speak 
for China, after a hundred years of satura¬ 
tion by English Opium..,. And here ends 
this “short and simple annal of the poor”; 
one hundred years of English democracy 

and Christianity, in China_And now we 

go to, AFRICA. 

“Democracy Comes to Africa” 

The record of England in Africa is 
neither better nor worse nor different than 
her record elsewhere, thus the story may 
be told in a few short sentences. ... In 
approximately one hundred years, more 
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than half the continent of Africa has been 
brought under English control; a control 
effected and maintained in the good old 
English fashion, and with or without Eng¬ 
lish formality. According to the English 
historian, Briffsatt, uncomted n^Ukms 
were slain in Africa to perfect his coun¬ 
try's control, but how many were slain by 
bullets and how many were slain by 
Opium, the author fails to state. Indeed 
the matter is unimportant, for since the 
millions slain were Negroes, who according 
to the English Faith, were born to be 
"hewers of wood and carriers of water” 
and servants for the most favored nation, 
we may dismiss England's control of Cen¬ 
tral and North Africa with a single obser¬ 
vation: That In these areas, English 
democracy and Christianity have proved 
no more enlightening, than in China and 
India. 

But in South Africa we find a different 
picture,—for in this area Opium was of no 
avail, and England had to win control by 
bullets and bayonets and general slaugh¬ 
ter. 
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Dutch and German fanners founded a 
colony on the southennost tip of Africa; a 
colony which grew and prospered as year 
by year more and more Dutch and German 
families emigrated from their fatherlands. 
For nearly a hundred years,—these Dutch 
and German folk lived at peace among 
themselves and with negro natives of the 
area, the colony becoming a nation, and in 
time the Boer Republic of South Africa. 
Unfortunately, it also became wealthy, 
partly because its ports became ports of 
call, for the merchant fleets and all nations, 
and partly because they possessed gold 
mines and diamond fields. But despite 
their rapidly growing wealth, and because 
of their ancestry, the Boers of South 
Africa remained strongly Democratic and 
deeply religious. But again unfortunately, 
their democracy and religion was not of 
the variety approved in England, and so 
about forty years ago, England decided to 
bring the heathen of the Boer Republic, 
a true democracy and true faith,—and of 
course, with never a thought of the gold 
mines or the diamond fields. The war 


began and almost ended in defeat for Eng. 
land, but finally by applying her old 
method of "blockade,” the Boers were 
starved into submission, and the Boer Re¬ 
public became a British colony. This of 
course was not "aggression”; it was mere¬ 
ly the English way of propagating democ¬ 
racy and Christianity. Thus around the 
world "The course of Empire takes its 
way” and by fire and sword, whiskey and 
Opium, old Mother England has built her 
Empire. But before we end our journey 
and return to America, let's stop for a mo¬ 
ment at England’s door-step where just 
across the channel from Liverpool, just 
across the Irish Sea, we find a Nation 
which even more than America and India, 
China and Africa, has known the full effect 
of England’s democracy and Christianity. 

"DEMOCRACY COMES TO IRELAND” 

Though with a culture and aristocracy 
older than England's, and proud of their < 
history and ancestry, the people of Ireland « 
came under English domination more than 
700 years ago. Prior to the English in¬ 
vasion the people of Ireland were anything 
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Irish” they were later compelled to be¬ 
come in order to survive English tyranny. 
They had their homes and farms, their 
fields and streams, their culture and Faith, 
their laughter and songs, and so were con¬ 
tent. But unfortunately they were a bit 
too prosperous, too independent. Their 
well kept farms produced luxuriantly and 
their looms gave forth the finest linen and 
woolen cloth in Europe. And thus as hap¬ 
pened in South Africa, the English saw 
and desired these products of Irish fields 
and looms, and so invaded the country by 
surprise attack. Historically, it was a 
series of attacks or a aeries of wars, which 
the Irish were destined to lose to the 
superior numbers and equipment of the 
English armies. Thereafter for more than 
700 years the people of Ireland endured a 
degree of tyranny and suffering such as 
no other people have known in all history; 
and such as no other people but the Irish 
could have endured and still retain their 
racial and cultural integrity. More poems 
have been written and more songs have 
been sung about Ireland than any other 
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country in history; ind in proportion to 
her population, ahe has given the world 
more nnt-rmte poets* authors and play¬ 
wrights than any other land, which 
fifees a question not easy to answer:— 
How could this people retain their fresh* 
aw BSu vigor* their spontaneity and color* 
and go on century after century, produc¬ 
ing poets and playwrigh ta, authors and 
artists* when for more than 700 years 
England had used force and violence* taxa¬ 
tion and starvation* to break their courage 
and still the soul of the nation?” I do not 
know the answer* unless it be found in 
what Nietzsche described as "The Will TO 
Live/ 1 At any rate, though England con¬ 
quered Ireland and captured its land* she 
never conquered the Irish people nor broke 
their spirit. Partially free for a genera¬ 
tion they still fight on* singing the songs 
of Wolf Tone and Emmett as they look to¬ 
ward the day of complete deliverance. 

In the early years of the English occupa¬ 
tion* the land of Ireland was parceled out 
to the English aristocracy and the Army 
J Officers who had aided in the wars of ag¬ 
gression. For a time this seizure of the 
best Land satisfied rm gland, but as the 
centuries passed with England always at 
war and with more and more English 
aristocrats to be provided with a living, 
more and more Irish land was taken to 
meet the need. Eventually, when no more 
desirable land remained* England turned 
to Taxation* and little Ireland, dug up 
much of the wealth consumed by English 
armies and aristocrats. Among these 
taxes, was a stiff tax for the maintenance 
of the Established Church of England* 
whose parishes could be found in every 
Irish community* and attended only by the 
English landlords who had stolen their 
lands from the Irish people. As a result 
of the general tyranny and oppressive 
taxation, thousands of Irish churches fell 
into disrepair and were deserted, while the 
Irish people slaved and saved to maintain 
the alien Faith of an alien people. 

By 1820* as a result of her wars against 
Napoleon in France and Spain* the English 
J government and many aristocrats were 
; practically bankrupt, causing England to 
4 still more land in Ireland and further 


increase taxation. The result was a fitting 
dimax of her 700 years of tyranny and 
exploitation, for between 1820 and 1850* 
the population of Ireland decreased from 
8*000*000 to 4*000*000. Though this de¬ 
crease may be partly explained by migra¬ 
tions to Amersca and ether lands* and by 
the deportation of political prisoners to 
Australia* the fact remains and will never 
be forgotten* that during this period more 
than one million Irish people starved to 
death; and starved while the English land¬ 
lords and the English Army of occupation 
lived in luxury. But why lengthen the 
story or add new counts to the indictment: 
Whether in colonial America* or India, in 
China or Africa, the Boer Republic or Ire- , 
land*—the indictment stands* the evidence « 

is irrefutable* and the verdict is clear*— 
and before the world* England stands con¬ 
victed of the most consistent and shame¬ 
less violation and perversion of that Democ¬ 
racy and Christianity which has ever 
been her boast and her masquerade. When 
to her violations of the past we add her 
recent desertions of Poland* Finland, Hol¬ 
land* Belgium and France* the picture is 
complete: and this is the England that a 
President of the United States has asked 
us to support in order to preserve "Demo¬ 
cracy and Christianity.” If we followvthifl 
advice*— 


CHAPTER V. 
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To those who make it their business to 
watch the trend of national and inter¬ 
national events, it has been evident since 
1936 that our Government was steadily 
and deliberately shifting its interest from 
national problems, to INTERNATIONAL 
affairs, and from a HOME to a FOREIGN 
Policy. During these last four years the 
urgent problems of Unemployment* Old- 
Age Pensions* Debt and Taxation, have 
been shelved as matters of secondary im¬ 
portance* while the Government busied 
itself with Reciprocal Trade-treaties, Pan 
American conferences and unasked-for 
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advice to Moscow, Borne and Berlin. . . . 
That the welfare of the fort; million 
Americana whom the President described 
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deemed of less Importance than Reciprocal 
Trade-treaties; that the problems of the 
Unemployed and the Farmer should be 
aide-tracked in favor of a Bif Navy; that 
the thousands of hungry and starving 
people of Cleveland, Chicago, Detroit and 
elsewhere could be forgotten, while we 
send millions of dollars to Finland, Poland 
and Norway,—that these things could hap¬ 
pen in the Administration of one who 
promised to do something for the '‘forgot¬ 
ten man/' is a pathetic commentary on the 
promises of public officials, and a proph¬ 
ecy of the eventual disappearance of 
what we are pleased to call Democracy. It 
would be bad enough if this shifting of 
the Government's Interest from HOME to 
Foreign affairs had merely increased the 
burdens of those least able to bear them, 
but this is less than half of the story, for 
today as a result of the shift and for the 
first time in our history, the fate or for¬ 
tune of our entire nation depends upon a 
FOREIGN POLICY, created and domi¬ 
nated by one man, and for the avowed pur¬ 
pose of preserving the British Empire 
which the President describes as “our 
Sister Democracy," The danger involved 
in such a Foreign Policy can scarcely be 
exaggerated. From March, 1933, to De¬ 
cember, 1936, our Government's only policy 
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than doubled the national income, — re¬ 
duced unemployment, restored confidence, 
and seemed well on our way to a balanced 
budget. That the country approved of this 
HOME policy, was shown by the over¬ 
whelming vote of confidence given the 
President in the election of November, 
1936. , . . But in October, 1937, less than 
one year later, the entire national picture 
had changed; the recovery and progress 
achieved during the President's first ad¬ 
ministration had totally disappeared, and 
we were back at the depression low-point 
of March, 1933. While New Dealers have 
excused the depression of 1937, by saying, 
“the President was compelled to surrender 
to the Wall Street demand that he stop 
spending money,”—and while it is true 


that the cessation of “spending” did re¬ 
duce the purchasing power of those who 
had been receiving Government aid, we 
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cannot explain, namely, — “that when 
Government spending was resumed in the 
spring of 1938, business did not respond, 
confidence was Ml restored, and the de¬ 
pression continued to deepen, despite the 
billions being spent here for munitions by 
England and France. If spending gener¬ 
ated new business and confidence from 
1983 to 1936, why did not even more 
generous spendmg_have the same effect in 
tSEHJ and 19397 The answer is obvious,— 
because, from 1933 to 1936, Government 
spending was matched by the spending and 
investment of Big Business, for both the 
Government and Big Business were 
operating under a HOME policy, both 
seeking to expand the HOME market. Bu^ 
later in 1938, when the Government re¬ 
sumed and increased its spending,—Big 
Business refused to spend, and began to 
retrench, because Big Business and Rig 
Bankers knew of the secret Foreign Policy 
of Mr. Roosevelt, and that it would he 
foolish for them to invest money and ex¬ 
pand production when the President was 
planning to shift American welfare from a 
HOME policy to a Foreign policy. In other 
words they would not risk their money on 
a Policy which rendered American in¬ 
terests subservient to those of England. 

. . . When we remember that 80% of the 
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are produced by 200 corporations, which in 
turn are controlled by 8 big banks in the 
city of New York, we realize what is meant 
when we say “the United States is a Big 
Business Country.” It is true that this 
family of great corporations is in a posi¬ 
tion to earn billions in profits when Ameri¬ 
ca's business and political health are 
normal; but these great corporations be¬ 
cause of their stupendous investments are 
ALSO in a position to lose billions, when 
as recently the Washington Government 
shifts its interest from HOME affairs, 
which are measurable, to Foreign affairs 
which are unpredictable, — and it may be 
written down as definite and final, that 
America's Big Businessmen will not ex¬ 
pand their plants, production, or pay-rolls, 
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bo long M the Washington Government 
persists in its Internationalism and the 
risking of America's welfare on Foreign 
events. And if the reader desires confirma¬ 
tion of this fact, he will find it in the 
Stock-Market crash of May 14th, 1940.... 
And what c Ki ss d this r scsn t gssh ? «•«It 
came because speculators and investors 
knew that the Government’s Foreign 
policy was predicated on an English- 
French victory, and that this policy would 
fail, if that victory did not materialise* On 
May 14th, they feared that this victory 
would not materialize and that England 
would not win, and so they rushed into the 
Market and dumped their stocks* * * * 

We will not censure Big Business for 
assuming this attitude, but we may and 
should censure the Roosevelt Administra¬ 
tion for deserting the HOME policy under 
which we had prospered from March, 1933, 
to December, 1936, and for adopting a 
Foreign policy destined to drive Big Busi¬ 
ness into retrenchment, and thus produce 
a NEW depression. * *. In brief, when the 
Government shifted its interest from 
HOME to Foreign affairs, it was to be 
expected (as Wall Street well knew) that 
the money which might have gone to the 
solution of Home problems and for the ex¬ 
pansion of the Home market, would now 
go for the promotion of a Big Navy, Re¬ 
ciprocal Trade Treaties, Loans to Europe 
and South America,—and for what pur¬ 
pose? For the purpose of promoting a 
Plan conceived in England and born in 
America,—the plan to create a 
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For the past five years the Author of 
this booklet by Pen, Platform and Radio 
has warned our people that by enacting 
the “Gold Bill” of 1934 (the Bill which de¬ 
monetized Gold), Congress invited a na¬ 
tional disaster similar to that which fol¬ 
lowed the DEmonetization of Silver in 
1873. . . . Among the many mysteries of 
the Roosevelt Administration none has 
been so carefully guarded as the secret of 
this Gold Bill. ... In 1935, Clarence Har¬

Senators and Congressmen have known 
the Truth about the Gold Bill they would 
have had the KEY to the President’s 
Foreign Policy; and here in brief is the 
meaning of both:— 

In 1982, England helped finance the 
campaign which elected Hitler to power in 
Germany, and later in 1933, helped finance 
the plan for German Re-armament. That 
In making these financial advances Eng¬ 
land was violating the terms of the 
Versailles Treaty, and betraying her 
former allies France and Belgium, not 
even England would now deny* Nor can 
she deny that in aiding German Re-arma¬ 
ment she expected Nazi Germany to at¬ 
tack Communist Russia, and had planned 
that when these her mortal enemies had 
fought to exhaustion, England would then 
enter the picture, seize and dominate the 
whole of Europe. (Was America involved 
in this plot?) *.. That England was later 
caught in her own trap when Hitler and 
Stalin out-smarted her is now a matter of 
history, and recalls the line of the English 
poet who said, "The best laid schemes of 
mice and men gang oft agley.” . * * Indeed 
it was because she knew her plan might 
go astray that England then planned a 
way of escape, — the plan by which an 
American President would sponsor the 
Gold Bill of 1934. . . . There were two rea¬ 
sons why England desired the enactment 
of this bill; (1) Because under the terms 
of the bill the United States would pay 
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$85 an nonce for Gold which England 
would prodnee for fl7 an ounce: And since 
we have paid England a net pro fi t of 6 
UDion dollars on the gold she has sold us 
since 1984, this phase of the Gold BID has 
been* complete success, — for England, 
(z) England^ second reason for enacting 
the Gold Bill was to so involve the United 
States in the joint-ownership of most of 
the world's gold, that the Foreign Policy 
of the United Ststes would be inseparably 
joined to the Foreign interests of England. 
... Which is to say, that when the United 
Ststes had 16 billion dollars invested in 
Gold which would have little value if Eng¬ 
land’s European plans went astray, it was 
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1934) that whether her interests were in¬ 
volved in Europe, South America or the 
Orient, our heavy investment in Gold 
would compel us to protect England wher¬ 
ever her interests were endangered. , , . 
While these two reasons motivated Eng¬ 
land's sponsorship of- Our Gold Bill- 
Foreign Policy, a third reason appeared in 
July, 1940, and came as follows:*—When 
frfter the fall of France and Belgium, Eng¬ 
land realized she could not long survive the 
attacks of Germany, she began planning 
(July, 1940) to remove her Government 
to Canada. With the English Government 
then operating from ^Ottawa and a 
friendly Government in Washington, Eng¬ 
land planned to use her gold and our gold, 
her navy and our navy in a scheme to 
dominate the world by and through a 
British-American Union. . . . That both 
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are now promoting this Union is clear be¬ 
yond argument; the first step toward 
world-domination having been taken when 
our American destroyers were •‘traded" 
for British Naval Bases. The entire Plan 
of this British American Union would 
seem to be as follows:—(1) To fortify a 
ring of Naval Bases completely encircling 
Central and South America, from which 
fortified bases the combined Navies of the 
British-American Union will dominate the 
East and West Coasts of the Latin Repub¬ 
lics. (2) The purpose of this ring of Naval 
Bases and Battleships Is not as the propa¬ 
ganda declares, to keep the Totalitarian 
nations out of Centra] and South America, 


but to keep the Latin Republics from trad¬ 
es with the Totalitarian nations. . , * 
When we remember that 80% of the ex¬ 
ports from these Latin Nations go to 
Europe and the Orient, and that if de¬ 
prived of this foreign trade the Latin Re¬ 
publics would soon face bankruptcy and 
chaos, the real purpose for thus encircling 
Central and South America becomes ap- 
parent.... In brief, when the encirclement 
program has beencompleted, Central and 
South America will be completely at the 
mercy of the British-American Union, and 
compelled to submit to the demand then 
made by the Union, which will probably 
be as fpDwsj—That the Latin Republics 
immediate citizenship to the ID 
million Refugees to be sent from England, 
Europe and Africa. . , . These Refugees 
supplied with their own funds and with 
money advanced by the British-American 
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cities of Central and South America, and 
in due time will become paying customers 
for the goods of the British-American 
Union. ... Which is to say, that much the 
same plan as was used by England in 
colonizing Australia will soon bemused to 
colonize Central and South America. . . . 
That such a plan would prove profitable 
to its sponsors,—(and the Refugees) there 
can be little doubt, but there is a very 
large doubt as to whether Central and 
South America will surrender as easily as 
the Sponsors of the plan now imagine. ... 
And by this time there may be some doubt 
in the mind of the Reader that a plan so 
fantastic could be seriously considered by 
the Washington-Loudon Axis. While the 
Author has no "documentary" evidence to 
prove the existence of the above described 
plan, he offers In the pages that follow, IS 
items of "circumstantial" evidence which

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CHAPTER VL 


'THE 


THIRTEEN 


STEPS" 


STEP 1. 

The first step was taken in October, 
1937, when in his famous speech at 
Chicago the President startled the nation 
and the world by declaring in substance, 
that 'The Democracies (England, France 
and the United States) must combine to 
suppress the “Aggressor Nations” (Ger¬ 
many and Italy). The declaration came 
like a clap of thunder out of a clear sky 
and should have warned our people, that 
our Government was shifting its interests 
from HOME affairs to International 
affairs. We now realize that the speech 
was made as a “trial-balloon” to test the 
drift and force of American sentiment.... 
The effect of the speech was disappointing 
to the President, both because he received 
no applause, and because his declaration 
left our people so stunned and inarticulate 
that as a test of public opinion his trial- 
balloon was a flop. . . . For the next four 
months the Administration was silent as 
to Foreign Affairs, but when pressure was 
exerted by foreign influences, the Admin¬ 
istration decided to take a second step, 
but to make it outside our country, and for 
the purpose of testing public opinion in 


other countries. And thus we come to the 
second step. 

STEP 2. 

In February, .1938, Mr. Harold Ickes, of 
the President’s Cabinet, and surely with 
the President’s approval, broadcast 
throughout the British Empire a second 
startling speech: Concerning which two 
things should be noted. (1) That the 
speech had been prepared weeks before, 
prepared and recorded on phonograph 
records (transcriptions) and the trans¬ 
criptions shipped to radio stations through¬ 
out the British Empire, where on the same 
day the speech was broadcast to the listen¬ 
ing public. (2) This startling speech was 
NOT broadcast in America, a fact which is 
highly significant. The reason why the 
American people were not allowed to hear 
the speech is clear when we remember 
what it “promised,” which was substan¬ 
tially this,—that if England should again 
be involved in a European War, America 
would again come to her rescue as we had 
done in 1917. Not until two days later did 
the speech make the head-lines in the 
American Press, and by this time, it had 
done its work abroad; spreading conster¬ 
nation throughout Europe, but spreading 
enthusiasm and encouragement through¬ 
out the British Empire. In brief, the pur- 
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of the Empire that they as well as Eng¬ 
land could expect American aid in the 
event of war. But the speech which was a 
great success in the British Empire, was 
again a flop in America, where it was im¬ 
mediately denounced in Congress and by 
the public at large. Don't waste any time 
asking “by what right did our Government 
promise our aid to a foreign nation,” but 
ask instead “How did our Government 
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half years ago, that England in 1940 would 
be asking American aid ?” 

STEP 3. 

Stunned perhaps, by the indignation 
aroused by the Ickes speech our Govern¬ 
ment decided to cubout speeches for 
awhile, and further the English cause in a 
manner less obvious but equally effective. 
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.. . A few months before, Mexico had ex¬ 
propriated those Mexican oil-wells owned 
by foreign corporation*, seizing them on 
the theory that these oil-wells had been 
originally stolen from the people by the 
bribery of Mexican officials. Despite the 
effort of the American Press to make it 
appear that these oil-weDs belonged large¬ 
ly to American corporations, the fact is 
that most of them belong to English corpo¬ 
rations, With England preparing for war, 
and with this Mexican oil a vital necessity 
it must be recovered at any cost; but how 
could England recover it? To sue in Mexi¬ 
can courts would be a waste of time; and 
the Monroe Doctrine would not permit 
England to recover her oil by force. Then, 
as always, the kindly American Govern¬ 
ment solved the problem, by refusing fur¬ 
ther purchases of Mexican silver. Now, 
for some years past, the Mexican govern¬ 
ment had had ft hard time paying expenses 
and had relied upon her sales of silver to 
the United States, more than upon any 
other income, to pay her current charges. 
So, in stopping our purchases of Mexican 
silver, with the implied promise that the 
purchases would be resumed if Mexico 
would release the English oil-wells, Mr. 
Hull had taken and completed the third 
step, by which we have moved toward war. 
And waste no time in regretting that in 
this attack on our neighboring Democracy 
we lost much trade, and the confidence of 
Latin America; remember only that we 
were fulfilling a provision of our secret 
foreign policy, in attempting to aid Great 
Britain. 

STEP 4. 

Following our attack on the economic 
and financial structure of Mexico; an at¬ 
tack that had little success there but 
caused political repercussions here, our 
Government decided to use Gold rather 
than force, in its attempt to draw Brazil 
into the English-American orbit. Thus the 
Government loaned Brazil (or the politi¬ 
cians of Brazil) Nineteen million dollars, 
with the promise of fifty-million more, if 
and when. At the time this step was taken, 
Germany was not only Brazil's best cus¬ 
tomer, but much of the products bought 
from Brazil were materials needed in war. 


such as cotton, rubber and manganese, and 
thus our Government had TWO good rea¬ 
sons for breaking up this German-Brazil- 
ian trade; we would keep Germany from 
getting important war-materials, and thus 
weaken Germany for the coming war with 
England; and would keep Germany from 
getting food product*, including coffee, and 
thus contribute to any discontent or fear 
that might arise in Germany. . . , Due to 
Brazilian politicians (and our Gold) the 
step was quite successful and in a few 
months Brazilian shipments of food and 
other materials to Germany had DE- 
creased approximately 60%. Of course this 
was a hard blow to the German Govern¬ 
ment and the German people, but event¬ 
ually the fuD effect of the blow was evaded, 
when Germany arranged to buy cotton and 
coffee, rubber and manganese in other 
South American countries,—and with the? 
result to be mentioned later in Step 8. * 

STEP 6. 

This Step,—the recall of our Ambassa¬ 
dor to Germany, was a serious diplomatic 
blunder, and for two reasons; (1) It 
served notice to the whole world that the 
American Government was NOT neutral, 
but was co-operating with England; and 
as a result Germany at once began a series 
of conferences destined to produce the 
most startling alliance of modern times, 
the alliance between Germany and Russia. 
(2) It caused the people of Germany to 
rally unanimously and loyally to the sup¬ 
port of their government. In brief, the 
result of this step was the exact reverse of 
what our President had planned and hoped 
for. Which introduces a similar step which 
had very similar consequences. 

STEP 6. 

As the preceding was a diplomatic blun¬ 
der, step 6 was a blunder both diplomatic 
and economic. When the President raised 
the Tariff rates against Germany to the 
unheard of height of 25%, he was adding 
a second panel to the wall of economic- 
blockade which we noted when Brazil had 
been bribed to cease her trade with Ger¬ 
many. To thus prevent our importation of 
German goods was a terrific blow to Ger¬ 
many's economic and financial system; as 
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it was intended to be; in addition it was 
a threat to the smaller nations of Europe, 
as to what they could expect if they dared 
co-operate with Germany. * . . But here 
again our Government over-reached itself, 
for instead of decreasing this co-operation, 
the smaller states of Europe entered into 
trade agreements with Germany on a more 
favorable basis than theretofore. Further, 
and as in the preceding step, this attempt 
at economic blockade rendered inevitable 
the Russo-German alliance which came 
later. As such, this step was a diplomatic 
blunder. 

Here at home the step was an economic 
blunder, in that it robbed our people, partic¬ 
ularly those of the Pacific Coast, of their 
best foreign market for fruits and farm 
products, cotton and oil. Nothing that had 
happened during nine years of depression 
had caused so much suffering to the people 
of the West Coast as this raising of tariff 
rates against Germany. Up to the present 
moment these western people have not 
fully realized the cause of their loss of this 
foreign trade, but they will realize it in 
time;—but then perhaps. Too Late. 

STEP 7. 

Aware of a nation-wide anger over the 
loss of German trade as a result of the 
rise in tariff rates, something had to be 
done to quiet this anger, and so the Presi¬ 
dent and Secretary Hull staged their Pan- 
American Conference at Lima, Peru. . . . 
Though they hoped through this confer¬ 
ence to achieve a series of "defense*' 
alliances with the states of South America, 
this fact was kept in the dark; and so the 
conference was advertised as a move to 
increase trade between the United States 
and the states of South America. In effect, 
the Government said to our people, "Don’t 
worry about the trade you have lost with 
Germany and Central Europe; we will get 
you even more business in Central and 
South America.** But equally important, 
the conference was staged to show the na¬ 
tions of Europe that unity of thought and 
action could be expected between the na¬ 
tions of the Western Hemisphere; in other 
words to show Europe that Central and 
South America had become pro-English 


and pro-United States. But as is now his¬ 
tory the conference was a flop from both 
angles,—it failed to deceive Europe, and 
it brought no Increase in trade to our 
country. Perhaps, it was the failure of 
this Lima conference that caused our 
Government to lose its temper and sense 
of propriety as was evidenced by our 
Government’s next step. 

STEP 8, 

This was the step in which Under 
Secretary of State Mr. Sumner Welles said 
to the world, in effect,—"that the United 
States regarded Central and South Ameri¬ 
ca as its own trade-province and that all * 
other nations should stay out.** This step * 
which was intended seriously, at length 
resulted humorously, and for two reasons, 

—(1) The States of Central and South 
America said to themselves and each 
other, "by what right does the United 
States tell foreign nations to keep out of 
our countries? Doesn’t the United States 
realize that in making this statement she 
is practically saying to South and Central 
America that they are no longer free to 
trade when and where they please? Is this 
Democracy, or 'economic aggression*?” 
Well, whatever else they decided, they de¬ 
cided to go’ on trading where and as they 
pleased, and still continue to do so. In this 
respect the Welles* speech was "funny." 
Later, it was funny for another reason, for 
it was the same Mr. Welles of whom our 
government said while he was in Europe, 
"he took with him no proposals of any kind 
to any government,”—a statement contra¬ 
dicted a few days after Mr. Welles re¬ 
turned to Washington, when in a world¬ 
wide broadcast in French and English, the 
French Premier, M. Reynaud said, "the 
proposal brought by Mr. Welles has been 
approved by the French Government.*' 
Which recalls the old couplet 

"0 what a tangled web we weave 
when first we practice to deceive.” 

STEP 9. 

Time and again during 1938 and 1939, 
United States Senators and Congressmen 
stated on the floor of Congress their belief 
that our Government had "secret” under- 
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standings with England and France. These 
statements made the head-hues and caused 
nation-wide concern: So on several occa¬ 
sions oqr Government assured the nation 
that no such secret agreements had been 
made or existed. *. . And then the truth 
came out. ... In an airplane accident in 
Los Angeles a high official of the French 
air-service was killed, and though every 
effort was made to keep his identity a secret 
the effort failed,—and the country knew 
the Truth.... We did have a secret agree¬ 
ment with foreign nations, at least for the 
purchase of airplanes, and perhaps for 
other reasons. 

STEP 10. 

That the matter here described was im- 
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its agreements with foreign nations, is 
clearly evidenced by the fact that our 
Government called a Special Session of 
Congress in order to take this step, — The 
Repeal of the Embargo Act.... Of course 
the '‘repeal* was sold to the country as a 
“peace measure,” but as many of us knew 
then, and as everyone knows now, it was a 
war measure, and was taken to open the 
way for aiding our “Allies” with Loans and 
Credits and perhaps, ships and men. 

STEP II. 

To those of us who had watched the un¬ 
folding of the Plan described in the pre¬ 
ceding Ten steps, it was no surprise when 
the President took the Eleventh step with 
his startling speech in which he said in 
effect, "we must give England every aid 
within our power, short of war.” To us, 
his declaration was convincing evidence 
that the "die had been cast,” and that it 
was only a question of time until the 
phrase "Short of War” would be dropped 
and the phrase "including war” substi¬ 
tuted. 

STEP 12. 

When two years ago our Pacific battle- 
fieet was shifted to the Atlantic Ocean, the 
country was encouraged to believe that due 
to events in Europe, our Government was 
afraid of an attack upon our eastern ports. 
Yet, strangely enough a few months later 


when the war-danger in Europe had in¬ 
creased by a hundred fold, our Government 
seemed to lose its fear of an attack in the 
East, and returned the battle-fleet to the 
Pacific. . . . We didn't know at the time 
why the fleet had been returned, but 
knowing our Government, we knew that 
something was afoot.... Thus, when a few 
months later most of our racific neet was 
sent to Honolulu, and part of it to the 
Philippines, we felt sure of the reason for 
the shift, and stated our opinion publicly 
by platform and radio.... Later our guess 
was confirmed, and for months our Navy 
has been in the far Pacific protecting Eng¬ 
land's Empire. In other words, our Monroe 
Doctrine which was formerly restricted to 
the three-mQe limit of the seas surround¬ 
ing the Western Hemisphere, has now 
been stretched from the Rhine to Singa¬ 
pore, which is some stretch even for the 
American Taxpayers who pay for it. 

STEP 13. 

Should War, whether "declared” or un¬ 
declared be the final step leading to a 
Britisb-American Union and Dictatorship, 
180 million Americans may say with the 
French King, "After us, the Deluge.*” 

♦ * * 

But before closing this chapter of the 
"18” Steps the Reader is asked to note and 
remember three things of infinite impor¬ 
tance; (1) That in NOT one of these 
Steps has our American welfare been pre¬ 
eminent but to the contrary, each of these 
steps has been taken to strengthen Eng¬ 
land and weaken Germany and Italy. (2) 
That in following this Gold Bill-Foreign 
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valuable foreign trade,—our federal debt 
has been increased at least 40% with no 
profit to our country,—and our Govern¬ 
ment has offered an unprovoked insult to 
the millions of German and Italian people 
who have ever been our most loyal, thrifty 
and law-abiding citizens. (8) If under the 
pressure and hysteria of War 80 million 
citizens of German and Italian descent are 
to be persecuted by a British-American 
Dictatorship how iong win it be until an¬ 
other 100 million Americans meet the 
same fate? 
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These questions recall the prophetic 
words of John Quincy Adams who in his 
Plymouth Oration said In 1802,—“West¬ 
ward the course of Empire takes its way/’ 
. . . From Babylon the course of Empire 
did move westward, — to Greece, then 
Rome, then Spain and finally to the France 
of Napoleon: But all these Empires came 
to the same inevitable end; for as Napo¬ 
leon said, they were “built by the sword, 
maintained by the sword and died by the 
sword/’... Today, the English Empire, also 
built and maintained by the sword, con¬ 
fronts its hour of destiny; but this Empire, 
unlike those that preceded it, seeks escape 
from “death by the sword” by its plan to 
remove to Canada, and thus comes true 
the prophetic words of John Adams, 
"Westward the course of Empire takes 

its way”—to America,_winch raises a 

question that the people of the United 
States should well consider;—“If the Eng¬ 
land herein described, has been able to 
wreck at will, our entire economic system 
while governing from London 8,000 miles 
away, — what may we expect when this 
England governs from Ottawa, and with a 
friendly President in Washington?” 

Here the angry Reader may exclaim, 
“The people of the United States will not 
permit our nation to be joined with Eng¬ 
land either in War or a British-American 
Union.” *. . But are you Sure? Have not 
the preceding pages shown that today 
“History Repeats Itself” as our present 
government follows the path of 1917, the 
Woodrow Wilson path that led to War? 
And who can say what our American 
people will do once “History Repeats It¬ 
self” in,— 


“Propaganda” 

That History is repeating itself in Prop¬ 
aganda is evidenced by the fact that we 
are again being deluged with the same 
flood of Hypocrisy as that which misled 
us into war 23 years ago. . . . Again Eng¬ 
lish Lords and Ladies, preachers and poli¬ 
ticians, authors and actors, tour America 
preaching the same false gospel as of 1917. 
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ing our Press and pulpit, platform and 
Radio, they broadcast the same three doc¬ 


trines which misled us into the first world 
war.... Again we are told, (1) That the 
interests of England and America are 
“identical,” and so interwoven that if Eng¬ 
land suffers, we suffer. This sounded so 
logical in 1917 that we went to war to pro¬ 
tect our “joint” interests, but AFTER the 
war, we discovered that our interests were 
NOT identical, for when we asked England 
to pay her war-debt, she not only refused, 
but called us “shylocks” for requesting 
payment. (2) Again we are told that 
“England is fighting for Democracy, and 
has ALWAYS fought for democracy, and 
that therefore we should again join Eng- t 
land in defense of our common democ- a 
racy/’... But how can we reconcile THIS 
doctrine with the fact, that of the past 
160 years, England has devoted 103 to 
war, never in defense of Democracy but 
always in the promotion of slavery, as 
shown hereinbefore in her treatment of 
China, India and South Africa, Ireland and 
our American colonies.... And now recon¬ 
cile this doctrine with the recent declara¬ 
tion of Mr. Winston Churchill who said, 
"The British Empire was built by the 
Sword, and will be maintained by the 
Sword”? . . ♦ Does this sound like Wash¬ 
ington of Jefferson or Jackson or Lincoln? 

(3) Again we are told ‘That England 
fights to prese rve the independence of 
small nations.” WHAT independence and 
WHAT small nations? Not Czechoslo¬ 
vakia,—which England gave Mr. Hitler to 
strengthen Germany for a war against 
Russia: Not Spain, which England gave 
Mussolini despite the English claim that 
Spain was a democracy: Not Ireland, held 
in slavery by English landlords for 700 
years: Not India, held in slavery for three 
hundred years: Not Mongolia, given to 
Japan, in the hope of saving England’s in¬ 
vestments in Shanghai and Hong Kong: 
Not Norway, which in time of battle Eng¬ 
land deserted, leaving the troops of Nor¬ 
way without food or munitions: Not Hol¬ 
land or Belgium or France, which England 
urged to war and then deserted.. , .WHAT 
“small” nations has England defended? 
None as yet, but of course she may defend 
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vided the United States Navy does most of 
the defending. Be this as it may. these 
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three types of English propaganda, aided 
by a friendly American Government, are 
again being broadcast throughout our na¬ 
tion with a zeal unequalled even during the 
first World War. Which raises a final 
question,— 

"Wise Pays for Tills Propaganda, 
and Why?” 

We answer this question by citing docu¬ 
mentary evidence, found in our Congres¬ 
sional Record, and here restated as fol¬ 
lows:—Seven years ago, one of our brav¬ 
est Statesmen, an American of and for 
America, Congressman Tinkham of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, delivered in Congress, Febru¬ 
ary 3rd, 1933, one of the greatest speeches 
ever heard by that body. Farts of that 
speech are here reproduced. Mr. Tinkham 
said:—'The time is here to fully disclose 
to the American people, the iniquitous in¬ 
trigue against public safety and the 
sovereignty of the United States. . . . 
Andrew Carnegie was alien born and alien 
minded and what his plans and aims were, 
may be seen from the following state¬ 
ments In his book, 'Triumphant Democ¬ 
racy’ (Mr, Carnegie said). 'I crave per¬ 
mission to address some consideration in 
support of my belief, that the future is 
certain to see a reunion (of England and 
America) and once again a common clti- 
xenship. Some day therefore, delegates 
from the now separated branches will meet 
in London, and readily agree upon, and 
then report for approval and verification, a 
basis for restoration of an indissoluble and 
indestructible union. Let men say what 
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the sun in heaven once shone upon Britain 
and America united, so surely is it one 
morning to rise, shine upon, and greet 
again the reunited state, The British- 
American Union'.” (end of quotation from 
Mr. Carnegie). Congressman Tinkham 
continues,—"As may be Been from his own 
statement, Mr. Carnegie never believed in 
American Independence, American Sover¬ 
eignty, American Neutrality. When in 
1910, Mr. Carnegie determined to enter the 
American political field and to dictate 
American Foreign Policy; and established 
for this purpose a 10 million dollar En¬ 


dowment, he chose to name it the 'Carne¬ 
gie Endowment for International Peace/ 
and not the 4 Carnegie Endowment for the 
Abolition of American Independence. 9 . . . 
It can be proven that nearly all the agita¬ 
tion and vast expenditures made for the 
propaganda for American adherence to 
fKg t a! Nations, were directed and 
managed by this organization. ... It or¬ 
ganized and financed International Clubs, 
it publishes International literature, it im¬ 
ports foreign propaganda speakers and 
lecturers, and pays American Professors 
and students liberal amounts for the pro¬ 
motion of the political policies of the En¬ 
dowment. . , . We, the descendants of old 
Americans, refuse to submit to these dic¬ 
tators of the Foreign Policy of the United 
States, whose purpose is to denationalize 
the United States, te destroy her inde¬ 
pendence, to involve her in European polit¬ 
ical affairs by entering first the Court of 
International Justice of the League of Na¬ 
tions, and to abolish her neutrality. . . . 
We the descendants of those who estab¬ 
lished civilization upon this continent; 
fought the Battle of Bunker Hill; died at 
Valley Forge, saw the rising of the sun at 
Yorktown and drew up the Constitution of 
the United States:—We whose ancestors 
flew the American flag upon the seven seas 
in 1B12, are ready here and now to fight the 
battle of the Republic, without quarter and 
without cease, by all the means that lie 
within our power, to expose the plotters 
against American Independence, American 
Sovereignty, American Neutrality and 
American safety. ... A Congressional In¬ 
vestigation of the Carnegie Endowment 
«tuj ifa i&liies, will insure preservation of 
American Independence and American 
Neutrality. The Congress of the United 
States can save the Republic, by this in¬ 
vestigation of its enemies within our 
gates." (end of quotations from speech of 
Congressman Tinkham). 

"Is America a Nation of Sheep?” 

Yes, if we act like sheep and follow the 
Trig fellows” over the fence and into the 
War. And here's the evidence: In 1915, 
when the English and French armies in 
the West, were being defeated on every 
battlefield, and England was fighting with 
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her back to the wall, Winston Churchill 
said to his feDow-Cabmet-Officers, — 
“Locked in the deadly struggle with the 
danger of Russian collapse staring them in

We do not charge that the “Lusi¬ 
tania” was a part of the price, but it did 
do much to draw America into the war. 
But this fact is certain. At about the same 
time, 1915, Lord Northcliffe, England’s 
great publisher and propagandist, was sent 
to America, “to find out just what particu* 
lar type of propaganda Americans would be 
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ing numerous Editors, College professors 
and politicians, Lord Northcliffe returned 
to London, and said to his friends, two 
things we should never forget: — 'The 
American people Look alike. Think alike, 
Dress alike, they are a nation of sheep.” 
Which is to say, we would believe ANY 
kind of propaganda, induding the kinds 
mentioned in this booklet. Think of it: 
Lord Northcliffe comes here to get our aid 
at a time when England was fighting for 
her life; then goes home and says to his 
friends, “the Americans are a nation of 
sheep,” they will believe anything. Well, 
Lord Northcliffe was right 23 years ago; 
what about today? 

The other statement by Lord Northcliffe 
was equally startling, and will explain why 
some of our leading citizens are today pro- 
English and pro-War, said he,—T left 150 
million dollars in America, for propaganda 
purposes.” Think that over.. . , Finally, 
to show his final contempt for the people 
of America, Lord Northcliffe said,—“So 
far as exercising real independence of 
judgment and action, with respect to the 
war, I can think of only one people with 
whom to compare the Americans,—name¬ 
ly, the Chinese.” And think that over.

And now. Ladies and Gentlemen of the 
jury:—The Case of England VS.

controvertible Facts has been submitted

CHAPTER VH. 

The Coming 

UNITED STATES OF EUROPE 


To paraphrase the words of Lincoln,— 
“In 1781 our fathers brought forth on this 
continent a new nation, conceived in 
liberty, and dedicated to the proposition 
that all Americans should enjoy equally, 
an enduring freedom from economic and 
political tyranny.” Our fathers did achieve 
INDEPENDENCE, at Yorktown in 1781, 
but not until 1788, eight years later, were 
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they able to adopt the CONSTITUTION 
and found the NATION described by 
Lincoln.., . Our history-books have care¬ 
fully omitted the REASON for these eight 
years of disunity and chaos but the facts 
are as follows:—Though the English had 
lost the war at Yorktown they did not lose 
the hope that eventually the Colonies 
would be forced to return to the English 
Crown; for as they well knew, the eco¬ 
nomic life of the colonies was still domi¬ 
nated by English Aristocrats, Agents and 
Bankers who would use their every power 
to prevent the establishment of an Inde¬ 
pendent nation. ... For eight years after 
Yorktown, these English Agents and 
Bankers said to each of the thirteen 
colonies, “You dare not join a confedera¬ 
tion or Union of States, for if you do, some 
ONE STATE will dominate the other 
twelve.” To the people of Virginia and 
other southern colonies they said, "Do you 
want to be dominated by the large and rich 
New York colony?” To the people of New 
York and New England they said, “Do you 
people who pay wages in commerce and 
industry want to be dominated by the 
southern colonies which produce and trans¬ 
port by 'slave labor’ As a result of 

these and similar arguments the colonies 
were kept in chaoB and disunity for eight 
long years; but finally, when disunity 
threatened them with destruction, they 
agreed to bury their individual ambitions 
and unite under one Flag and In one Nation, 
The United States of America. 

At this very moment the 250 million 
people of the several states of Europe, are 
seeking a method by which to escape the 
chaos, poverty and tyranny, which Dis¬ 
unity has forced upon them for many cen¬ 
turies past.... But in the Europe of today 
as in the America of 1781-80, English 
Agents spread their favorite propaganda, 
"The Fear of Domination,” to each of the 
small states of Europe they bring the 
same argument, — “You dare not join a 
United States of Europe, for if you do, you 
will be dominated by a rich and powerful 
Germany.” ... In brief, it is the same old 
argument England has used for more than 
two hundred years, to maintain her 
"Balance of Power” and her control of 


Europe.. .. But at last there has come to 
Europe the same certainty of destruction 
as that which threatened our American 
colonies in 1788, and the states of Europe 
now realize that they MUST unite, or die: 
And UNITE they will; regardless of any¬ 
thing England or the United States of 
America can do to prevent it.. . . 

Suppose Germany does dominate the 
New Europe for the next 25 or 40 years, 
what of it? Does not New York City 
dominate the economic life of the 48 states 
of Our Union? Are not the daily “Bank 
clearances” of New York City, greater 
than all the rest of the Nation’s banks 
combined? Do not the 200 great corporar 
tions that dominate the industrial and i 
commercial life of our nation maintain * 
their main offices in New York City? And 
what of it? Is it not inevitable that some 
one city or state should serve as the Center 
of a nation’s economic life? Is there any 
state in America better qualified to be our 
economic center than the State of New 
York? Why then should not Germany be 
the economic center of a New Europe, 
since for fifty years Germany has been the 
one country from which all Europe drew 
its Culture, its medicine, its chemicals and 
machinery, and has been the one market 
that could absorb the surplus products of 
the several states of Europe? Could the 
small states of Europe have sent their sur¬ 
plus food-products and raw materials to 
France or England or the United States of 
America? Of course not; England and 
France got these products from their 
colonies, and we had an annual surplus of 
our own.. .. Only Germany could and did 
afford a continuing market for these sur¬ 
plus products, and only Germany can con¬ 
tinue to afford such a market for the new 

United States of Europe-Because this 

Law of Economic Necessity must take its 
course, the peoples of all Europe desire 
Economic Union with Germany and will 
gladly surrender all nationalistic ambi¬ 
tions to this end, rather than longer endure 
the poverty and chaos which England’s 
Balance-of-Power has forced upon them for 
more than MO years. ... Could the people 
of Europe vote on the question tomorrow, 
they would vote unanimously for a United 
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States of Europe with Germany as the eco¬ 
nomic center, for they not oniy realise that 
they prosper only when Germany pros¬ 
pers; they know that in a single genera¬ 
tion, with peace throughout Europe and 
with all tariff-barriers removed, every na¬ 
tion on the Continent would be lifted to the 
high plane of modernization and prosper¬ 
ity that characterized Germany before the 
World War. 

And what prevents the coming of this 
United States of Europe? For a time it 
was prevented by those crooked politicians 
who later deserted Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Norway, Holland, Belgium and France, 
who fled to England taking with them 
most of the gold of their respective na¬ 
tions. Now that Carol has fled from 
Rumania, nothing prevents a European 
Union, save the still more crooked politi¬ 
cians, who operate in and from England and 
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the opposition of these politicians and hyp¬ 
ocrites who clothe their opposition with 
sanctimonious phrases about Democracy 
and Christianity, the United States of 
Europe would be functioning smoothly 
within six months. 

And why do these English and Ameri¬ 
can politicians still oppose a European 
Union? Because they fear they may lose 
their 20 billions in Gold, should the New 
Europe adopt some medium of exchange 
which would not require Gold as a base or 
foundation.... As a matter of fact no such 
medium of exchange is either planned or 
desired by Germany or the rest of Europe: 
They not only desire enough Gold to ren¬ 
der their currency stable in all world mar¬ 
kets; they would gladly give abundant 
security if English and American bankers 
would make such Gold available. ... In 
brief, due to the stupidity and greed of 
English and American bankers, Europe 
and America confront the greatest crisis 
In all history:—the Old Balance-of-Power- 
theory has run its course, and moat now 
give place to International co-operation if 
either Europe or America shall endure. 

Soon, the English Government, together 
with England’s Royalty, nobility, aristoc¬ 
racy and money, will have removed to 
Canada, and a new Government, favorable 


to a United States of Europe will arise in 
England. Whether this happens as a re¬ 
sult of a Hitler victory or because of a 
revolution within England, will make no 
difference whatever. ... IT WILL HAP¬ 
PEN. ... What THEN should be the atti¬ 
tude of the American people? Where 
then will our interests lie? We have been 
told that our interests are identical with 
those of England,—Will they still be iden¬ 
tical when a “new" England has joined the 
new European Union? Roosevelt and 
Churchill would say NO.—That America 
should unite with the “old” England then 
sojourning in Canada. While this may be 
the answer of Roosevelt and Churchill, 
what is the answer of the PEOPLE of 
America? Where do OUR interests lie? 

“Shall we fight for the ‘old’ 
England, or shall we TRADE 
with the ‘new* Europe?” 

Can anyone doubt that this United 
States of Europe would bring us a thou¬ 
sand-fold more profitable trade than we 
have yet had from that Continent? Can 
anyone doubt that peaceful commerce be¬ 
tween the European Union and the Ameri¬ 
can Union is the hope and dream of every 
leading statesman on the Continent? Such 
questions answer themselves, for as Solo¬ 
mon said,—“Wisdom is better than many 
weapons” and Trade is better than War. 
But alas and alack the Washington-Londop 
Axis does not agree with Solomon nor with 
the People of America and Europe. And so 
when English Royalty and Nobility have 
removed to Canada and the Washington- 
London Axis has become the Briiish- 
American Union, we may find ourselves 
involved in a new World War, in which our 
Rulers seek to prevent a United States of 
Europe, and to the sorrow of the United 
States of America. 

Even though we lose our fight to 
keep America out of the new World War, 
the Author re -issu es this Booklet in the 
hope,—that AFTER the war ends, the 
people of America may produce a Govern¬ 
ment and a Foreign Policy under which we 
can unitedly support the hopes and plans 
and dreams of the People of Europe;—that 
thereafter the Halted States of America 
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may join & United States of Europe, in 
bringing peace and prosperity to all the 
world* . . . But this united effort cannot 
come, until the people of America see the 
hopelessness and stupidity of trying^ to 
save the “old” England. ... By the time 
this booklet reaches your hand, this “old” 
England may be dead and buried, but even 
so, let us fervently pray that America may 
not participate in any resurrection, and 
that our people may decide wisely this all- 
important question:— 

“SHALL WE FIGHT FOR THE ‘OLD’

Tho permanent organi¬ 
sation must bo completed as soon as possible. The election of permanent 
officers is necessary as Te, the Mothers, Mobilise met be relieved of this 
obligation. 

With tho report of the Committee on Organisation there are also the 
reports of the Besolutlon Committee, the Action Commit toe, and the Minutes of 
the Meeting. 


This meeting was a "mountain top* experience, demonstrating that women 
love their son* and their country beyond every other consideration. Personal 
feelings and petty hindrances were put aside, generous gestures of burying 
differences of opinion were made, for these women are big enough and fine 
enough to realise that they mutt stand together, walk together, fight togother 
if they arc to win the great battle that le before them. Wounded feelings 
are not a eoldior's equipment and wo are militant mothers, consecrated to the 
service of humanity and Christianity. 


Te are grateful that you came. Te cherish the memory of your presence.

The rising tide of opposition to the President’s war policy was never 
more clearly demonstrated than by the vote in the House of Representatives on 
revision of the Neutrality Law* 

In order to prevent a vote of no—confidence s administration leaders 
were forced to apply every available type of political pressure* The narrow 
margin by which their so-called victory was achieved is eloquent proof that the 
American people will not stand for broken pledges and government by subterfuge 
much longer- Congress has served clear notice that the President must go slowly 
from now on or suffer repudiation from the people’s representatives* 

The result was so close that a shift of ten votes would have defeated 
the bill* A more important fact, however, is that "those voting against the 
bill represented districts embracing approximately 50$ of the voters of the

Introducing General Wood

We are at a crisis in our international relations. On 
the decisions now made by the people of this country 
and their leaders may depend our national welfare 
for generations to come. 

At earlier meetings you have had presented to you 
dramatically, brilliantly, emotionally, the views of 
those who believe that the ideal of American life 
now demands a full participation in the war between 
England and Germany, and a willingness to take all 
the risks of war which that involves. 

Now there is another view, equally patriotic, equal¬ 
ly above question from the standpoint of ideals— 
hut diametrically opposed in its spiritual and its 
practical approach to the problem. This view sees 
America's destiny as the preservation of peace for 
its 185,000,000 people; the abstention on any ac¬ 
count, and no matter how emotional the appeal, from 
European and Asiatic wars; the maintenance of the 
processes of democracy and of civilisation. 

Those who hold this view are certain that we can¬ 
not enforce democracy on the rest of the world by 
force and arms. They believe war will be ruinous 
to everything we cherish most, and they believe we 
ea% avoid war, and should make every effort to do so. 

This is the view of the man who addresses you 
today. He was bom sixty-one years ago in the State 
of Missouri. Forty years ago he graduated from the 
United States Military Academy at West Point. His 
first .military service was in the Philippine insurrec¬ 
tion. As Chief Quartermaster at Panama during the 
days of the canal construction under General Goe- 
thals, he was charged with the duty of acquiring 
food, clothing, and supplies for the 40,000 employees 
and officials in the canal sone, During the World 
War he had a major responsibility for supplying our 
entire military establishment. After the war, in civil 
life, his ability gave him immediate recognition in 
the commercial world, where he served for ten years 
as President of Sears, Roebuck & Company, and is 
now the Chairman of its Board of Directors. 

For his outstanding services during the World War 
he was awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. 
He is a Commander of the British Order of St. Mi¬ 
chael A St George. He is a Knight of the French 
Legion of Honor. At present he is the Acting Chair¬ 
man of the America First Committee. 

I am honored in presenting to you General Robert

General Robert E. Wood's Speech 


“Our Foreign Policy"’ 

I hesitated to accept the invitation of my friends. 
Dr. Lichtenstein and Mr. Utley, to address this gath¬ 
ering for two reasons—first, because I do not feel 
on a par as a speaker with the very eminent persona 
who nave addressed these gatherings; second, be¬ 
cause my views are opposed to those of a probable 
majority of my listeners—and I may add—opposed 
to those of some of my dearest friends and relatives. 
I have a brother-in-law on the William Allen White 
Committee, 

But it is one of the beauties of a democracy that 
In time of peace, at least, men are free to express 
their opinions and honest men respect apposing opin¬ 
ions if those opinions are sincere and free of ulterior 
motive, and now is a time for all honest men to 
express their convictions. 

The Hour of Decision 

This country is on the eve of momentous decisions. 
The results of these decisions may be so far reaching 
that they may have an effect for good or bad on the 
life of this country for at least a generation, I am 
at the stage of life when I do not care as to the effect 
on myself or my own generation. I do greatly care 
what the effects will be on my children and grand¬ 
children and their generation. 

There are two schools of thought in this country 
on the subject of our foreign policy They may be 
termed “Interventionists" and “Isolationists." These 
terms are not exactly descriptive, because all inter¬ 
ventionists are not extreme interventionists and most 
isolationists are only isolationists as to Europe and 
Asia, but not isolationists as to the balance of North 
America and South America. 

I except from my discussion those who have ulte¬ 
rior motives—anything except the welfare of our 
country. That would Include the Communists who 
really desire to destroy our Government; the Nazis 
and members of the Bund who put the interests of 
Germany above those of this country; some ultra- 
pacifists who forget the Interests of their country In 
their desire for peace at any price; a limited number 
of extreme Anglophiles who nut tbs interests of 
Gnat Britain above those of their own country. 
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Our Common Ground 

These schools of thought are in violent opposition, 
but there are certain points of agreement among all 
classes except perhaps what may be called the lunatic 
fringe of our population. 

These points of agreement are: 

First —The necessity for a strong defense-—a 
strengthening of our army and navy and air force. 
Our people are practically unanimous on this sub- 
iect--4he only differences are on differences of detail. 
It is obvious that the richest nation of the world, in 
a world of force, must make itself impregnable. 

Second —The belief that no foreign nation must 
obtain possession of any part of the two Americas 4 
and that the United States must be prepared to de- 4 
fend the North American continent, and at least that 
portion of the South American continent as far as 
the Equator. There is some difference of opinion as 
to whether military and naval protection should go 
as far as Cape Horn. 

Third —Access to our great Industrial .plant by 
Great Britain within the limits of the neutrality law 
.—that is, unlimited right of purchase by Great 
Britain of planes, tanks, munitions of war, raw ma¬ 
terials from private manufacturers, provided she can 
pay for them and provide her own transportation. 
And this I may add is a very great aid. 

Without this aid now being given, England could 
not long carry on the war, for her supplies of raw 
materials, her steel making capacity, munitions and 
plane plants are insufficient for a long major war. 
Without the production facilities of the United 
States she would be crushed. Theoretically, Ger¬ 
many is entitled to the same privilege—actually, on 
account of the British blockade, she cannot use our 
facilities, but she has no right to complain. I be¬ 
lieve the overwhelming majority of the citixens are 
in accord with these three principles. I know I am. 

Here Difference* BegKi 

But it is when we get beyond the third point that 
opinion diverges sharply. The present administra¬ 
tion in power, probably the majority of our editors 
and columnists, a very influential body of public 
opinion a* represented by the Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding Britain is In favor of our gov¬ 
ernment turning over some of our flying fortresses, 
more destroyers, more planes, and merchant ships. 
Others, even more extreme, favor an outright alli¬ 
ance with Great Britain and a declaration of war 
on Germany. 
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Now what are the fundamental arguments for 
this point of view? They may be reduced to three 
principal reasons: 

Fir*t —The totalitarian state with its ideology, 
with its record of persecution, is repugnant to our 
ideals and should be destroyed, even if we have to 
enter a war to accomplish this result 

Stcvnd —Our own protection depends on Britain 
as our first line of defense, and if she falls, we are 
exposed to the onslaught of a totalitarian combina¬ 
tion. Per se, it follows that we must give England 
ail the aid we can, even at the risk of entering the 
war. 

Third —If Britain is defeated, it will be impossible 
for a free competitive, unorganised and unmanaged 
industrial system to compete with a totalitarian sys¬ 
tem* 

War Does Not Destroy Ideologies 

A* to the first reason, yon cannot destroy an ideology 
by waging war on it. The conditions created in 
Europe by the Versailles Treaty were largely respon¬ 
sible for the rise of Hitler and the Nasi philosophy. 
The history of Europe for the last 100 years is a 
story of cruelties, persecutions, injustices. No gov¬ 
ernment was more repugnant to our ideals and ideas 
than the old Czaristic regime of Russia—it had over 
many years a series of pogroms, but we remained 
on friendly terms with Russia. Up to 1917 we had 
always remained true to the principles of foreign 
policy laid down by the founders of our country: 
the policy of keeping aloof from the quarrels of 
Europe and Asia, 

The Communistic regime of Russia under Lenin 
and Stalin was equally opposed to our principles 
and was detested by the majority of our people. 
Nevertheless, we have maintained our relations with 
Russia, and we have certainly had no idea of making 
war on that country. 

Sentimentalists or ReolistsT 

A nation cannot be a knight-errant. It must be 
realistic. Great Britain, during her entire history, 
has been coldly realistic, and her success in building 
up her Empire has been due to her realism. As 
individuals we can give vent to our generous im¬ 
pulses or even to our pet hates, but our statesmen, 
our editors, our moulders of public opinion must 
consider that it is not their individual fortune* and 
live* that are to be considered, but thoee of 180,000,- 
000 of their fellow dtteens. 
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Now as to the second reason—our military de¬ 
fense in the event of a German victory. Our country 
haa gone through a curious transformation of 
thought since May 10th. From an underestimate of 
the military and economic strength of Germany, it 
has gone to the opposite extreme of overestimating 
that strength. From some of the remarks beard on 
the Eastern seaboard in June, we would have thought 
that New York and Boston were in imminent danger 
of being bombed. 

Bombings Alone Cannot Win 

Now the events In Spain, Poland, Belgium and 
France showed the major importance of the air 
am when supported by tanks, infantry and a mod¬ 
em army. But Spain showed that bombing of cities, 
unsupported by an army, cannot win a war or even 
shake the morale of a population if the nation is of 
tough fibre like the Spanish and English peoples. 

Apparently the Battle of England is demonstrat¬ 
ing the same principle. Unless an army can cross the 
Channel, the German air force cannot impose a de¬ 
cision on England. Casualties and material damage 
—yes. The 15,000 casualties in London so far are 
but a drop in the bucket for a nation of 45,000,000 
people; more casualties were incurred in single days 
of the Verdun, Ypres and Somme offensives. The 
destruction of apartment houses, stores, public build¬ 
ings do not constitute a blow to the military strength 
of a nation. If the docks, railroads, power plants 
and munitions plant* are put out of commission, it 
does affect the military effort, but unless it is done 
on a gigantic scale the cation cannot be, subdued, 
and all evidence is to the effect that military damage 
thus far has not been of such a serious character as 
to merely impair the island's defense. 

fan England Be Invaded? 

A* for an invasion, at the great risk of being called 
a false prophet, X doubt whether any invasion will 
ever be made, and If It is attempted, it will be de¬ 
cisively repulsed. To land 5550,000 Germans In Eng¬ 
land, with mechanised equipment, ammunition and 
necessary supplies, would be a gigantic operation. 
Once landed, that force would have to face 1,500,000 
Eng lishm en under arms, fighting on their own island 
behind strong defenses. And to land thoee 250,000 
Germans means practically complete mastery of the 
air, M ocki n g off the English fleet, complete control 
of the Channel—none of which objectives have J*t 
basil attained after more than a month of intensive 
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rffort To ijm up. I doubt whether the UUnd eu 
t>e conquered, ana I in* quite curt the British Amt 
cannot be put out of commission. *•*

If we aid Britain, short of war and beyond the limits J 
of the Neutrality Act, it ultimately means war and 
should war. If we enter the war, we must 

enter it with all our strength in men and money. 
Thit is the only way to win a war. 

If the military reports from abroad are correct, 

I feel there is no doubt that Great Britain can de¬ 
fend her island, her dominions like Canada, Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand. She may lose Egypt, the 
Suez and Gibraltar, though this is extremely doubt¬ 
ful. So far the Italians have shown no signs of real 
offensive strength. There is little doubt that England 
can make a negotiated peace by which she can keep 
her fleet and hex colonies, but which will leave Ger¬ 
many the economic control of Western Europe. But 
she cannot decisively defeat Germany unaided. Her 
statesmen privately admit that, and say that for her 
to gain a decisive victory we will have to actively 
enter the war. One of the great mistakes made by 
the Allies in this war was that in its first six months 
they thought they could win a safe economical war, 
with France sitting behind the Maginot line and 
England maintaining its blockade, with little ex¬ 
penditure of blood and a minimum expenditure of 
treasure.’ For us to actively enter the war means 
ships, planes, money, men, expeditionary forces. 
That is the issue that must ultimately be presented 
to the American people, and it should be presented 
openly, honestly and squarely. 










Our Own Democracy^ ill Be Sacrificed 

In deciding tills issue, the American people should 
face the costs. We start with a debt of $50,000,000,000. 
With the enormous cost of waging modern war, the 
cost of sending forces over 3,000 miles of ocean, of 
engaging our navy in the Far East, we would ulti- 
matoT p face a debt of from 100 to 150 billions. Vic® 
tenons or defeated, we will be faced at the conclu¬ 
sion of snch a war with great economic dislocations 
—the rich would face a capital levy, the middle 
classes impoverishment, and the masses a lowered 
standard of living and the loss of most of the social 
gains so far secured. 

Competent observers believe that if the war is 
prolonged in Europe over one or two years, it will 
result in Communism in all Europe, and a species 
of National Socialism in England. If we are in¬ 
volved, it probably spells the end of capitalism all 
over the world. 

Defend America First, Last, Always 

1 would unhesitatingly say to throw everything we 
have into a war to defend the United States or our 
own sphere of influence, which is the North Amer¬ 
ican continent and part, if not all, of the South 
American continent. I do not think the American 
people should make these sacrifices to interfere in 
the quarrels of Europe and Asia, old, sick and over- 
populated continents with ancient rivalries that can¬ 
not be healed. It is up to the American people to 

decide whether they want to make these sacrifices

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help regulate Europe and Asia. But they should 
make the decision with all the cards on the table, 
not misled by artifice and subterfuge. 

But if that decision is given affirmatively, I think 
you will find Americans like myself, who sincerely 
seHeve a course spells disaster to the nation, 
will be at their posts of duty in the service of this 
country.

This little pamphlet is intended 
to answer the question—Can Hitler Invade America? 

This is a very important question. It is important 
because Americans are told that this terrible war 
in Europe is our war. 

It is called our war because, we are told, if Hitler 
defeats England the United States is next on the 
list Having crushed England and taken the English 
navy, it is said, he will then INVADE AMERICA. 
And because so many people believe this to be 
true they are willing to go to any lengths to aid 
Britain to defeat Hitler. 

This whole argument turns on one point—that 
Hitler, after he defeats England, CAN INVADE 
AMERICA. And so the great question is — 
CAN HE? 

Now then, let ns begin at the beginning. 

There is no doubt that Hitler and his great 
Nazi army is a powerful military machine. There 
is also no doubt that Hitler will stop at nothing 
to gain his objectives—to take any country that 
he wants. 

He overran Czechoslovakia and Poland swiftly. 
Then he turned to overrun Norway, Denmark, 
Holland, Belgium, France in startling quick suc¬ 
cession. 

Because he could do this we are warned that he 
can do the same thing to the United States and 
that the only thing that protects us from Hitler is 
the British navy. 

Let us see therefore just what Hitler would 
require in order to invade the United States. 

First of all, we start out with the fact that all 
these countries put together — Poland, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, Norway, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, France 
—Are much smaller than the United States. 

Their total populations equal 110,000,000. Our 
total population is 130,000,000. 

They were divided into seven different countries. 
Each one was small compared with Germany. They 
were scattered around Germany’s rim. Hitler 
could attack each one separately. And each one 
—save France—was just a small monel for him. 
But the United States is a unified country—a 
single nation—and the attack would be against 
the whole United States. 

In the next place, all these countries were right 
on Germany's land frontiers. In each case all he 
had to do was to roll across their land borders and 
he was inside their gates. They had fortresses, 
barricades. But those were nothing against his 
vast mechanical equipment. When he had defeated 
franco he turned to fight England. Germany has 
80 million population and a gigantic army and an 
air force three times the sSse m Britain’s. England 
has only 60 mil 1km p eop le. But when Hitler 
turned on England there was' the English Channel 
r-o*u T 98 mike wide at Ha narrowest point This 
i* only about half the dktaaoe from Washington 
to Baltimore: But when he faced that problem 





of crossing that narrow strip of water—he hat not 
yet, after fifteen months of war and seven monthi 
since France fell, even attempted to cross it with 
soldiers or tanks. 

When he attempts to invade the United States 
—or Canada—he would have to face the problem 
of crossing with his armies THREE THOUSAND 
MTI i KS of the Atlantic Ocean and facing not 50 
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The problem of invading England is all comprised » 
the small circle. There is a narrow strip of see—less 
than 26 miles at its narrow point—which Germany must 
cross to invade England either with an army or with 
planes . Sending planes over, of course, is a simple 
matter as far as distance is concerned . But invading 
the United States or Canada means traversing the im¬ 
mense mileage of ocean either to New York or New¬ 
foundland or from the Azores or other equally distant 
ports. 


million people on a small island with but small 
natural resources, but a vast nation with ISO 
million people and resources far exceeding his own. 

Now let us look at this problem as realistically 
as possible. Just what would be the job that 
Hitler would have on his hands? 

We have spoken of the “might 7 ’ of Hitler's armies. 
In what does that might consist? His armies are 
mighty because they are equipped with an endless 
supply of tanks, armored trucks, machine guns 
and great cannon and mortars, anti-aircraft guns 
and anti-tank guns and great motorcycle squadrons 
and planet. His army was no longer an army on 
foot. It was an army in trucks and in tanks 
plunging against its adversaries and mowing them 
down and rolling over them. 

Of course if Hitler ever attempted to invade 
America he would have to bring not only his 
soldiers hut all this equipment. Without it he 
would be helpless. 

Let ut see then what he would have to bring 
aetoes the 3,000 miles of ocean to Invade America. 

First* we have to decide how many men he 
mould use to invade America and defeat us. Now 
light here the reader must understand that the 
German army leaders have shown immense intelh- 


know that they are not coming to Amer- 
E* with * handful of men—they are not going to 
•nemvt to conquer us without bringing enough men 
todo the job. How many men would that be? 

When Hitler Invaded little Norway he sent 
50,000 men. 

When Mussolini attacked Ethiopia he used half 
s million men-—When Hitler went into Poland— 
tost across his borders and with only 36 million 
population—he marched with 1,000,000 men. 

When he moved against Holland, Belgium and 
France he used not less than TWO MILLION 
MEN. Estimates place the number far higher. 

Now is it not a fair assumption that to defeat 
the United States here he would have to have at 
least as many men as he took into France? Does 
anyone suppose that Hitler could conquer this 
country with anything less than three or four 
*iilion men? He would have to have an army 
that File and all the equipment necessary to make 
it irresistible. 

But let us suppose, however, that Hitler was 
crazy enough to try to beat the United States with 
a mere million men. Just how much equipment 
would he have to bring along with the men to 
make them effective? The mass of war instru¬ 
ments that such an army requires staggers the 
imagination. 

The following figures are based on the equipment 
carried by American army units and are, therefore, 
very much under what the German army units 
carry.

Of course such an army must have food, fuel 
and ammunition. This vast armada, with its 
modem weapons, would have to bring its food, its 
oil.

Toe problem of transporting this vast army and 
the mountains of equipment and continuous 
pUea it would require is utterly beyond the power 
of any country. 

First, the men must be sent over in ships. And 
these ships must be convoyed. They cannot he 
sent across the ocean in little vessels. Ships of leu 
than 2,000 tons would, of course, be completely 
useless. 


Of course to send a million men over at one 
time would be out of the question. 

Mr. Hanson Baldwin, the military expert of the 
York Times, says: 

'The world’s tonnage facilities are such that no 
power or combination of powers could possibly trans¬ 
port more than 500,000 men in a month. An initial 
expeditionary force of about 50,000 would be the 
m a x i mum practical number that could be brought 
us, if the kk of convoy, number of ships 
and planes needed for protection and the like axe 
considered." 


In the World War we sent two million men to 
France. But we had* according to Col. Leonard 
Ayres, who wrote the official report on this great 

enterprise- the ships of twelve different countries_ 

American, British* French, Italian, etc.—and the 
convoys of the American and British and French 
navies. The Germans were without a fleet We 
landed these men on a friendly shore where they 
were received with open arms. And we sent a* 
army of engineers and mechanics ahead of them 
to build ports and docks to unload the equipment 


Let us suppose that Germany has defeated Eng¬ 
land and taken the British navy. She now decides 
to send her army to America. Major George 
Fielding Eliot military expert of the pro-war 
New York Herald-Tribune, says: 


"Troop* cannot be transported oversea* in any 
number save when naval command of the water* 
over which they pass has been previously assured, 
since a troop convoy is a large, wow and vulnerable 
taiget and will surely suffer heavily if its escort be 
attacked by anything like an equal forte."

secure harbor with the necessary piers, cranes, and 
other accessories for getting ashore their accessories." 


Even the planes used by this invading force must 
be transported to this country by ships. Mr. 
Baldwin says; 

Today plane* must be transported by sea to the 
Western Hemisphere; the air armies of Europe and 
Asia are not vet able to bridge the Atlantic and 
Pacific under their own power. Isolated p la n es can 
do it but not mass bombing formations." 


There are planes that have flown acroai toe 
Atlantic, but they must find a friendly l a ndin g here. 
They cannot come here aa hostile craft end be 
welcomed on hospitable landing fields. It is 
possible to build bombers that could come here and 
land i few bombs but this would have no militar y 
effect at aU. 


For every man transported here there must be 
at least seven and a half tons of shipping. An 
attacking force of 100,000 would require 750,000 
tons. An average of 6,000 tons would require 150 
vessels convoyed by a flotilla of naval vessels msde 
up of seven battleships, several aircraft earrier*. 
seven light cruisers, a couple of mine-layers and 
at least seventy destroyers. Imagine this immense 
armada, moving slowly over the seas and approach¬ 
ing our coasts—8,000 miles from their own base 
and at the mercy of our navy and our air force, 
and compelled to make a landing at a port protected 
by heavy guns and mins-sown seas. 


By the time a million men were landed, If that 
is conceivable, the attacking government would 
require 18,000,000 tons of dripping plying back

To come here, after defeating England, Hitler 
would have to set out for America upon a vast 



military adventure, using' up all the military 
resources he has. He would leave behind him on 
his rear Russia, which would welcome his plight, 
and 200,000,000 sullen people in Europe who, we 
may be sure, would be watching: the moment to 
cause him trouble. That moment would come 
when he was compelled to strip himself In Europe 
to light here. And he would*light here a battle 
that he would be sure to lose. Dictators cannot 
to take on suck battles. They must win. 

As President said in his last Messags to Cou¬ 
pons, January 6, 1041, “Even If then wen no 
British navy it is not probable any enemy would 
be stapid enough to attack us by landing troops in 
the United States from across thousands of miles 


of ocean, until it had acquired strategic bases from 
which to operate,” 


Here is a complete admission by the man who 
has done more than anyone else to frighten the 
American people with the fear of invasion that 
*direct invasion is not possible. Yet hardly were 
the*e words cold on the President's lips when 
Mr Hull went before a Congressional Committee 
and said if the British navy were eliminated to 
cross the Atlantic by Hitler would be a eompara- 


The President saves his point by insisting that 
Hitler would first have to acquire bases in this 
hemisphere. Now just look at this with a little 
common sense. Hitler will not come across thou¬ 
sands of miles of ocean to invade us directly 
because of the great distance he would have to 
transport his armies and equipment. Therefore if 
he attempted an invasion from bases those bases 
would have to be much closer to the United States 
than is Germany. Otherwise there would be no 
sense in bases. 

The bases in this hemisphere which would answer 
this description from which Hitler could attack us 
are Brasil, various points in the West Indies, 
Bermuda, Newfoundland, Greenland and similar 

points* 

Brazil is the favorite South American base to 
which the President is fond of referring. This is 
because Hitler can take over West Africa and 
concentrate his forces at Dakar there. 

Africa bulges out on its west coast toward South 
America and South America bulges out toward 
Africa in Brazil. Dakar in Africa is only 1,600 
miles from Pernambuco in Brazil. Hitler will be 
able to cross over the Atlantic at this narrow 
stretch to Brazil, and, as Senator Claude Pepper 
has described it, roll on into Venezuela, into Colom¬ 
bia, up through Central America into Mexico and 
on to the Rio" Grande. 

This amazing proposal is so grotesque that it 
hardly calls for an answer. It overlooks the fact 
that Hitler must take his vast force to Western 
Africa by sea—which is 3,200 miles from Germany 
—and then 1,600 miles across the Atlantic to 
Brazil. He will have travelled near 5,000 miles. 
Before he started from Germany he would be 
3,300 miles from the United States. After travelling 
5,000 miles to Brazil he would be 5,300 MILES 
FROM THE UNITED STATES. He would be 
further away than before be started. 

He would have to have of course at least a 
million men—which would be a ridiculously small 
number. He would have to bring along all that 
immense accumulation of trucks, and trailers and 
motorcycles and tanks and guns and supplies. He 
would have to conquer Brasil, Venezuela and Colom¬ 
bia. He would have to move hie men thro n< rii 
the narrow Isthmus of Panama and on throughtte 
mountainous regions, the swamps, the trackless 
plains of Guatemala, Nicaragua, Panama, Salvador 
and Honduras, dragging along his thousand-mile 
train of trucks and tanks and guns and trailers and 
supplies into Mexico and Uf> over the wide plateaus, 
the pathless jungles, over mm mountain gorges and 
the fever-infested plains of Mexico—his million men, 
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his 66*000 tracks, his 20*000 trailer*, his 10*000 
tanks and incredible supplies of food, fuel, oil and 
ammunition-—conquering all these countries as he 
goes and leaving behind great numbers of troops to 
hold them in subjection until he came at last to 
the Texas border—after a journey of nearly 10,000 
miles over land and oceans. And he would still not 
be in the United States, 

This, of course, is a bedtime story to frighten 
children and is based upon the assumption that 
American dtifcens are morons and will believe any¬ 
thing. Yet this is the basis of the argument that 
“we are next on Hitler’s list,” 

Others tell us he will go to Greenland. Green¬ 
land is a vast tract of artic wilderness, its coasts 
rimmed by immense mountains, its interior covered 
with ice in places a thousand feet deep. Military 
and aviation experts know it is impossible to 
build these bases there to accommodate either naval 
or airplane units large enough for attack here* 
Even 3 it were possible Hitler could not do this 
un it— he had command of the seas. And if he 
had command at the sms he ■wouldn't go to 
Greenland. 

There are, however, other bases from which 
attacks might be launched. The map (Map 4)

These bases are Newfoundland, "Bermuda, the 
West Indies or any British or Dutch or French 
possessions in the general neighborhood of the 
Northern coast of South America. 

Germany, it is feared, might, with the British 
fleet, capture these bases, if Hitler defeated Eng¬ 
land If England were to be defeated the American 
fleet’could seise any one of these bases within two 
days, three at the most, American warships kept 
within a day or two run from these places—mostly 
islands—could almost the very day that England 
fell take possession of these places without firing 
a shot, spending a dollar or losing a man. There 
is do need of going into a war— perhaps a ten-year

As for Newfoundland, there we would pursue the 
policy we would adopt for all of Canada and the 
country to the North of us in this hemisphere. We 
would announce that we would resist with force 
any attack upon that country. It would take Ger¬ 
many years to prepare for such an expedition^and 
when prepared, even if she were stupid mougn to 
attempt it, the same arguments which reveal the 
folly and impossibility of a frontal attack on the 
United States apply to Canada backed by the 
United States, 

Why, then, do men talk about Hitler coming 
here? Because this is the cornerstone of the 
propaganda to get us into the war. Propagandists 
have pointed out that to get America in the war, 
“Americans must be frightened by some threat. 
And this threat has been manufactured by British 
and American interventionist propagandists and 
industriously circulated by them to get us into 
this war. 


Americans are willing to aid Britain because 
they hate fascism, they are against Hitler, they 
look upon the English government* despite its 
aristocratic character, and its empire, as a more 
civilised form of government than Hitler's dictator¬ 
ship. They are willing to help through a generous 
sympathy and not because they think this is 
our war. 

Any airplane attempting to bomb us from Europe 
oar from the Asores would have to face the certain 
fate of being destroyed. There is not in existence f 
any fleet of planes that could menace ui from 
Europe or from any base such as Greenland or the 
Asores. And of course everyone knows by now 
that you do not conquer a country like America 
merely by dropping bombs on it, Itmust be 
occupied.

.dr /Atf mow toAo directed this country's 
unprecedented industrial effort of 19x7-18, 
ha is singularly veil qualified to discuss 
America's economic relation to the present 
war. 

A member of the New York Stock Exchange, 
who had dealt with problems of trade and 
finance all his life, Mr- Baruch was appointed 
a member of the Advisory Council on Na¬ 
tional Defense by President Wilson in 1916. 
He was soon elevated to the post of Chair¬ 
man of the War Industries Board, where he 
discharged with great distinction powers 
which were said to be the greatest ever held 
by any American. Later he served as Eco¬ 
nomic Advisor for the American Peace Com¬ 
mission and in zgit became a member of the 
President’s Agricultural Peace Commission. 
Ha it the author of many treatises on 
various economic subjects. 

The statements ha makes in the interview 
published harem are rendered particularly 
p er t i ne nt by the fact that Mr. Baruch is pres¬ 
ently a dote consultant of President Roose¬ 
velt on matters of national da fame.

U. S. CAN UNDERSELL TOTAUTARIANS 
IN WORLD MARKETS, SAYS BARUCH 

Germany Would Be "On Spot 
Economically Even If She Won 
• War, Be Avert*. • 

T HE UNITED STATES can under 8 eii totali¬ 
tarian countries in world trade, according to 
Bernard M. Baruch, formerly chairman of Wood- 
row Wilson’s War Industries Board, now a na¬ 
tional defense consultant to the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration. 

In an exclusive interview with The Wal 
Street Journal, Mr. Baruch pointed out tha 
Germany, not the United States, would be “01 
the spot” economically if Germany were to wii 
control of the European continent. 

“What will she dot Where can she sell h- 
products or those of the countries she has 00 
queredt” the veteran of another all-out wi 

asked the reporter. 

The United States market will be cut off fro 
European countries that formerly sold here, s 
cording to Mr. Baruch. Under proper econoi 
policy the United States should be able to dr 
Germany out of any desired neutral market, 
believes. 
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A Program for the U. 8. 

According to Mr. Baruch this country must : 

(1) Maintain a low price structure through¬ 
out this war. 

(2) Develop quality and economy in mass- 
production industries. 

(3) Build military defenses. 

Fears concerning Germany's economic prowess 
and cheap labor are exaggerated, according to 
Mr. Baruch. 

He dted evidence he had just received from 
a large American company that owns a factory 
in a landing industrial city in Germany. {He 
named the city, but suggested the name be 
omitted.) The parent American company has 
received a report from the German factory, Mr. 
Baruch anerted, that shows conclusively that 
despite low wages and long hours, with the Ger¬ 
man mark at 37 cents, the American plant is 
turning out the same product* more cheaply. 

"Oh, they can make gimcracks where we don’t 
make them," Mr. Baruch remarked, "but there 
Is no reason why we can’t undersell them in im¬ 
portant nu»prodQetku products provided we 
maintain a low price structure." 

Importance of Low Pricee 

He strewed the importance of this. A price 
nn now would have to he liquidated in the post¬ 
war period, and that would throw this country 
off balance and place H in an unfavorable posi¬ 


tion to wage economic wax, he pointed out. But 
if prices here are held down, Germany will be 
faced with the huge unemployment and economic 
problem after the war, he believes. 

Won’t that mean that Germany will be forced 
to attack us! Mr. Baruch was asked. 

"Let ’em come," he replied. Mr. Baruch em¬ 
phasised that he is not one of those who have 
been complacent about Germany over the past 
many years. Like Winston Churchill, Mr, 
Baruch can point to the fact that he has been 
trying to awaken public opinion ever since 1935 
to the rise of Nazi military power and to the need 
for preparedness. 

Mr. Baruch’s comments followed a discussion 
of his book, "American Industry in the War,” 
which has just been issued by Prentice Hall, 
Inc. The book is a reprint of the report of the 
old War Industries Board, together with Mr. 
Baruch’s own program for total mobilization of 
the nation as presented to the War Policies Com- 
mission in 1931, It also contains material on 
priorities and price fixing.

WORLD TRADE AND THE FUTURE 

B Y NOW the military, naval and diplomatic 
implications ol President Roosevelt’s fire- 
tide speech have been pretty thoroughly thrashed 
over. He has/ by subsequent statements and 
acts, clarified much of what he said then. So it 
is unnecessary to pursue those aspects here. But 



there were economic implications in the Presi¬ 
dent’s statement of policy that will prove to be 
of almost equal importance in the long run. 
What he said about international economic ques¬ 
tions, taken in connection with Hr. Hull’s speech 
a week before, merits the keenest examination. 

In much of the discussion on both dues of 
the debate on how far we should move into the 
orbit of war, there is a common economic as¬ 
sumption. It seems to be taken for granted that 
it is posnble, through a military decision, to re¬ 
store nineteenth-century methods of international 
trade if Britain wins, or, if Germany wins, to 
destroy those methods as we have known them 
in the past and to substitute an entirely new 
worldwide system of exchanging goods among 
nations. 


VET it ought to be remembered that, war or 
^ no war—even without the interposition of the 
World War, in fact—economic developments 
were taking {dace throughout the world which 
pointed to a permanently changed world trade. 

IS 


This has never been described bo well as in Mr. 
Graeme K. Howard’s book, "America and ft New 
•World Order.” Mr. Howard's rare competence 
to speak on this subject lies in the fact that he is 
not a mere theoretical economist or a diplomat 
or a politician. He is vice president of the Gen¬ 
eral Motors Corporation in charge of overseas 
operations, and Mb experience has been that of a 
man who has actually been engaged in Belling 
goods abroad. He says: “In the new 'century, 
in spite of the fact that markets have grown 
and that new inventions, such ss the automobile 
and the airplane, have infused new vigor into 
world economy, the rate of market expansion 
has dedrned ... Unless domestic economies every¬ 
where are a gain made to function as they once 
did, we will find the twentieth century barren 
of the remarkable growth in trade which was 
characteristic of the nineteenth.” 

There have been times when the Administra¬ 
tion has proceeded on the basis of this belief. 
There have been others when the Administration 
has adhered to this theory’s exact opposite. The 
strange duality of economic policy with which

T HE success of the United States in world 
competition after this war will largely de- 
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ductiveneas of its own economy. Of course we 
cannot compete if that economy is plagued by 
disunion, hamstrung by fundamental incon¬ 
sistencies, living beyond its means, dissipating 
its substance for nonproductive purposes. Nor 
can we afford to make the mistake of attempting 
to repeat the imperialistic course of the British 
Empire in the past century. The creation of 
that kind of empire is a thing of the past. We 
should find it impossible, as Germany, Japan or 
any joint effort of Germany and Japan will find 
it impottible. 

The world is moving in the direction of self- 
dependent states and self-dependent blocs of 
states, eager to produce what they consume and 
intent upon an economy that will, through in- 
mitivA genius, devise substitutes for the ma¬ 
terials supplied by foreign producers. In this 
vary fact lies a direct economic answer to the 
German threat. Because whatever may be the 
totentm of the military and political masters 
•f Germany, the kind of economy that the Ger¬ 
mans have developed is in itself an answer to 
and a defeat for its pretentions as an imperialis¬ 
tic system. That is the ironic truth that Gar*

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has any intelligence left, H will face it soon, 
before the lust for empire gets too strong* 
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It was a corollary of the haphazard free-enter¬ 
prise theory of trade that some, though not all, 
wars were fought in pursuit of trade advantages. 
It is possible that there was just enough color 
in the theory of the military pursuit of foreign 
markets to lend widespread credence to th« 
Marxian thesis that capitalism was a breeder ol 
wars. 

If that thesis of Marx cannot be refuted bj 
ami kw iwtn wnflti fm ftll T directed intelli 
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gence, the future of the world is dark indeed 
If the Aoiee we of the twentieth century fa© 
is a choice between militarily controlled trad 
and the boggling free-enterprise kind of trade— 
both of which ultimately ran themselves into th< 
ground—then Communism may be destined to ii 
herit the earth, with all the evil that would * 
low in its wake. If we cannot carry on trw 
without fighting wars over and over—wt 
which, in most instances, bring to the conquer 
the hatred not only of the enemy, but the batr 
of those who are allegedly being helped—tb 
there fa no prospect but retrogression before t 
human race. 

All this has a very special bearing upon t 
economic future of this hemisphere and upon c 
relations with the countries to the south of t 
The attitude of fhfa Administration with wsp* 
to Latin America has been admirable in its 
straint, in Ms courtesy and in its oonstant. 
phaait upon a spirit of mutual help. It has 
limited itself to mere conversational hoopla, 
baa made sincere efforts to lay the fbundatl 
for sound political relationships with the la 
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American nations. Still there is a tendency to 
blur over the hard fact that lasting relations 
cannot be established on any basis that would 
keep these countries as permanent producers of 
materials o nly . Without industrialization 
they cannot develop the means of economic self- 
defense. They will lack even the means of effec¬ 
tive cooperation in hemisphere defense* And, un¬ 
less they are industrialized, we, in turn, cannot 
escape the ultimately disastrous role of a domi¬ 
nant industrial nation penetrating the markets 
of these countries solely for the purpose of sup¬ 
plying them with consumers' goods. 

T HE military as well as the economic defense 
of the other countries in this hemisphere can 
succeed only if those countries are able to sustain, 
in and of themselves, a considerable proportion 
of their energy and of their material means for 
that defense. That will mean dose and active 
military alliances with u& It will mean the joint 
occupation of military and naval lases. It will 
m ei n a dear definition of the extent to which 
nations alien to this hemisphere will be permitted 
to penetrate any of these countries. 

Thus mobilized, the Western Hemisphere 
could contemplate the localization of the Nazi 
movement in Europe alone with vastly less trepi¬ 
dation. As the President pointed out in his 
speech, the farther the Nazi power spreads itself 
over Europe, Aria and Africa, the greater the 
danger to itself and the mors certain that the 
whole structure will ultimately break up Into

Political control m one thing—-economic neces¬ 
sity quite another. Now let ns get this straight. 
There is no difference in principle between 
foreign and domestic trade, except as restrictions 
have been imposed upon the entry of goods and 
the transfer of funds between countries* The 
war interventionists’ theory is that one party to 
a transaction could dictate all the terms and 
conditions of the trade between two or more 
parties* How false! Every man, woman, and 
child knows better if he will think but for a 
moment. It takes two parties to complete a trade. 
The necessities and the desires of each are basic. 
To assume that one may dictate all the terms 
and conditions is assuming something which is 
not so. Therefore, their case rests on a false 
premise and should be dismissed. As to Hitler’s 
ability to dictate terms of trade to us in the 
event of a victory—no—that is where economic 
necessity comes into play. For example: 

In 183 $ and 1934 we demonstrated that we 
could trade with other nations to our mutua 
advantage. Indeed, we made some desirabl 
deals—mutually a g reeable ones with Franw 
Spain and Italy—but the Administration refuse* 
to continue to tods. The mmm given was tha 
to do so would interfere with our trade agre 
mmt policy, which was one of in tarnation 
altruism toward every country in the wor] 
save one. The real reason, however, was moj 
obscure. In the case of Germany, notwithstam 
tag that her two great neoewdties were und^ 
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stood to be easier access to raw materials and 
larger markets for her manufactured products, 
we denied her both, beginning as far back as 
1934. The reasons were social and political. 
Vice President Wallace now says (Address, 
Foreign Policy Association, April 8,1941) "The 
next peace must give the . , . aggressor nations 
the opportunity to buy raw materials and sell 
manufactured goods without discrimination/' 
If the President, Mr. Hull, Mr. Wallace, and the 



other New Dealers had recognized Germany's 
legitimate necessities in 1934 and since, instead 
of declining to trade with her, they might have 
made a zeal contribution toward world peace 
and might have checked the rapid rise of Naziism 
and thus avoided the danger of American par¬ 
ticipation in this war. 

Desirable opportunities to trade were rejected, 
also, for one reason or another, with England, 
Japan, Italy, and other nations. In 1939 we re¬ 
vised this position somewhat when we made an 
agreement with England to exchange cotton for 
rubber. No change in basic policy, however, is 
indicated by this isolated incident, as the Presi¬ 
dent made dear in his memage to Congress last 
January. 

QUUnOffr 


Accepting your statement that it takes two par¬ 
ties to make a trade, what advantages toot 4d 
we have to use against Germany's increased 
bargaining power? You hove shown that grave 
errors were made and ft would have been pos¬ 
sible to make desirable trade *. But under 


German control of Europe and other areas, 
wont the conditions be so different that former 
rules will not apply? 

ANSWER: 

F IRST and foremost in importance is our great 
market. We have the greatest consuming 
power in the. world. Our purchases from foreign 
countries support a large part of the economy 
of many of them. For example: . 

Latin America produces 90 percent of all the 
coffee—we consume half of it. Europe, too, de¬ 
pends upon Latin America for her supply—* 
about the same quantity as ours—although she 
has four times our population. 

The Malay States, the Dutch East Indies, and 
■mull neighboring countries produce nearly 95 
percent of the rubber and, including China, 60 
percent of the tin. We use half of the rubber 
and 40 percent of the world's production of tin. 

Japan produces nearly 90 percent of the silk 
—we buy 90 percent of her exports. 

These are example* of the dependency of for¬ 
eign nations upon our market. Others may be 
cited, L e, jute from India, diamonds and gold 
from South Africa* tea from southeastern Ada, 
ate. 

The eeonomy of such nations does not shift 
with the flag of the overlord. It relies upon mu 
market*. It does not change with super-political 
control 



A careful canvass of the world ’b mineral pro¬ 
duction discloses that the non-Amen can nations 
of the world are more dependent upon the 
western hemisphere than It is dependent upon 
them. 

As an example of the dependency of other 
countries upon our markets, let us consider a few 
items: 

In the case ox rubber, is 1928 we imported 
528,602 tons at an average price of 20.54 per 
pound; we paid foreign countries for it $247,- 
420,000. By 1932 our imports had dropped to 
$93,731 tons and the price to 3.44; we paid 
$34^273,000. By 1937 we had increased our im¬ 
ports to 592,528 tons, and the price had risen to 
19.44— 4 total of $252,859,000. The last two years 
■how a greatly increased tonnage on account of 
our policy of storing up rubber. 

In the case of tin, the story ii similar. In 1929 
we imported 195,165,000 pounds at 45.194, or 
$91,839,000. In 1932 we imported 77,995,000 
pounds at 22.Glf, or $16,474,000. In 1937 our 
imports amounted to 197,377,000 pounds at 
54.244, or $104,285,000. 

This merely shows the necessity and desir- 
fcKjUHf of «n tMjvp Am eri can mar ket for the 
products of foreign lands. 

Then comes the question of technological de¬ 
velopment and the use of substitutes. Great 
progress has been made in this field in recent 
years. 

The development of synthetic rubber has 
progressed to a point where we may say that, 



if necessary, we are no longer dependent upon 
the eastern hemisphere. Within a very few years 
we could produce our own rubber, as Germany 
has done. A number of our most important con- 

mi mi w n •»> ■w+i-re.'i in +Vi in 
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The same thing may be said of silk—witness 
the great development of rayon, and now nylon. 

We are npw preparing to smelt a considerable 
portion of our tin requirements in the United 
States from ore coming from Latin America. In 
addition, important substitutes have been de¬ 
veloped from plastics and other materials, 
replacing tin. 

This hemisphere can supply our manganese 
and potash—the former through the development 
of machinery and processes of refining low grade 
ores here and in Cuba, and the latter through 
the development of our own mines. 

These are examples only. There is great 
progress in other fields. 

Trade is a fleeting thing. Conditions and 
methods change, demand and sources of supply 
with them. For example, we have seen England 
abandon the practice of a century as the leading 
advocate of free trade and the gold standard, 
and for a decade fellow a new policy of tarifii 
trade agrmawts between nations, and manage* 
currency. I do not aay that this is or is not th< 
best way to eondnet trade between nations, bn 
the point h that that is the way world trade ha 
been trending for more than a decade. We an 
the only important nation attempting to ignar 
thia fact , 
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My view is that we must recognise the fact 
that we cannot prescribe the roles and regula¬ 
tions for all the world Rather, if we are going 
to engage in trade with other nations, we should 
use our strategic advantages to negotiate coun¬ 
try by country in our own interest. 

We should, of course, keep ourselves in a posi¬ 
tion to join with other nations in improving 
methods of trading if and when the time eomes 
that the rest of the world is ready to consider a 
change. But, in the meantime, we should refrain 
from playing Santa Claus and from opening 
our markets recklessly to nearly all the world 
and so exposing our national economy to in¬ 
fluence* from abroad over which we have no 
control. Our need is for more defense of our 
internal economy—not less. We must stop letting 
foreign prices determine our domestic prices. 

QUESTfONt 

What do you mean by foreign prices deter* 
mining domestic prices? 

ANSWER* 

TO70RLD price very largely determines the 
“ d om esti c price of every crop of which we 
export a surplus. This price applies to the 
whole of the crop, whether consumed at home 
or exported, how e ve r much this harden is less¬ 
ened by Government handouts. Industrial tariffs 
can and do protect prices of articles for whkh 
crop k exchanged. The fair exchange value of 
the exop is thus reduced in proportion to the pro¬ 
tection afforded industry. Therefore, the pro- 
04 
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tective principle usually operates for the benefit 
of industry and to the detriment of agriculture. 

This problem is as old as our history. Alexan¬ 
der Hamilton recognized it and in his famous 
4 ‘Report on Manufactures ’\ written in 1790, 
after urging a policy of tariff protection for in¬ 
dustry, observed that the day might come when 
it would be necessary to give agriculture an 
equivalent. He proposed at some future time 
to offset by subsidy or otherwise the farmer’s 
disadvantage of having to buy in a protected 
market while having to sell in an unprotected 
world market at world prices. 

Notwithstanding the millions and billions that 
have been appropriated for agriculture in the 
Last few years, the basic fault remains—while we 
pay our farmers not to produce, we encourage 
foreign farmers to produce, not only for foreign 
markets which we formerly supplied, but for our 
markets, by making it easier to import. Such a 
policy cannot be permanent. Its duration will 
be immeasurably shortened by the vast expendi¬ 
tures we must make for our national defense pro* 
frtun.

ANSWER* 

rpHAT is a trick question. It must be mam 

M * bered that Germany, and England, too, ha 
a substantial representation in South Americ- 



before the war in 1914. There ifi nothing new 
about competition with them except in degree. 
There are many considerations besides price. De¬ 
sign and adaptability of products to do the work 
desired; terms, delivery dates; personal equation 
between buyer and seller and numerous other 
things. Frequently we hear the phrase/‘Quality 
k remembered long after price is forgotten, 11 If 
price were the sole measuring stick the manu¬ 
facturer with the lowest price would be selling 
all the goods, be they automobiles or what. Com¬ 
petition would die. monopoly would succeed it 
and higher prices might then result 

The answer lies in mutuality of interest be¬ 
tween countries so long as governments control 
the foreira trade of their natio nals. Under 
these circumstances there is only one intelligent 
procedure and that is to recognize the conditions 
under which trade is conducted between nations 
and negotiate country by country for the terms 
and conditions under which goods may be ex¬ 
changed satisfactorily. Each country must 
recognize frankly the needs of the other. 

Other things being equal free labor can out¬ 
produce slave labor. We made our greatest 
progress after we abolished slavery'—slave labor 
produces little buying power. We must keep in 
mind always that American wage levels support 
our higher American standards of living. They 
protest the American workers on our farms and 
in our factories against the lower standards not 
enly of the forced labor of the Axk Powers and 
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tine Indian and the Chinese Coolie and the 
cheaper labor everywhere outside the United 
States of America. The difference is one only of 
degree. Our wage levels must be insulated 
against the competition of a world turned upside 
down. 

Perhaps t his is not a complete answer but it is 
difficult to give a complete answer to a trick 
question. 

QUESTIONS 

!n the early part of this interview you referred 
to the arguments of the war interventionists as 
stemming from the self-interest of a few . Tc 
whom did you refer? 

ANSWER i 

N THE FIRST place I referred to the approxi 
xnately 20% shown by the Gallup poll of th< 
people constituting the interventionists. Mon

Many Americans will recall that Mr. Jan 
P, Warburg of New York wrote two books 
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1936 opposing President Roosevelt’s reelection. 
He supported Alfred London, but after Governor 
Landon made his St. Paul speech in which he 
took a stand for protection of the American 
market and for real Yankee trading, Mr. War¬ 
burg wrote a letter to Secretary Hull saying 
that in view of Hr. Landon’s position he would 
have to support the Democratic ticket. He is 
now one of our leading interventionists. This 
is queer company for the New Dealers who were 
going to drive the money changers from the 
temple. 

QUESTION' 

Can you turn up in a few words what you think 
our policy should be and what the question 
boils down to? 

ANSWER' 

I THINK that all our foreign policies—poli¬ 
tical economic—should be related def¬ 

initely to our American needs and ideals, with 
the objective of protecting and perpetuating the 
form of government and the economic policies 
which have made our country great. Our aim 
should be to make poamble to all Ameri cans the 
jntw benefits of our form of go ver nment as 
granted by our Constitution and the Bill of 
Eights. The first requisite to this aim is knowl¬ 
edge based on reliable and comprehensive in¬ 
formation, so that we may know what the prob¬ 
lems are and consider them fairly. The second 
is a realisation of the principle that foreign 
policies"—whether political or ec o n omi c—must 


not be permitted to destroy or impair either our 
form of government or our standards of living. 

The question boils down to this: Shall we 
take advantage of our position of geographic 
and economic security and contribute to world 
peace and prosperity by developing our own 
country and by attending to our own affairs, or 
shall we tom our nation into a common pool in 
the m a n agemen t of which ours will be only one 
voice and that not the controlling onet Shall 
we dilute our nation’s strength with the world’s 
weakness t 
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That Hitler, even if victorious over Europe and 
the Mediterranean countries, cannot dominate our 
trade? 


THE CLAIM 


"They (the dictatorships) would fasten an economic strangle¬ 
hold upon our several nations.....* Wages and hours would be

THE ANSWER 


"However, the import requirements of Nazi Europe are so large 
and so varied that she is scarcely In a position to buy or 
refrain from buying at will. Her exports are wanted, but are 
not indispensable. Barring the use of force, her position in 
world markets will be as weak or as strong as her capacity to 
pay for the goods she needs. Clearly this is an issue whose 
outcome cannot be dictated entirely by Nazi Europe." ("Nazi 
Europe and World Trade," published by the Brookings Institution, 
June, 1941, page 184. 

"The United States can undersell totalitarian countries in 
world trade, according to Bernard M. Baruch, formerly chairmar 
of Woodrow Wilson's War Industries Board, Now a national defen 
consultant to the Roosevelt Administration.... Mr. Baruch 
pointed out that Germany, not the United States, would be 'on 
the spot' economically if Germany were to win control of the 
European continent....* (In interview reported in The Wall

TEE I. NOMIC MENACE 


Interventionists originally sought to frighten the 
American people into willingness to support American 
entry Into the current war by lurid tales of military 
invasion of the Western Hemisphere by the triumphant 
Nazu war machine* When that theory was explodedby the 
military facts, the interventionts dug up the Economic 
Menace". The American people were told that a Nazi-dom¬ 
inated Europe threatened our very way of life; that our 
trade would collapse before the Ingenuity of the Nazis; 
that we would be subdued without the necessity of military 
attack. The "economic" theory could be advanced persuasively 
because there was little evidence available of either It?* 
accuracy or its falsity. Presumably, the absence of evidence 
accounts for the fact that the President was persuaded to 
adopt the theory in his "unlimited emergency" speech of May27. 
Now the evidence Is available; the "economic" theory is shown 
to have little basis in economic fact. 

NAZI EUROPE 


We can test the "economic" theory. Assume that the Nazis have 
military control of the entire continent of Europr (for the 
moment we can except the Soviet Union and the Soviet-dominated 
states.) Make the further (and unlikely) assumption that they 
are able to unify the numerous nationalities of Europe, suppress 
or alleviate the age-old hatreds, obtain willing and eager co¬ 
operation from the sullen millions of thier victims, and co¬ 
ordinate the productive capacities of the continent into one 
intregrated, centrally contolled, economic and political unit. 

That unit would comprise twenty countries (Albania, Austria, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Prance, 
Germany, Greece, Hungary, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Poland, 
Portugal, Rumania, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, and Yugoslavia.) 
Assume further that the Nazis are able to bring into that unit 
the eleven non-European countries which border the Meditteranean 
Sea (Algeria, Morocco, Tunisia, Libya, Tangier Zone, Egypt, Turkey, 
Syria, Lebanon, Palestine and Cyprus.) Such assumptions are 
more than generous to the advocates of the "economic" theory of 
conquest.* they give the Nazis control over countries in Europe, 
North Africa and the Near East which are yet unconquered. 


HOW STRONG IS NAZI EUROPE 


The popular impression fostered by interventionists Is based 
on the assumption that the Nazi regime has been greatly 
strengthened economically by its conquests, especially in its 
power to Influence trade relations with the nations of the 
Western Hemisphere. That imprssion is shown to be far from 
accurate in a current study published by the Brookings Insti¬ 
tute, a conservative and eminently authoritative research 
institution ("Nazi Europe and World Trade"‘by Cleona Lewis, 
published in June, 1941.) In this memorandum are discussec 
the resources and needs of a Nazi-controlled Europe as Dr. 
Lewis has analysed them Other aspects of the problem will I 
treated in subsequent memoranda. 
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HITLER’S PROBLEMS 
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end 1937. The first year was chosen because the Dawes Plan 
end American loans had made it a prosperous hne. The second 
\ypc- chosen because It was one of great business activity and 
normal trade relations for Germany — it was before the econ¬ 
omies of European countries had been seriously distorted by 
"the purchase and storage of goods for war purposes" (page 3). 
Since no accurate date is available, no consideration Is given 
to the cost, time and difficulties, obviously tremendous, of 
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devastation and dislocations of war. In view of the staggering 
nature of the reconstruction problems, the study Is reasonable 
In assuming that the 1929 and 1937 figures mark the maximum 
potential resources of Europe for several years to come. So 
vast would be the reconstruction job that Hitler would face, 
that the strengh attributed to Nazi Europe in the study probably 
exceeds Its actual strength. The study does not consider the 
possibility that the total volumn of European production might 
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ibillty lies entirely In the realm of speculation, and is sub¬ 
ject to a multitude of factors. Even the famed German Ingenuity 
cannot do very much expand food and industrial raw material pro¬ 
duction in Europe. The study makes it clean that Europe's 
"climate, soil, and topography, and the poverty of its subsoil, 
all place limitations on its domestic output." (page 175). 


NAZI TRADE WEAKNESSES 


Except for these speculative qualifications which can be too 
easily over-emphasized, the study shows clearly that Nazi 
Europe- if it e\fer comes - will be in no position to dictate 
the nature and terns of world trade or of the trade of the 
Western Hemisphere countries. Paradoxical as it may sound, 
"Germany's supply problem has not been solved by her seizure 
of neighboring territories. On the contrary, it has been made 
more difficult. Raw-material imports. In particular, are con¬ 
siderably larger for the whole area than they were for Germany 
alone - whether they are measured in absolute of relative terms." 
(page 178) Despite the fact that Nazi Europe furnishes the 
"living space" the Nazi's claimed was vital to Germany's exis¬ 
tence, Germany's trade position is now weaker than before the 
war. 


THE NAZI*REICH BUYER 


This is because Germany, before entrv uuon career of actress! on. 
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was ultimately dependent upon outside sources for food and raw 
materials, Far from attaining independence of foreign sources 
for food and raw materials by her conquests, Germany has become 
more dependant than ever before upon foreign sources. The old 
Reich, both in 192S and 1337, managed to maintain a slightly 
larger volumn of exports than of imports, to sell more than she 
bought. Consequently she was in a position to drive a good bar¬ 
gain. (page 178). Her foreign trade was fairly stable from 1925 
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through 1937, with foods and raw materials accounting for 
about 90£, usually, of her imports, and manufactured goods 
making up from 65^ to 80^ of her exports. This ratio held 
good, in the main, even despite the much-exaggerated Nazi 
trade drive and Nazi attempts to force surplus manufactured 
goods down the throats of Latin American and other foreign 
trade countries, (pages 3-9} 

KAZI EUROPE LARGER BUYER 


Of the 20 European countries assumed to be under Nazi away, 
only three really complement and help the Nazi economy by 
being exporters of foods and raw materials, and importers of 
manufacturers (Bulgaria, Rumania, Yugoslavia). Ten others 
are helpful to the Nazi's in part. Six of these (Denmark, 
Hungary, Netherlands, Poland, Portugal, and Spain) dovetail 
with the German economy in that they e^ort more food than they 
buy, and import more manufactured goods than they sell; but 
they are dependent, like the old Germany , for the most of their 
raw materials on outside sources. The four others in this 
second group (Albania, Greece, Norway and Sweden) also help the 
old Reich in that they can supply raw materials, and buy manu¬ 
factures; but these countries are a detriment in that they must 
buy foods from outside sources. The last six states (Austria, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, Czechoslovakia, Prance, Italy, Switzerland,) 
are alike Germany in that they must sell their manufactured 
goods to the outside world, and must buy foods and raw materials. 
These are the large industrial countries whose subjugation is 
popularly sopposed to constitute a great triumph for the Nazis. 
Actually, they furnish little opportunity for additional econ¬ 
omic "living space". Once they are linked with Germany as a 
unit in Nazi Europe, they must buy from outside sources twice 
as much foodstuffs as the old Riech and almost three times as m 
many raw materials, and they must sell almost twice as many man¬ 
ufactures. They shve made Germnay's presumed goal, independence 
of outside sources, much more difficult of attainment. 

(pages 11-13).

THE MEDITTERAKEAN COUNTRIES 


These figures are not changed materially evenrif the Nazis 
control the eleven non-European countries bordering the 
Kediteranean Sea. On the basis of 1937 data, the later 
provide only about 19# of the food and 8# of the raw mat¬ 
erials needed by Nazi Europe, and take only 16# of the man¬ 
ufactured goods which Nazi Europe must sell. In short, " 

"larger Germany would have to import more food and raw mat¬ 
erials, and find larger markets for manufactures, than were 
required for the old Reich." (pages 15-15). 

What the effect of the conquest of Soviet 
Russia and Great Britain would be will be considered in detail 
In another memorandum. Nevertheless, it should be stated 
here that the subjugation of Russia would not ease the econ¬ 
omic problems of a Nazi Europe as much as has been popularly 
sopposed. In 1929 and 1937 Russia’s exports of foods and raw 
materials amounted to no more than 4# of Nazi Europe's needs 
(Including Mediterranean countries). Nor Is Russia much of a 
market for Nazi Europe's manufactured goods, (page 16). 

BUY OR DIE 


Nazi Europe must therefore import of die* Without food Imp¬ 
orts ; Europe's population must go on short rations, because 
of shortages of cereals, fats, vegetable oils, meats, and 
dairy products. Without raw material Imports, the textile 
industries would be crippled (for lack of sufficient sup¬ 
plies of cotton, wool, silk. Jute, hemp, and flax.) The 
leather working industries would be gravely Impaired? large 
scale synthetic rubber production would be necessary, which 
would In turn create new raw material needs. Without indust¬ 
rial mineral Imports, "manufacturing, mining, transportation, 
communication and even agriculture would be severly handicapped. 
Machines and machine tools could no longer be made because of 
the lack of alloy metals and bearing metals. The automotive 
and electrical Industries would suffer from lack of asbestos, 
mica, non-synthetic oils, copper and otjer minerals. There 
would be enough coal unless (a very likely probability) the 
resort to synthetic production of rubber, hosiery, and gaso¬ 
line caused a coal shortage, (pages 175-177). 

Nazi Europe will have to Import. Without 
Imports, even the manufactures of the goods which she must 
sell In order to buy more food and mor raw materials will be 
crippled. Nazi Europe will be In no position to buy or not 
to buy, as she pleases, adn therefore drive a hard bargain or 
dictate her own terms. The bargaining advantage will rest 
with the Western Hemisphere countries and the other countries 
of the world which have for sale the products Nazi Europe needs.

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President to define “combat area" In case of foreign war into which American ships 
and citizens were forbidden to go under penalties of $60,000 fines and yeart in 
prison. That Act remains unrepealed, 

Mr. Boosevelt speaks wider of "freedom of the seas" — but the neutrality Act 
was expressly enacted to limit our freedom of the seas. The people calmly and de¬ 
liberately agreed to forego “fool** gold" rather than have their sons killed* 

Under that Act President Roosevelt established a combat area and forbade 
Americans to cross the Red Sea. He later removed the Bed,Sea as a combat area. In 
doing so, he made it legal in the letter of the law, but nothin its spirit for 
American ships to enter that sea. The American merchant ship Steel Seafarer 
entered the Bed Sea loaded with contraband of war at least 12,000 miles from our 


shores* 

It was attacked in belligerent waters where the neutrality Act and Congress 
never intended it to go* Are we now to be forced into wer because of a fact that 
Congress never Intended to assume responsibility for another Bhlp — the American- 
owned ship Sessa has been sunk with loss of one American life* But that ship had 
been previously transferred to Panama registry presumably to circumvent the penal¬ 
ties under the neutrality Act. American shipowners hid behind a foreign flag to 


make some money*

When the American people, through their Congress, enacted the 
Leese-Lend Bill, they assumed no responsibility for the safe carriage or delivery 
of cargo. If that responsibility is now to be assumed, let Congress assume it. 

If the Lease-Lend Bill is to be changed, let Congress change it.

Following is the complete text of 
his speech which w&s broadcast ever 
the Columbia network. 
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Five years ago, 1 listened to a man - a man you all know - describe what 
was happening in Europe. In vivid word pictures he showed how the Old World had 
wrestled with the unsolved problems of the last World War. How unemployment, 
agricultural distress, business paralysis, and the corroding lack of opportunity 
for youth, had pounded year after year at the foundations of their governments. 

And then this man's voice - a voice you all know - crackled with contempt as he 
described how the politicians of Europe turned toward vex as a desperate and 
fatal release from the problems they had been unable to solve at home: the 
unemployed shunted Into the army, billions upon billions spent on implements of 
destruction. Finally that voice - the voice you have heard so often - rang with 
determination as he vowed that America would never follow that treacherous course, 
but would go forward courageously to find reel answers for -the problems of our 
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Heluctantly and with deep regret I parted with Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Els extraordinary gifts and hie undeniable charm did not make it easy. But deep 
convictions and the teachings of lory; experience left no other choice when I saw 
that his failure to" solve our problems here were leading him step by step to that 
wishful escape of casting his gaze beyond our own disordered backyprd, to the 
tempting green pastures of Europe, Asia end Africa 

There is no dispute among thoughtful md patriotic Americans over the 
feet that our way of life is in danger. The difference - end It Is a profound dif¬ 
ference - that divides us is where and how the United States can best met that 
challenge and wisely serve the cause of freedom for mankind. This difference has 
shattered our old political lines. It is no longer a question of the Republican 
Party and the Democratic Party. Today the alignment is between the ”>r Party and 
the American Party.

The President was aware of this twin-concern of the American People - 
this loathing of brutality end this determination to keep out of other people’s 
wars. So he produced a plm to accomplish what man had often tried, but never 
succeeded in doing: *to eat our cake and have it too". He produced a program 
which was to attain the laudable purpose of destroying Hitler, but which was not 
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years ago, In asking repeal of the Arms Embargo* On that occasion he dangled 
before our eyes the glittering temptation of war profits based on "Cash and Carry" 
the same war profits which only & few years before he himself had warned would be 
"fools* gold"** 


At that time, we of the American Party opposed the re-peal of the Arms 
£mbrrgo* 7e did not claim that that one step would put us into the war* We did 
cl rim - and events have proved us right - that that was the first long step down 
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We are not here tonight to cry over spilt milk, or to blind ourselves 
to the stark realities which face this country* Nor are we concerned with the 
motives of Mr. Roosevelt or the Party* What be and his administration have 
done in the past, is important only as it helps us to decide what reliance we c^oi 
plrce on their judgment in the future* With that test let us remember that py ay y 
step in the program, that has now led to shoot in g hostilities, was thrust on a 
reluctant and suspicious people as the one $ure way, to keep out of war. Whatever 
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suit from that upon which it was sold to the -people* In spite of the barrage of 


pledges of peace, we are today in shooting warfare - aimed hostilities concerning 
which neither the people nor the Congress has been consulted* It was one man and 
one man alone who ordered the shipping of our badly needed planes end militazy 
equipment to Trance and Britain. 


It was one man and one man alone who traded awa y F ift y Ameri can destroyers. 

It was one men and one man alone who sent his friends and his relatives 
as flying ambassadors to Europe, Asia and Africa to deliver unfulfinable pledges, 
designed to induce other nations to go to war. 

It was one man and one man alone who changed the map of the world and 
pushed the boundaries of the Western Hemisphere more than two thousand miles out 
Into the North Atlantic* 


It was one man and one man el one who decided to occupy Iceland and send 
the first American expeditionary force to stand guard intermingled with the British 
army In a war zone. 

It was one man and one man alone who ordered the American navy to 
"patrol" the then convoy contraband of war Into the zone of hostilities* 

It was one man and one man alone who ordered our aimed forces to hunt 
down and shoot on sight the war craft of a belligerent power. 




L^st Monday night this man rushed to the radio to announce that shooting 
had begun, that we had been attacked and that our ships had been fired upon. 

With a burst of generosity h© assured us that they were our ships, that they 
belonged to you and me and to every other man, womon nnd child in this country. 

Yet, when this man ordered those ships into the war zone, ho treated them as if 
they were his ships and not ours. Certainly no one, not even Congress, was 
consulted, let alone asked for approval. 

Thus, after exactly two years of masquerading as true lovers of peace- 
as the only ones rho had the answer to keeping us out of war, the War Party 
calmly inform us that their urogram has led the nation into a shooting war. 

There can be no excuses and no alibis. The president and the War Party 
have received every single thing that they have asked for; money by the 
uncountable billions* unlimited power - and now shooting war. But mark these 
words; this administration is already preparing alibis and scapegoats for the 
disasters it cannot help see ahead. But the blrsne will be shifted to other 
shoulders despite the fact, and it ennnot be emphasized too strongly, despite the 
fact tir.t this administration has received everything - everything - it has 
asked for. And yet - 

We will be blamed for all our troubles, in aviation 1 

We will be responsible for military mistakes in Iceland, Egypt and Asia! 

We will be the root of any trouble we have on the high seas J 

Yes, all of us will be blamed for thr failures in production, blamed for 
the closing out of thousands of small businesses, blamed for bungling in 
priorities throwing thousands out of work, blamed for the high Cost of living and 
for rll of the other accompaniments that go with the administrative mad-house here 
in Washington. And we will be binned if ^nd when Britain decides she has fought 
enough rnd leaves us holding the well-known b*g. 

We, who oppose this war, who have had no voice in this defense or 
offense program - we will be held accountable by this administration for every 
mistnke and every blunder that is made. Only when some success is wrung from 
the blood end tears of our poople will we find the administration Johnny-on-the- 
spot, again saying, *We planned it that way.” 

The sin of the ^ar Party is not that they advocate war. The sin is 
that their only enswer to the menace of Hitlerism in Europe is step by step to ' ' 
create Hitlerism in the United States. Every step taken in the past two years 
has been put over on us by the same fraudulent methods practiced by the European 
dictators. 

If a humble bond salesman used a hundredth part of the misrepresenta¬ 
tion and fraud in the sale of a ten dollar share of stock that the W*r Party has 
*Md to invlove us in an all-out war, that salesman would face a stiff penalty. 

It is these frauds - repeated again nnd again - r-Mch have made It 
.0 hard for the American People to believe that they are now face to face with 
war. Millions of people, in *?hosc oars still ring the promises again nnd again 
end again repeated, that the President's program would keep them out of war, 
find it almost impossible to believe that wo are £n shooting hostilities, even 
when the President himself proclaims it. 



In the beginning‘I do not believe that the President, or any other 
responsible citizea, wanted to see the United States involved in this war* 

I do not beliwve that the President, or any responsible member of his adminis¬ 
tration nor welcomes bloodshed* But whether the Administration likes or 
dislikes bloodshed, is not as important to you and me, as to whether our 
blood is to be Bhed « The excuse the Administration now offerB us is that 
bloodshed is inevitable- This cones with poor grace from the very man who, 
less than a year ago, secured his re-election, on the plea that he was the 
one and only person who could keep us out of war* 

Like many others I did what I could to point out to you and to 
point out to him where I was certain his course was taking us. I was sure 
where it would take us because that hard teacher, experience, has taught 
some of us that it i» not good intentions that decide between victory or 
defeat* Uhat is most important to competent leadership is that it shall 
chart the right course in the great moving tide of events. No matter how 
able, how clever, a captain nsy be, if he yields to the all-too-humrn 
temptption to . over-estimate himself and to underestimate the vast forces 
with which he is dealing ho i3 headed for trouble, TThen this administration 
turned its back on our problems here and started in to play the old game of 
international diplomacy, it was only a question of time until it would be 
cleaned out of its own chips, raid have to ask us for our money and our 
blood to stay in the game. One place I missed rather badly was that I did 
expect the Administration to come and ask us, instead of helping itself,

Germany, I would have thought that even in Washington they would know it 
would take all-out war to smash Germany - that it could not he done with 
fire-side chats and government rod tape. But things in Surope went from tad 
to worse. The British uressed harder and harder for delivery on the President's 
pledges, finally came that fateful meeting on the Atlantic. He could no 
longer put off the evil day. Those two inconsistent promises came due. The 
President yielded. He honored his pledges to Britain. He broke faith with us. 


The President has told us in blunt, plain Sng llsh what he Is doing. 
There 1 b no excuse for anyone to blind himself to the next stept, the 
Administration intends to take; this country is to he pushed deeper and 
deeper into all-out warfare, and if Congress is ever to he asked for an out¬ 
right declaration of war, it is to come only as a rubber-stamp formality 
acknowledging the existence of a war already raging. 
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It is this fact which gives such meaning and vitPlity to the historic 
fight now going on in Congress over the reperl of fhe Neutrality Act* You ?m& 

I still have an opportunity to defend this last barricade of peace* Write f better 
still* telephone or telegraph your senators and congressmen tonight. Tell them 
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Congress are fighting this last step on the road to mr, they will he heartened 
by your support. If they are voting against your convictions, it iB your right 
as on American citizen to protest and to demand that they keep the promises they 
made to you when you elected them to office. 


The vast majority of us in the American party are not pacifists- We 
are not opposed to bearing arms for this country. We are opposed to the policies 
of the War Party because of what these policies would do to the freedom of America. 
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Act does not mean that the fight for freedom - the fight for American freedom -is 
lost. That fight must and is going on until it is won. If we lose on the Neutral¬ 
ity Act, it means that for practical purposes the United States is up to its neck, 
if not over its head, in a shooting war. And war is a fact and not an opinion. 

A shell or a bomb does just as much damage whether fired with or without the ap¬ 
proval of Congress. Questions of Constitutional law are of little practical inter¬ 
est to soldiers and sailors who are ordered into shooting hostilities off Iceland 
or perhaps in Egypt. 

You ask, what can you and I do now? What are we to do if we are con¬ 
fronted with Hitleresque problem of undeclared war? As the lines draw tighter, 
as the Administration bears down on us with named and u3>-named threats, what is 
our next duty as citizens in a democracy? 


Well, whatever we do or say must have one single guiding aim; We must 
govern ourselves not by what is safest for those who opposed war, nor by what is 
worse for the War Party. We must be guided solely by what is right, as God gives 

us to see the right, for the United States. 

When we speak of the United States we are not thinking in terms of a 

colored map hanging on a school room wall. We are thinking of men and women who 

live and dream and hope - men and women who till the fields, who work in shops, 
offices, factories and in our homes. 


When we talk about the army and navy - about divisions and ships, we 
are not talking about so many pins on a military chart. We are talking about 
your flesh and blood - we are talking about a riiole generation of young men who 
constitute the most priceless and irreplacable of all our assets. 

Everything we say and everything we do must be guided by rhat will 
promote America in the terms of the men and women who are America. Every boy on 
the high seas, evexy boy in a hut in Iceland, is a bit of America - a bit of 
America that is f&r more priceless than tons of steel or acres of land. That is 
what we mean when re talk about America — we mean the men and women and the boys 
md girls who are America. We mean all our faiths, all our religions, all our 
races - we mean the one hundred and thirty million individuals regardless of color, 
creed, race, religion or politics, who make up the warp and this, our land* 

Because you young men who have been ordered to fig£t on the high seas 
end in Iceland are Americans - are our own flesh and blood - end it matters not 
how or by whom you were ordered to your battle stations - we shall do our full 
part to see you have the best training, the best equipment, the best leadership, 
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the best care that this richest and most powerful nation on earth can provide# 

Nor is it putting a dollar sign on patriotism to insist that you who are on the 
firing line Bhall have compensation sufficient at least to relieve your minds of 
vorry about the future security of those you leave behind* 

While the Wax Party prepares to take your sons out to impose the Four 
Freedoms on the four quart© ra of the earth, we of the icier lea n party must figh t 
to pro tect the fre edom of Americans. The first round'in'the next phase of the 
flg&t for freedom - fight for American freedom ~ will come in the 1942 elections.

Greetings from a*sSsi^£ge^waJ^aS^S ot ^efc$H.t*<it your 
very inspiring address at the AMERICA FIRST Bronx rally, Oct. 17* 


I was extremely gratifide to hear what you said about" 
foreign commerce, and am writing this letter as a suggestion from 
"an old timer ex-international trader” himself, a thing which I 
confess with the remark that'"*I am trying to live it down”, and 
am only telling you in extreme confidence, Being'*a woman who appears 
extremely discreet, I am sure that you will keep my secret above 
confessed. 

My suggestion is that instead of saying what you did 
say, and in which Holt later concurred on the same error, you had 
said, in your own words and altogether not consuming overt# minutes, 
something to the following effect: tX 

"You know 'my friends' how the internationalists, who are heart 
and soul behind this world war No, 2, never miss a chance to 
ring in the importance of our foreign tradej also that if we 
lost it we would perish from the face of the earth. 


"They never give you any figures to show what percentage of our 
total commerce - domestic and foreign - that this foreign trade 
amounts to. 

"But suppose now that our so-called income derived from oommer ee 
all kinds is a peak year’‘like say #80 billion such as in the 20*a; 
and that our~foreign commerce , bo called, amounted to 10 percent, 
which would make that part of it #8 billion. If we lost that 
we would still be making good business between ourselfes. 

"Strange as it may sound to you we would have no loss -*in fact 
a national gai« by losing it l Why t Because this imaginary 
#8 billion is made up of two counterbalancing elements, that is 
exports of what we sell Serosa; find imports of what ws must take, 
actually buy back in payment for the exports, watt which are the 
very things which we have an abundance oA the same kind. Actually 
curtailing our own production of, in order to find market here 
for the imports. 

"Now if we export #4 billion worth, and import #4 billion worth 
that makes up the #8 billion foreign oommere*. 

"But has our foreign commerce been #8 billion as the internation¬ 
alist will tell you f NO it has been ;Just zero, because we 
bought back as much as we sold. It has other liabilities which

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lie"*in the obvious fact that in order to permit foreigners 
to market their things which we have in abundance here, or 
could produce in abundance or suitable substitutes for same, 
we must legislate the foreigner a protected American market 
in preference to our own people who can produce these things 
as cheap if not cheaper than any foreigner can, 

"When we do this, and we have been doing so in hundreds of ways, 
we create the unemployment situation which we have witnessed 
for over 10 years. And we must pay our own workers and farmers 
for not only their idleness, but also deprive them of the things 
which we have exported, and which our own pepple would have con¬ 
sumed had they been given a chance to work for them, as is given 
the foreigner to work, 

"Time more than one illustration. Take the case of sugar: 

Our country could produce enough cane or beet sugar to sugar the 
world - if we could get anything for it, We can produce the 
finest of sugars cheaper than even the present freight on imported 
sugar, 

"Nevertheless since~1937 we have given the foreign sugar a 70 
percent protected market here, confining our own producers to 
only 30 percent. We average about 100 pounds of sugar per 

person per year. Our people are forbidden by the international 

controlled Congress to produce but 30 pounds- the other 70 pounds 
must be imported. And the irony of the deal is that the sugar 
producing foreigners do not even take our productions in exchange 
for their sugar; which surely our own people would have to do 
if permitted to produce all of our sugar. 

"I can show you a parallel condition in principle upon every¬ 
thing we import. Also that our foreign commerce in the 7 
yeare of 1934 and 1940 inclusive was actually against us in 
a sum of over #12£ billion dollars. 

"That was a pretty good business this foreign trade for foreigners 
wasn't it? Netted them over #1,700 million average per year; 
and added to our public debt a like sum to provide for the idle¬ 
ness it caused here. 

"Now if anyone wishes to see the documented facts and get the 
references to Congressional debates, proceedings, and hearing , 
on this matter, I will be very glad to give them after the 
meeting has adjounred.

"By the Neutrality Act ... we made It clear to every 
American, and to every foreign nation, that we would 
avoid becoming entangled through tome episode be¬ 
yond our borders." 

—Franklin D. Roosevelt, October 24, 1940 

The Neutrality Act was a guarantee by Congress that we would 
not be drawn into another war. Its purpose was to eliminate the 
causes. Its purpose was to prevent a grim repetition of 1917. 

In the period of 1935 to 1939 America was cool and collected, mere 
was no pressure—no propaganda—for war.

The blunt truth Is this—there is no practical need for repeal. The facts tell the 
story: 

1. England has more shipping today than she had when the war began. In 
September, 1939, England had 21,000,000 tons, or 31% of the world's shipping. 
Today, despite losses, she has 25,767,000 tons, or 45% of the world's shipping.* 

2. Shipping losses in the Atlantic have become almost negligible. See Churchill 
speech quoted above. Less than 4% of cargoes of all fldgs leaving our shores 
have failed to reach England—even last winter when the battle of the Atlantic 
was at its height * England has just released forty of our tankers which she does 
not need. 4 


3. Our own ship yards and the ship 
yards of Great Britain are turning out 
new ships at an unprecedented rate 
that exceeds by many times the com¬ 
bined rate of losses.*

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INTRODUCTION 

Although for hundreds of years occasional individuals have 
shown a deep interest in developing an international government, 
it is only in the present century that this interest has spread among 
the people of many countries, with an actual faith in the practi¬ 
cability of substituting law for international anarchy. This interest 
and faith on the part of millions of people form the necessary founda¬ 
tions for such a government. They should be buUt upon without 
delay. 

But who shall build and how? And how shall the interest and 
faith be augmented during the dark days of war and failure? Here 
is a task — of thought, of study, of right propaganda, which foils 
upon all who will accept the burden. To have an opinion worthy of 
expression because it is based upon facts and not prejudice, because 
it is consistent in principle, because it provides practical suggestions 
— this is the aim of all who will take up a serious study of world 
government, 

Americans are in a peculiarly difficult, as well as a peculiarly 
strategic, position in such a study. Would the United States join 
a world government? What part shall wc be able to play beyond 
the stage of theorizing? If advice is the utmost we can give, should 
we then be silent? Do we, as individuals, earnestly want the U. S. 
to join such a union or federation as we shall conclude beat from our 
study? That means, do we want the U. S. to make the national 
sacrifices which such membership would necessitate? And could a 
new “league of nations” succeed without the U. S.? Exactly what 
is our responsibility? 


While all of these questions must be faced sincerely and intelli¬ 
gently by Americans interested in world peace, we who fed that 
we are not merely Americans, but are American members of the

tions broader than our national government as well as to institutions 
narrower — have a right to add our thought to the thought of 
sincere people everywhere toward buildfog a new world order. 


It is true, also, on a less idealistic plane, that aU nations must 
be interested in international peace as they are interested in national 
survival. In the past year a number ox books and pamphlets on 
international government have been written* many of them by 



Americans. Many of these have little to say about the ideals of 
justice, and democracy, and positive peace, but instead make an 
eloquent plea for an organization to abolish international anarchy in 
order that we may survive. Doubtless self-interest is the strongest 
motive to which we can appeal, and perhaps even the U. S. may find 
it profitable,to cooperate actively in establishing a world govern¬ 
ment, for the richest nation, like the richest man, has the most to lose. 
At any rate, we can only go forward from where we are, knowing 
that the part we can play in the realization of our dreams will depend 
partly upon our national willingness to contribute to the solution of 
the world's problems, and partly upon the willingness of other 
nations to receive that contribution. 


Most of the recent writing on the subject of world government 
was done on the assumption that the Allies would win the war — 
even in the cases where the author admitted that this assumption 
m : prove illusory. It is much easier to build up a system when 
we uiink we know upon what it will be based. What will be possible 
in the field of international cooperation if Germany wins the war is 
less clear. Nevertheless, we must remember all possible contingen¬ 
cies as we think through our own principles and framework.

The term "'world government" is used here without definition to 
include any degree of federation or union by which nations attempt 
to govern themselves in collaboration. Throughout, emphasis is 
placed upon thinking through principles to conclusions which are 
consistent with facts. 


FIRST PART. HISTORY. 

Lesson I. Past Role of U. S. in International Organization. 

1, The Hague 

The First Hague Peace Conference met in 1899 and established 
the Permanent Court of Arbitration to facilitate arbitration 
of international disputes. There is no compilation to submit 
disputes or to abide by awards. The Court ^tmaists of a panel 
of judges appointed by all adherent conntrtei, from whom 
arbitrators are chosen for particular cue*. The United States 
is a member of this Court, and has submitted, a number of 
disputes to it for settlement. The Permanent Court of Arbi¬ 
tration continues to exist alongside the Permanent Court of 
International justice (World Court). 

2. The League of Nations 

The League of Nations was established in 1920 by the Cove¬ 
nant which forms Part I of the Treaty of Versailles. Although 
the United States, through President Wilson, had a large 
share in originating the League of Nations, our government 
never joined it, .About sixty nations, including all the impor¬ 
tant countries except the United States, have belonged to the 
League. The United States has cooperated with the League 
from time to time, either through unofficial observers, or by 
joining subsidiary or correlative organizations, such as in the 
World Disarmament Conference and the International Labor 
Organization. 

No one can know what the fate of the League of Nations 
would have been if it had had the support of the United States. 
But it is to be regretted that in the first great international 
effort made by practically all nations toward world order, 
the United States did not cooperate more. 


3. The Permanent Court of International Justice 

The World Court was created in 1920 as a part of the League 
of Nations system. Although a judicial court had been tav- 
ored by Americans at the Hague Conferences, and although 
the World Court which finally emerged was sponsored by 
Americans, the United States has never joined the Court. 


4. The International Labor Organisation. 

The International Labor Organization, also a coordinate of 
the League, was established to improve conditions of labor 
and lay a foundation for peace in social justice. In 1934 the 
Congress of the United States voted to join this organization. 
Since then Americans have been prominent in carrying on its 
work. 
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5.^ The Pan-American Union 

The Pan-American Union, first called the International Bu¬ 
reau of American Republics, was established in 1890 by the 
First International Pan-American Conference* This organ¬ 
ization was at first under the supervision of the Secretary of 
State, and the Secretary of State is still customarily elected 
chairman of the governing Board, The purpose of the Union 
originally was to promote inter-American commercial rela¬ 
tions, but its activities grew to include cultural and social 
matters, and finally, recently, political interests. There is no 
authoritative body; the Conferences pass resolutions which 
must then be adopted by the respective Governments or em¬ 
bodied in treaties* 
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Various Miscellaneous Organizations, in Specific and Limited 
Fields* 


The League of Nations Handbook of International Organiza¬ 
tions lists hundreds of such bodies, most of them, however, 
private. Schmeckebier lists 29 that are permanent with a 
central office and a budget, to which the United States 
belonged in 1934. The interests of these organizations are 
varied, but the economic and social perhaps predominate.

SECOND PART. PRINCIPLES. 

Lesson II. World Government Baste Preliminary Questions. 

Certain choices must be made—between the ideal and the 
immediate, between principle and practicality, among funda¬ 
mental points of view and final aims. It is wise to adopt first 
a point of view, a standard for testing, for discriminating, for 
choosing. Without such preliminary thought, we become 
hopelessly confused by later issues. 


1. The Ideal versus the Imm e d i a te* 

a. To what extent shall we draw up an ideal term of govern¬ 
ment with little or no reference to current situations? 

To what extent snail we be guided by what seems possible, 
although it is far from ideal? 

It is much easier to construct, to agree about, to study, an 
ideal; it is also highly useful to have in mind the final goal, 
otherwise we may move in the wrong direction* The final 
goal must be a test of the immediate steps. But shall we 
compromise this ideal—ever— for the sake of the immediate? 

b. It will be impossible to get very general agreement, even 
among those passionately desiring a world government, on 
any part of any proposal. (Test this in your Btudy group. 
See if your small group agrees unanimously on any proposal, 
whether major or minor.) Must we wait for such agreement? 
Must we compromise? 

It will be well to decide first whether you will ever compro¬ 
mise your ideal, and if sc, under what circumstances. 

c. If, in order to make some progress in world organization, 
we accept less than the ideal, it will be important to see to 
it that: 

(1) the compromise does not make impossible a move¬ 
ment toward the ideal. 

(2) provision is made for orderly revtiioo. 

(3) the emphasis is right 

d* Discuss the following problem to illustrate the present 
issue: 

Can there be permanent peace without disarmament? 
Will you agree to a form of wpdd government that does 
not provide for immediate niejrnuMiienir Is there any 
likelihood that nations, under present circumstances, will 
agree to disarm?

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- 2* Principle versus Practicality* 

It will be well to see clearly, before considering compromise, 
whether the question involves a principle or is only a question 
of what is practical. Such thought will help to determine 
how' far one will go to meet the views of others, and what 
one's absolute minimum is. It will be relatively easy to agree 
to compromise on matters of practicality, relatively difficult 
on matters of principle. Throughout the study course, apply 
this test.

(The word "state” is used throughout in the 
accepted sense of a nation as a political unit.)

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J^e&son III. Economic Cooperation — Necessary for World Govern¬ 
ment. 

We shall find that it is impossible to separate the economic 
and the political issues. The political problems are, in gen¬ 
eral, those dealing with the location of authority, and the 
rights and responsibilities of those subject to that authority. 
The economic problems usually are related to objective acts 
by the State and their effects on the welfare of the people. 
They interact upon each other. Some believe the economic 
problems are more easily solved, because they seem more 
concrete and less emotional. Others, like Briand, believe we 
mqst begin with the political. Doubtless any satisfactory 
world government must settle at least a minimum of both. 
Some groups — for instance, with totalitarian or laissez faire 
philosophies — fear that a world government may place a 
straight-jacket upon the soldier or the business man. No 
world government can eliminate individual differences, vic¬ 
tories and defeats, in business and many other fields. As the 
arena widens, so do the opportunities. 


What will be the minimum in economic organization neces¬ 
sary for the maintenance of world peace? 

A nation's economic problems are internal and external. It 
is usually the latter that are thought of when international 
peace is discussed. We must consider, however, whether 
internal economic conditions may also have to be changed: 
this question will be discussed in the next lesson. The present 
lesson deals with external economic relations. 


1. Foreign Trade. 

a. The consumers of all nations want to import; it is an 
advantage to secure from other nations those commodities we 
cannot produce, or cannot produce so cheaply. Yet national 
policy is against imports. Why ? Why do we have a protec¬ 
tive tariff? 

b. All nations want to export. People are led to believe that 
exports benefit a country more than imports do. Examine this 
belief. May exports harm a country, for example, when the 
fertility and resources of the land are shipped away? Hitler 
has said that Germany must export or die. Why ? Must the 
United States export or die? What is the relation between a 
particular nation's exports and imports? — in quantity? in 
kind? 

c. Discuss the methods used by nations to restrict their 
trade: tariffs, quotas, embargoes. What are the objections 
to these? If trade restrictions harm international relations, 
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and help to bring about war, should a nation have a right to 
impose such restrictions at will? Who should decide what 
restrictions are permissible? 


If a nationally desirable removal of restrictions caused eco¬ 
nomic loss to a group, as the lowering of tariffs on Argentine 
beef might harm the beef producers of this country, what 
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should the interests of the group be sacrificed? Or should a 
method be found for sharing the losis amoa g all the people of 
the nation ? 


d. The “Hull trade-agreements progt**?* km as its aim the 
reduction of trade barriers* Study the facts of this program. 
Is it very important? Is it an adequate' means of restoring 
world trade or only a “drop in the bucket?" Perhaps it is 
most important as a symbol. 


e* Recently the growth of international cartels has aug¬ 
mented the control of international trade. This is a partial 
application of “planning” in the international sphere. In 
theory it is antagonistic to free trade. Some believe that free 
trade is of the past, and planning is of the future. We should 
examine the possibility of international control of trade as 
contributing to a peaceful world, also the possibility of 
rescuing distressed nations by an extension of the Excess 
Commodities Plan (“dumping” regulated by the World Gov¬ 
ernment) . 
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2. Currency stability and foreign exchange. j 

j 

a. One way of controlling trade is through the control of 

foreign exchange; i.e., the “money" with which foreign goods 
are bought and sold. Germany has used this method chiefly. I 

b. Some nations have altered their currency with the purpose ' 

of increasing their exports. This causes instability in the ; 
other countries affected. Should a country have a right to 
alter its money on its own authority? 

c. What would be the advantages of an “international 
currency”? 

d. This problem is one in which the internal and external 
interests of a country are inseparable, and yet somewhat 
contradictory. To what extent should authority be handed 
over to an international body? 


3* Raw materials. 

a. A great deal has been said about “have” and “have-not” 
nations. When objective studies aft made, we find that some 
nations which claim to be “hawHaots" have more than some 
nations which they accuse as P *havet**, (e.g., in Kranold's 
study, Germany ranked higher than France.) We should 
beware of slogans and catch phrases. 
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b. The physical needs of a country are too varied and the 
distribution of resources too haphazard over the earth for 
nations to dream of controlling' all the raw material sources 


which they need. Gniy a very few countries can have such a 
dream, and its very fulfillment makes it impossible for the 
rest of the nations. However, if raw materials are freely 
bought and sold, an equivalent situation prevails. But every 
country is afraid of a time of war, when it may be cut off 


from its source of supply. However, even then control of the 


sea would be more necessary than control of the country 
producing the raw materials. 


c. In view of this fear, nations have been trying to free 
themselves from the need of such sources by inventing sub¬ 
stitutes for essential materials, Germany is producing arti¬ 
ficial wool, rubber, oil. Rayon and nylon are making us 
independent of Japanese silk, Such production may iower the 
standard of living of the country. However, it will at the 
same time remove the necessity of controlling natural sources 
of supply. This has a double effect and should make countries 
which are dependent for their welfare upon selling (father 
than upon buying) these raw materials aware of the danger to 
themselves of placing restrictions Qn the sale of their commod¬ 
ities. The cases of Chile’s nitrates and Malay's rubber are 
examples. Perhaps when the present process of industrializ¬ 
ation is complete trade will become relatively unnecessary.

For Discussion: 

1. How great a financial sacrifice would you be willing for our 
country to make if necessary to win a war ? to establish peace ?

2. Whatever the economic and financial costs of building a 
peaceful world, the economic and financial gains are apt to be 
greater. No country has been able to become strong econom- 

* ically until order was established within its borders. Inter¬ 
national chaos hinders economic progress, quite aside from 
the actual costs of waging wars. It would be wise economy 
to make necessary financial sacrifices for peace. 


Lesson V. The Political Organization of World Government, 

It is often said that no mere organization or form of govern¬ 
ment, no matter how perfect, can guarantee peace. This is 
very true. We need something more than machinery. Never¬ 
theless, without the machinery for building peace, we shall 
not build it. If we are realistic, we shall depend neither too 
much nor too little on organization; but we shall certainly 
build a framework as perfect as we can within which inter¬ 
national peace and order can function. 


One of the greatest achievements of this century is the League 
of Nations. Because its success was limited, it has become 


fashionable to repudiate of 


Doubtless future his¬ 


torians will give a different—and more favorable—judgment. 
It was rather stupid of us to suppose that our very first effort 
in so new and great a venture would succeed perfectly. Never¬ 
theless, we should now examine carefully the causes of weak- 
ness in the League, and build better the second time. 


1. An organization of states or of peoples? 

The League of Nations is an organization of states; the men 
who form the Council and Assembly are official representa¬ 
tives of their governments. It seems fair to say that they are 
FIRST officials of their states, working for the interests of 
their states, and only secondly representatives of the League 
of Nations, And being officials (often officials of first rank, 
as foreign ministers) they must constantly preserve the pres¬ 
tige of their governments. Prestige is a rock upon which 
peace easily breaks, 
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It is often declared that this kind of representation is one of 
the chief reasons for the League’s failures. 

It is now being proposed that the new world government 
should represent peoples and not states; that the men sear 
to Geneva (or wherever) shall be elected by the people, as 
are the men who are sent to Washington. In such an organ¬ 
ization there could be more than one point of view within 
a delegation. 

Do you believe this is a sound principle? 


2. An inter-state or a super-stats? 

a* Try to find a dear meaning for the words illiaflc a . federa¬ 
tion, confederation, union, federal union* i low do these differ? 

b. The League of Nations is intestate. It is a loose con¬ 
federation of states, in which the national governments co¬ 
operate only so long as their own interests, as they conceive 
them, are served. The League has no real authority, as events 
have proved. The absolute sovereignty of the member 
states is preserved through the unanimity rule, that is, in the 
League, with certain exceptions noted in the Covenant, a 
single negative vote from the smallest member is sufficient 
to defeat the proposition. 

c. Many people now believe that no world government can 
succeed unless it has some authority over its members in 
limited, agreed-upon fields. This means some sacrifice of 
sovereignty on the part of the member-states. 

How great this sacrifice of sovereignty must be would be 
determined by what minimum authority the League must 
possess in order to preserve peace. 

Do you believe that every nation should have absolute sov¬ 
ereignty, to follow its own course in the world regardless of 
the interests of other states? (Compare the states in the 
United States.) 

d. In what fields do you think a transfer of sovereignty to 
a world organization necessary? desirable? Would you be 
willing for the United States to transfer sovereignty in these 
fields? Upon what conditions? 

e. Authority of the world government — advisory? partial? 
final ? This is the same question as sovereignty. Should the 
League have the power only to advise? advise and bring 
pressure? make final decision? partial (in some questions)? 
or complete (in all questions)? There may be no more vital 
question than this in the whole study of world government. 
The question of authority raises the question of enforcement 
and means of enforcement. This will be considered in the 
next lesson. 

f. Do you see any dangers of a super-state? What? How 
could they be forestalled? 


3. Basis of membership. 

a. Membership will, of course, have to be voluntary, although 
the League might consider whether it could or should bring 
any pressure to bear upon na ti ons to join — even the indirect 
pressure of creating advantages for members. 
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b. But shall any restrictions be imposed, in the form of 
standards that must be maintained by members? One sug¬ 
gested minimum standard is a bill of rights* This idea appeals 
to the democracies, as it already forms the basis of their 
governments. It probably would not appeal to the dictator¬ 
ships. 

c. It will be necessary for us who are interested in peace 
through world government to ask ourselves whether we 
should exclude some nations by putting up democratic stand¬ 
ards, or include all nations by having no standards at all. In 
general, it would be a mistake to try to impose our own views 
on others — except where these views are essential to the 
foundation of the government. Is democracy such a view? 

cL During the recent years of its weakness, many have pro¬ 
posed revision of the League of Nations, One reason why 
these proposals never succeeded in changing the League was 
that one group wanted to revise the League toward a broader 
and shallower basis, which would exclude no nation; the 
other wanted to revise the League toward a narrower and 
deeper basis, which would exclude those members not really 
willing to cooperate. This is a choice that must be made 
openly and definitely in the new world government. However 
attractive the idea of having all nations join may be, it is well 
to remember that the political philosophy of some nations 
today holds that all sacrifices must be made for the aggrand¬ 
izement of the national state, and that the sovereignty of the 
state must never be questioned, even in terms of the rights of 
its citizens, to say nothing of the rights of other nations. It 
is questionable whether the membership of such states would 
add any strength to the world government. They would 
probably be a liability in all periods of crisis —and even in 
ordinary times, as there would be constant pressure on the 
League to make concessions to hold them. 

e. Some hold the view that the basis of membership should 
be geographic—that the organization should be regional. 
Some think that one mistake of the League of Nations was in 
trying to include too much, and that it would be wiser to work 
up from regional organizations, like the Pan-American Union 
and the much-discussed United States of Europe or even the 
Danubian Union — to a world organization. Others feel that 
this basis would be fatal, because it would emphasize conflict¬ 
ing interests and align different parts of the world against 
each other. Perhaps the middle ground of regional pacts plus 
a world organization above them would be most fruitful. 

f. We may have a world organization or partial organiza¬ 
tions. If the latter, the basis of membership may be (1) geo¬ 
graphic (e.g.. Central Europe, the Oslo States, Europe); 
(2) ideological (the democracies); (3) other points of self- 
interest (e.g., the British Empire). From the point of view 
of success, which would you advocate? 
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Lesson VI. Political Issues. 

Besides the question of framework and underlying principles, 
there are many political questions to which answers must be 
found. The more thoroughly one has been able to determine 
governing principles, the more easily one can find satisfactory 
and consistent answers. Some of these questions are to be 
discussed now. 


1. Colonies. 

After the last war, the League instituted £ system of man¬ 
dates, whereby countries not deemed ready fit independence 
could be guided and controlled by otbct countries — but in 
terms of the interests of the governed. The former German 
colonies were handed over to the Allies under this system. 
This deprivation of colonies is one of the grievances constantly 
put forward by Germany. There may also be friction between 
a colony and the governing country; an important example is 
India. In a somewhat similar case the United States decided 
to grant independence to the Philippines. In all these cases, 
why does one country want control over another? 

If the population of Holland has doubled in recent years, is 
that partly because of positions opened to the Dutch in Java? 
Could these Dutchmen have been employed in Java if it had 
not been governed by Holland? Would you rather invest in 
a free or colonial Java? 

Does the case of colonies represent a held in which states 
should give up their sovereignty to the League? Discuss the 
advantages and disadvantages. 

Should the mandate system of the League be revised and 
used ? 


2. Minorities and migration. 

Another pressing problem in the world today is the treatment 
of minorities, with that of migration in general and of refugee* 
in particular. This problem is one of ethical ideals ana of 
economics. A fundamental principle of democratic govern¬ 
ment in the United States (sometimes violated in practice) 
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more nations close their doors against immigrants, the plight 
of those persecuted minorities becomes intolerable. Almost 
literally there is no place in the world today where they can 
find a home. 

Do you believe, in the esae of the United States, that eco¬ 
nomic interests and democratic ideals are in conflict, espe¬ 
cially in reBpect to immigration?

Should minimum rights for minorities be enforced by the 
League? Alfred Bingham suggests that the right to emigrate 
with property be guaranteed. (JDoubtless he refers to prop¬ 
erty legitimately acquired.) 

How should the refugee problem (usually of racial or political 
minorities) be solved? Might this involve some control over 
immigration laws of member states? Would you favor 
free passage among all member states for the citizens of all? 
Would you advocate some such rule as this: that a country 
with a living standard above the world average should be re¬ 
quired to accept a certain percentage of immigrants from a 
substandard country providing the latter had fulfilled certain 
requirements, such as having raised its standard of living 
during the preceding decade? 

World Citizenship,

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THIRD PART. PROPOSALS. 


A great many proposals have been made for some kind of 
international organization, over a period of centuries. It is encour- 
aging to see how many people have been interested in working out 
a framework of government by which the nations might control 
their international life by law. In this section we shall examine a 
few of them that have come since the World War, namely, the 
League of Nations, then Pan-Europa, then several others that have 
been prominent in the news recently or that offer some contrasts, 
and finally one presented by the writer of the study course. 

These schemes, including many not examined here, differ 
greatly both in details and in fundamentals. They range from a 
world-wide union to a small defensive pact. Some are based on the 
of Nations, some are more inclusive, some less. Some 
e. .lasize the economic, others the political; some are on an ideo¬ 
logical base, and others on a geographic. Some begin as realistically 
as possible with the peace at the close of the present war; some 
(perhaps written earlier) set forth an ideal with little reference to 
temporary difficulties. All of the former assume that the Allies will 
win; no one struggles with the problem of international government 
in a totalitarian world. Most of those who wish to begin in a limited 
sphere have in mind an eventual world organization. 

Certainly in many of these matters, practicality will dictate. 
It would be fatal, however, to begin with a form which showed no 
promise or capacity of developing into the ideal. 

The survey given here of the various proposals is necessarily 
fragmentary. They may be studied further in writings suggested 
in the bibliography. Groups using this outline have by now thought 
through certain fundamental principles and practical considerations. 
The most beneficial study will be an appraisal of the suggested plans 
by these standards, and perhaps the construction of a modified plan 
bv the group. Since we all earnestly desire the day when the world

“ . . . the League of Nations of which the two funda¬ 
mental principles are precisely the sovereignty of states 
and their equality of rights.” (Brand*) 

“But the League of Nations contains the very defect 
which destroyed the American Confederation of States. 
It leaves unimpaired the complete national sovereignty 
of its members." (Lord Lothian.) 

B. Proposals for Reform. 

For many years the weaknesses of the League have been 
talked about; many suggestions for improvement have been 
made. In general, there have been two points of view; 
(1) those who believed that the authority ol the League 
should be strengthened and its standard of performance 
raised, even at the cost of losing members who were luke¬ 
warm or non-cooperative; (2) those who believed it so 
important that all nations be members of the League that 
they advocated reducing the requirements and performance 
to a base that all nations would accept. In other words, 
there was a fundamental difference of opinion as to whether 
the chance of growth and strength lay in a narrow though 
devoted membership, or in a wide though rather indifferent 
one. The question was never settled and the League was 
not reformed; now it has become so weak that there is a 
serious question as to its survival at all. 

On the other hand, with all the weak spots in the Covenant 
of the League, it is probably true that none of these was 
fatal; that adequate provision was made for change within 
the League, but there was no wiB for change among the 
powerful pro-AJJy, pro-victor states; that those states were 
leaders in the League whose interests were served by the 
League. However perfect the structure may be, without 
the will to cooperate to preserve peace and justice we 
shall not succeed. 
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1. The Bruce Report* 

The Bruce Committee was appointed by the League to 
study the matter of dividing the economic and social work 
of the League more definitely from the political. This 
Committee, whose report was adopted by the League, rec¬ 
ommended the setting up of a Central Committee for 
Economic and Social Questions, The Central Committee 
is to have the same sort oi autonomy as has the I. L. O. 
It may have among its members nations not belonging 
to the League. The Committee is to be composed, at first, 
of representatives of twenty-four states (whether members 
of the League or not) and eight economic and social experts 
regardless of nationality. All questions of an economic or 
social nature are to be referred to this new body. Decisions 
shall be made by majority vote of those present. 

This reform of the League has already been made, on paper 
at least. Whatever the fate of the League itself, and what¬ 
ever the political situation after the war, it is possible that 
the I. L. O. and the new Central Committee may continue 
to work toward a world organization to control economic 
relations. Especially this may be true, if the post-war 
political organization is on the basis of regions. In that 
case, the non-political part of the League may be salvaged 
as a new framework for a world government in the eco¬ 
nomic sphere. 


2. Swiss Committee of the International Peace Campaign. 

This Committee declared, in 1939, for a new League of 

Nations, new in spirit and form, based on the following 

principles: 

a. The League must have authority; international law 
must take the place of absolute sovereignty of states 

b. Protection of small states; the policy of neutrality must 
be repudiated. 

c. Justice; liberation of not only such countries as Aus¬ 
tria, Poland, Abyssinia, but also of the people them¬ 
selves. 

d. General disarmament, accompanied by a League police 
force. 

e. Re-orientation of economic life and justice in social 
conditions; the rights of man must be given first place. 

f. The peoples — not the governments or their diplomats 
— must carry out the peace program, both the treaty - 
making and the subsequent organization. 
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3. British League of Nations Union* 
This union is in favor of: 


a. Some limitation of national sovereignty. “The suprem¬ 
acy of Law founded on Justice must be accepted as 
the fundamental principle of international relations.** 
AH differences must be settled by “judicial decision, 
arbitration, or authoritative mediation/ 4 

b, Reduction and limitation of armaments. This should 
be supervised by the international authority, which 
should also protect a state which baa limited its arma¬ 
ments. 


c. Means for dealing pacifically with international dis¬ 
putes, whether of a justiciable nature or not 
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by freeing of international commerce, maintaining 
standards of labor, increasing consumption and better¬ 
ing distribution of world's resources. 

e. Protection of minorities. 


4. Oscar Newfang’a World Federation* 

Newfang points out that the basic conditions of permanent 
peace are (1) political unity and (2) economic freedom* 
The achievement of permanent peace within nations has 
come along with their attaining these two conditions. 
Compare with histories of Great Britain, France, Germany* 
Italy. The number of states in this world has been con¬ 
stantly reduced, and this reduction has been accompanied 
by wider areas of peace. In the world today there is inter¬ 
national anarchy and international economic chaos. When 
these are replaced by political unity and economic freedom, 
peace will follow. The same history as that of individual 
states will characterize the world as a whole. The League 
of Nations is in this line of development 
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Lesson VIII. Pan-Eutopa. Regional Pacts. 

1. Briand's "European Federal Union”. 

In 1929 Briand made a proposal to the Assembly of the 
’ League which was later sent as a memorandum from 
the French Government to member states* Replies 
were received but no important action was ever under¬ 
taken. 

The proposal was for “a federation built not upon the 
idea of unity but of union” to be composed of all the 
European states which were members of the League* 
This federation — a development of the Locarno agree¬ 
ments "which initiated the true policy of European 
* cooperation”— was to further the cause of peace by 
solving special European problems* It must not (a) be 
in opposition to any other group (b) weaken the 
League in any way (c) interfere with the "absolute 
sovereignty and entire independence” of its members. 
The organization of the union was to include: 

a. European Conference (all members of the Union). 

b. Permanent Political Committee, an "organ of re¬ 
search and instrument of action” (some selected 
members of the Union). 

c. Secretariat (at first not permanent). 

Briand believed that political problems must be settled 
before the economic, and that it was necessary for 
European political problems to be solved before the 
League could succeed. The Union would give Euro¬ 
pean states an opportunity for regular contacts and 
meetings for discussion of their common problems. 
After security and political union were secured, ques¬ 
tions of economic development, tariffs, etc., could be 
undertaken. 

Under the economic organization of Europe, which was 
to be effected under the political responsibility of the 
governments working in unison, were the eslablish- 
* ment of a common market to raise the standard of 
living in Europe, "rational organization of production 
and of European exchanges, by means of the progres¬ 
sive liberation and simplification of the circulation of 
goods, capital, and individuals, due account being taken 
of the requirements of each state as regards national 
defense.” 
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2. Pan-Europa of Coudenhove-Kalergi. 

Count Coudenhove-Kalergi founded the L’Union Pan- 
Europeans in 1922, and was its president. He advo¬ 
cated a "Pan-Europe” which would use the United 
States of America as its economic model and the Pan- 
American Union as its political model. 

Pan-Europe would be achieved in stages, as follows: 

a. Assembling of Pan-European Conference, which 
would 

(1) appoint committees on p^ptmtion, guarantees, 
disarmament, minorities, : «ttmmiwicatioiia, cur¬ 
rency, debts, and culture; 

(2) provide for periodical conferences; 

(3) establish a Pan-European Bureau as a central 
organ for the unification movement. 

b. Conclusion of the bilateral or multi-lateral compul¬ 
sory arbitration treaties and security pacta. 

c. Formation of Pan-European customs union, possibly 
preceded by customs or monetary unions of smaller 
groups. 

d. Adoption of Constitution of the United States of 
Europe 

(1) House of Representatives with 300 members, 
each representing one million people. 

(2) House of States, each state having one repre¬ 
sentative. 

Coudenhove-Kalergi advocated the development of four 
other similar supernationai continental groups, thus 
organizing the whole world into (1)’ Pan-American, 
(2) Pan-European, (3) British, (4) Russian (which 
was not to be included in Pan-Europa) and (5) Mon¬ 
golian regional units. 

Briand, who proposed the European Union to the 
League of Nations, was a member and honorary presi¬ 
dent of Coudcnhove-Kalcrgi’s association. 

In October, 1940, this association under the name Pan- 
European Union, moved its headquarters to New York 
City. 

3. Alfred Bingham's United States of Europe. 

Bingham would have the world organized into five or 
six regions: The United States of Europe, the British 
Empire (England would belong to both of these), the 
Americas, Asia, the U. S. S. &. (Russia being excluded 
from U. S. of Europe) and, possibly, the Mediterranean 
desert countries. Colonies would be either brought to 
self-government or mandated. 



There would be no "democratic bill of rights" as the 
U. S. of Europe would contain both democratic and 
dictator countries. But minorities would be guaran¬ 
teed the right to migrate with their property. There 
would be cultural and administrative autonomy within 
the Union. 

Structure of United States of Europe: In the legislative 
branch there would be a Council of States {representa¬ 
tion according to importance of country, and majority 
decision), a Council of Nationalities (representing cul¬ 
tures, with little legislative power), and an Assembly 
(elected by the people according to population). 

There would be an executive elected by the legislature ; 
"there would be a judiciary similar to the present World 
Court, which would eventually form a supreme court 
for Europe; and there would be administrative organs 
‘ under the executive controlling the army and navy, 
commercial aviation, etc. 

States would retain their armies temporarily, but dis¬ 
armament would be achieved as fast as possible under 
a European Arms Control Commission. States would 
give up their navies. The Federal Army and Navy 
would protect the union from an outside power or from 
a rebellious member. 

In the political realm world organization may be post¬ 
poned in favor of regional organization. But in the 
economic realm it is necessary at once. The following 
are advocated: 

a. World Investment Commission 

including European Reconstruction Commission and 
World Investment Bank. 

b. World Trade Commission (I) Cartels Division, 
(2) Raw Materials Division, (3) Tariff Division. 
(Bingham is opposed to a customs union or a free 
trade area because he believes the trend of the times 
is toward controlled cartels and monopolies, and it 
would be useless to struggle against this trend.) 

c. I. L. O. 

d. Bank for International Settlements. 

4, The "New Republic” (January 8, 1940) advocates: 

a. A European organization (as more feasible than a 
world organization). 

b. Logical sub-units, as, perhaps, a Danubian Federation, 
a Scandinavian Federation. 

c. Some authority given to the Federation over such 
matters as: enforcement of disarmament, changes in 
tariffs, changes in the mandates system, enforcement 
of a bill of rights, currency uniformity, labor standards, 
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raw materials, migrations, international programs for 
agriculture, public works, education, news and travel. 
There should be a police force of the Federation and a 
court with compulsory jurisdiction in certain matters. 

5. The "United States News” (October 23, 1939): 

Makes a suggestion for a peace conference and an eco¬ 
nomic federation of European states. The Economic 
Federation is to be governed by a council of nine repre¬ 
sentatives chosen according to abOfly, sot nationality. 
The Federation shall have; poorer to arrange trade 
agreements for itself and with dtttsM*states; it shall 
consider plans for international temm to facilitate re¬ 
sumption‘of peace-time life, and financial consortiums 
for economic development; it shall arrange for repatria¬ 
tion of populations or protection of minorities. 


Lesson IX. Federation of Nations (The Campaign for World 

The Campaign for World Government has been carried on 
for some years tinder the leadership of Lola Maverick 
Lloyd and Rosika Scbwimmer. Their ideal is an "all- 
inclusive, non-military, democratic federation of nations." 

1. Structure. 

Basis of Membership^ Inclusive. All are invited to 

join. The preliminary Constitutional Convention, which 

is to draw up the detailed plan, may begin with dele* 

gates from any six countries. 

Preliminary Organisation: 

a. Committee of Experts — to devise rules for demo¬ 
cratic elections, to be used in all countries in electing 
delegates to the Constitutional Convention and to 
the Federation. 

b. Constitutional Convention — temporary organiz a tio n 
— to draw up Constitution for Federation at Nations. 

Federation of Nations — the permanent organisation. 

a. World Parliament. 10 delegates from each state, 
elected by people. 

Delegates shall vote as individuals. 

World Parliament elects president, vice-president, 
executive board. 

b Executive Board: shall ffsigf at the seat of world 
government and cany m m task 

c. Permanent Secretary. 

d. Commissions (sec below). 
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To Maintain World Peace, 

Principles: 

a. AU-inclusive. Only one form of membership, 

x b. Non-military. No troops. No enforcement of de* 
cisicms on States. 

c. Democratic. Representatives elected by the people, 
“ . . . their (member States) national sovereignty 
being unlimited except where their interdependence 
requires federal regulation/* Lloyd, 

3. Functions Through Commissions: 

J a. To plan work to take care of unemployed, 

b. To plan control of production and distribution of 
raw materials of world. 

c. To plan abolition of all tariffs. 

d. To control transportation and communication be¬ 
tween States. 

e. To plan regulation of world finance and uniform 
monetary system. 

f. To prepare code of international law, and plan ma¬ 
chinery for its administration. 

g. To reorganize diplomatic machinery of interstate 
intercourse. 

h. To plan for arbitration of internal disputes, 

i. To solve population problems 

(1) by voluntary transfer of populations. 

(2) by legislation of birth control. 

j. To regulate rights and duties of world citizenship. 

k. To plan education of unbiased sort for all children. 

l. To plan adequate health service, 

m. To prepare legislation to safeguard news and its use. 


Lesson X. Federal Union (Union Now)* 

The basis for this proposal was laid by Clarence Streit in 
his book, Union Now* The Inter-Democracy Federal 
Tj ft ; OR s 5 * s i s th# organization advocating this plan. Their 
idea is for a union operating in all fields where it can in¬ 
crease the freedom tor the individual. They emphasize 
equality of men rather than equality of states, 
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1. Structure. 


Membership. 

a. All democracies, i.e., those States which guarantee 
to their citizens the Union’s Bill of Rights. 

b. Original members — IS democracies, chiefly North 
Atlantic, (or part of these, c.g., Great Britain, France 
and U. S.) 

Framework. 

a. Legislative; 

(1) House of Deputies—one representative for 
every half-million, or one million, population, 
by popular election. 

(2) Senate —two representatives for every country 
of 25 millions or less population, and two addi¬ 
tional for every additional 25 or 50 millions. 

b. Executive: 

(1) Executive Board — 5 persons (3 by popular 
vote of all citizens, 1 by House, 1 by Senate). 
Duties: Appoints premier, names judges, makes 
treaties, heads army, has seme veto power, and 
can dissolve legislature. 

(2) Premier and Cabinet — subject to confidence of 
both houses. 

c. Judiciary: 

(1) A Supreme Court. 

No interstate questions excluded from its juris¬ 
diction. 


2. Purpose, Functions, Power, etc. 

a. To further democracy. To preserve peace within t he 
area of the democracies to this end. 



Function in fields in which Union will have authority: 

a. citizenship (in addition to state citizenship) 

b. defense 


c* customs (free trade within Union) 
d. money (international currency) 


e. postal and communicative system 

In fields committed to Union, States give up their own 
sovereignty. 


Union has its own forces lor enforcing its law and for 
protecting Union from outside powers. It can raise its 
troops directly, and can tax its citizens directly. 
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3, Present Program, 

Mr, Streit, who was for some years the New York 
Times correspondent in Geneva, wrote Union Now as 
his solution of the problem presented by the failures of 
the League of Nations, which he had been studying at 

£ first hand. His proposal was made the year before the 
war broke out, and the fifteen democracies which were 
the nucleus of his organization were: The United 
States, Great Britain, France, Finland, Norway, Swe¬ 
den, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, Switzerland, Ire* 
land. Union of South Africa, Australia, New Zealand, 
and Canada* 

, As most of these countries have now been conquered 
by Germany, Mr. Streit proposes that those remaining 
— really the United States and the British Empire — 
join in a union, and await the time when the organ- 
ization can be made more inclusive. 


Many feel that, whatever the merits of the original 
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Empire now would be little more than a military alli¬ 
ance. The question is whether any beginning of a 
world government could be made while the war is in 
progress. 


Lesson XL A Plan for World Government 

In this lesson there is set forth a plan for world government 
which takes into account some of the issues discussed in Part II. 
In parts it is fragmentary, almost omitting the judicial phase, 
and giving fewer details in the political than in the economic 
program. 

In order to institute this form of world government at the 
end of the present war, the following preliminary steps might 
be taken: 

1, Scrap the Covenant of the League (and the name, if you 
wish)—fint not the organizations and facilities which have 
value, 

2, Appoint a Committee of Experts I to draw up a new struc- 
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set forth below. 

3, Appoint a Committee II to draw up a program of interna¬ 
tional economic cooperation, based on the principles set 
forth below, 

4 Have a first and second peace conference (see proposal of 
Harold Nicholson), the first to be restricted to the imme¬ 
diate military settlement, and the second — not really a 

— 32 — 


peace conference, but a world conference of nations to con¬ 
struct the foundation for a peaceful world — made up of 
neutrals as well as belligerents. AU nations willing to 
accept the principles laid down in the reports of the Com¬ 
mittees of Experts will be members of this conference. The 
first Committee will determine the method of appointment 
or election of delegates, but in no case may more than one- 
third of any nation’s delegates be official or/and military 
representatives. The reports of the Committees of Experts 
(made public as soon as possible, and long before this 
conference) will form the basis upon which the details of 
the government are to be worked qv$» ,’K 

The Committees of Experts shall be appointed by the gov¬ 
ernments of those nations which are now members of the 
League of Nations, but in no case shall any official of the 
government or any representative of the military forces of 
the nation be appointed. Experts and world-minded citi¬ 
zens, in sympathy with the principles and plans set forth 
below, should be appointed. 


A Reconstituted League of Nations 

The following proposal is made for a government which 
would be a drastic revision of the League of Nations, pre¬ 
ceded by a scrapping of the present Covenant The present 
equipment, knowledge, committee organization, etc., of 
the present League would be used as much as possible. 
But the new structure would be set up without regard in 
advance to how much that might be* 

The organization will definitely be a federation with limi¬ 
tation of the sovereignty of member states. The federation, 
or League of Nations, will have authority in designated 
interstate matters. Interstate in this connection does not 
mean only matters between States (i.e.. Governments) but 
between individuals or organizations when these fall within 
the fields of international concern handed over to the 
League of Nations. 

The elections, mentioned below, should be free elections 
with general adult suffrage. Whether the League should 
enforce the same standards immediately upon all nations 
is a question of practicality as well as ot principle. Should 
France be barred because she does not permit women to 
vote? Should the U. S. be barred because Negroes are often 
prevented from voting? 

The League shall have a police force to maintain its author¬ 
ity. This force shall be u n d e r the exclusive jurisdiction of 
the League. 
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1. Structure: (two Houses! & Board, the World Court). 


Congress — with jurisdiction over economic matters. 
The members will be elected within States to represent 
economic groups, the basis of representation being the 
, relative weights of various economic groups in member 
states. Among such groups are: agriculture, capital 
goods industries, consumer goods industries, transpor¬ 
tation, financial institutions, professions. In each case 
the representatives will be divided between workers and 
owners or managers. In addition there will be mem¬ 
bers elected to represent consumers — or the people — 
and experts at Urge. 


Assembly — with jurisdiction over political matters. 

Two-thirds of the members will be elected by the 

people and one-third appointed by the government, in 

each case, to represent each member state. 

a. Voting in each house will be by individuals. Meas¬ 
ures will require a two-thirds vote to pass, unless an 
exception is made under the Constitution. 

b. Each house acts in its appropriate sphere, and its 
actions are not subject to the approval of the other 
house, except that a measure may be vetoed by the 
combined negative votes of the other house (by a 
two-thirds majority) and the Board (by a majority). 

c. The World Court (or a special court set up by it) 
will decide questions of jurisdiction between the 
two houses. 

d. Each house will have standing committees on vari¬ 
ous matters, particularly on those mentioned in the 
sections below. In the case of the Congress, there 
will be much coordination with the I. L. O. 

The work and facilities of the I. L. O. should be used 
to the fullest extent possible. 


Board. 

a. The Board will consist of five members, named as 
individuals and not representatives of any particular 
State or group. Two of these will be elected by the 
Congress, two by the Assembly, and one by these 
four. 

b. The Board will form a convenient organization 
through which the League can act, will be the ad¬ 
ministrative body, but will have little independent 
power. The police force will be under the direct 
jurisdiction of the Board but its use will be under 
the authority of the two houses. 
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Z Function* of the Congress. 

Principles—to guide actions in economic field : 

a. Maintenance of international economic stability. [ 

b. A rising standard of living. 

Program — to control to whatever extent is agreed 
upon, and on the principles stated in each case, the 
following economic matters: (There will be one or l 
more standing committees on each of these, with ex- i 
perts and advisers and research personnel attached to It. 
These committees will work out a definite plan for the 
control of the matter in Question* This plan may be ‘ 
put into operation gradually.) |

Extent of Activity. 

a. The Congress will have to decide how far to go, 

how fast to go; but the direction is determined by 
the principles, which will have been set down by the ! 
Committee of Experts or the Conference organizing f : 

the League, and will have been accepted by members. 

b. It may be possible to include the cooperation of 
non-members in many of these fields. 

c. It may he advisable to develop regions (based on 
geography or interest) within the League, which 
will carry farther than the League as a whole some 
of this program (eg* customs unions, monetary 
unions). 
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3. Functions of the Assembly* 

Principle — to guide action in political field: 
International cooperation for the maintenance of peace, 
based on justice between nations and justice and free- 
, dom within nations. 

Correlative Principles and Program: 

a. A bill of rights for citizens, to be accepted by ail 
member states. 

b. A common citizenship under the League. 

c. Limitation of sovereignty of member states, as far 
as is required by the economic 1 and political prin- 

- ciples upon which League action is based. 

d. Disarmament, to be achieved gradually as confidence 
and security grow. There should be a standing 
committee of the Assembly on Disarmament. 

e. Control over the amount of production and the trans¬ 
portation of munitions. 

f. Provision for protection of minorities. 

g. Colonies to be mandated to the League. 

h. An independent news agency of the League uncen¬ 
sored in all member states.

Move ior a Neutral Peace 

The Campaign for World Government took to the air in 
May with a “barnstorming” tour of several Wisconsin cities 
in a plane piloted by American Director William B. Lloyd, 
Jr. With his sister Georgia Uoyd, he later flew to Washing¬ 
ton to present the idea of a neutral negotiated peace and a 
United States of the World to the Memorial Day week-end 
meeting of the Keep America Out of War Congress. 

Copies of the petition enclosed with this bulletin were 
circulated, local supporters seen or telephoned, and stories 
given to the newspapers. Many pilots and airport officials 
were glad to support a constructive peace move. Two senior 
pilots of one of the major airlines were particularly enthu¬ 
siastic. 

An extended air tour of the West, starting not later 
Upn July 7, is being planned. The plane, a two-place, cabin 
ship, was purchased especially for use in an emergency cam¬ 
paign to arouse America to the need for a non-belligerent 
peace move. 

Represented at American Academy 

The Campaign has been continuously active in conferen¬ 
ces, public hearings, legislative work, etc., during the un¬ 
fortunately long period since the last bulletin was sent to 
supporters. 

Former Congressman John G. Alexander of Minneapolis, 
author of the Alexander “Prepare for Peace” biU of the 
last session, was listed as a delegate of the Campaign to the 
session of the American Academy of Political and Social 
Science in Philadelphia this spring. Edith Wynner, New 
York Campaign secretary, attended and took an active part 
Her questions to Freda Utley of England brought out re¬ 
marks on a possible peace move which were quoted through¬ 
out the country.

Waik^ 
it is true, compels external unity, but it must leave ourj 
mixed population bitterly tom. While our country has beei^J 
a haven for the oppressed from the old world and a beacon 
of liberty to those not yet free, it has not developed clea/“ 
thinking or unity in international affairs. Just now ou»“ 
leaders are rallying the Latin-Americas to promote tha^ 
worthy end of mutual trust and security. But it is hardlj^ 
realistic to expect this valuable sense of unity to b^_ 
strengthened by a campaign to drag all the Americas with 
US into war. War won’t do the trick—we need a betteid 
foreign policy than that. 

Opposed to Appeasement 

While the Western Hemisphere is the economic rival of* 
the Eastern, neither the Latin-Americas nor the U, S. A-* 
can afford to let Europe destroy itself, and moreover ourj 
own safety compels us to try to end the war. A just peace* 
is the one and only policy that can now unite public opin-1 
ion in both American continents. All of us reject an ap¬ 
peasement peace and a dictated military peace, whether dic¬ 
tated by Churchill or Hitler—even one dictated by ourselves. 
But when the problems are so complicated, how can we 
advance toward a truly just peace? 

Modem methods without limit are being used to get 
America re-armed, "all dressed up and no place to go”— 
except to warl But we have not scientifically studied the 
problem of turning our lucky temporary peace into lasting 
peace. Modem methods and money have not yet been used 
on a real peace offensive safe from degeneration into the 
appeasement or the dictated variety of peace. It is never 
too late to begin. At last we have a measure before the 
Foreign Affair* Committee ef the House of Representatives 
which advocates just such madam methods. 

The Bill (House Joint Resolution 131) was introduced 
March 8 by Dr. Rudolph Q. Tenerowics of Michigan. I* 
would have us start realistically from where we are—in tie 
status of a near-belligerent. Because President Roo sever 
has repudiated all hope of peace, HJR 181 does not ail 
him to act It sets up instead a JOINT CONGRESSIONAI 
PEACE COMMISSION with an appropriation of fifty mil 
lions. Perhaps the President cannot take the first step to wan 
peace now, nor the head of any other non-warring nation 
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Certainly neither belligerent will suggest peace until already 
defeated or completely victorious. But our bankrupt world 
cannot afford wholesale destruction much longer. Action 
by a third party is desperately needed. Congress, in close 
touch with the people and less inclined to war than the 
present Executive, is the proper democratic agent to origi¬ 
nate it. -Only a bold act such as the T bill can restore to 
Congress some control of national and international affairs 
and bring it out of its present eclipse. 



HJR 131 proposes that the Congressional Peace Commis¬ 
sion invite the legislatures of all the non-belligerents to join 
in a demand for an immediate end of hostilities, and in an 
offer of a new organisation for World Union,-—this demand 
and «ffer to be publicly expressed ‘to the b ell igerents 
through a Joint Neutral Peace Board. Our peacetime par¬ 
ticipation in the Interparliamentary Union establishes the 
precedent for Congress to deal formally with parliaments 
of other countries. All the more necessary in humanity's 
desperate 'crisis that Congress take the lead now in effective 
steps toward peace. 

Even though legislative bodies in certain countries are 
rubber stamps, wherever the radio is heard the impact of 
an appeal from the Congressional Commission will raise 
the prestige of the organs of popular government and give 
democracy new life. The American invitation will go by 
cable and radio to legislative bodies and by short wave 
directly to the people of non-belligerents and belligerents. 
Of course, Listening to the radio is forbidden in many 
countries, but we also had our Prohibition law. And news,

100 times easier to smuggle than a bottle. 

When Congress takes the lead and world public opinion 
gets itself organised for peace, no government can per¬ 
sist in war-mongering. The regular agents of government:

the necessary measures of binding legality to secure world 
peace. What*s lacking now is the initiative. American citi- 
sens are the only ones to take it.

All this is outlined in the Tenerowicz Peace Bill, which 
contains a program of five points to be worked out by the 
proposed Joint Neutral Peace Board with, of course, suffi¬ 
cient expert aid: 

1. Tib ttUbliiknimi of temporary demarcation line# 
between belligerent*. 

2. The orderly and scientific planning of the relief of 
straving population*. 

3. The demobilisation of million* of soldier*—thifting 
them into reconstruction work. 

4. The reopening of channels of international communi¬ 
cations, trade and distribution, and 

5. The calling and preparation of a World Convention 
which will set up the framework under which these 
and correlated world-wide tasks can be carried out 
effectively. 

Our bottleneck i s the press and, to a lesser degree, the 
radio. These so-called organs of publicity are the real 
"opium of the people/' keeping up eternally the false and 
fatal impressionthat ’war is inevitable. They hide or de¬ 
fame all decent moves toward peace abroad and at home. 

Only when a startling new peace move like the Tenerowicz « 

Bill gets a little of the publicity it deserves can we believe * 

again in the "freedom of the press.” Supporters of a Neut¬ 
ral Negotiated Peace have to break into the hostile press 
somehow and draw public attention forcibly to the neg- . 
lected third choice before us, namely, Intervention for Peace 
—our choice being positively not confined to; "Get into the 
War” or "Stay Out.” We can also choose to "Stop the 
War/'and H, J. R, 181 is the best available means to that 
end; 

Host of the isolationists who bravely re-iterate "Stajr 
Out” have lacked a foreign policy. But how much longer 
can we hope to keep out of constantly developing war with¬ 
out a positive program of peace action? Among the real 
isolationists a few may now be ready to support peace action 
by Congress. Let their front-page leaders once advocate 
in public a neutrally negotiated peace and a practical 
world union and the newspaper silence will be punctured. 

Then at last we shall have discussion of a real solution. For 
some men still possess the magic power to "crash the 
press.” Let them support EL J. E. 15 i and we re off to a 
good start. Write to them! Call them up! See them on this 
point! 

Congra**m»n Will Listen 

Also put pressure on your own Congressman and Sen¬ 
ators gnd especially on the Hon. Sol Bloom, chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee, for a public hearing 
on the Tenerowicz Bill. He does not call his committee 
Into session any more, it is said, unless he gets orders from 
the White House. Let’s be democratic and give him the 
orders of American voters. 

If the Foreign Affairs Committee remains unresponsive, 
a petition in the House of Representatives can discharge 
the Committee from further consideration of the Tenero¬ 
wicz Bill and bring it to the Hear. Remember we still have 
a Congress and it is still legal to discuss peace there. Writs 
to your own Representative aai ask him to sign the dis¬ 
charge petition.

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Congress Eyes Five Bills on 
Topics Pioneered by C. W. G. 

The leadership launched by your Campaign in 1938 with 
the introduction of a memorial to the New York State 
Constitutional Convention, urging the calling of a world 
constitutional convention, is bearing more fruit with every 
month that passes: 

Supporters will recall that with the outbreak of war we 
campaigned for joint neutral mediation, and that in the 
76th Congress we were the spearhead of support for Hon. 
John G. Alexander's M Prepare for Peace’' resolution with an 
appropriation of 160,000,000. 

Now there are five resolutions pending in Congress which 
deal with objectives of our Campaign, and another has been 
passed by a state legislature. They are: the Wagner-Voorhis 
Resolution (S. J. Res. 16 and H. J. Res. 76) which would 
prepare for peace by setting up a Post-Emergency Advisory 
Commission; the Kennedy Resolution (H, J. Res 64), which 
would establish a Peace Committee in the House; the Voor- 
his Resolution <H J. Res. 188), for calling a parliamentary 
conference on peace in September; and the Ludlow peace 
resolution (H C. Res. 20), urging the nations of the West¬ 
ern Hemisphere jointly to offer mediation. 

Congressitton Urg« U. 5. P«d Move 

Congressman Karl E. Mundt, Republican member of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee from South Dakota, has just 
come out strongly in two recent radio talks for joint media¬ 
tion by non-belligerent nations, and Congressman John 
Voiys, of Ohio, member of the same party and committee, 
has declared for a peace move by the United States. 

The Legislature of North Carolina has passed, with the 
backing of the Governor and President F. P. Graham of the 
State University, a stirring resolution (No. 24, H. R. 838), 
declaring for world federation. Robert Lee Humber is the f 
leading spirit in this campaign. The drawback of this reso¬ 
lution is that it bases the world federation on a dictated 
peace. 

A better resolution has been introduced in the Connec¬ 
ticut legislature through the efforts of Frederick C. Smed- 
ley, attorney, leader in the Connecticut Peace Council and 
enthusiastic supporter of our Campaign. 

The Campaign for World Government throws complete 
and wholehearted support to H. J. R. 131 rather than any 
other bills in Congress because it links immediate peace 
action with the development of world organization. 

Where we have willing rapport in state legislatures reso¬ 
lutions can be introduced supporting world federation by 
direct memorials urging Congress to pass the Tenerowicz 
Peace Bill

Delegates to the Keep America Out of War Congress, 
representing five of the oldest peace organizations in the 
country, endorsed H. J. R. 131, on June 1, 1941, in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. The Congress was urged to send a copy of the 
bill to each member, “and work out other plans for pro¬ 
moting its passage.” 

In May the Annual Meeting of the Women's International 
League for Peace and Freedom endorsed this measure on 
behalf of the entire national organization, and W. 1. L. 
branches in many cfyi^s have passed local endorsements. 
The United Pacifist Committee of New York City, approved 
the bill by an overwhelming rite. 

The Eastern and Mid-Western sections of the Fellow¬ 
ship of Reconciliation also registered approval backed up 
with active support. The American Friends' Service Com¬ 
mittee gent out thousands of copies of the resolution.

The 
slanderer incurs no penalty, is at liberty to go on repeating the slander as 
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long as he pleases, whilst the innocent victim is given no means for making his 
vindication public. For the rest of his life he will be followed by the whisper 
that he is 'the man who was suspect during the war* * His life has been spared 
but all that makes it worth living has been taken from him. 

"Unless this unprecedented law is revoked soon,..and British Justice is 
restored to her honoured place, no man or woman in Bigiand can be sure of their 
liberty, and perhaps later of their life."

"Ira Latimer was appointed executive secretary of the Chicago Civil liberties 
Conmittee of the American-Civil liberties tfriion In the .Inter of 1936* In 
line with the intimate relations between the American Civil liberties Union, 
and the Conmunist Party is the report of a Conmunist Party functionary that 
at a special meeting of Party functionaries* held Sept. 27* 1938* Latimer 
was among the 'participants'. 
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"Ira Latimer was a neuter of the ’Civil Rights Connie sion' of Moscow's own 
American Leaguo for Peace and Democracy (1/39) organized fot* Red revolution 
and treason and forced under cover by Dies Committee pifclicity. When Moscow's 
world-wide M.O.P.R., whose U.S.A. branch is called the International Labor 
Defense, held two 'Scottsboro Rallies' in Chicago, Ira Latimer, along with

"In 1937, a fund-raising dampaign was put on far communistic Commonwealth 
College, a little training school for Red agitators at Mena, Arkansas, where 
nude bathing and atheism were 'part of the curriculum', acoording to Legis¬ 
lative Investigating Comnittee testimony. Ira Latimer, along with various » 

Cosmunists. was a member of the 'Finance Campaign Conmittee' to raise funds 
for Comnonwealth College and its red affiliate, the Highlander Folk School 
at Monteagle, Tenn. 

"In this connection you may recall the donations Mrs. Roosevelt has made to 
red Highlander Folk School and also the New Deal subsidy given red Conmon- 
wealth College. When Mrs, Roosevelt came to Chicago as speaker for the * 

Chicago Civil liberties Conmittee, March 14, 1940, she raised $2,000 for their 
Red work and was paid a fee of $1,300. 

"The Red motion picture, 'Pastor Hall', sponsored by James Roosevelt, with 
Mrs. Roosevelt taking part, was written by Ernst Toller who was honored by 
world Jewry in 1937 as a representative Jew. He was a Communist who was im- 
prisoned by the German Republic far leading the bloody Soviet Revolution in 
Germany in 1918-19, and later carried on his Communist activities in the 
U.S.A. and left his ’Last Testament' to the Conmunist Party's New Masses 
magazine before he conndtted suicide in 1939.

Said to be a carpenter by trade, 
ill-nourished, has visionary ideas, associates with common working people the 
unemployed and bums. Alien-Believed to be a Jew. Alias 'Prince of Peace, Son 
of Man' - 'Light of the World* fc & Professional Agitator Bed Beard, Marks on 
hands and feet the Result of injuries inflicted by an angry mob led by respect¬ 
able citizens and legal authorities." 

leaflets for distribution advertised "two courses of lectures" under "aus¬ 
pices, The Spinoza Institute of America" at Labor Temple by Harry Watcn "author 
of the Philosophy of Marx, the Philosophy of Spinoza, etc." One lecture, for 
example, was to be on the "Managerial Revolution", and the footnote to the 
leaflet states: "We are facing a permanent historic and revolutionary trans¬ 
formation of private Capitalism into State Capitalism. State Capitalism will 
be the permanent social order of Society in this country as in all other coun¬ 
tries until State Capitalism is transformed Into Socialism ." 

That a "Spinoza Institute" should headquarter at a center supported by 
Christian mission funds is an appalling example of present day apostasy. Spinoza, 
idol of agnostics,was one of the only two Jews ever expelled from a JewiBh syn¬ 
agogue according to B'n&i B'rith. Spinoza's first biographer, Colerus, de¬ 
scribed Spinoza's philosophy as 'the most pernicious atheism that ever was seen 
in the world 1 . Bayle, a fellow philosopher, called him 'the systeraatizer of 
atheism'. Jewry generally proudly calls him 'blessed Spinoza'-". 
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a New fork Times clipping dated 2/16/25 headed "COMMUNISTS HISS RELIGION FOR 
PUPILS - Experiment at Public School 46 Called Entering Wedge for Churches, 
Freethinker Wants Fight - Rally of German Workmen and Their Families in Labor 
Temple Boos at Name of O'Shea."

dally; Mrs. Lily Lore, Julia Stuart Foyntz of the Workers Party, Paul Sehueier, 
a German Communist; Anna Louise Strong, author of a book on Soviet Russia, 
and Joseph Lewis, President of the New York Free Thinkers Society." (For whom 
the American Civil Liberties Union sued the school board.) 

Bertie Russell Pipes Up 

Another of ay "cultural" activities, while in New York, was hearing Bertie 
Russell speak at the notorious r.ed Rand School. Bertie is the little man who 
so long ago outgrew God Almighty and the Ten Commandments and has so fervently 
Served the cause of raw carrots, unsulphured prunes, Marxism, "free love", 
the public flaunting of-illegitimate sex affairs and children, and the training 
of the young along these lines.

The patriotic military Order of the .World War pamphlet of Dee., 1925 . which 
is before me, sounded a warning. Its title is"Dangerous Doctrines Being Suggested 
To Touth", The subtitle isr "Bertrand Russell’s Book, 'What I Believe', 

Y'hich Sets Forth Iomoral Ideas,. Open to Severest Criticism •* What One College 
President Thinks About Such Material." To quote in part: 


"It is a well known fact that among the Touth Movement 'ideals' is the 
disregard of social laws, the establishment of a new social order, carrying 
with it the doctrine of 'freedom', coupled with 'revolt against home restraint’ 
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uno. wnai* is worse, ids ia«a. regaruing jaamaguj 
by one Harry D« Gideonse who, after talking on the movement before an Ethical 
Culture School in New York on Novenber 24, 1924, added that •these were now 
being changed together with the ideas which the student had .as to marriage* 1 


B . # *0ne of the most dangerous vehicles promulgating doctrines of *free 
love 1 and sex perversion, and which is said to be circulated in colleges (the 
book is in its third edition), is called 'What I Believe 1 , by one Bertrand 
Russell*• .Particularly dangerous is the third chapter of his book dealing with 
'Moral Rules : | quoted below, in part, and which needs no further consent a 5 
to its deadly doctrine. Button & Co,, the publishers, are reported to have 
said that from one to six copies have gone to 125 schools and colleges*" 

Among numerous quotations cited from Russell's book are these: 


nl It is evident that a man with a scientific outlook on life cannot let 
himself be intimidated by texts of Scriptures or by the teachings of the Church*.. 
In all stages of education the influence of superstition Is disastrous *• %For 
economic reasons, a woman-teacher must not be married; for moral reasons, she 


not have extra-^narital sexual relations* 
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- the trouble to study morbid psychology knows that prolonged virginity is, as a 
nil*, extraordinary harmful to women...At middle-and-upper class schools the 
matter is even worse. There are chapel services and the care of morals is in 
the hands of clergymen...They *11 condemn sexual relations between unmarried 
people who are fond of each other...Beys and girls should be taught that nothing 
can justify sexual Intercourse unless there is mutual inclination.*.They should 
also be taught methods of birth-control, so as to insure that children shall 
only cams when they are wanted...It should be recognized that in the absence 
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cem cither tho state or the neighbors. Certain forms of sex relations which do 
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not lead to children are at present puniBhed by the criminal law; that, is purely 
superstitious, since the matter is one which affects no one except the parties 
directly concerned.’ n 

That is the sort of "education" from which we are now gathering the rotten

Finally, 
in 1933, London society, which had watched this with perturbation, was utterly 
aghast to read in the staid London Tices the announcement of the birth of a 
child to ’Countess Russell and Mr. Q*iffin Barry’, Mr. Barry, it developed, 
was a journalist... 


"But in the Spring of 1934 she filed suit for divorce..,She asserted that

Green, 
head of the American Federation of Labor had designated Matthew Woll as speaker 
on this program, to represent the A.F. of L«, but that Mr, Woll, being unable 
to come, had sent, instead, his "dear friend" Spencer Miller, long-time director 
of the Workers Education Bureau. Radical "Miller" has served various Socialist 
Party committees, and his socialistic Workers Education Bureau has been endorsed 
jointly fay the A. F. of L. and the socialist Cooperative League of U,S,A. which 
is a fellow member with the Soviet Government's Cooperatives in the Interna¬ 
tional Cooperative Alliance.

this world Federation must not insist that member countries be democracies ; 

"We must accept Stalin*s Russia ", he said; also the Federation must own all 
of the world's air force arxi arms; that the Federation’s World Executive must 
have authority to define which country is, or is not, an aggressor, have power 
to declare war, command the world armed forces, tax goods on countries coming 
from outside the Federation, control all colonial possessions in the world, 
enforce every treaty; that the U»S*A, "must be willing as a member of the 
Federation to take part in disputes all over the world "» as is its duty in 
China new, _ 

He made one inadvertent admission, damaging to his war talk, that "every¬ 
one knew the Versailles Treaty was unjust" and since it could not be revised f 
"armed force was necessary".

The Jewish Sentinel which, according to its masthead, is "A Weekly Newspaper 
Devoted to Jewish Interests", gives Its entire editorial page, 10/23/41, to 
rhapsodizing over Gill's booklet, "The Jew Is Ity Neighbor", headlining it "A 
MOST PRAISEWORTHY REPLY TO LINDBERGH" and urging the "widest circulation" for 
it, "that it may take its place alongside the compilations by the Council Against 
Intolerance in America" (a radical Jewish front co-chairoaned by George Gordon 
Battle, Earl Browder's attorney friend), "the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith and others".

The same Jewish Sentinel, 10/9/41, in an ecstatic editorial tribute to the 
Bed-aiding, world-wide Zionist leader, Justice Brandeis say a: "It is to the 
everlasting credit of Justice Brandeis that he remained loyally Jewish " and Brand— 
eis* services to the International Zionist racial cause are extolled as an "in¬ 
spiring record of loyalty to his people and his people's cause" .

"Party workers hawked 'Open up a western front!' buttons on the street 
corners around the garden, vhile girl vendors sold the Daily Worker, official 
comnunist newspaper, at the entrance, A big banner with the words 'Knit for 
Russia — register here* hung in the outer lobby, 

"Inside the huge sports arena, 11 huge red flags, with the golden hanmer 
and sickle emblazoned on them, hung from the balconies. They were threaded in 
between the United States stars and stripe’s, British Union Jack, and the flags 
of the nations conquered by Hitler. 

"Pictures on Background - of Pink 

"Suspended from the ceiling and dangling 50 feet — right ever the ring where 
a battery of lights usually glares down on perspiring fistic gladiators - was 
a gigantic, four-sided, hollow 'V', the British victory symbol, with photomontage 
pictures of grim soldires, sailors, starving children, grief -stricken mothers, 
plastered on a background of pastel pink.

"Yells Delay Halifax'a Start 

"When Halifax was introduced by Edward C. Carter, national chairman of 
Russian War Relief, Inc., he had to wait several minutes, nervously, fingering 
his script, while the yelling demonstration went on. The cries came from the 
upper reaches of the galleries, from the 25$ seats (26$ with federal tax) while 
the occupants of the *10 boxes in the arena looked up and glowered. 

"There was applause when the British ambassador said that never before in 
all history had any nation shown 'a finer spirit of resistance’ than had Russia, 
but someone in the gallery yelled: ’You didn't show it, but we did.'...

That touched off the chant from the balconies louder 
than ever and the ambassador stepped off the platform,

Ab this bulletin is being finished a letter arrives from Wash., D. C., signed 
fey Lawrence M. C. Smith, Chief, Special Defense Unit, Dept, of Justice, stating: 
"Upon receipt of this letter will you please advise the Department whether or not 
your organization falls within any of the types described in Septic® 2 (a) of the 
enclosed Act." * J 

Section 2 (a) of the Voorhis Act reads as follows: "The following organ¬ 
isations shall be required to register with the Attorney General as hereinafter 
provided: V 





A. 

' "(l) Every organization subject to foreign control which engages in pol¬ 
itical activity; . 

(2) Eveiy organization which engages both in civilian military activity 
and in political activity; 

(3) Every organization subject to foreign control which engages in civil¬ 
ian military activity, and 

(A.) Every organization, the purpose or aim of which, or one of the pur¬ 
poses or aims of which, is the establishment, control, conduct, 
seizure, or overthrow of a government or subdivision thereof by the 
use of force, viplence, military measures, or threats of any one or 
more of the foregoing." 

I am replying as follows:

In reply to your inauiry as to whether my "organization" falls within any 
of the types in Section 2 (a) of the Voorhis Act, I would say "Ho", unless the 
New Deal holds that my ten years effort to uphold the Republic and oppose Marx¬ 
ism and dictatorship now classifies me as the agent of the’tforeigi' Government- 
in-Exile-of-George-Washington. 

While I have no "organization", in my research and writing which is purely 
for religious and educational purposes, 1 am assisted by three, sometimes more, 
lovely Christian women and girls. We would be glad to have you come in at any 
time and look us over to decide whether or not we should be registered as an 
army or military organization.

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Foreword 


Nothing has raised the ire of American and British warmongers more than 
distribution of the articles and speeches on European affairs of the late Lord 
Lothian, British Ambassador to the U.S.A., written before he dutifully became 
chief war propagandist for his government# These, logically, lead one to the 
conclusion that George Washington’s admonition against U.S.A. involvement in 
Europe’s perpetual wars was the soundest advice .ever given our Country for the 
good of our own people. 

Last October, before Lord Lothian’s death, 12/12/40, (and Washingtonians 
tell of his unhappiness over the war in his last days), I bought and distributed 
4600 copies of a 53-page booklet composed of excerpts from seventeen of Lord 
Lothian’s articles and speeches entitled "LORD LOTHIAN VERSUS LORD LOTHIAN”. 
Afterwards, the Saturday Evening Post devoted an editorial page to these, Mr# 
William Randolph Hearst two editorials, etc#, all of which went from coast to 
coast. 

Since then there has been a determined attempt to smear these writings 
of Lord Lothian, even to infer that he never issued them# 

So, in the Library of Congress, in the Library of International Relations, 
the University of Chicago Library, and the Chicago Public Library I have checked 
and secured reproductions of all of the seventeen Lothian articles from which 
excerpts appear in the booklet I distributed. I found these accurately quoted. 
The entire context amplifies the sense of the excerpts. Of course Lothian’s 
ideas on the League of Nations, world federation, etc#, would be rejected by 
most Americans. 

There is much, in feet, constant duplication of thought and statement in 
these Lothian articles. Some are so many pages long as to make the cost of re¬ 
producing all of them in their entirety prohibitive. However, I am reproducing 
the entire nine page Lothian article "Germany and the Peace of Europfe" from 
the U/37 issue of International Affairs magaaine (excerpts from which compose 
chapter 11 of the Lothian booklet), also the entire pages of the Times (London) 
of 9/17/37 and Observer (London) of 11/27/38 newspapers (excerpts from which 
form chapters 13 and 16 of the Lothian booklet). 

In addition, we are mimeographing from the originals all excerpts in the 
rest of the Lothian booklet and adding some intervening matter. All page num¬ 
bers of sources are cited in order to facilitate looking up and checking these.

The League 

"Many people think that it has been the League which has kept the peace of 
Europe for the last fifteen years. This is not true at all. The League has 
done excellent work and has intervened successfully in various conflicts between 
yinnr Powers, especially in the Balkan peninsula. But the fundamental stability 
of Europe has been ensured not by the Covenant^ but by the military preponder¬ 
ance of France and her allies over Germany and the ex-eneny nations. n Cl) ,s As soon 
as it became clear that the United States was going to reject the League, that 
the Anglo-American Treaty of Guarantee to France against unprovoked aggression 
from Germany was going to lapse, that even Article 16 was going to be emasculated 
because Great Britain could not make economic sanctions effective except at the 
risk of creating a grave crisis with the United States,**(l) 

France

. "France set to work not only to modernise her own army, but to organise 
and equip the armies of Poland, Chechoslovakia, Roumania and Yugoslavia, and to 
enter into military alliances with them, in order to give her overwhelming mil¬ 
itary preponderance as against any attempt to upset the Treaties of Versailles, 
of Trianon, and so on, by force, ” (2)'tT think she would have been inclined to 

do this even if these things had not happened, for the United States would no 
more have accepted the French view of how peace had to be kept in Europe than 
the British have done, and France would have remained uncertain' whether the 
Anglo-American Treaty of Guarantee and Article 16 meant real security or not,”(2) 
"European realities were nakedly revealed when France, convinced that Germany 
intended to evade the Treaty of Versailles, entered the Ruhr in 1923, alone and 
contrary to the advice of Great Britain, in order to compel fulfilment. And 
it was, in fact, the experience in the Ruhr which put the party of fulfilment 
in power in Germany for some eight years, though it also convinced France that 
reparations could not be collected by bayonets, . 

"...the French have been attempting with perfect sincerity, to make the 
League of Nations the instrument for doing what their own alliance system had 
done, namely give security to themselves and peace to Europe by guaranteeing 
under military as well as economic sanctions what they call the ’integral 1 en¬ 
forcement of the treaty settlement of 1918, except in so far as they themselves 
were w illing voluntarily to make minor modifications in it. They have resisted, 
disarmament by themselves or re-armament by Germany on the ground that the 
Treaties of Peace were the public law of Europe,...They have done this even 
though it inplied indefinite ’inequality’ and defeneelesaness for Germany in 
armaments and the forcible perpetuation of the whole treaty settlement, on the 
ground that the primary condition of peace is the enforcement of law...”

: - (3)"The British, on the other hand, with equal sincerity, have felt them¬ 

selves quite unable to accept the French thesis. n ( 3) "They law felt that the 
Treaties of Peace were both dictated and severe, and required same, though not 
such, revision by agreement, if they were to become the generally accepted pol¬ 
itical foundations of a European policy. They have become more and more con— 
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vinced that there could be no lasting peace in Europe except on the basis of 
’equality* in aimaments for Germany* They have been unable to persuade them¬ 
selves that peace could be ensured by permanent enforcement of arms inequality 
and the treaty status quo 1 on Germany, by any collective combination, however 
great... n 

Defenceless Policy Resisted 

M ,..they have felt that the Nazi revolution in itself has been largely 
caused by r inequality 1 too long continued, and that to convert the league into 
a system for dragooning Gkmnany into subservience would be to destroy the moral 
foundations of the League itself.

"The long latent crisis has now been precipitated because the Germans, 
having been promised 'equality' in December 1932 and having found that for one 
reason or other ’equality' was delayed and was apparently to be indefinitely 
postponed, refused to remain 'defenceless' any longer, left the Disarmament Con¬ 
ference and the league of Nations in October last, and have now begun to try 
to recover equality by re-arming. 

"It is a dangerous crisis. The French, realising that it is impossible to 
get Great Britain to guarantee stability in a re-armed Europf are vigorously 
trying to strengthen their old system of security by military preponderance be¬ 
hind the Treaty of Versailles with the, assistance of Russia and, in a measure 
of Italy, Failing that, they have been toying once more with the idea of a 
preventive war. Germany, caught between a stimulated public opinion at home 
and foreign danger, is trying to make up her mind how far and how fast she can 
safely go towards equality through re-armament.,." 

Leave Europe Alone 

(4) "lfy own view is simple. I tried to express it a week or two ago in 
some letters to The Timesi It is this."(4) "We shall never make an^ progress 
towards an effective collective system until we separate the world system of 
peace from the European, and recognise that our place is in the world system 
rather than the European system,,.. 

"...Great Britain's international position has fundamentally changed. 

She is no longer the richest Power in the world. She no longer has a paramount 
navy, because she haB conceded equality to the United States and something not 
very far short of it to Japan. And she is now vulnerable from the air... 

"I cone, finally, to ay conclusions. Uy fundamental conclusion, as 1 
have already indicated, is that the only way of avoiding a complete breakdown 
of the League system, the only way forward towards a really effective collective 
system, the only way of avoiding a return to the crude pre-War anarchy, is to 
eeparate the European regional security system from the world system, and that 
Great Britain should form part, primarily, of the world system..." 

(5) "...If we are to make the League a true and effective world League, or 
to put ’teeth in the Kellogg Pact,' it will be because Europe is left to con¬ 
trive a regional security system of its own, equivalent to that the British 
Commonwealth or Pan-America, and the world league deals with those questions

despite the Covenant, on a set of obligations fax more precise than Article 16 
or a promise to use sea power. It will be based on an obligation to use prompt 
military action, if the casus foederis or the need for sanctions arises. And 
this is precisely the kind of obligation into which Great Britain cannot and 
should not* enter by herself alone. She cannot do so because she trill not give 
to any other Power the right to force her into a European war. She will not 
do so because the duty of her fleet naist primarily be to defend the Cojnnonwealth, 
and she cannot tie it to European waters in the interests of European stability 
(apart from British security), if it is needed, for instance, at Singapore. 

She will not do so, unless the obligation ie counter-signed by the Dominions, 
because she can no longer commit the Dominions to war, and if she was drawn into 
a war for European stability, some of them might declare their neutrality as 
the only way of keeping out of the war, in which case the effectiveness of the 
Navy would pro tarvbc be reduced. And she will not do so because, unless the 
United States is also a party to the obligations, to plunge into war without 
a prior agreement with the United States might be to add to the evils of a 
European conflict the immeasurably great calamity of an Anglo-American war over 
the interference with neutral trade."(5) 

"...If this is so, the sooner we make it clear that we reject any kind of 
automatic conmitment the sooner will Europe make its own regional system,...lfy 
own view is that, if only we do not interfere, Europe will rapidly establish 
a regional security system of its own, which may well prevent war and lead both 
to appeasement and to some measure of limitation of armaments in a system of 
balance before many years are past*•• 11

"PACIFISM 15 NOT 
The Anarchy of Europe 

"For centuries before Bismarck Germany had buen the cockpit of JSurope. 

This was mainly due to the fact that Germany itself was divided into two or 
three hundred principalities. Napoleon reduced these states to abcut thirty. 
Bismarck saw that if Germany was to have peace, security, and prosperity she 
must have unity. But he found that the difficulty in obtaining united action 
in the old German confederation of sovereign states was insuperable. So he 
pronounced his famous dictum about blood and iron and by means of three wars 
united Germany, except for Austria, into a single federated state." 

(l)"In doing so he ended what was left of the old concert of Europe. 

Europe became a more anarchy of fifteen sovereign states* Inevitably in the 
interest of self-preservation these states formed groups and alliances. Grad¬ 
ually, after twenty years of dexterous diplomatic jugglery by Bismarck to pre¬ 
vent'it, Europe settled down to the ^rstem whereby its destinies were controlled 
by two great alliances - the Triple Alliance of Germany, Austria-Hungary, and 
a rather doubtful partner Italy, and the Dual Alliance of France and Russia.

or power diplomacy, and arose not from the malignity of this nation or that,

"By the end of the ceptury Germany was no longer content with a purely 
Biropean position- Her union had led to iinnense economic development# She had 
become interested in world trade. She became dissatisfied at finding that world 
politics were being decided by Britain and Japan, Britain and France, or the 
United States without bringing Germany into consultation* Hence the launching 
of the German navy Bills by the Kaiser. These Bills were not intended to give 
Germany supremacy, but, as their preamble stated, to ensure that no decision 
should be made without taking Germany's wishes into account. Germany, in the 
old phrase, demanded f her place in the sun 1 , a phrase which translated into 
post-war parlance is the word f equality 5 * There was nothing wicked about this 
desire 11 (2)"in itself. What made it fatal was that European anarchy had led 
to an alliance system and to an intensity of competition in armaments which 
turned every international question into a conflict cf interest between the 
groups, rendered it practically impossible to alter the status quo except by 
war, and made it almost inevitable that any local conflict in which any of the 
major powers became involved turned instantly into a general European war* 

n .*.Anarchy, not national wickedness, was the villain of the tragic drama 
which ended in the World War. The most sinister fact to-day is that this time¬ 
table has begun to reappear, made~lianepgely more-dangerous by the air*"(2)

"But it requires no argument to show that in fundamentals it has- so far 
failed. It has not been able to secure the adherence of all nations. It has 
not been able to abate economic nationalism and lower the tariffs and restric¬ 
tions which have caused unemployment everywhere and destroyed democracy in many 
1-rids. It has not been able to bring about all-round disarmament# It has not 
been able to revise the treaties of peace except in ephemeral and minor par¬ 
ticulars. It has not been able to mobilize the kind of strength which would 
enable it to compel one of the great Powers to conform to that public opinion. 

"...Wilson in introducing the Covenant to the Peace Conference sadly ex¬ 
pressed the hope that one of the central functions of the League would be to 
bring about peaceful revision of injustices which war passion made unavoidable 
at the time# 

"But the League has never been able to do this, either under Article XIX 
dr Article XI or Article XV. Reparations have disappeared - but through the 
pressure of facts, not of agreement. The unilateral disarmament of Germany 
has disappeared, not by agreement, despite three years of discussion, but by 
unilateral action. The only important agreed relaxation has been the evacua¬ 
tion of the Rhineland five years before the appointed day* It has never been 
possible seriously to discuss the Polish-German frontiers, the question whether 
Austria was to have a free choice as to her own destiny, the duration of the 
unilateral demilitarization of Germany 1 s western frontiers, the colonial question

"THE HEART OF THE PEACE PROBIEM" 

''The Treaty of Versailles imposed two things upon her*"(Germany) "First, 
a great reduction in territory, a loss of colonies, and heavy reparations. 

Second, Mefencelessness' against her neighbours through the .unilateral disaniH 
ament clauses of Part V. of the Treaty, Since 1918 this 'inequality' for Germany 
has, in fact, been France's 'security',*# 

"It is, then, 'inequality* that Germany is absolutely determined to get rid 
of to-day. It involved liability to the Ruhr invasion and to incidents like 
the present Mcmel situation* It meant that, in practice, the neighbours of 
Germany could consult about European problems, while Germany was kept outside 
the door, and then ask her to 'sign on the dotted line* 1 They m>uld afford to 
do this because Germany, normally one of the Great Powers of the world, could 
not, in the last resort, resist* National^Socialism, which among many other 
things is a movement of individual and national self*respect, ca me into being 
largely to end the abasement of Germany(l) rt and convinced that she could not 
recover 'equality' - that is, her rightful place among the nations - except by 
recovering military power equivalent to that of her neighbours, "(l) "That is 
why, at the first hesitation in October, 1933* to implement the undertaking of 
Decenber, 1932, tc give her 'equality* in a regime of security, she left the 
League and, after making the offer rejected by M, Barthou last April, proceeded 
to rearm* . -That, in her-view,- is now the only road to equality*

"What is the way out? The central fact in Europe to-d>y is that Germany 
does not want war and is prepared to renounce it absolutely as a method of 
settling her disputes with her neighbours, provided she is given real equality, 
because it is only equality which will enable her to test whether the pacific 
msthod of dealing with disputes can reasonably succeed. * .He" (Hitler) "goes 
farther and says that he will sign pacts of non-aggression with all Germany's 
neighbours, to prove the sincerity of his desire for peace, and that in arma¬ 
ments he asks for no more than 'equality 1 for Germany, and will accept inter¬ 
national inspection if everybody else accepts it too. 

"I have not the slightest doubt that this attitude is perfectly sincere. 
Hitler's Germany does not want war*«.So Germany does not want war, even about 
those matters in which she most dislikes what is left of the Treaty of Versailles, 
and which Europe fears she might try to remedy by war... 

* "If these are the facts, and I am convinced they are, how, amid the terrible 

fears and suspicions and hatreds which dominate Itorope to-day, are they to be 
wade the basis of an agreement which will convince Europe , that they are really 
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with economic reconstruction and the restoration of intemationiQ. trade instead 
of preparing for an Inevitable war? I think the answer rest* slth the British 
Government. ..There is no road, I am convinced, by the method sc often pursued, 
and almost inevitable while Germany was erupting in the National Socialist re¬ 
volution ** namely, that of getting the neighbours of Germany together, agreeing

Besides, the ’sign on the dotted line' method is the wrong method 
from the moral and psychological point of view. We are far more likely to

animal which everybody approaches with loaded rifles shoutings 'Why don’t ycu 
show that ycu are a gcod European by coming back into the cage?* — a League of 
Nations which hitherto, from the point ©f view of Germany, has been little more 
than an instrument fcr keeping her disarmed and impotent while evading fulfil¬ 
ment of Article XIX. - the article providing for the revision of Treaties by 
pacific means. 


..War comes far more frequently from inability to change out-of-date pol¬ 
itical arrangements in time than from direct aggression. Unless Article XIX. 
of the Covenant can be made effective the Covenant itself will disappear,., 


Take again Rational Socialism itself. National Socialism is the outcome 
of a four years' war, the Ruhr, inflation, and two revolutions in 20 years;” 
( 2 )"It is harsh, brutal, and ruthless. It has none of the Christian quality 
of mercy which power should show to its opponents when they are defenceless 
and weak,”(2) "But it has been strong enough tc give Germany unity where it 
was -terribly divided, to produce a stable Government in place of weak and un¬ 
stable Governments, and to restore to Germany national-eelf-Yespect and inter¬ 
national standing. One thing, too, about it is not generally understood. It 
is not imperialist in the old sense of the word,,,"

" GERMANY AND TH5 RHINELAND "*# 

"The Locarno Treaty by which Germany accepted once more the demilitarisa¬ 
tion of her Rhineland frontier zone was a treaty which she signed when reeling 
from a worse defeat than she had endured during the War, for the entry into the 
Ruhr probably did Germany more harm than her defeat in the War; it ruined the 
middle class, and raised the suicide rate tc prodigious heights. Therefore, 

Germany feels that the Locarno Treaty, to a considerable extent, was also a 
dictated treaty, because it was the price she paid, and then willingly paid, 
as a guarantee against a second Ruhr occupation. 

"It was inevitable that the signature of the recent Franco-Soviet military 
convention, together with the Czechoslovak-Soviet convention, should re-awaken 
in Germany all the old fears of encirclement - the fear that Germany might have 
to fight simoltaneously a fully mobilised Russian army and a fully mobilised 
French arngr. The signature of thet convention, inevitably as I think, made 
Germany feel that she could no longer keep open the back-door through which France 
had made the Ruhr Invasion. A very distinguished British General, Sir Ian Ham¬ 
ilton, wrote to The Times only a few days ago, and said that Germany, from a 
military point of view, had escaped from a military eaijrace only Just in time... 

"New a word about the immediate situation* own view of it is that in 
the present crisis British public opinion says that Germany has essential justice 
on her side, that France has the law on her side, that we are in a particularly 
difficult position because we are guarantors of a one-sided treaty, and that 
above everything else we want to see negotiations started* »• 

"In the long run Austria must be the judge of her own future# We cannot, 
and certainly will not go to war to perpetuate a system in which Austria is 
governed by the combination of Hissolini and the Pope# If Danslg, which is a 
German city, wants to rejoin Germany now that Poland has got Qdgmltt, It is not 
worth a war to prevent it* It would be wise for Poland to nk* some permanent

"But in practice the high hopes raised by those ideas were gradually null- 
fied by three things. The first was that, as was almost inevitable at the end 
of four years 1 war-time propaganda, the terms Imposed upon Germany and her 
associates were too severe* They did not conform to that justice which must 
be the basis for lasting order and peace. Some penalty for defeat was inevit¬ 
able. But some of the new national frontiers, especially in Eastern Europe, 
did not conform to majority lines. A fantastic burden of reparations was placed 
upon Germany, Her colonies, conquered during the war, were not restored. Ger¬ 
many was permanently disarmed and her western frontier was permanently demil¬ 
itarised, while her late enemies were left in possession of their full rights 
both to arm and to organise their defence* It was clear, even in 1919, as 
Woodrow Wilson said, that the future tranquillity of Europe depended on whether 
the League of Nations could remodel the Peace Treaty in the interests of rea¬ 
son and justice as the effect of war-time propaganda wore off. But this, for 
reasons to be given later, it was unable to do. 

"The second main reason for the failure of the settlement of 1919 was an 
almost total disregard of economics. Just as the Vienna Congress in 1815 ig¬ 
nored nationality which eventually blew their settlement to -pieces, so the Paris' 
Conference ignored the effect on the world of the increase in the number of 
sovereign States in Ehrope, each with full power to put tariffs round themselves, 
and of war debts and reparations* It has been the division of the world into 
watertight economic compartments burdened by heavy international debt obliga¬ 
tions, both public and private, which has been the main cause of the high tariffs, 
quotas, and exchange restrictions which have produced the chronic unemployment, 
the social distress, the revolutionary movements, either from the right or from 
the left, the overthrow of democracy, and the return to authoritarian govern¬ 
ment, in so many countries, since 1920, 

"The third and perhaps most serious tragedy since 1920 has been the failure 
of the League of Nations***"<

♦What is to happen now? That is the central question which confronts the 
statesmanship of the nations* The greatest danger of the meant that we 
shall drift back to a new rival alliance system.

"...I venture to think that if Europe could become normal the chances of 
world war would be extremely small. It is Europe which is the main focus, the 
main centre from which the threat of war throughout the world now springs; and 
the fundamental reason for that is not the ambition or the malignity of any par¬ 
ticular race or people, it is the fact that to-day it is divided into twenty- 
six sovereign States. The difficulties of Europe are far greater to-day than 
they were in 1914. Then there were seventeen sovereign States, now there are 
twenty-six, and I do not think in considering the problem of Europe you should 
ever lose sight of the fact that anarchy lies at the root of its troubles... 

"It seems to me that the recent argument for collective security - that 
is, the argument that the nations who are satisfied with the status quo, the 
nations which want to prevent any alterations, should enter into something like 
a military alliance in order that they may be overwhelmingly and collectively 
stronger than any nation that seeks to alter the status quo - is nothing •else * 
than the modernisation of what in my view has been the fatal policy which has 
been maintained by the French Government ever since 1920. -That is a policy 
which in the first fifteen years of peace concentrated on keeping Ge^aany with¬ 
out arms and encircled, and which is now concerned in building up a system of 
armed alliances about it, a policy, I may add, for which we and the United 
States of America must bear our full share of blame,...This new alliance sys¬ 
tem, now ennobled by the phrase 'collective security,' began with the military 
alliances between France and the little Entente and Poland. It has now been 
extended to Russia by the Treaty of Mutual Assistance between France and Russia, 
a Treaty which has its duplicate or its parallel in the Treaty between Czech¬ 
oslovakia and Russia, That is one side of the alliance system. Inevitably, 
as has always happened in the past and as under any system in which alliances 
are involved between sovereign States always will happen in the future, that 
system has begun to produce an alliance system on the other aide. It produced 
what is called the Rome-Berlin axis, it produced the Anti-Comintern Agreement 
between Germany and Japan. 

"...and in the end we go from one crisis to another, like the Algeciras 
crlais, the Agadir crisis, the Bosnia-Herzegovina crisis, the Balkan crisis 
Wit 11 finally we get to a state of tension in a world knit by alliances, so 
that by accident a fool or a knave presses the button which let* off a world 
war in its most violent, totalitarian and savage form,.. ; : £.

’which is rising in Europe, the only result would be that if we ever did become 
involved in such -a conflict we should be split inside this country from top to 
bottom. I think that argument for collective security can only produce as the 
inevitable result both war and confusion at home. 


"finally, there are thoee people whose ideas are based upon fear of Germany. 
There are people, old diplomats, high officials, public men, who seem to be con¬ 
vinced that because Germany is largely isolated,-with a population of more than 
70,000,000 people, because it has a totalitarian Government - that Government 
itself the product of the policy of its neighbours, including ourselves, in 
groat measure - with a country to the East whoso armaments are at least three 
times as great as those of Germany, Germany la considering an attack on tho 
peace of Europe and the liberty of its neighbours. I confess that when you 
consider that Germany occupies the most dangerous position in Europe, that she 
has no natural frontiers, that modem air services mean that she is more liable 
to be destroyed than any other nation, indefinitely more liable than ourselves,

The only- possible cause we could 1>e fighting for ix>uld be to insist 
on the maintenance of the anarchy of Europe; that Europe should remain divided 
into twenty-six States each with tariffs to the skies and armed to the teeth. 4 
I venture to think that that is not a cause for which it is worth laying dowi 
the lives of British men..* 

"I do not think pacifism can solve the problem, for the reason that it does 
not create the condit^ns upon which alone peace is possible, which is the main¬ 
tenance of government* 

n I venture to ask whether there is not a third policy, directed, I confess, 
mainly to the supreme question of deciding whether it is not possible to create 
a system which, in the conditions of to-day, may not end all war but can prevent 
local wars spreading into world wars - which is the real calamity which besets 
mankind; whether it is not possible to do more than we are now thinking of do¬ 
ing to isolate wars instead of spreading them into universal wars, as I think

”1 am not against collective action by the League against an international 
wrong. Quite the contrary. But such action must be subject to two conditions. 
The first is that we do not direct it to the maintenance of a status quo which 
is out of date, but recognize that changes are both just and necessary and that 
unless the league can bring about these changes by its own action they will in¬ 
evitably and rightly be brought about in other ways. That may seem a hard 
saying, but I believe it is conmon sense because otherwise ve shall find our¬ 
selves pledged to go to war to prevent change everywhere*,. 


"If we consider the three great failures of the League, the reasons are 
clear. In the case of Europe it has been because the League was utterly unable 
to do justice to Germany while she ms a Republic,*,It is perfectly obvious that 
Considerable adjustments will be necessary in the world if it is to enjoy stable 
peace. I believe that if we get away from legalism, are strong, are willing 
be just and to face realities, and relate our policy to our strength and 
bur willingness to make sacrifices for it, there is a good chance that these 
adjustments can be made without war and without international injustice, whereas 
to stand by the letter of the Covenant will be as likely to dri$i us to that 
calamity of world war which every nation wishes to avoid, as tb* policy of the 
'left* coalition.’ 1

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"THE ISSUES IN BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY 11 *# 

"The Treaty of Versailles, as you all remember, was based on the thesis of 
the sole guilt of Germany. There was a clause in that Treaty which compelled 
Germany to admit her guilt, and it was from that admission of guilt that the 
legalistic French mind justified a great many of the decisions which have since 
been operating in Europe, I am not going to argue the War-guilt case here and 
now, except to express my own conviction, having read a great many books about 
the origins of the War, that the doctrine of the sole guilt will not hold water 
at all. If anyone wants to study that question in the briefest possible com¬ 
pass I comnend them to an'extraordinarily interesting report published in the 
American Historical Review, of January last," (l)"which is to be found in this 
Institute. The report was compiled by a committee of four German historians 
and four French historians, who for some years have been engaged, partly by 
correspondence and partly by direct meetings, in trying to reach as many agreed 
conclusions as possible as to the diplomatic quarrels which have divided France 
and Germany for the last hundred years, with the object of getting the history 
books of both countries freed from the grosser perversions of fact and nearer 
to something like a common view of what actually happened. You may have very 
different opinions as to the degree of responsibility, but if you read this re¬ 
port you will see that the simple view upon which the Versailles Treaty was 
juridically founded, and which most people still believe, does not now hold 
water."(1) 

"Of course the v ?ar was just an episode, a very important episode, in the 
collision of forces which go to make up human history. It was partly the re¬ 
sult of a conflict which has reappeared since the War, the conflict between 
what are called the late comers and the early comers, the Haves and the Have- 
Nots. Germany then, as now, was a late comer." (2)"It was partly the outcome 
of the historic conflict, between Slav and Teuton for control over or predom¬ 
inant' influence in the Balkans. It was partly the result of anarchy in Europe, 
the division of Europe into seventeen sovereign States, a division which the 1 
League of Nations vas intended to overcome, because the fundamental thesis 
underlying the League of Nations is that it is impossible to end war unless 
we begin to get unity and some collective reign of law in the world. Finally, 
the most immediately decisive cause of the War was the military time-table^ 

The reason why, following the ultimatum which Austria sent to Serbia after the 
assassination of Franz Ferdinand, to the surprise of everybody and without 
anybody deliberately pressing the button for it, the whole world was plunged 
into war in less than fourteen days is to be found in the military time-table 
which anarchy imposed on Europe in the unsettled conditions of that time. 

There is no notion, therefore, but to dismiss the doctrine of the sole ouilt 
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of Germany for the War. , 

"Coming now to the Versailles period, you will find that what happened 
at Paris was two fundamentally contradictory things. On the one hand,"(2) 
there was the peace settlement made by the victorious democracies, and believe 
me democracies can get as wrong-headed about foreign affairs as anybody else, 
especially after having been influenced for four years by war-time propaganda. 

As a result of the beliefs we all had at that time about the origins of the 
War there was a very stiff Peace Treaty. I do not think anybody disputes that 
now. Germany lost all her colonies and all hur foreign investments, one seventh 
of her Europoan territory was taken away, she was unilaterally disarmed, the 
Rhineland was demilitarised and quite fantastic reparations were placed upon

her back. There are few people who to-day think the Treaty was a perfectly 
fair and balanced interpretation of the Fourteeen Wilsonian Points upon which 
the Armistice was signed." (3)"That was one aide of what happened in 1919, 
a stiff treaty of peace. The other was the aspect of the settlement which has 
neatly filled the mind of Great Britain, the attempt.to bring into being a new 
international order represented by the league of Nations, whereby we were to 
substitute pacific means for the solution of international disputes for warlike 
means, to create a system of orderly investigation before nations would be 
Justified in resorting to war, and to create a system of economic sanctions to 
compel use of these pacific methods for investigating and settling international 
disputes- before there was resort to war, 

"Those were the two main results of the War* n C3) tf But -what is not, I think, 
generally realised is that what followed the Var was far more fatal, at any rate 
in its consequences for Europe, than what was actually done at Versailles, Be¬ 
cause, whatever you may say about the Big Three, Lloyd George, Wilson and Clem- 
enceau, they were wiser men than perhaps most people would now admit, and they 
knew quite well that they were imposing upon Germany terms of peace which would 
have to be revised. It was impossible in their view to be more moderate at that 
time because the Peace Conference consisted of some twenty nations excited by 
four years of fighting and bitter losses, misled, if you like, by war-time pro¬ 
paganda, and there was no possibility of re-educating the democracies in the 
six months which lay between the Armistice and the signing of the Peace Treaties, 
But they did provide means which they believed would bring about a revision of 
the Versailles terms in our time. Indeed, in recommending the Covenant to the 
plenary session of the Peace Conference, Ifcodrow Wilson made it. quite clear 
that in hie view one of the first duties of the League would be to undertake 
the revision of the work then being done at Paris. 

”,. .Clemenceau cams to IAoyd George and Wilson and said: 'You Anglo-Saxons 
believe in allowing Germany to recover. You believe in this new-fangled insti¬ 
tution the League of Nations which we Frenchmen have not much confidence in as* 
security. We believe that the Germans are much safer people dead than alive, 
and that the best way of securing the peace of the world against a renewal of 
war by Prussia is to divide it up, at any rate to separate the Rhineland from 
the rest of Prussia. 1 That was the thesis put to the Anglo-Saxon Powers by 
M. Tardieu at the beginning of the Conference when he was acting for U. Clern- 
enee&u.•. 

"So she" (France) "built up her system of alliances in Eastern Europe, the 
main purpose of which was to enforce the Treaty of Versailles, especially by 
the unilateral disarmament of Germany and the demilitarisation of the Rhineland, 
which left Germany militarily at her mercy and was the real basis of European 
peace during all the years when the league was at its zenith. 

"...You then had Sir Austen Chamberlain's great effort to bring about an 
appeasement which culminated in the Locarno Treaty. But the Locarno Treaty was 
sever followed up. And it could never have been a lasting basis of peace be¬ 
cause it rested on the assumption that Germany would be willing indefinitely 
to accept a position in which she was disarmed while ha* neighbours were armed 
sad her frontier was to be left open so that at apy moment she might have to 
endure, without being able to resist it, a new invasion of the Ruhr. Whatever 
you may think about subsequent events, no sensible people can believe that such 
an arrangement was voluntarily accepted by Germany as part of a permanent and 
normal international system. You can imagine what we would have said had we 
been put in that position.. .Finally, you had the disastrous action, aB I think

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it, of Sir John Simon in revising the preliminary agreement abait disarmament 
made in the spring of 1933 between Germany and the allies, when he went to 
Geneva in October and proposed that effective movement towards disarmament 
should be postponed for four years in order to give Germany a period of what was 
then called trial, and M. Paul-Boncour jumped up and said: ’Yes, and at the 
end of four years what we do must depend on the political circumstances of the 
time,’ This it was which precipitated the final withdrawal of Germany from the 
League of Nations and gave her an excuse for rearmament contrary to the Treaty..." 

(4)"Nobody who had contacts with Stresemarih during those years, still more 
with Bruning, will forget the way in which they came and said: 'Unless you make 
some concession to the Republic now, nothing can prevent Germany yielding to 
those who say that you can get nothing from the Allies by appeals to justice. 

You can only get your freedom by strength and violence.' Bruning came over and 
over again, but for various reasons, quite easy to understand, nothing was done. 
And therefore there eventually came into being a regime which believes that the 
method of attaining not only internal unity and strength, but also all inter¬ 
national ends, is force. Yet the hideous internal persecution and repression 
of all who will not bow to the regime is, in great measure,.only the outcome of 
the presecution and repression which were inflicted on Germany for fifteen years 
from outside."(4) 

"...I have felt for the last three years that the most imperative thing was 
to go and to have a real talk with the Germans as to what the basis of a lasting 
Deace should be. PerhaDS it was because Z felt that thev had legitimate erie- 
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vances which had to be removed before there could be peace. But I felt also 
that the time to negotiate'with Germany was when Hitler was offering to be con¬ 
tent with an arny of two hundred or three hundred thousand men or an Air Force 
half that of France or one third of the neighbouring Air Forces, whichever was 
the smaller. That was the time to negotiate. But what stood in the way? That 
Great Britain was conmitted to the support of the reign of law and the sanctity 
of the Paris system of treaties through the league of Nations." (5)"It was 
therefore quite impossible for any British Government to go' to Hitler and to say: 
'We are prepared to agree to this fundamental change, in rearmament or the Rhine¬ 
land or Austria, or to stand aside if you force the issue,' because they were 
committed to defend the status quo under Article XVI of the Covenant of the League 
of Nations and because to agree to such changes would have involved them in quar¬ 
rels with the other members of the League. If you consider it you will see that 
that la what made any discussion so difficult. 

"Then there is another aspect.of the present situation which we have got 
to recognise."(5) "The whole post-War attitude of the Allies, of the small 
nations and France and the Great Powers, has been an attempt to stem one of the 
vital forces of history." (6)Wistion&lism is probably the most potent political 
force of the modern world. It has been immensely stimulated in recent years by 
the challenge of Conmunism. It is proving itself such more powerful than class. 

I think that if you put the two In rivalry, nationalism will always defeat class, 
which is one of the reasons, though not the only reason, why Fascism, I think, 
does in practice beat Communism, Fascism is not, as the “ancLsts say, merely 
the final incarnation of capitalism. It is something far more dynamic. It is 

nationalism protesting against an inadequate status quo."(6)

While we were doing this five of the Great 
Powers have gone outside the League, and a good many more menfcers, while still 
centers of it, are clearly going to remain neutral if they can if war comes..." -

TBs Host Ho*. The Marquess of Lothian, C.H. 


I do not think it open to dispute that there is only one question 
which threatens world peace or which might lead to work! war, 
and that la the German question. If Germany were not in her 
present frame of mind, if she had not got, as I think still, certain 
legitimate complaints against the Treaty of Versailles, there 
would be no risk of world war. There would be risks of local 
wars, but they I think could be managed. But for this German 
question there woukl be no risk of the world becoming divided into 
two great alliances, each of them being, at any rate in theory, 
relatively as strong as the other. Is Germany fundamentally 
respon sib le for the situation in which *e find ourselves to-day ? 
Or is the Versailles settlement still at the root of the trouble? 
Has Germany, in other words, still a case against the rest of the 
world oa the basis of justice, leaving out of account for the moment 
the question of the policy of the Nazi regime and whether It is 
possible to deal with Germany so long as she is under that regime ? 
—’ How the Versailles settlement was based on the theory of the 
sole r espons ib lity of Germany for the Great War. I do not think 
anybody who has jnade a serious study of pre-War history, or 
even of the events which immediately preceded the War, can hold 
th at view to-day,. The pre-War history is a long one. It goes 
-back to the Morocco Egyptian settlement be t wee n England and 
France, and to the French advance on Fes which precipitated that 
aeries of Gasman moves which did so much to divide the world. 
In my view Germany had more responsibility for the War than 
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to the BfkMt fleet—«t one time «hc pot down a programme of 
buildingtftiinttefy Involving a fleet greater than the then British 
fleet; a&ondly because of her belief in and practice of what are 
called her politics by force, diplomacy by force. On the other 
hand, nobody has ever yet suggested that Germany was responsible 
for the assassination of Frans Ferdinand, which precipitated the 
Further, what filially made war inevitable, acc o rding to 
the strategic facts known to every one at that time, was the 
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mobilisation of the Russian armies, which inevitably brought 
into play the Schlieffen Plan. Moreover, I do not think that 
anybody who is a believer in the general thesis underlying the 
establishment of the League of Nations can fail to recognise that 
the fact that Europe was divided into seventeen sovereign States, 
and the rest of the world into a great many more without any 
form of international organisation, created a constant pre¬ 
disposition, a constant provocation, towards war* Therefore, I 
do not think it Is possible to say that Germany was alone 
responsible for the War, 

By the end of the War, however, as a result of the opinions 
jwhich we formed during the War, on very inadequate material, 
f supplemented by war-time propaganda (which is largely directed 
I to maintaining the unity and morale of one's own countrymen 
' by proving that we are wholly right and the enemy wholly wrong), 
we had convinced ourselves that Germany was solely responsible 
for the disaster, and the Treaty of Versailles was based on that • 
principle* On the strength of it Germany was deprived of one- 
seventh of her European territory; she was deprived of her * 
colonies; she was unilaterally disarmed, and she was compelled 
to demilitarise the Rhineland, which meant, in effect, that at 
any time a French army could march into the vital Rhineland 
region and reduce Germany to paralysis. In addition, there was 
placed upon her a burden of reparations for which I do not suppose 
to-day there is a single advocate; impossible reparations leading 
[ in their turn to impossible claims for war debts* % 

Even so, what actually happened to Germany after 1918 was a 

great deal worse than what had been planned by the Big Four, 

Lloyd George, Clemenceau, Orlando, and Wilson, at the meetings 

of the Council of Four in Paris. Two vital features of the Versaillei 

settlement were never carried out. The first was that the United 

States should be a member of the League of Nations and a member , 

of the Reparations Commission. The second was that the United 
* 

States and Great Britain should give to France a joint guarantee 
against unprovoked aggression by Germany. We can all estimate 
to-day the tragic consequences of the refusal of the United States 
to accept membership of the League of Nations. The abstention - 
of the United States from the Reparations Commission was much 
more serious, because the appointment of the Reparations 
Commission was the method finally adopted by Lloyd George and 
Clemenceau (after they had made up their minds that in the then 
temper of British'and French opinion it was not possible to reduce 
the reparations claim against Germany to anything like a moderate 
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figure) for ac hi ev in g realty later 00 . While the bill against 
Germany mi almost E fa M ml tod a Reparation* Commission was 
appointed, of which the United States was to be chairman, to 
determine, as one of its duties, Germany's capacity to pay. Mr. 
Lloyd George has always declared, and I think with justice, that 
had the United States remained a party to the Versailles Treaty, 
had her nominee been chairman of the Reparations Commission, 
it would hare been possible asf the. war-time temper lessened, 
on the one hand, to scale down* the claims against Germany to 
moderate figures on the basts of her capacity to pay and to make 
transfers, and, on the other hand, to relate war debts torepara- 
tions. But the withdrawal of the United States led to the 
Reparations C ommissi on being dominated by France, who held 
not only the chairmanship, but a doable rote, a first rote and a 
casting rote, so that the Reparations question, went from one 
tragedy to another, until it wa* finally wiped out by the depression, 
as was later the case with war debts.' 

The failure of the Anglo-American Treaty of guarantee to 
France was in my riew even more tragic, mat treaty would 
not only hare given security to France, who had, in effect, been de¬ 
feated by Germany twice in fifty years, bat would have enabled the 
United States and Great Britain to insist on a reasonable revision 
of the Versailles settlement in the interests of the German Republic, 
since it would have made it poestbk for them to «y that they 
could not maintain that guarantee unless the French in return 
* sffet® wflUag to adopt revisions which might have led to a final 
settlement in Europe. The resulted the breakdown of the Anglo- 
American Treaty of Guarantee was that France fell bade upon 
an almost inevitable alternative, the alternative of insisting in the 
first place on the maintenance for as long as possible‘of ail the 
unilateral iHserimieathms against Germany, notably disarmament 
and thcdinlMlmitien of the Rhinefamd, and, secondly, of building 

up 0 uinlilining reWfary preponderance behind the Treaty of 
Versailles, by Mr own armaments and by alliances with the- 
countries of the Uttie Entente and with Poland; with the result 
that the poet-War stability of Europe was based not upon the 
League of Nations, hut on the possession by France and her allies 
of overwbeJmirtg military superiority over an unilaterally disarmed 
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did not offer our own guarantee to France until her alternative 
affiances were made, and because, on the strength of France's 
ar m am e n ts sad tire armaments of her allies In tM East of Europe, 
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and to live the. easy, or relatively easy, life until the advent of the 
Hitler regime forced us to look at realities once more. But the 
principal victim of the withdrawal of the United States and of the 
lapse of the Treaty of Guarantee to France was Germany. 

’~ mr Y et Germany had to endure another aeries of tragic events. 
In 1922 there took place the invasion of the Ruhr, declared by the 
British Government at the time to be contrary to the Treaty of 
Versailles and an illegal act, which was inaugurated ostensibly 
on the grounds of a technical default by Germany in the delivery 
of. certain categories of timber, but really because Poincarf had 
made up his mind that Germany would not fulfil the Treaty of 
Versailles except by violent compulsion. Yet the invasion of the 
Ruhr resulted in the increase in inflation which had been begun 
by the excessive demand for Reparations, and which finally wiped 
out the whole middle class in Germany and produced the National- 
Socialist Party. It. created the body of men called the Ruhr 
fighters, who, instead of acquiescing, as the German government 
did, in the military occupation, began to fight the French among the 
slag heaps of the Ruhr. It was in the occupation of the Ruhr that 
the spirit of the National-Socialist movement, that is, the view 
ithat the way to liberty was not through negotiation but through 
[s trengti^ teasa-a; established in Germany. 1 Finally,- -came the 
depression which ended the hopes o4 the German Republic and 
brought Hitlrir to power. Had it not been for the depression, the 
Republic might have struggled through. But, in this case also, 
Germany w as the principal victim of the Ruhr policy. 

' " I Ken began another series, as I -see it, of tragic events. In 

January 2933 , Germany was promised equality in a regime of 
security. But after many negotiations to this end. Sir John 
Simon, after consultation with hiaFrench friends who were terrified 
by the advent of Hitler to power, announced at'Geneva in October - 
1933 that, in effect, no practical steps in the direction of conceding 
equality to Germany could be taken for four more years, and 
M. Paul Boncour added in his speech that, even at the end of four 
yean, it would be necessary to take the political situation into 
account,' That statement was taken by Germany as a default 
on our promises, and as conclusive proof that the League was 
completely dominated by the victors of Versailles. So she left 
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the same way we should have taken the same action. The 
episode led, none the leas, to tragic results; on the (me hand, it 
led to the an limited rearmament by Germany and, on the other, 
to the conviction that what counts in international affairs is not 
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the force of your cm*, but the strength of your armaments. If 
any nation has hid thlat conviction home in on her.it has been 
Germany, by i ibjifhblg that has happened to bar from 1918 
to 1935 . She l e o sfro d nothing substantial in respon s e to reason. 
She only began to recover her position in the world when she had 
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natural rights by unilateral action in defiance of the treaties. 
On the principle that any g o v er nm ent that fails to remedy the 
serious gri ev an ce* of Unpeople in time must face revolution at 
home, I think it is true in international affairs that, unless a 
dtoation which cau ses a deep sense of injustice, resentment and 
gr i ev a n c e can be remedied by agreement, it will inevitably be 
reme di e d by unilateral action, or in the last resort by power 
diplomacy or war. There is no nee in talking about the sanctity 
o f treaties they are just trtatiai' That is why, when Ger* 
many violated ^hc Treaty of Versailles by the unilateral re¬ 
militarisation of the Rhineland* the bulk of public opinion in 
Great Britain supported her on the not wholly unintelligent 
ground that, in a re-anning world, it was no use going to war to 
p <eve nt a nation re-assuming the natural right, accorded to every 
other sove r e ig n State, to defend its own frontiers. 

-•RT them any doubt that if are put ourselves in the position of 
the Germans, leaving entirely out of account the existence of the 
Kasi regime, we should feel bitterly that we had been unjustly 
and badly treated ever since 19 x 8 , that are had just claims against 
the rest of the World, and that if we could not get our just rights 
by agreement we were entitled to take them back by force if we 
mold dajgJJ The first thesis upon which I Want to. found my 
argument, therefore, is that the fundamental cause of the German 
question, which lies at the root of the world's trouble to-day, 
is the Ve rsailles settlement, and, still more, the train of events' 
which followed the Versailles settlement. 


The mo u n d and mom difficult part of the problem is the fact 
that them is hi Germany to-day a totalitarian government of a 
most fomddabtl kind, produced, as I think, essentially by the 
treatment which Germany has received from her neighbours in 
the last fifteen or sixteen years. It is very easy to describe its 
defects from our point of view. It is ultradWtionalist. It is a 
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earth; a form of nationalism which we in Gteat Britain find it 
very difficult to understand or attach much importance to, in view 
of the complexity of omr own human origin. It is based oh the 
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complete and compulsory discipline of the whole population under 
the orders of a single leader for the avowed purpose of generating 
national strength. In order to increase national strength it indulges 
in forms of persecution, which are highly mpdlant to people in 
Great Britain, in order to eliminate thorn dements in Germany— 
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dominant party,seemto compromise or undermine national strength 
In time of stress. It relies, primarily, not on persuasion, but on 
violence as its method of dealing with its opponents, and on 
propaganda rather than free controversy as the method of forming 
the opinions of its people. In consequence it is subject to the same 
weaknesses and difficulties as every other totalitarian gove rnm ent 
of which history ids us and of which we have recently Seen, a 
most conspicuous example in Russia. The difficulty of totalitarian 
government as opposed either to traditional monarchy or demo¬ 
cracy is this; under the democratic system the government can 
be changed whenever the majority of the people like to vote it out 
of power, and the use of police power to repress opinion is unneces¬ 
sary. There is no need either for revolution or for violent expres¬ 
sion. The old monarchical system had something of the same 
merit because when the hereditary monarch found he was becoming 
unpopular he dropped his prime minister into the oublitUe t saying 
that everything was entirely his fault, and put a new prime 
minister in office. The regime itself was hot challenged. The 
very essence of dictatorship, however, is that everything is done 
by the man at the top. He gets all the credit for everything-that 
goes well, and therefore he cannot escape the blame for everything 
that goes badly. When any dictator is in power for any length 
of time and discontent begins to arise as it invariably does against 
any gover n ment which is long in office, he is faced with thenecessft 
of suppressing every form of opinion which seems to challenge his 
authority, and as opinion becomes more vehement and especially 
as opposition appears among his owit supporters he » driven 
back inevitably to killing and violence. It b inherent in the sys¬ 
tem, as is well described by Aristotle two thousand years ago. Now, 
these are the weaknesses, the defects and, what is important from 
our point of view, the dangers of the totalitarian system, which is 
not only based on violence and propaganda, and prone to use it* 
but is often under pressure to lessen internal difficulties by foreign. 
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government baaed upon such principles? If you do deal With it, 
can yon expect it to live up to the undertakings info which lb-* 
has entered?" v <. ,v.'

another ? In order to answer that ^oeetion I most first examine 
what I may call Germany's claims, or where, after as dispassionate 
an exa mina tion of the problem as possible. I think that revision 
of t he status quo should be made in favour of Germany. 
r*~Let me deal first with Eastern .Europe. Speaking very 
(broadly, the German thesis of to-day b that she b entitled to self- 
determination in Central Europe. The War was fought for 
self-determination, and at the end of the War not only were 
certain groups of Germans like the Austrians forbidden to unite 
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the German frontiers were united with other countries. The Polish 
Corridor, though then largely peopled by Germans, was created, 
and severed Germany's connection with East Prussia. Cities 
like Danzig, which had always been German since the beginning of 
history, were cut away from Germany. Now, if the principle of 
self-determination were applied on behalf of Germany in the way 
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I of Austria into Germany, the union of the Sudetendeufach, - 
Danzig, and possibly Memel with Germany, and certain adjust* 
ments with Aland hi Silesia an d the Cor ridor, 1 If that solution 
were adopted, especially if it were ejected as a result of force, I 
think that most people would feel that ,the last state of Europe, 
would be more unions and more difficult than the first.. Yet the 
demand, in itseif, b not wicked or absurd. Is there any 
alternative? 

I do not propose to argue at the moment whether the alteraa* 

tive h nr a c ifca hla or not. but to consider what murht be a sokitl 


if e v er yb ody were reasonable. Is not the right basis for the solu¬ 
tion of the situation in Eastern Europe—which obviously cannot 
continue indefinitely as fifteen or sixteen mutually suspicious 
Sovereign States—the same kind of solution as that we have 
chosen in the British Commonwealth? S up po si ng, on the one 
hand, that Germany finally and irrevocably recogn is e d the 
Independence of all the nations of Eastern Europe, and, on the 
other, that the nation* of Eastern Europe, in return for such 
recognition, came into what may be called the political and 
economic otbft of Germany, might not Europe settle down ? Let 
me give an Qfastration from South Africa. The reason why the 
Sooth African situation b tolerable to-day is not because the,- 
British In South Africa an highly delighted at being a minority, 
for theyroatfcaafiy complain that the Dutch majority get* most 
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of the jobs and hit per p etual preponderance in the legislature. 
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has accepted, and DOW I. think without serious reservation, 
membership of the Britfrh Com m onwe a lth 0 ! Nations. In other 
words. Sooth Africa is now in the general British orbit, and on the 
strength of that the British South Africans are loyal South Africans 
and accept a situation in which so far as one can see they will be 
permanently in the minority so far as political power Is concerned, 
while the Dutch treat them fairly and without suspicion because 
they are loyal dtixem. But supposing ouf Dutch friends,- for 
whatever reason, decided to move into some other orbit, let 
us say the Japanese or the German orbit, the situation in South 
Africa, and the situation as bet w ee n Great Britain and South 
Africa, would become almost impossible. The local British would 
! my that they would not be used in support of an anti-British 

sy stem, and the Dutch would begin to. suspect their loyalty. 
Great Britain, on the other hand, would become extremely 
suspicious of every act of policy of the South African Government. 
Now that, as I see it, is the root of the difficulty in a country 
like Csechodovakia. Czechoslovakia, because she is afraid of 
the fu ture of her own independence, leans first on France and 
mcondhr on Moscow, and that means that the Germans in Czecho* 
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Slovakia are unwilling to form part, wholeheartedly, of a State 
which is pursuing, in their view, tin anti-German policy. The 
Caechs, therefore, are frightened to give to the Germans in 
Csechodovakia the position in the State which the Dutch feel no 
difficulty at ell in ghriig. to the British in South Africa. If the 
Gaman-Cse ch c al ov a k question could he solved in this way the 
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with other min o ri ty neighbours. 

** " fhenon TR acenomic side there is. a certain natural balance 
b e tween tfaa vaitous countries of South-Eastern Europe and 
Germany. If political antagonism could be eliminated, economic 
arrangements could be made between the various States which 
would give to all of them a higher standard of living and far 
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ment, I cannot see that vast Russia to the east or the satisfied 
colonial powers tothe west ought to object. On the contrary, their 
greatest need is that Central Europe should settle down, and that 
is only possible, in my view, under German leadership 

The other main aspect of the German question is the colonial 
economic problem. When Dr. Schacht is presented with the 
■ mnal Britan contention that colonies ate not much use, that

really we get almost nothing from them, that they are a burden 
and a liability, and that we will do everything with them except 
give them up to anybody else, he replies that these considerations 
may have been true in pre-War days when the development of any 
colony depended on whether free capitalists thought that they 
could make a profit on using their capital for the purpose, but 
that the situation is very different to-day in a world of economic 
nationalism and universal governmental intervention in economic 
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it willTunless Great Britain goes in much more vigorously than 
she has yet done for a reduction of international barriers to trade 
and for the V open door ** in the colonies, we are faced with a 
world in which most countries are still moving in the direction 
of self-sufficiency. In such circumstances it is very difficult for 
any country, especially a manufacturing country, to acquire the 
foreign exchange with which it may buy raw materials or food* 
stuffs from other countries by the process of selling manufactured 
goods abroad, because no country is willing to receive manufactured 
articles in any considerable quantity; since it is the first principle 
of high protectionism to refuse to accept from abroad anything 
which can be manufactured at home. Dr. Schacht accordingly 
declares that, in these circumstances, the colonial problem becomes 
an entirely different matter. If a colonial area is included in the 
tariff rone of the mother country, and if the latter assumes the 
control of the trade of that colony with other countries, then 
the mother country can develop whatever natural resources the 
colony has with its own currency without first having to obtain 
foreign exchange. If the mother country wants to produce 
rubber or fats, or whatever it is. nrovided it can control the inmsa 
and egress 0 ! trade with the colony c o n cer n ed, it can provide for 
development with marks or pounds or francs, dr whatever its 
national currency is; no doubt more expensively than the 
material could be bought elsewhere if foreign exchange could be 
obtained in the open market, but it can be done, to tf> speak, with 
the mother country's own money. Rubber plantations, or plants- 
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manufactures, local workers can be paid with the national 
currency, and they can be required to buy with that currency the 
produce of the mother country. Therefore, in these days, colonies 
have, economically, an entirely different significance from what 
they had in the freer conditions of the earlier capitalist age., 
Dr. Schacht goes on to say that, inasmuch as Germany is stngu-* 
iariy deficient in raw materials and is not in a position even to 
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product all her own fa uh tulh , and since the greet er pert of the 
world has become scumunk'ilt/ highly nationalist,^tne colonial 
question is now eery im por ta nt, not only as a symbol of the 
restoration of Gertnatt self-respect and the withdrawal of the 
accusation that ahe\wai unfit to have colonies, but as a vital 
dement in her own economic system If she h to attain the standard 
of Hying which the rest of us think necessary for a dviHa ed country. 
I think there i» a great deal in Dr, Schacht's case.f Colonies 
become important in propo rt ionaseconomk nationalism dominates 
the world, II we cannot get back to freer trade, and even if we 
can, I would try to find, by mutual c once ss ion among colonial 
Powers, areas, say in Central West Africa or in the Pacific, where 
Germany could develop sources of supply of certain raw materials 
or tro pical foodstuffs which she cannot produce at home. 
“^iFinefly, there is the question of Germany’s " place in the sun.” 
It is a difficult qu estion. It is largely concerned, 1 think,' with 
the future of the League of Nations. The League, in Germany’s 
view, is in effect a combination of the beneficiaries of the Treaty 
1 el Versailles who are mainly concerned with m a inta i nin g what is 
left of that Treaty, and with “ putting a ring round Germany/’ 
I think that that is not an unfair description of the League and its 
attitude to Germany since 1920 , and I do not believe that the 
League can come into its own until justice has been done to 
rjHimw.f Directly a solution of the German problem can be 
"found, the dan g er o u s affiance system will begin to disappear, and 
the League, with Germany as a central member of it, will begin 
torevive. 

I venture to think that if it werenot for the anxieties felt about 
the policy and intentions of thq. National-Socialist rigime, there is 
hardly anybody who would not say that, if a solution of the Gennan 
problem could bt found on the three bates I have mentioned, 
it ough t to b> jfl—fc_|H the situation created in 1918 could be 
nnHM y S f m g m g^bowt In Eastern Europe the. kind of Mittel 
Estops on the model of the British Empire which I have described; 
if by soma such means as I have suggested, and on, the basis 
of Article ss of the League of Nations Covenant so far as the 
treatment of the natives is concerned, there coold be found for 
Germany areas overseas in which she could produce those special 
raw materials or minerals necessary to supplement her own 
economy r and if Germany could he convinced that the League 
of Nations is not a combination of her. enemies, but a gro up of 
European nations in which a.satisfied Germany would.have as 
•melt tnfi maca as an ybody else, l think the peace of the world 
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1 would be secure. My own view Is that then will be no lasting 
(peace until some such solution is found. 

Admittedly, I think, the present idgime in Germany has been 
created by the policy of her neighbours, and mainly by the policy . 
of keeping Germany down and " encircled," which has been 
relentlessly pursued by France since 1920 . But when. I say • 
French policy, I do not mean to hold France alone responsible 
for that policy, because I think the United States and Great 
B ritain are equally responsible. 1 I have already described how 
we both defaulted on the original Treaty of Guarantee to France. 
France was deserted in 1920 . Few of ns realise how terrible a 
thing that was for France, for the reason that equality for Germany 
In itself means inequality for France. • France has a population 
of about forty millions, as against Germany's sixty-five or seventy 
millions. She does not posses the same industrial r eso ur ce s, nor 
the same organising power. Further, the psychological situation 
left over by the last war is not always understood. There were two 
defeated nations. On the one hand Germany was defeated by 
the world combination against her, and had imposed upon her 
the severe and .drastic punishment the general character of which 
I have"tried to describe. On the other hand, if you look at the 
War as the last of the historic struggles between France and 
Germany, it was Fiance who was defeated. In other words, 
France by herself could never have got Germany off French-soil 
in 1918 , any more than she was able to do so in 1870 . Therefore, 
in looking at the policy of France, -It must be recognised that 
without some addition of strength from outside it is impossible 
for France to face Germany alone. That is why France madr 
the alliances in Eastern Europe, why she insisted on the unilateral 
disarmament of Germany, why she insisted as long as she could

Is there any 
alternative way? There are in my view two possibilities, k . The 
first is that a commission should be set up, under the chairmanship v 
of someone appointed by the President o! the United States, « 
on which should sit no beneficiary of the Treaty of Versailles 
—neither Great Britain nor France, nor Czechoslovakia^ nor * 
Poland, nor any other country which benefited—and ask it to 
investigate what alterations in the sMhs quo are, in its opinion! 
advisable or necessary to bring about a relationship between 
Germany and her neighbours which could justly be regarded asa 
basis for pesce : No government could promise beforehand to 
endorse the decision of such a body. But I venture to think that, 
it it were possible to set up such a tribunal and to obtain a report 
from really, eminent people with political experience, not one of 
whom belonged to a country which in any direct way could be 
said to be a beneficiary under the Treaty of Versailles, a set 
of recommendations might result which would pave the way 
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Failing that, I see no altemative.at the moment but a British 
initiative. As I have said, we have at last given to France the 
guarantee which we promised in 2918 and We are in a position, 
or in a far better position than before, to make that guarantee 
good. We are thus in a position to talk with Germany without 
incurring the charge that we are deserting France, for I would 
reaffirm in the strongest terms the defensive Locarno guarantee, 
while reaffirming also that we are in no way bound by France’s 
understandings with other Powers; therefore the great stumbling- 
block to negotiation in the past has been removed. 

I do not think that the Spanish situation is fundamental to 
the problem which I have been describing, although it may lead 
to an international temper which will make the solution of that 
problem very difficult. In my view. Hitler’s interest in the 
Spanish question is mainly what is hot very euphoniously called ■ 
ideological. I do not think that Germany has any territorial or 
colonial aspirations in Spain. I think, on the other hand, that 
Hitler, with hl$ well-known antagonism to Communism, feels that 
the possibility of what he would call a Red Spain is so 'serious 
for Europe, and consequently for National-Socialist Germany, 
that he will go to very great lengths to prevent the success of 
what he regards as 4 Red Government. That, I believe, is the 
root of the problem in Spaih as far as Hitler is concerned. But 
it Involves an inevitable collision with Great Britain for the reasoit: 
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that we do not take that vie* In our view theSpanfsh problem 
is fundamentally a (M 'MW. I do pot think the majority of 
British people want to aee either ride win outright, They want 
something to come out of Spain which will be a more temperate 
form of go v anm ent thaw a victory for either of the two extreme 
parties to-day.

Hay I, hi cohdnslon, my a word about diplomatic methods in 
the contemporary world? We have now p a i re d out of a world in 
-Mu-a ♦*- «mw >n a nmUn of the Allied Powers was to ever* 
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whelming that international questions could be dealt with by dis¬ 
cussions in which we had the power of decision in our own hands. 

We are now once more in the traditional world in which successful J 
diplomacy is inseparably connected with the strength that can 
be brought to bear behind one's case. That situation is almost. 
inevitable under conditions of international anarchy, and the 
League of Nations, in my view, cannot alter the position, because , 
it is based upon the sovereignty ofits member States. The League 
will work as long as the principal nations of the world are funda¬ 
mentally satisfied with the status quo. If we can solve the German 
problem, we shall recreate the conditions in which the League 
can function. But unless the League can find a method of altering 
the status quo, which it has not yet done, I do not think the League 
system, as originally conceived, can work when a number of 
important States are profoundly dissatisfied with the status quo. 

The League then, inevitably, degenerates into a combination < 
which, on the one hand, mainly seeks to maintain the status quo, 
and, on the other, seeks to alter it 

1 would strongly urge that under the conditions ut (Adi* aw 
international policy must be based on a clear appreciation of where 
real strength lies. It is not enough to be convinced of the rightness 
of ourcase. Before taking action we must be sure that there is . 
strength behind it also.. As I have already indicated, the fatal, 
mistake made about Abyminia was that we did not really estimate

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Therefore, to-day tto Important thing Is for ns to consider our 
political Ideals in the Hght of the power which we can actually 
bring to hear behind them, and not to take decisions on the 
policy we p ropose to pnrsne until we know what physical power 
wa ca n rely upon, and what countries are willing to act with us, . 
'Because, In the last resort, whether you are talking in terms of the 
League of Nations or not, In a world which consists of sovereign 
national States and which is, therefore, fundamentally an anarchy, 
the ultimate thing behind policy is force, just as the ultimate 
power behind law inside the State is force. Therefore I venture 
to think that the two most important things we have to do to-day 
ate, on the one hand to consider whether there is any way of 
removing those root causes of the German problem that still 
spring from the Versailles settlement and, secondly, how far any 
action we may wish to take in foreign affairs is supported by & 
really superior strength which we, and any allies we may have, 
are in a position to bring to bear in a crisis.

to trust his word. The present speaker had been invited to visit 
Hitler, but alter the murderous 11 ckdn up " of 30th June 1934 he did 
not care to meet such a man. 

The real issue was: how were the German people to be saved 
for Europe? South Africa had been mentioned. There two White 
minorities lived under the pressure of a great Black majority, and , 
one of those White minorities lived in fear of German strategic designs. 

In 1911 Botha had warned Winston Churchill that Germany meant 
ill to Great Britain, and said that when the time came he would clear 
them out of German South-West Africa. 

There remained the great question of how to deal with Germany 
at the present time. Great Britain should show her ideals plainly to 
the German people, and uphold their right to live, even if she had tc 
break with Hitler. 

Lord Arnold said that there would be unanimous appreciation « 
of the able address given by Lord Lothian. If the views of the last 
speaker prevailed, he was afraid peace in Europe would not last long. 

Also he felt sceptical about statistic? to the effect that about 70 per cent, 
of the German people were against Hitler. He had been hearing that 
sort of thing about Italy for years, and also each autumn it had been 
said that Hitler could not survive another winter. We must recognise 
that Hitler was in power in Germany, and the only alternative to 
negotiating with Germany, and that meant with Hitler, was—sooner 
or later—war. It was ridiculous to speak of standing behind the 
German people against Hitler. 

He had been very impressed by Lord Lothian's closing remarks 
concerning British initiative. This had been lacking for a long time, 

Mr. Lansbuiy had quoted an eminent German who said that there would 
never be peace in Europe until Germany's economic position was 
altered. What had Great Britain done in that direction ? Evetyo* 
knew that the Ottawa Agreements, for instance, were an offence to a 
country like Germany. The British Empire comprised a quarter of 
the world's territory and population, and more than a quarter of the . 
world's wealth. Out of twenty-five essential commodities and minerals 
there were adequate supplies in the British Empire of eighteen, 
Germany bad adequate supplies of only four, and she had no colonies 
whatever. Great Britain had not only done nothing in regard to 
Germany's demand for colonies, but had indicated that nothing would 
be done. It was impossible that Germany should continue to have no 
overseas territory, while Great Britain, with her smaller population . 
which would soon be declining, should retain in the British Empire a 
quarter of the world's territory. If Great Britain were in the position 
of Germany she would feel exactly as Germany does. British states^

With Mr. Nathan Morris still plodding at his assignment of snooping over. 
the purchase and use of any "tooth pick" I might have "twittled" in past years, 
another New Deal "billet doux" ("love note" to you) arrived in the shape of a 
subpoena to come to Washington, D. C., bringing all correspondence data, mail¬ 
ing lists, etc., connected with my purchase and distribution last October and 
November of a booklet of lord Lothian's previous speeches which were a George 
Washingtonian argument against Britain and the 0.

Although ay subpoena was illegally drawn and X could have ignored it, I 
was glad to go and testify. Significantly, I had been well smeared by the 
Pearson and Allen coluan and the press before ay arrival but was unable to get 
any statement of mine in the press concerning the matter. 
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The subpoena had requested that I bring to Washington all mail i n g lists, 
correspondence, etc,, in connection with ay purchase of theXothian books* 

The moment it was served I offered to cooperate and turned over to be photo¬ 
stated all correspondence concerning ay purchase of the Lothian books, my 
one and only transaction with Flanders Hall Publishers, of Scotch Plains, 

Hew Jersey, no neater of idiom I have ever met. This correspondence included 
ay initial inquiry concerning prices, ay order, ny letters of bitter complaint 
at the huge C.Q.D. express bill on the prepaid order which should have arrived 
postpaid and, besides, came four hundred copies short with the statement that 
unordered cartons at a big price had been sent to make up the difference ( 1 ); 
then, our threat of legal action and, finally, their letter sending a refund. 
The purchase was a headache but the speeches were good .

fl I wonder whether any of the members of Parliament who sat coiiplacently 
on their benches whilst this astounding law was being passed realised that they 
were forging a weapon which might one day be turned against themselves with 
deadly, effect? 

"Men in power are apt to imagine that power will last forever, ignoring 
the ismortal maxim, quoted by Mirabeau after his fall: r It is but a step from 
the Capitol to the Tarpeian Rock 1 # 

"Habeas Corpus could, of course, be revoked in times of national emergency, 
when the guilt of the victim was obvious or suspected on good grounds WilCH 
THERE MADE KNOHN TO HIM, thus giving him a chance to defend himself without for¬ 
mal trial* It did not keep him for years in prison, not knowing what he was 
there for. 18B is thus not merely a revocation of Habeas, Corpus but a return 
to the methods of the French Revolution, of which we are now told to admire 
f the glorious principles.' But for the absence of the death penalty, its 
nearest counterpart may bo found in the Loi du 22 Priarial, which deprived its 
vict ims of the right of trial and of witnesses for the defense, and heralded 
that bloodiest period of the Revolution known as 'The Great Terror*' Little 
did Robespierre, in framing this law when at the height of his power, dream that 
the dripping blade of the guillotine would one day fall on his own head*.* 

"With the keystone of British justice removed, those in power can use it 
as th^y please against their opponents. In vain may its authors cry for mercy, 
asking of what they are accused, demanding the right to defend themselves. No 
answer will be vouchsafed but 'You destroyed that right yourselves; now you 
must bear the consequences.' 

"18B is, indeed, on one point even more unjust than the autocratic regimes 
of the past in that it acts on false pretexts. Under the former, .hen throwing 
a man into prison and treating him with the utmost cruelty, no secret was made 
of the reason, namely that he was an enemy of the political system in power, 
thus winning sympathy for him and often honour as a martyr in the eyes of those 
who shared his opinions. They did not publicly accuse hin of being a traitor 
to his country and in league with enemies out to destroy it, which would have 
degraded him in tho eyes of every patriot, even of his own party. 

"And this is where another and important aspect of tlw matter comes in, 
to which hitherto little attention has been paid. It is not only arrest and 
imprisonment tho victim of 18B has to fear, but othor measure deriving from 
the French Revolution - the loi des Suspects, the visite domidHiero — in 
those terrible days when it was said, ’Woe to him who has anenanyl' So today 
anyone who bears a grudge-against another, or any jealous rival, can lodge an 
absolutely false allegation to the police against the object of his malice, 
with the result of a perquisition being made at hie house. And then, even if 
officially proved to be the stoutest patriot, he receives no redress. The 
slanderer incurs no penalty, is at liberty to go on repeating the slander as 
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long ns be pleases, whilst the innocent victim is given no means for making his 
vindication public*' For the rest of his life he will be followed by the "Whisper 
that he is 'the man who was suspect during the war,' His life has been spared 
but all that makes it worth living has been taken from him. 

"Unless this unprecedented law is revoked soon.*.and British justice is 
restored to her honoured place, no man or woman in England can be sure of their 
liberty, and perhaps later of their life*"

Alien-Believed to be a Jew* Alias Prince of Peace, Son 
of MbiT 1 '- f Light of the World* & & Professional Agitator Red Beard, Ifeurtcs on 
hands and feet the Result of injuries inflicted by an angry J&ob By respect¬ 
able citizens and legal,authorities*" 


Leanets for distribution advertised “two courses Of lectures" lamer “aus¬ 


pices, The Spinoza Institute of America 11 at Labor Temple by Harry Watcn “author 
of the Philosophy of Marx, the Philosophy of Spinoza, etc," One lecture, for 
example, was to be on the “Managerial Revolution 11 , and the footnote to the 
leaflet states! “We are facing a permanent historic and revolutionary trans¬ 
formation of private Capitalism into State Capitalism. State Capitalism will 
be the permanent social order of Society in this country as in all other coun¬ 
tries until State Capitalism is transformed into Socialism* 11 


That a “Spinoza Institute 11 should headquarter at a center supported by 
Christian mission funds is an appalling example of present day apostasy* Spinoza, 
idol of agnostics, was one of the only two Jews ever expelled from a Jewish syn¬ 
agogue according to B*nai B’rith.

Russell's Morale 


The patriotic Military Order of the World War pamphlet of Dec., 1925 . which 
is before me, sounded a warning. Its titleis"Dangerous Doctrines Being Suggested 
To Youth". The subtitle is: "Bertrand Russell’s Book, ’What I Believe’, 

Which Sets Forth Immoral Ideas, Open to Severest Criticism - What One College 
President Thinks About Such Material." To quote in part: 

"It is a well known fact that among the Youth Movement ’ideals’ is the 
disregard of social laws, the establishment of a new social order, carrying 
with it the doctrine of ’freedom’, coupled with ’revolt against home restraint’ 
and what is worse, its idea regarding marriage, which was pretty well established 
by one Harry D. Gideonse who, after talking on the movement before an Ethical 
Culture School in New York on November 24, 1924, added that ’these were new 
being changed together with the ideas which the student had as to marriage.’ 

"...One of the most dangerous vehicles promulgating doctrines of ’free 
love’ and sex perversion, and which is said to be circulated in colleges (the 
book is in its third edition), is called ’What I Believe’, by one Bertrand 
Russell,..Particularly dangerous is the third chapter of his book dealing with 
•Moral Rules', quoted below, in part, and idiich needs no further comment as 
to its deadly doctrine. Dutton & Co., the publishers, are reported to have 
said that from one to six copies have gone to 125 schools and colleges." 

Among numerous quotations cited from Russell’s book are these: 

"'It is evident that a man with a scientific outlook on life cannot let 
himself be intimidated by texts of Scriptures or by the teachings of the Church... 
In all stages of education the influence of superstition is disastrous...For 
economic reasons, a woman-teacher must not be married; for moral reasons, she 
Must not have extra-marital sexual relations. And yet everybody hho has taken 
the trouble to study morbid psychology knows that prolonged virginity is, as a 
rule, extraordinary harmful to women...At aiddle-and-upper class schools the 
matter is even worse. There are chapel services and the care of morals is in 
the hands of clergymen.. .They all condemn sexual relations between unmarried 
people who are fond of each other...Boys and girls should be taught that nothing 
can Justify sexual intercourse unless there is mutual inclination...They should 
also be taught methods of birth-control, so as to insure that children shall 
only come ifcsn they are wanted,..It should be recognised that in the absence 
of children, sexual relations are a purely private matter, which does not con¬ 
cern either the state or the neighbors. Certain forme of sex relations which do 
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not lead to children are at present punished by the criminal law; that, is purely 
superstitious, since the matter is one which affects no one except the parties 
directly concerned 

That is the sort of "education" from which we are now gathering the rotten 
fruits.

Russell’s Exanrole To Youth 


To quote one New York paper, beginning with Bussell'e divorce from Alys 
Smith: "He had asked her for a divorce and told her he was about to have a 
child by another woman. The other woman was Dora Black...Bussell married her 
at once - because, he said, he wanted to legitimize their son to succeed to 
the earldom. During this time Russell had been expounding his views that men 
and women should indulge in ’marital infidelity to preserve their homes*. 

"Men and women who wished to live together ought to do so, married or 
not. No man or woman should enter a permanent marriage relationship without 
hairing sexual experience first...Thereafter, the Russells practiced what ho 
preached. They had a son and a daughter and determined to rear, them by the 
same free standards. In 1927 they opened their Beacon Hill School in Hamp¬ 
shire, about two hours drive from London,..Londoners nicknamed it 'The Para¬ 
dise of Bad Children’. One story reported of the school was the visit of an, 
adult who found the door opened by a 9-year-old girl completely nude. *1 ty 
GodI ’ he exclaimed in consternation. 'There is no God, * the girl retorted 
coldly* aixi shut doors * 

"During this time both Bussell and his wife were experimenting with free 
love. Together they wrote 'Sex Freedom'. Bussell made no effort to conceal 
his romantic affairs with other women* And his wife had her own. Finally, 
in 1933* London society, which had watched this with perturbation, was utterly 
aghast to read in the staid London Times the announcement of the birth of a 
child to 'Countess Bussell and Mr, Griffin Barry*, lb*. Barry, it developed, 
was a journalist... 

"But in the Spring of 1934 she filed suit for divorce...She asserted that 
Bussell who was then 61, had misbehaved several times with a 20-year-old girl 
named Helen Spence. She went on to say that while she, the countess, had had 
affairs, Russell had had twice as many. The divorce was granted. Russell mar¬ 
ried Helen Spence - his third wife. 


"Meanwhile, on the educational and philosophical fronts, all had not gone 
too well either. Back in 1924 Bussell had made a number of speeches in China. 
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Episcopal Quadrennial Conference, he labeled Russell's views *s 'anti-Christian,’ 
declaring: 'The youth movement in China includes a group which la assailing 
the Bible, and Bertrand Bussell has lent pis aid to this anti-Christian group 
by speaking at its meetings.'"

from outside the Federation, control all colonial possessions in the world, 
enforce every treaty; that the U.S.A. "must be willing as a member of the 
Federation to take part in disputes all over the world 11 , as is its duty in 
China new. 

He made one inadvertent admission, damaging to his war talk, that "every-, 
one knew the Versailles Treaty was unjust" and since It could not be revised 
"armed force was necessary".

She said 
that her plans to get us boycotted out of business were 'proceeding according 
to plan*. Sounds like a D.N.B. announcement from Berlin," 

But, Moscow's old trick of pinning a Nazi label oh any ind every opponent 
is becoming hackneyed since it has become necessary to pin it on 80? of our 
people. When every Jewish paper and commentator in the country yells for war 
this is called "patriotism!' but, when Lindbergh says they yell for war this is 
called "anti-Semitism" or "Naeiism". 

Why Did Katherine Lewis Beslan? 


Supposedly, because of Lindbergh 1 s reference to the current Jewish enthusiasm 



for U.S.A, involvement in the present war, Katherine Lewis, daughter and assist¬ 
ant of John L. Lewis, a faithful "fellow-traveler" of the Comnunist Party line 
ever since the C.I.O, was organized, has resigned from the national board of 
America First* (Chicago Times, 10/23/Al.) But, meantime, bear in mind that the 
Comnunist Party line changed from isolationism to intervention when the Nazi- 
Soviet pact was broken. 


Red Methods 

A most interesting and cultured European idiom I met while in New York told 
me how he had been captured and imprisoned in Russia at the end of the World 
War and was ahifted from prison to prison during and after the bloody Red rev¬ 
olution; how in 1918, an epidemic of typhoid and malaria broke out among the 
40,000 prisoners in the Russian prison at Totskoylager where he was incarcerated. 
The Reds had no medicines and, becoming fearful of the epidemic spreading, they 
burned the whole prison, prisoners and all; he was one of a very few who suc¬ 
ceeded in escaping. 


They Are Crushing Opposition 

I was shocked to discgver, in New York, how thoroughly the eneny has bored 
from within or utterly shattered every anti-Red organization there. 

The American Patriots, who formerly held fine meetings, have long since 
folded up, broken up from within. A, Cloyd Gill was with the American Patriots 
until their finish, Reports of his friendly relations with pro-Red, anti-Chris¬ 
tian B'nai B'rith were current when I was there in 1938-9 Just before the 
American Patriots' demise. 

Last year, when X was in New York, ny friend Jo Kamp who, through his Con¬ 
stitutional Educational League, has issued such excellent releases, was worried 
to death about paying his ’phone bill, etc. Cloyd Gill has been with Jo Kamp 
since Gill's unpleasant severance last fall from American Women Against Com- 1 
munism, directed by my friend Mrs. A. Cressy Morrison. Her organization, re¬ 
cently, was offered large financial help, for the use of its name, to be supplied 
from some unnamed source, by a person who gave Gill as his only reference. She 
has wisely refused this "aid", I understand. 

Recently, when I ’phoned the Constitutional Educational League in New York, 
to speak to Jo Kamp, Mr. Gill, who answered, told me Kamp was honeymooning in 
the South. Although I cannot recall meeting Mr. Gill,he said very pleasantly *” 
that he had met me. So, I frankly questioned him about his policies and the 
reports I had heard. I had noted a change In the last Constitutional Educa¬ 
tional League release, a change savouring of that so-f&miliar B'nai B'rith, 
Friends of Democracy propaganda "line", a crescendo which murmurs against "Com¬ 
munism" at the bottom rising to howling against "Nazis" and "Fascists" like 
Lindbergh (the label pinned on all opponents these days) up to bellowing against 
"anti-Semitism." 

I had seen the letterhead of the Veterans Peace Temple of 1939 with Mil- 
ton Solomon’s name as chairman and A, Cloyd Gill’s as executive vice-chairman. 

As Milton Solomon lists hie connection with pro-Red, anti-Christian B'nai B'rith, 
in "Who's Who in American Jewry", I asked Gill about this. Re readily admitted 
this association and expressed the highest admiration for Solomon mad also for 
B'nai B'rith as an organisation* 

With sincerity, X complimented QLH on hie former chart exposing the rad¬ 
icalism of the Federal Council of Churches, distributed by American Wsrnen Against 



Communism. He chuckled and said that it had certainly surprised Federal Council 
leaders who asked, to quote, 11 ’Can this be the same Gill who used to be so so¬ 
cially aihded and who worked so closely with us?' But,” said he, "It is the 
Federal Council that has changed, not I. When I helped them draw up their 1919- 
20 Steel Strike Report I used to meet with them every night". He seemed proud 
of the Report. 


The Federal Council and the Steel Strike 


Of course, anyone who has studied and kept records on the subject knows 
that the Federal Council has never changed since the day it was organized and 
adopted the Social Creed of the Churches praised by Lenin2 Also, anyone fam¬ 
iliar with the history of the 1919-20 Steel Strike, led by communist Wm* Z, 
Foster, and of the stench raised by the Report on it issued by radical Federal 
Council leaders, would be as shocked as I was to hear him admit this! 

Red Bishop McConnell of the Federal Council of Churches, who headed the 
Commission in whose name this Report on the 1919 Steel Strike was issued, has 
been active in leading communist activities to date. In "Fight" magazine (6/37), 
the magazine of the Communist Party's American League for Peace and Democracy, 

1b an article entitled "Steel - By Bishop Francis J. McConnell as told to Dor¬ 
othy McConnell".(His daughter and a staff member then of this Comnunist maga¬ 
zine and organization.) 

In this article McConnell mentions his conversations with Communist Win. Z, 
Foster who agitated this revolutionary 1919 Steel Strike embracing 356,000 men 
and says: "At the very end Firzpatrick and Foster came to us and asked us to 
try our hands at arbitration with the United States Steel Corporation...Mr. Gary 
refused to arbitrate. Thu men on strike, he declared, wore ' Bolshevik! 5 and 
better out of the mill... With the publication of the Steel Report by our Com¬ 
mission, some time after the close of the strike, a howl went up from steel off¬ 
icials and their sympathizers all over the country..." 

The Dept, of Justice on the Strike 

A Dept, of Justice report, issued 5/6/20, which is before me, concerns 
this same Federal Council Steel Strike Report and states that investigators 
were sent to Pittsburgh, to quote, "for the purpose of investigating the steel 
strike and that all of these investigators were more or less radicals and that 
they were utilized by W. Z, Foster...in presenting his side of the strike." 

It also covers the records of various professional Red agitators, involved along 
with Federal Council reds like Harry Ward, recent head of the Communist Party's 
American League for Peace and Democracy in whose magazine Bishop McConnell's 
above article on the strike appeared. 


Gill said that his next brochure would be entitled "The Jew is ify Neighbor" 
and that he would send me a copy. He has since done so with the request for 
sy comment. I asked hj m whom he considered the outstanding ant 1—Communist Jews. 
He mentioned Judge Jos. 'A. Proskguer and his American Jewish Committee and one 
Simon Lazarus of Columbus, a department store owner who, he said, "gave me 13200 
for just one of my projects* In fact," Gill said, "the greatest aupport I have 
had through the years has been from the Jews!" 

ftm Pam phlet Razzing llndbergh 
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- An Open Letter to Uncle Sam's Problem Child - Charles A. Lindbergh". It reads 
like a B'nai B'rith harangue and is as full of inaccuracies. It berates Lindbergh 
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and his "mischief-making Quislings", denounces the current Senatorial inquiry 
into notion-picture war-propaganda, upholds "aliens" and, copying red Birkhead's 
Friends of Democracy line says: "For your information, Charles, a recent na¬ 
tional survey of Fifth Column elements in the United States shewed approximately 
700 groups definitely listed as belonging to the Fifth Column*..However, not 
one of the important and typically Jewish Organizations is in the Fifth Column 
Roster." (BaloneyJ Zionist collective* financed from America are as Marxian 
in practice in Palestine as Sovietism.) 

In his booklet Gill upholds the Jewish Joint pistribution Committee (long 
officered by officials of Kuhn Loeb & Co. whose late head, Jacob Schiff, financed 
the Russian Revolution) which has poured millions of dollars into Soviet Russia 
in recent years and is interlocked with the American Jewish Committee, Gill 
also quotes in his booklet a speech by Judge Proskauer, executive committeeman 
of the American Jewish Committee. 

Gill's Leading "Anti-Reds" 


The American Jewish Committee is tied in with every radical project. The 
Associated Press, 6/18/38, announced the union for united action of the American 
Jewish Committee, the (Zionist)American Jewish Congress, headed by red Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, the pro-Red, anti-Christian B*nai B'rith and the socialist 
Jewish Labor Committee (of about a half million members, now financing the 
carrying on of Red underground work abroad). 


Proskauer*s fellcw members of the executive committee of the American Jewish 
Committee include: Samuel I. Rosenman who writes F.D.R.'s speeches; Lewis L. 
Strauss, Kuhn Loeb & Co. partner; Frederick M< Warburg, another Kuhn Loeb & Co. 
partner; George Backer, executive of the Socialist-Communist American Labor 
Party and head of Ort Federation (affiliated with the Joint Distribution Com¬ 
mittee), son-in-law of the Kuhn Loeb & Co. partner, Jacob Schiff, who financed 
the Russian Revolution, and owner of the New York Post; Maurice Wertheim, dir¬ 
ector of the red "Nation" and of the pro-Communist Freudian-filth center, the < 
New School for Social Research, who married Alma Morgenthsu, sister of Henry 
Morgenthau, Secy, of the Treasury; Louis E. Kirstein, vice-pres. of W®. Filene 
Sons (whose late head Edw. A. Filene set aside not only a million dollars for 
socialist cooperative stores but set up the radical Twentieth Centuiy Fund). 
Kirstein is director of F. & R. Lazarus & Co., of Columbus, signed propaganda 
appeals for Spanish Reds, is executive conmitteeman of the Rational Conference 
of Jews and Christians, sponsored by B'nai B'rith and the Federal Council of 
Churches, is a fellow menber, with F.D.R. and Willkie, of the radical American *" 
Hebrew Medal Conmittee which has bemedaled such Red-aiders as La Guardi a, F.D.R., 
etc. Kirstein sat at the head table at the banquet at which alien-bom Marxist- 
minded Felix Frankfurter, who has "master-minded" the Red movement through the 
American Civil Liberties Union, etc., for over 20 years, was presented with the 
Ford Hall Forum gold medal for 1939. 


Proskauer is also one of the sponsoring board, along with leading Reds, 
of the American Guild for German Cultural Freedom. Alvin Johnson, head of the 
pro-Coronunist New School for Social Research being vice-presidtant, and the 
c hair man red Thomas Mann (See p.60 of my book THE ROOSEVELT BED RECORD AND ITS 
BACKGROUND for his Moscow-sponsored committee)* 

A letter bleating over the suicide of Ernst Toller, JewishTJowamist and 
a former leader of the bloody Soviet revolution in Germany, which asked aid 
for the "many like him" who could carry on "Just a little longer" with help, 
was sent out by the American Guild for German Cultural Freedom, In 1939, with 
Froskaner's name on it as aponsor* 



The American Hebrew, 9A9/41, reported* "...The American Jewish Conmittee, 
the American Jewish Congress, the Jewish Labour Front, and the B'nai B'rith are 
combined in studies, although the Congress has established its separate bureau. 
They work in emulation, and not in conflict...American Jewry realizes that" 
during the war - and probably for years after - it is the trustee of the destiny 
of our people in Palestine and of.the remnant of our people in the continent 
of Europe. 11 


(ail's Booklet Ranked With B'nai B'rith*s Stuff 

The Jewish Sentinel which, according to its masthead, -is "A Weekly Newspaper 
Devoted to Jewish Interests", gives its entire editorial page, 10/23/41, to 
rhapsodizing over Gill's booklet, "The Jew Is My Neighbor", headlining it "A 
MOST PRAISE 1 'ORTHY REPLY TO LINDBERGH" and urging the "widest circulation" for 
it, "that it may take its place alongside the compilations by the Council Against 
Intolerance in America" (a radical Jewish front co-chairmaned by George Gordon 
Battle, Earl Browder 1 b attorney friend), "the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith and others". Copious quotations from Gill's booklet, included these 
maudlin lines to Lindbergh: "Ify friends - at least some of them - insist that 
1 should hate the Jews. But, I don't." 

Why misrepresent Lindbergh as hating the Jews or wanting anyone else to 
hate them because he said truthfully that, as a whole, American Jewry is, under¬ 
standably, urging U.S.A. involvement in the world war, and that in this campaign 
"their greatest danger to this country is their large ownership and influence 
in our motion pictures, our press, our radio and our government". 

This very Jewish Sentinel which denounces Lindbergh as "anti-Semitic" for 
saying the above has been unceasingly yelling for U.S.A* war involvement. While 
it would certainly be un-American if Lindbergh opposed any loyal American citizen 
becaxise of race or creed, it is also un-American for any citizen to give greater 
loyalty to any foreign country or to any racial element at home or abroad than' 
he gives to America and its whole people. 

The same Jewish Sentinel, 10/9/41, in an ecstatic editorial tribute to the 
Red-aiding, world-wide Zionist leader. Justice Brandeis sayst "It is to the 
everlasting credit of Justice Brandeis that he remained loyally Jewish " arvl Brand- 
els' services to the international Zionist racial cause are extolled as an "in¬ 
spiring record of loyalty to his people and his people's cause" . _ 

Brandeis held that every Jew must "Organize! Organize! Organize!", must 
"stand up and be counted" as a separate race. But that policy makes for ill- 
feeling when the interests of a country in which Jews enjoy citizenship conflict 
with the interests of such Jewish international racial solidarity as he advocated. 
This unfortunate racial blindness was foretold by Scripture and makes the study 
of Biblical Prophecy the only clear guide to current events. 

Zionism is Marxist In Theory and Practice 

Zionism, while frequently acting as a rival, is just as Marxist As Stalinism. 
The Zionist cooperatives in Palestine are carried on along socialist Soviet lines, 
as I observed in 1939, with religion of any kind largely omitted and 85% of the 
workers organized in the Histadrut Labor organization affiliated with the red 
Socialist International. «As Scripture foretold, Jewry is returning to Palestine 
in unbelief. 

From Palestine, recently, "leaders of all factions of Palestine Jewry" 
joined in broadcasting their praises to Moscow, according to the Jewish Examiner 




(10/3/41) which stated: "Isaac Ben Zvi speaking on behalf of the Jewish National 
Council (of Palestine) said that 'Russian Jewry was and remained for ub the 
cradle of Jewry's liberation 1 * Emphasizing that he voices the sentiments of a 
half million Jews, Ben Zvi stated: ’You brethren in Moscow,*.we follow with 
adoration the Russian heroic struggle,,," (And so on) Uesishkin, "one of the 
fathers of the Zionist movement in Russia" praised Russia at length as the land 
of "full equality" for Jewry, where "the Jewish bent back has grown straight", 
etc. 


The same issue of the Jewish Sentinel which editorially rhapsodizes over 
Gill’s anti-Lindbergh pamphlet, reports (p.9): "A message of encouragement to 
the Jews of Soviet Russia was addressed thiB week by the American Jewish Congress" 
(ally of Proskauer’s American Jewish Conmittee) "and the World Jewish Congress 
and transmitted through the Soviet Embassy in Washington". 

A dear, kind, self-sacrificing patriotic woman friend of mine in Now York 
told me how Gill, on the pretense that he needed to borrow a dollar from her ({), 
came to her apartment and pumped her at length concerning her anti-Red friends, 
associates and activities, toother patriot reported a similar experience. 

The Conference at Nashville 

Will Rogers always said, "All I know is what I read in the papers" but I 
am glad that that is not true in regard to all 1 read in the papers about nnrselfI 
I spoke, Oct. 9th, for a great Christian Conference held in Nashville in the tab¬ 
ernacle of Rev. Saax Swain, where .1 have spoken before, and met many fine people 
afterwards. Rev. Love of Birmingham, who was present while newspaper reporters, 
hostile to the conference, interviewed me, with a twinkle in his eye remarked 
next day: "I keep thinking about the way you handled those reporters. They 
came determined to smear and discredit you but they came up against something 
they did not expect and went out looking so mild I have to langhl The reporter 
most opposed to you told Rev. Swain afterwards *1 certainly disagree with every¬ 
thing Mrs. Dilling says but I have to give her credit for being one of the most 
sincere persons I have ever met. 1 " Aside from some personal jibes and some 
errors, you can see by the enclosed reproduction that these boys could have done 
worse by me. At any rate, accustomed as 1 am to being flayed, anything less 
appears almost as flattery. 

Don’t Worry - I Am Used To Itl 

Even in the patriotic camp, as in all others, there are always a few "kitty 
cats" wto prefer gossiping and creating dissention to uniting in a common cause. 
Friends, the past week, have been writing me with kindly anguish over such im¬ 
aginative bits circulated about me as: that I am "afraid" ever to go to Wash¬ 
ington again; that I left the last time "weeping"; that I lecture for the 
AngJr—Saxon Federation (I have never even attended one of their meetings), etc., 
fte. 


I have frequently heard the contradictory talea that I am ft Catholic trying 
to disrupt the Methodist Church (when I expose, a Red Methodist)} that I am an 
•oti-Catholic seeking to destroy the Catholic Church (when I expose a Red-aiding 
Catholic); and "Trigger" Morris, the preacher who killed an unarmed man and 
has been convicted recently of malicious libel, as he clipped over to Ehgland 
aid back to do a"Willkie" for his B’nai B’rith friends, recently’^placed" me 
in an insane asylum,in his own paper, that is. 

After Norris printed the invention that my friend Dr. K. F. Ham, the great 
evangelist, had been maligned by me and other "Nazis" and had turned against us. 
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Dr, Tiara to correct this 'phoned me long distance and has written two friendly 
letters denying that he had been maligned or had changed one iota from the 
stand he took in his conversation with me and in his letter* which I quoted on 
page 5 of my "Trigger Norris" article. 

Dr* Ham 1 letter to me, 9/29/4-1, closes with* "Trusting that you are still 
coining out victorious in your conflict against the anti—Christ* • *" His letter 
of 10 / 15/41 closes with: "The trick to discredit Be is not new - I have had to 
fight it all in wy entire ministry* The fact that you and I have the same con* 
victions on this matter does not mean that either one of us is a tool of the 
other, or that we are tools of some alien powers, as some people would try to 
make it appear. Jesus had to fight the same subtle conspiracy* 4 *As far as I 
aa concerned, there has been no change." 

Changing "Line", Not Purpose 

1 fy unswerving course in support of Christianity and Americanism for the 
past ten years has been to labor to seek then make facts available to patriots 
to enable them to detect and combat subversive "boring from within 11 all churches 
l and organizations. "It is later than you think." 

The many Red Marxist parties keep confusing our best people with their 
changes of "line"* The same Norman Thomas who, as director year after year 
of the communist Garland Fund which issued the conmunist New Masses magazine, 
v has supplied every phase of the Red movement, the same Norman Thomas who split 

his party by insistence on Socialist Party united front with the Communist Party 
$For militancy, some feared, would iUegalise the Party) now has become a "Saint" 
to many patriots because of his current opposition to U. S* involvement in the 
world war. But he is a Marxist just the same. 

The Communist -Party, which abruptly reversed its fi^it-the-axis "collective 
security" policy as soon as the Nazi-Soviet pact was signed, as quickly reversed 
to warmongering when it was broken. 

The desertion of Stalin's Communist Party by flocks of Jewish intellectuals, 
following the Nazi-Soviet pact, indicates no change of heart but merely resent¬ 
ment at Stalin's temporary "betrayal" of Jewry and their intention to build 
Marxism along "local" lines here in. the U.S.A. under their own, instead of Mos¬ 
cow's leadership* 

Lyons Carves Up The Stalinists 

It takes one Red intellectual to "artistically" carve up another Red former 
comrade. Eugene Lyons, Russian^born Jewish socialist, is one of the present 
luminaries of the Jewish-socialist "Social Democratic Federation" and a contri¬ 
butor to their paper, the New Leader, along with ex-Stalinist Benjamin Stolberg, 
Trotskyite Max Eastman, etc* I bought lyon's book, "The Red Decade", after the 
Bertrand Russell lecture, in the red Rani School book store which is featuring 
it. 

Of course, Lyons detests me and my anti-Marxist kind as much or more than 
he does the Stalinist rivals in the Socialist field. The article which he printed 
about me in American Mercury (July,’ 1939) by radical Milton Mayer was a frantic 
attempt to discredit me by ridicule. No one can accuse me, therefore, of being 
motivated by a desire to aid Lyons In the sale of his book by expressing the 
opinion that it is delightf ully witty, brilliantly written and, with few excep¬ 
tions, accurate* Nothing has ever amused me more* Page after page, he humor¬ 
ously relates what I have so laboriously catalogued, writing with a pen dipped 
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In the acid of ridicule and sarcasm, which mist irk, no end, the Stalinist com¬ 
rades he knows so well from the inside* But how few reading his knife-like 
expo3e of Stalinism would observe how carefully he shields Marxian socialism 
jLtself. as well as certain pet Marxist devotees who have now, like him, decided 
to shed Stalin or are workers in his own camp. 

For example, in poking fUn at former gin-drinking middle class Bohemians 
who became Stalinists, he says (p,129): "With the egocentric yowling of their 
species they rushed into intellectual slumming as heatedly as they had gone in 
for slumny intellectual!sm.. .A lot of budding and a few overripe novel writers 
suddenly became interested in the plain people and got all puffed up over their 
new virtue as though Upton Sinclair, Jack London and a lot of others had never 
written." (Marxist Jack London’s appeal for revolution appears in my ROOSEVELT 
BED RECORD AND ITS BACKGROUND and if the Soviet-kissing Upton Sinclair has ever 
failed Moscow that is news') On page 134, Sinclair lewis, radical Thornton 
Wilder (see my books!, are similarly shielded, etc. 

Lyons' comments on proletarian Red Culture convulsed me as I have had to 
deal with so much of it. Anyone who has seen an exhibition of Red "art" must 
laugh at the truth in his description (p.128) of Stalinist artists "portraying 
in paint, words, stage characters or dance rhythms - the idealized 'workers' 
of their fond imaginations; tall men with immense biceps, and squat women 
with buttocks like mountains, robust and rough-hewn and chanting of sweat end 
blood, or revolution and dialectics."

is the heading at the bottom of the page above a list of over 300 names. And 
what a pot pourri they are of Conmunists and "fellow travelers”, Marxists of 
every shade and hue, radical educators, writers and churchmen. New Deal politi¬

"Inside the huge sports arena, 11 1 hu ge red flags , with the golden hammer 
and sickle emblazoned on them, hung from the balconies. They were threaded in 
between the United States stars and stripes, British Union Jack, and the flags 
of the nations conquered by Hitler. ‘ 

"Pictures on Background - of Pink 

"Suspended from the ceiling and dangling 50 feet - right over the ring where 
battery of lights usually glares dewn on perspiring fistic gladiators - was 
m gigantic, four-sided, hollow ’V 1 , the British victory synfcol, with photomontage 
pictures of grim soldires, sailors, starving children, grief^atricken mothers, 
plastered on a background of pastel pink* 

"There was just a hint of the coining trouble when Joseph I! - , E&vies former 
ambassador to the U.S,S,R. and chairman of the President’s committee on war re¬ 
lief agencies* started to speak* There were scattered cries of ’open up a west¬ 
ern front!' but they subsided when a stentorian voice from the gallery yelled, 
'Save it for Halifax!’ 

"Davies pictured Russia as ’standing in the breach, on the frontier cf 






civilization, fighting for us'..Russia had built up her armies and 'cleansed 
her house of treason 1 while democracies slept, Davies declared. In fact, every 
one had slumbered except President Roosevelt, he remarked.*, 

"Yells Delay Halifax 1 s Start 

"When Halifax was introduced by Edward C* Carter, national chairman of 
Russian T .Var Relief, Inc,, he had to wait several minutes, nervously fingering 
his script, while the yelling demonstration went on. The cries came from the 
upper reaches of the galleries, from the 25£ seats {28$ with federal tax) while 
the occupants of the $10 boxes in the arena looked up and glowered. 

"There was applause when the British ambassador said that never before in 
all history had any nation shown 'a finer spirit of resistance 1 than had Russia, 
but someone in the gallery yelled: f You didn't show it, but we did’ 1 ..*

"Viscount Halifax hurried along and vtcund up with a declaration that altho 
there had been differences in the past, in the future the British and Russian 
would 'march side by side,' That touched off the chant from the balconies louder 
than ever and the ambassador stepped off the platform.

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unknown 1 ' and the cheque bounced back with a charge of $1.40 for bank fees! A 
New York frierri, who investigated, reported a colored maid by that name at this 
Park Avenue address but whether her name was used with her knowledge or not, we 
do not know.

For several years, since I became unable financially to carry the expense 
in addition to donating ny time to the work, five self-sacrificing patriots have 
made it possible for me to eariy on factual research which, according to both

Wien a second of the five kind "overworked 11 contributors had to discontinue 
last week, reducing our budget $50 more, we started measuring and figuring how 
we could crowd everything into one of our two office spaces to save on rent* But, 
even by stacking everything in aisles like a warehouse and storing some else¬ 
where, the problem would be how to be able to work without poking our elbows in 
each other*seyesl 

One thinks, if only someone would donate office space, or if a number of 
people would only pledge small regular monthly amounts on which we could depend, 
we might not only make up this deficit but extend our efforts! 

Never have so nary people been writing in and expressing interest* But most 
of these real workers are "eonmon people" with slender funds, the kind of whom 
Lincoln spoke when he said, "God must have loved the conmon people, he made so 
many of them!"

And It le likewise in psychological fsetora that n 
discover the real explanation for the dismal backwardness of 
ailitary aviation In Amarlea. The fact alone that our comae** 
elel aeronautics it the world's best indicates that the mili¬ 
tary sax lag cannot be biased on lack of aviation talent* The 
simple truth is that Amerlea has been lulled into a complacent 
sense of safety by its two oceans* That has been - and unfoxw 
tunately remains today - the American equivalent of the "Uagl- 
not mentality" In Franoe* Unless overcoat quickly, it holds 
the threat of the same kind of disaster. 

There can be no reason In loglo why, if we build war* 
planes at all, they should have been below the standards of 
performance technically possible at the time of their design 
and construction* The abeenoe of Immediate danger of war or 
foreign invasion might justify the maintenance of a skeleton 
sir power rather than a full-sized one* But it decidedly did 
not Justify the inferiority in the Quality of aircraft* Even 
if we had only one airplane, It should have been at least the 
equal of any extant* 

But while the public may have been startled by recent 
disclosures about the Shortcomings of Amorlean aircraft under 
conditions of motuel warfare, aviation people were not* They, 
had known ell along* for instance, that American pursuits had 
neither the armor nor the aim ament to match the British Hurri¬ 
canes and Spitfires or the German Meseersehaltts and Heinkale* 
They had known, to cite an even more striking example, that 
our so-ealled •Flying Fortresses* lacked the very essential of

Zt le about time wo etoppod bragging about our aero¬ 
nautical superiority. Every champion who underestimates his 
challenger loses hie crown* The more sensible oouret la to 
overestimate our potential opponents and to be reedy to meet 
strength with greater strength* If we perelst in continuing 
to live in e fool* s paradise of self-congratulation, there is 
nothing ahead of ue but humiliation at the hande of our eneniee.

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"All transport should ba of 20-know speed or better. The 
higher the speed of the ship the greater the Immunity from sub* 
marine attacks. A torpedo as a rule leaves behind it a white 
wake from its exhaust air bubbles. This, if seen in time, en¬ 
ables a ship to use helm and engines to cause a torpedo to pass 
ahead or astern. 


TORPEDO PROBLEM 

"It has been claimed that the Oermans have found a means 
of absorbing the air bubbles, which oauses torpedoes to leave 
no wake. This would make a transport's task of avoiding tor- 
pedoes xoreldif£icult. There would be no warning when the tor— 
pedoe was fired, and if the aim were good a hit would ba the 
first intimation of the presence of a submarine. 

"Both British and American anti-submarine vessels are pro¬ 
vided with listening devices. The effectiveness of those de¬ 
vices is questionable, because of the holse within the listen¬ 
ing vekael from engines and pumps. There la a device using a 
ray which Is said to ba more effective. 

"Convoys would have to be guarded by an escort large 
enough to defeat any possible raiders sent against it, and ba 
surrounded by destroyers, not only to attack the submarines 
after they have been discovered but also to rescue the troops 
snd crews of torpedoed transports.

The dinner was held for the benefit 
of the Jewish National fund. 

Ickes singled out Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh for his bitterest denuncia¬ 
tion. He called Lindbergh the “No. 1 
Nail fellow traveler " in the United 
States and declared him to be "the 
first American to raise aloft the 
standard of pro-Naziismy and " the 
proud possessor of a Nazi decoration i 
which has already been well earned.” 

Raps Anne Lindbergh's Book, 

Lindbergh’s wife, the former Anne 
Morrow, was also included in Ickes’ 
attack for her book, "The Wave of 
the Future,* which he described as ! 
” the bible of every American Nazi, 
Fascist, Bundist, and appeaser.” He 
referred to Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh 
as 11 this pair of fellow travelers and 
appeasers. 1 ' 

Gen. Robert E. Wood, national 
chairman oft the America First com¬ 
mittee, was fepicted by Ickes as " ap¬ 
parently a ifeUow traveler," 

Ickes said* the America First com¬ 
mittee shoifid he renamed “the 
America Next" committee. He as¬ 
serted that the committee attracts 
“ antidemocrats, appeasers, labor bait- 
1 ers, and antbSemites" and that "Hit- 
j ler is enthusiastic about it.” 


Among the active supporters of the 
committee, said Ickes, are Gen. Hugh 
Johnson, Hanford MacNider, Henry 
Ford, and Ernest Weir.

A suggestion that the Army and

Despite the*claim of Dr. Charles 
Clayton Morrison, editor of the 
Christian Century, from the plat¬ 
form that “15,000" attended the 
meeting, including “thousands out¬ 
side the hall,” a check revealed the, 
total attendance as under 8,000. Thei 
Arena has 8,156 seats, the manage-j 
ment stated today. The hall was 
not filled and the police outside said

Boos for F.D. R. Suppressed. 
Before the set speeches, resound¬ 
ing boos for President Roosevelt 
boomed out from the audience when 
Frank Craven, music master of the 
rally, referred to the Presidents re¬ 
cent rebuke for the defeatism of 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

A few minutes later Janet Ayer 
Fair bank, vice-chairman of Amer¬ 
ica First, presiding, told the audi¬ 
ence: 

“A note has been sent me saying 
the President of the United States 
has been booed. I was busy get¬ 
ting a reading desk ready for the 
speakers. I would be sorry if the 
President were booed. He must be 
held in respect.*’ 

That restrained boos for the Pres¬ 
ident for some time, but did not 
prevent them. Although they never 
reached the volume of the original 
concerted boos, the President was 
repeatedly booed by many indi 
viduals thereafter, -

One of the most spirited of many 
booing sessions of the day occurred 
when Wheeler congratulated his 
hearers on their “coolness'* despite 
"propaganda by Dorothy Thompson,

"They could think 
of no better reason than to brand the Amer¬ 
ica First organization as subversive, 1 ’ says 
the Herald. “Certainly no organization 
which advocated arming and protection of 
its own country first ever was accused of 
being subversive.” One of the commission¬ 
ers, it adds, is chairman of the Miami chap¬ 
ter of the Committee to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies and in that capacity staged 
a public appearance by Douglas Fairbanks, 
}r., in behalf of his committee. 

Could there be anything more subversive 
than to urge and practice violation of the 
first article of the bill of rights providing 
freedom of speech and of the press? "We 
hear constantly and ad nauseam that in or¬ 
der to compete with the dictator powers the 
democratic states must suspend the proc¬ 
esses of democracy.

SEVEN STEPS TO WAR 

The President siys AMERICA FACES ONE OF THE GREATEST 
CRISES IN HER HISTORY, 

That is true. But who made this crisis? How did it come about? 

A war began in Europe. Another one of’Europet hundred wars. Peo¬ 
ple said we must stay out. Congress said we must stay out. THE PRESI¬ 
DENT SAID WE MUST KEEP OUT. He promised America he would 
rot "intervene in Europe’s wars.” ~ 

Then somehow we began to meddle. And we proceeded to take seven 
steps—SEVEN FATAL STEPS, Each of these steps we took at the de¬ 
mand of the President. And as we took each step he soothed us—"We 
must aid Britain, but not with ships or men. Follow my lead," he said, 
"my way is the way to stay out of war.” 

Here are the steps we took: _ 

STEP ONE . We amended the neutrality act and permitted the 
sale of arms for cash to the Allies. But no ships. No credit. 

STEP TWO. The propaganda began. The slogans appeared. 
"This is our war. 1 ’* “We are next on Hitler's list." "He will ruin our 
trade if he wins.” "We cannot live alone in a world of dictators.” 
"We are helpless without the British Navy." The movies, the radio 
and many newspapers went into action. The country swarmed with 
British agents. .American committees were formed to pour the propa¬ 
ganda over our minds. - 

STEP THREE . The President turned over a million Army rifles 
to a steel Company, and it sold them at a bargain to Britain; We must 
ain Britain—but “short of war,” said the President. 

STEP FOUR. The President forced conscription—an Army of 
J.sjlD.OOO men. Military experts said this Army can be explained in 
only one way—it ts fnr in Europe and Africa. But the President 

_ __ sing into train Jii'g to form a force so 

strong that, by its *«?rtce r it will keep the threat of war away 

from our shores.” 

STEP FIVE. The President handed over 50 destroyers to Britain. 

He $aid: *‘This will keep us out of war. My way is the way of peace.” 
Just after that in the election, he said: *‘I have said it before, and Twill 
say it again and again, your boys will not be sent to foreign wars.” 

STEP SIX. The Lease-Lend Bill. That was a bill to lease, lend 
or give any part of our arms or Navy to Britain, Senator Wheeler 
said: "This is a bill to enable the President to carry on undeclared 
war on Germany." The war groups denounced him. Senator Barkley 
said: “This is an anti-war bill " When the bill was passed, Mr. Herbert 
Agar, high official of the Committee to Defend America by Aiding 
the Allies, which occupies the adjoining column, said: 

"There A«s been too mucA lying by the supporters of the lease-lend 
hill in the Senate and in the press ... As one who had taken a leading 
part in supporting the bill\ J prefer Senator Wheeler's interpretation 
of it .. .

The hour has came when this nation must face the facts. We can no 
longer evade the full demands imposed upon us by Hitler’s threat to 
our liberties. 

Step by step over the past twelve months the meaning of the world 
conflict to our existence has become dear to the American people. 

We know that free institutions cannot be secure on this continent if 
annihilated on every other continent. ' Even if we could maintain our 
physical security, life would be a nightmare of industrial regimentation, 
conscription, taxation and eventually war. 

To permit Britain to go down, China to be subjugated and the black¬ 
out of civilization to occur everywhere but in the Western Hemisphere, 
would be not only stupid, but indicative of a complete loss of moral values. 
We cannot allow the defense of Great Britain and her Allies to be over¬ 
whelmed. To assure its success, we have enacted the Lease-Lend Law to 
convert our nation into the arsenal of democracy. 

But recent events have brought home to us one further realization: 
Our civilization can be made secure only by engaging the full strength 
and power of the United States in the common cause- With all of our re¬ 
sources the threat to our way of life and our liberty can and will be halted. 

This ultimate issue can no longer be avoided. Each week of delay 
aggravates our peril, brings the war closer to.our shores and will take ita 
tall of American life and | h>perty. The issue should be met now, without 
j evasion or reservation and with prompt 

URGE ENACTMENT CNF SIX action. We must assume our share of 
SPECIFIC MEASURES burden and sacrifice in the united de¬ 

fease of civilization. 

To this end the Committee to Defend America by Aiding the Allies 
now urges that the American people call upon their President and Con¬ 
gress for the immediate enactment of the following measures: 

1. The declaration of a full state of national emergency. 

2. Employment of the navil and a i r forces of the nation to 
safeguard the lifeline between the Western Hemisphere and (he 
British Isles. Specifically we fwpport use of American armed 
forces for police, convoy or in whatever' way is most effective to 
insure delivery of oui goods to those nations resisting aggression. 

3. Co-operation with Great Britain and her Allies for the 
employment of our united military resources to safeguard the 
North Atlantic, the South Atlantic and the Pacific against 
further Axis aggression. 

4. Effective aid to China. Rigid embargo against Japan. 

Clear indication to Japan of our determination to prevent a con¬ 
quest of Singapore and the Dutch Ea-i Indies, 

5. Freezing of Axis assets. Control of subversive propa¬ 
ganda and sabotage emanating from Axis consulates by what¬ 
ever measures may be necessary, including severance of diplo¬ 
matic relations. 

6. Declaration of the intention of the United States to lake 
its full responsibility in organising enduring peace on the basis 
of political, social and economic justice. The American people 
must now prepare themselves to face this responsibility. 

This course may lead to armed conflict. From Hitler’s point of view 
we are already enlisted with bis enemies. If it does not suit his purpose 
he will not attack us, do matter whit the provocation, if it promises to 
advance his cause, he will attack us 
WILL UNIFY OUR WILL AND 'whenever and however he chooses. 
MOBILIZE OUR RESOURCES T ? ^ose who stand in the path of 

his designs, the choice is never war 
or peace. It is submission to bis v.Ill or resistance to the death. 

This course may bring to us, ** it baa brought to other people who 
are enlisted in the cause of freedom, blood, toil, tears and sweat. It will 
unify the will and mobilise the resources of our own people. It will de¬ 
mand of us and win from us sacrifice and resolution. It will make pos¬ 
sible control of sabotage and stfKfrrive conspiracies' in our midst. It 
will hearten our Latin-American neighbors in the common defense of our 
American heritage. It.will have a demoralizing effect upon Axis morale. 
It will bring unmeasured strength to the heroic defenders in the first 
lines of our common cause at this hour of their supreme trial. In the 
souls of men enduring fcubjugari 011 under tyranny, it will kindle new 
hope and resistance. 
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FLYNN’S FLIMFLAM. 

Members of the America First Commit¬ 
tee, who have been quoting parts of recent 
Gallup Polls while ignoring other parts, are 
not fooling the people. The reaction of a 
large portion of the audience to the remarks 
of John T. Flynn at Thursday’s Town Hall 
Meeting of the Air demonstrated that fact 
beyond any doubt. The audience forced Mr. 
Flynn into a very embarrassing position. 'It 
was particularly embarrassing because Mr. 
Flynn is justly famed as a meticulous re¬ 
searcher.. He has repeatedly demonstrated 
his ability to ferret out obscure facts. He 
rightfully prides himself on his ability as a 
reporter. But, in his zeal for the cause, 
he has espoused, he ignored facts unfavorable) 
to that cause. Faced with the allegation that, 
he was ignoring them, he pleaded ignorance.

These cost vast sums and require 
skilled Nazi and Fascist agents, who could be used for much needed service 
to the Axis elsewhere. 

The Axis is not spending money and men on this hemisphere for the 
fun of it. These Fifth Columns are here for the same purposes that Hit¬ 
ler's Fifth Columns were in Scandinavia and the Low Countries. The 
United States is in the same peril that these conquered countries were 
in a little over a year ago. 

^ We Do Have One Important Choice.' 

But we do have a choice that Norway, Belgium and Holland did not 
have. We can choose between wailing for Hitler to come to America and 
helping to stop him on the other side of the Atlantic. 

We can choose to wait until Hitler makes America a battlefield— 
the modern kind of a battlefield where children and women and the aged 
are defenseless against death from the air. Or we can choose to do what 
is needful in helping to end the war by defeating the barbarians on the 
fields they have already made Woody thousands of miles away. 

We can make the choice. We have already made it. By Presidential 
proclamation, by action of the Congress, by the clear demand of an over¬ 
whelming majority of thG American people we have .declared our purpose 
to give aid in the battle t« stop Hitler where it is now being fought. This 
we have doiie in the determm&uOTi that AmerfCaTi soil shall not be drenched 
with blood.

Mr* Hoover’s Fallacy, 

In his speech Sunday night, Herbert Hoover counselled doing nothing 
to protect the supply line. 

We have all due respect for Mr. Hoover’s sincerity and his abilities 
in fields where he has achieved success. But his counsel should not be 
heeded on a matter of this kind. Herbert Hoover was President when 
invaded Manchuria. His Secretary of State, our present Secretary 
Y^ r ’ Henry L. Stimson, wanted the United States to participate in 
joant international action to stop Japanese aggression. If this had been 
done, probably the world would have suffered none of the wars that 
followed. But Mr. Hoover would have none of, it. 

Herbert Hoover could have led in action ten years ago which might 
well have meant enduring peace for the world. He did not. Would it be safe 
to listen to his advice on how to escape the consequences of the calamity 
he could have dpne much to prevent ?

■there is no wolf; too often it has had to be used to arouse the people to 
other dangers that are no less real, if far less immediate. 

FALSE INVASION THREATS HERE 

“It has been so used in this country in the recent past. The author 
does not know a single responsible military or naval officer or government 
official who believes that this nation is threatened by direct invasion, even 
if Germany wins. Consider the difficulties. 

“No potentially hostile European or Asiatic power pos¬ 
sesses territory or bases in this hemisphere. 

“The Atlantic is 3,000 miles across; from 4,000 to 7,000 
mile* of Pacific waters intervene between the continental 
United States and Asia. 

* “Invader* can reach thi* country only by ship or by 
j plane; armies cannot swim to victory, 

l “No single power except Britain has a navy equal to our 
own. No two other power* are building a* many combat 
ships as we are. 

**A fleet is much more effective near its own bases. Its combat effec¬ 
tiveness and fighting power decreases the farther it gets from its own 
bases and the closer it approaches the enemy bas$s. Its effective combat 
operating range is generally reckoned at between 1,500 and 3,000 miles. Tots 
is not an absolute figure, however, and increases or decreases depending on 
the cruising radii of the ships, geographical factors, lines of communica¬ 
tion, availability of mobile floating drydocks, etc. . . . 

LINDBERGH W AS RIGHT 

"By air, the problem is even more difficult, and Col, Lindbergh, as 
all military observers know, was perfectly correct when he said that the 
United States could not be invaded by air. President Roosevelt, in hfs 
famous geography-lesson speech, used air power as the big bad wolf ap¬ 
parently in order to shock the country into the need for defense. But 
his similes should not have been taken literally ; his distance figures were 
misinterpreted, Air power has not yet shewn its ability to hold territory 
or to consolidate conquests. It is a terrible engine of destruction, but 
alone it could not be the instrument of victory against America . . .

The aggressive role of Chmfian' Fronters in the anti-war campaign may 
precipitate a serious split among American isolationists, it appeared yesterday. 

Conflict between liberal isolationists (who believe that America can live 
alone and like it if we appease Hitler) and professional Coughlinites (who be-! 
Heve in appeasement for Fascism’s sake) has been waged behind the scenes for* 
many weeks. It broke out at Madison 
Square Garden Friday night when Charles 
A. Lindbergh brought his America First load 
company back to New York for a return en¬ 
gagement. 

Center of the clash was J ohn T/.Flynn . 

pugnacious chairman of the New York chap- 
ter of tlu/^ merica First Comm ittee. Mr. 

Flynn, who presided at tlje ^arcfeii meeting, 
is an ex-columnist for the New Republic 
and believes, among other tilings, that Ber¬ 
trand Russell should have been allowed to 
teach at City College. 

Uneasy in a bed which holds the Rev. 

Edward Lodge_Curran and other Coughlin- 
ite emissaries, Mr. Flynn has been privately 
battling with the Frontmen. Before 22,000 
g^pple who filled the Garden Friday night

angrily put the finger on Coughlinites, 
jndsmen and Communists and told them 
f ojgo back where they came from.

, ^"fintry of the United States intoJi^VTorld 
War would doom democracy in America, 
Dr. A. Eustace Haydon, professor of com¬ 
parative religion at the University of Chi¬ 
cago, asserted in a speech before an “Amer-' 
ica First” rally. In one breath he asserts 
that democracy is doomed if we go to war; 
in the next he says, in effect, that we have, 
never had democracy* j 

“America must first build a true de-| 
mocracy before it takes up arms against the 1 
totalitarian form of government,” he de¬ 
clared, Note the word “true.” We must build 
up “true democracy”; therefore we haven’t; 
had it in the past. We haven’t had democ- 
racy; but democracy is doomed if we get 
into the war. We are about to lose some¬ 
thing we never had! 

Nor is Dr. Haydon any more lucid when 
he argues against himself on our mission 
to spread democracy throughout the world. 
Having failed to establish it here, we must 
spread it throughout the world. 

“Half of the world could not be long held 
in serfdom if the other half was radiant with 
the beauties of an actualized democracy, 51 
(Note the word ‘ “actualized”.) We have 
made a terrible botch of the democratic 
process, according to Dr. Haydon. Democ¬ 
racy, as we have known it, is not worth de¬ 
fending. 4 

“If we are really loyal to the ideal we 
are being called upon to defend,” he said, 
“we must begin here by curing the inequali¬ 
ties of our own life—by economic justice; 
by eliminating the poll tax; by opening the 
doors for the Negro; by crushing anti-Semi¬ 
tism; b'y freeing our people from the fear of 
homelessness and unemployment, and by 
breaking the shackles of special privilege 
that fetter our freedom.” 

Truly, there have been flaws in our sys¬ 
tem. Truly, flaws still exist and always will. 
But over a century and a half our system has 
produced a higher standard of living, and 
culture for a greater proportion of our peo¬ 
ple than any other system has ever produced 
for any other people anywhere, any time. It 
has made us foremost among the “have” 

: peoples of the world. It has given us riches 
| that have aroused the envy of those who 
have not. Our system is in no great danger 
from within. The danger lies without. And 
it is no fanciful danger. 

Perhaps what we have called “democ¬ 
racy” is really not democracy at all, as Dr, 
Haydon contends. But it comes nearer to 
conferring the benefits of democracy than 
any system that mortal man has so far been 
able to make function. *It is not perfect. It 
m,ver will be perfect. But there are il^ny 
Americans who believe that, with all nits 
faults, it is worth fighting for.

Analysis Shows Simitar 
Phrasing in Reference 
to River 'Frontiers.’

A coincidence of Lindberghian 
and Hitlerian phrase-making about 
the Mississippi River was brought 
to light today by comparison Cf an 
address by Charles A. lindbergh 
and an interview with Adolf Hitler, 

The Hitler interview was with 
John Cudahy, former United States 
ambassador to Belgium—an inter¬ 
view'that president Roosevelt in his 
press conference last Friday linked 
with appeasement efforts pushed by 
Berlin in this country. 

Not published until June 6. the 
Hitler-Cudahy conversation f took 
place at Berchtesgaden May 23, 
Cudahy reported. That wa* six days 
before Lindbergh made-the speech 
in question! in Philadelphia, May 29. 

In that address at an America 
First rally, Lindbergh remarked: 

“If we say that our frontier lies 
on the Rhine, they can say that 
their’s lies on the Mississippi” ■ 

*They” clearly referred to the 
forces of Hitler. 

Cudahy In his account of his Hit¬ 
ler interview of May 23, wrote: 

"He (Hitler) said he had never 
heard anybody in Germany say that 
the Mississippi River was a Ger¬ 
man frontier in the same spirit that 
the prime minister of Australia has 
referred to the Rhine as a frontier 
of that country.” 

The Cudahy interview was pub¬ 
lished simultaneously in Life Maga¬ 
zine and several score American 
newspapers, including The Daily 
News.

NEGRO SUPPORT FOR 
AMERICA FIRST. 


A colored people’s division of the America First 
organization is being formed under the leadership 
of J. Finley Wilson, The movement ought to have 
a pronouneed success. There is so divided na¬ 
tional loyalty among the Negroes of this country. 
They are Americans from ’way back, with no ties 
which bind them to one or another of the Euro* 
pean belligerents. If any group in this country 
can view our international relations with an eye 
solely to the welfare of our country it should be 

I * the Negroes. With the fewest exceptions their 
ancestors have been In this country foT 150 years 
or more. 

In a letter addressed to prominent colored peo¬ 
ple In various parts,of the country Mr. Wilson 
has called attention to the peril Which war pre¬ 
sents to all the minority groups in America. The 
warning is a timely one. It Is no accident that 
the Ku Klux arose after the last war. The klan 
was born of the disillusionment* the economic 
distress, and the social unrest which were the 
direct consequences of the war. The race riots at 
about the same time In Chicago and other cities 
had much the same origin. If our country gets 
into the present war the same sort of conse¬ 
quences are to be expected, but the scale of In¬ 
tolerance may be expected to rise far higher. 
*We started the last war with a negligible na¬ 
tional debt Today the debt approximates 50 
billion dollars. In the last war the government 
spent something like 40 billion dollars. Congress 
has already appropriated more than that amount 
for armament and that Is only the beginning.

R. Douglas Sjuart Jr„ founder and 
national director of the America 
First committee, asserted last night 
that the war party proposal to “ clear 
the Atlantic now ” is in reality a de- 
mand that "our navy and our air 
force enter the war immediately as 
a full belligerent, carrying out the 
will, not of .congress* but of Secretary 
of the Navy Knox.” 

In a nationwide radio speech Stuart 
lashed at Secretary of the Interior 
j I ekes for using the M technique of

opposing views. He took to task 
Wendell L. Willkie for his refusal to 
debate the question of war or peace 
with Norman Thomas, Socialist lead* 
er, and declared that entrance into 
war would be a repudiation of the 
views of 80 per cent of Americans. 

Cardinal American Principle. 

* Here, then, is the threat that 
strikes at the very heart of the Amer¬ 
ican way,” said Stuart. * For If there 
ts one cardinal principle upon which 
this government la based, it Is the 
principle of majority rule. The day 
Americans surrender this historic 
precept will be the day when our 
democracy can be pronounced dead.” 

"As usual,” the speaker said, "the 
war party couches it* proposals in 
.soft, disarming terms. 'Clear the At* 
fjantic now” they urge. What they 
feean to say is that our nary? and 
bur air force should enter the war 
Immediately! as a full belligerent, 
'carrying out the will, not of con* 
gress, but of Secretary Knox. 

"Once this were done, they know 
there would be no turning back. We 
would be at war. Congress and the 
American people could only lapse into 
sullen silence—their only function 
being to honor the dead and pay the 
bills, as the war went Its long and 
weary course. 

Must Frighten Opponents. 

* * How can the war party hope to 
achieve so monstrous a purpose?

That law^the Neutrality 
Act—was passed to prevent America from being drawn into the war by a 
mere incident. That law forbids vessels flying the American flag from 
travelling in war zones. That is a good law—a sound one—and had, when 
passed, the approval of the whole American people. The President himself 
approved the wisdom, of this law. 

But shortly afterwards American shipping firms found ways to get 
around that law. And they did it with the connivance of the American 
government, The American shipping firm merely took the American flag 
op its ship, ‘‘transferred’' it to the protection of Panama or some other 
ScnyA American government, hoisted the flag of Panama and operated it 
ay a Panamanian ship. 

At the time, sober minded men protested, Theyeaid that if such a ship 
were torpedoed the war-makers would promptly begin to shout for war. 
Well, very soon some of those ships were sunk. The war makers did yelL

They said these are not American ships. They sail under foreign flags. 
They do this to be able to travel in war infested zones. It is fheir own risk.

Now two ships have been fired on and sunk. One is the Sessa. 
The other is the Steel Seafarer. The Sesss flew the flag of Panama. In 
the case of this ship, the shameful legal finagling was utterly unworthy 
of the great United States government. The Sett* belonged to a Danish 
company. The United States Maritime Commission bought it and trans* 
ferred it to the Panama flag and sailed it into the worst war zones. The 
spectacle of the United States government sailing one of iis own ehipa 
under the flag of little Panama is a contemptible subterfuge.

All was silent today at headquar¬ 
ters of America First over the storm

All was silent—at headquarters—!

It was stated officially that the 
Lindbergh Des Moines speech was 
discu^ed by the committee—and 
that ft statement would be issued

Thai this iftatemewt will not re¬ 
pudiate Lindbergh or his speech 
was indicated by John T. Flynn, 
chairman of the New York chapter, 
one of the conferees. He said today 
that no resolution to that effect was 
considered by the committee. 

Seven days already have elapsed 
since Lindbergh made the speech. 
The nation-wide wave of protest 
that has grown during those days 
against the attack he then made! 
upon the Jewish people for “press¬ 
ing this country” as be claimed, 
‘Howard war/’ continued to mount 
today. 

More Time Required. ! 

The America First Committee,

Charles A. Lindbergh's Des

Lindbergh’s speech is expected

committee in Chicago Thursday. 

This was divulged in the face of 
a mounting barrage of rebukes for 
the flier by outstanding Americans, 
most of them supporters of the na¬ 
tional policy, some of them isola¬ 
tionists. 

Until Thursday, a spokesman of 
America First declared, the com¬ 
mittee has nothing to say on Lind¬

The executive committee meeting, 
it was indicated, will concern itself 
primarily with the new “shoot on

.started operating today. Apparent¬ 
ly, however, the "heat” in Lind¬ 
bergh’s case has become too press¬ 
ing to be disregarded. 

Unconfirmed reports state that 
some America First leaders, includ¬ 
ing John T. Flynn* chairman of the 
New York chapter, are calling for 
repudiation of Lindbergh.
